The year that lies behind us has shown us that the "Lutheran" 
and its readers do not have a quiet, battle-free time ahead of 
them. If in this world, in this time, no peace is to be expected, 
since the enemies never rest, but always seek to rob us of our 
treasure, the precious, pure Gospel, then we must certainly be 
prepared for serious battles when we see that the enemies are 
making ever more serious attacks on this treasure. Not to speak 
of the papists, who are trying to spread the power of the Antichrist 
more and more, not to speak of the socialists and anarchists, who 
also continue to agitate, our struggle with the enthusiasts has 
recently taken a different and more serious turn. 

Up to now, the struggle has consisted primarily in the fact that

The fact that the enemies of the municipal schools were 
defeated in the election will only inflame them to new fury and 
provoke them to devise new stratagems. And the school question 
is not the only one that comes into consideration here. With the 
help of the State, one wants to bring it about that Sunday, which 
according to biblical Lutheran doctrine the church has decreed in 
Christian freedom, is celebrated as the Sabbath commanded by 
God.

The ecclesiastical conditions of the old 
fatherland. 


It is one of the tasks of the "Lutheran" to inform its readers 
about the most important ecclesiastical events, also those that 
happen outside of our closer church community. Thus, the 
"Kirchliche Chronik" has always reported on the church of the 
old German homeland. The Lutherans of America take a fair 
share in the weal and woe of the German people and the 
German Church. The fathers and founders of our Synod came 
from over there. Our German Lutheran congregations here were 
gathered from the multitudes of immigrants who streamed into 
the New World from all German regions. And also the young 
generation, born and raised here in America and instructed in 
God's Word and Luther's teachings, should know something of 
what it is like over there, in the countries where Luther preached, 
where the godly teachers lived, whose songs we still sing 
Sunday after Sunday in our churches. 

We are not mistaken in assuming that many of our Lutheran 
readers do not have a very clear idea of the ecclesiastical 
conditions in Germany. When they read something in the 
Chronicle about this or that German national church or from the 
Free Church or from the Breslau Separation or from the 
Immanuel Synod, they think to themselves: What is the meaning 
of these distinctions? The Lutherans of America live in their new 
fatherland in a completely different air and environment than 
their fellow believers in the old fatherland. And there one easily 
and quickly forgets how things are arranged over there, even if 
one oneself, for instance, has the child- 


and youth in Germany. And so it should not be superfluous if 
we give our readers a brief overview of the ecclesiastical 
conditions of the old fatherland, so that they will understand all 
the better what will be reported from the ecclesiastical life of the 
old homeland. Such an overview, however, includes at the 
same time a retrospective. If one wants to make it reasonably 
clear how things stand and go over there now, one must also 
briefly explain how things have become. Those of our readers 
who are still well acquainted with German ecclesiastical 
conditions will probably put up with such reminiscences of old 
familiar stories. For a Christian should also consider and reflect 
more often on what lies beyond, on what has happened in the 
kingdom of God, on what he himself has experienced, and draw 
benefit from it for the present and the future. What has 
happened and is still happening in the church is useful to us for 
teaching, warning and admonition. 

We want to string together various little pictures from the 
ecclesiastical life and doings of Germany, and here, of course, 
we have our Lutheran Church in mind; we want to see what has 
become of it over there. 


1. rationalism. 


The church of the Reformation was in a deplorable condition 
at the beginning of this century. Over the so-called Protestant 
countries, especially over Germany, there was a dense 
darkness. This was the rule of so-called rationalism, that is, of 
the faith in reason. The faith of the fathers, the teachings of 
Luther, were forgotten and despised. Old-fashioned 
Christianity, it was thought, was no longer suitable for the new 
century. "Progress!", "Enlightenment!" was the general cry. But 
this progress, this enlightenment, was nothing other than a 
relapse into pagan ignorance, blindness and foolishness. 

The new wisdom had its ancestral seat in the high schools. 
The theological professors of the German universities were the 
real prophets of the religion of reason. They declared the 
doctrines of the Christian religion, e. g. the doctrine of the Holy 
Trinity, of the deity of Christ, of the atonement through Christ's 
death, of justification, to be "sophisms," "obsolete, untenable 
doctrines." It was said, "He who finds these doctrines contrary 
to reason and Scripture, and therefore rejects them, proves his 
Protestantism by that very fact." Christ, the founder of the 
Christian religion, was hailed as the Wise Man of Nazareth and 
a high paragon of virtue. But he was regarded as a mere man, 
and the Bible as a common man-made work, or even as a book 
of fables. The miracles of which the Bible tells were explained 
in a natural way or relegated to the realm of legends and myths. 
That Christ rose from the dead was thought to be a mere 
delusion and imagination of the disciples of Jesus. The sum of 
all religion was that man should live according to his reason, 
then he would live the will of God and earn praise and reward 
from God. The high goal toward which they strove was the 
further development of Christianity into a general world religion, 
that is, into an all-world religion.

had become liquid. The applicant, a Freiberg pastor, said in all 
seriousness that there was still no proper hymnal here in wild America 
and that such a German hymnal would still be a great gain for us here. 


The people who found the way to salvation in their souls, built 
themselves up at home with their home bibles, as well as with 
old good prayer and devotional books. And so many a hidden 
Christian, who had never been instructed by his teacher and 
pastor about the way to salvation, went blissfully away with the 
confession of "Christ's blood and righteousness," and so on. Of 
course, there were very few believers in the land. Thousands 
upon thousands have been misled by the light of reason, and 
cheated of their salvation. 

What we have communicated here from days gone by 
reaches into the present. There are still rationalistic preachers 
of the old school now and then in the German lands. In 1874, 
when the writer of these lines was in the office of a regional 
church near Zwickau in Saxony, he had to care for a neighboring 
congregation for atime. Their aged pastor had died. And he had 
been an old rationalist warhorse. The service was over in less 
than an hour, the sermon in ten minutes, the afternoon service 
was completely abolished. Communion was held very seldom. 
Most of the Sunday was devoted to the village tavern. The 
predecessors had also been rationalists. So for over a century 
unbelief had been preached in this village without interruption. 
When the people heard the gospel of Christ in the Vacanza, it 
was apparently a whole new, unknown mare to them. The 
representatives of the congregation asked the Vacant Preacher 
to propose a man for the vacant parish who would "preach God's 
word". Unfortunately, the election of the proposed candidate 
was then thwarted by the intrigues of the patronage. And so in 
Protestant Germany there are still many parishes in which the 
Gospel has not been preached since time immemorial. And 
though in general the old rationalist school has died out, yet the 
rationalist leaven has in time penetrated into the lowest classes 
of the people. The natural religion, to which every man comes of 
his own accord, if he follows the impulse of his nature and 
reason, "Do right and shun no man," has become fixed through 
long years of teaching and preaching. 

Finally, a question to the reader. How should you, dear 
reader, not thank God that from childhood you have known the 
holy Scriptures, which can instruct you to salvation through faith 
in Christ? Should you not praise God's grace with all your heart, 
with all your mouth, that your life, from childhood to old age, has 
been illuminated by the bright sun of the pure gospel? Verily, thy 
lot is fallen on the lovely. See then that thou receive not the 
grace of God in vain.

The 
divorce had long since been consummated by him before it was 
pronounced by the court. The woman therefore only suffered the 
divorce, not made it herself. But this is acted according to the 
word of the apostle, "There is the brother or sister not bound in 
such fills." If the pastor of the General Synod still finds fault with 
such a marriage, he may also read Dr. Walther's Pastorale, p. 
244 ff., and examine the Scriptural reasons given there, then he 
need not inquire any longer in the leaves how the Missouri 
Synod understands and practices Matth. 5, 32. By the way, the 
more advanced among my confirmands would also be able to 
report the pastor correctly. 

Now a few more remarks as an addendum to this matter: 

|. The husband whom the divorced woman has remarried is 
a very honorable and Christian widower. She herself is 
respected everywhere and has an impeccable and unblemished 
reputation before the world. 
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ll. the wife has applied for divorce without thinking of 
remarriage to her present husband. He who now freely asserts 
the contrary must be able to prove it. 

Ill. the pastor in question has a congregation whose founders 
broke away from us years ago because they would not leave the 
secret societies. 

This congregation also holds lotteries and raffles from time to 
time to help their coffers. Just now this is the case again and the 
pastor is helping vigorously. When our stepbrother mockingly 
exclaims at the end of his letter: "Long live pure doctrine!" and 
thus wants to say: "If the doctrine is only pure, then life may be 
as it likes, that is a Missourian principle, then we must say: While 
in this case, by God's grace, we are right in doctrine and 
practice, in the case of our General Synodist doctrine and 
practice are wrong.

English Mission in St. Louis. This was started two years ago by 
the local Bethlehem congregation through its pastor, Mr. C. L. 
Janzow. A small congregation was soon formed. This 
congregation called one of the candidates of the Concordia 
Seminary here, Mr. Adams. For the time being they held their 
services in a hall. However, God promoted the work in grace, so 
that the congregation could buy a building site and build a 


beautiful church (Grace Church). 


On the 3rd Sunday of Advent, the same 
was inaugurated. It was a day of great joy. Father Janzow and 
Father Adams preached. It is gratifying to note that although the 
congregation is still small (it has 19 voters), about half of all 
expenses ($12,000) have been met. Services are attended by 
an average of 100 adults. 19 go to confirmation classes. 
The German Lutherans of Wisconsin, who so staunchly supported 


their parochial schools and opposed the Bennett Law, were 
called “traitors, rebels, conspirators" by Milwaukee's sectarian 
preachers in their sermons. In a Presbyterian paper they are 
spoken of as "presumptuous foreigners" who "would subvert our 
institutions, destroy our Sabbaths." There is talk of "taming their 
savagery." 

What is preached in American churches. An American preacher, 
not having a Sunday to preach, went to the church of a 
distinguished Baptist preacher. The first sermon he heard had 
for its text the words, "Thou hast been faithful over a few things; 
| will set thee over many." He found the sermon well worked out, 
- but there was nothing of Christ in it, nor anything about only a 
Christian being faithful. The other sermon was on the words, 
"But | say unto you, that here is he which is greater also than the 
temple." But though these words were about Christ, yet in this 
sermon also there was nothing about Christ, but the preacher 
showed that man was greater than his works, or greater than the 
temple, and therefore in religion greater than the church, and in 
politics greater than the party. He intended thus to win his 
hearers to the Prohibition movement. - Poor listeners to whom 
such food is served! 

From the Methodist Church. In voting to admit women as 
delegates to the Gene- 


ral Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, the German 
congregations, as well as the English congregations in the East, 
mostly declare themselves against - but the congregations in 
the West mostly in favor of admission. 

The Methodist congregation at East Davis, Mass. has a 43-year- 
old Miss. as pastor. 

Mexico. Until 1873 the Roman religion was the state religion 
in Mexico and no other religion was tolerated. Since then 
toleration has prevailed. The growth of Protestantism from 1873 
to 1885 is as follows: number of ordained preachers 98, other 
workers 242; congregations 310, churches 63, other worship 
vocals 247; church members 16, 407, besides those attending 
services 28, 810; parochial schools 79 with 2819 pupils; 
theological schools 3 with 39 pupils; Protestant printing presses 
10 and periodicals 11. 


Il. foreign countries. 


The Hermannsburg Mission, as is well known, after having 
rightfully separated itself from the Hanoverian Regional Church, 
has recently made peace with the Regional Church again and 
awarded it the honorary name "Evangelical Lutheran". One love 
is worth another. And so the consistories in Hanover and Stade 
have rescinded the decree of 1878, by which the Hermannsburg 
Mission was deprived of the proceeds of the Epiphany Collect 
until further notice, and have again commended this mission to 
the love of the congregations. 

The preaching in Berlin began on the first Advent in 1881 with 600 
sermons. Then it gradually increased to 120,000 sermons per 
week, and now, as a result of various branch undertakings, it 
seems to have declined somewhat to an average of 100,000, of 
which 17,780 remain in Berlin. The sermons are bought by the 
voluntary distributors at a penny a piece and distributed free of 
charge to people without Sundays, to coachmen and 
conductors, to guards and postmen and others. In Prussia 52, 
135, of which 11,000 are distributed in Silesia, 7000 in 
Brandenburg, 6000 in Pomerania, and somewhat less in the 
other provinces. The other German states are involved with 
23,000 sermons, of which Bavaria receives 6000. Switzerland 
receives 4,800, and other countries as far as the most distant 
zones and parts of the world together receive 2,000. The 
sermons are mostly well received, sometimes even by atheists 
and social democrats, by prisoners, the sick, etc.

Explanation. 


The undersigned finds occasion to publish the following statement in 
reference to an outrage given by Pastor Déring and his congregation in 
Portland. 

During my journey to the Synod of Delegates in June, a letter was sent 
to me from Portland, informing me that for the benefit of Pastor Déring's 
congregation there, a celebration had been arranged which, because of 
the day on which it was to take place, the nature of the pleasure to be 
given, and the purpose it was to serve, should cause great annoyance to 
all Christians there. Besides expressing my gratitude for the 
communication, | assured the writer of that letter that this matter would 
be investigated as soon as possible, since our Synod does not tolerate 
such events as a thoroughly unchristian means of raising money for 
church purposes. 

After my return from the synod | immediately made the necessary 
inquiries about what had happened. Although it turned out to be a sad 
fact that such a nuisance had indeed been caused, it also turned out that 
the event had not been initiated by the preacher or by the congregation 
itself, but had been caused by individuals who wanted to donate the 
proceeds of the feast to the congregation. Nevertheless, the pastor's 
complicity was undeniable, because he had not protested strongly 
enough against such a feast and had not given a public counter-witness 
against the public announcements of it under the name of the 
congregation. Both his fellow ministers in his immediate vicinity and | 
therefore seriously reproached the guilty preacher, who then also 
recognized his wrongdoing, penitently asked for forgiveness and 
declared himself willing to do anything that could contribute to the best 
possible healing of the given offense.

2. the reawakening of faith. 


The time of rationalism was like the harsh winter. All spiritual 
life was frozen. But after the winter, a new spring awoke. God 
saw the misery of his people and heard the cries and groans of 
the poor and miserable. He revived his gracious word. He let 
out his breath, and it rustled in the bones of the dead. 
Rationalism was followed by the so-called revival period. 

In 1817, the entire Protestant Church of the Old World 
celebrated the tercentenary of the Reformation. A preacher in 
Kiel, by the name of Claus Harms, issued 95 theses, which were 
modelled on Luther's 95 theses. In these sentences he 
chastised the German people for their apostasy from the faith 
of the fathers and reminded them again of what Christianity 
actually was. The 32nd Thesis read, "The so-called religion of 
reason is denuded either of reason or of religion, or of both." 
The 9th thesis said, "Conscience cannot, i. e., No one can 
forgive himself sins. Forgiveness is God's." Such a sermon on 
repentance caused a sensation everywhere. However, it was 
not a single man through whom God helped up the deeply fallen 
church. Three hundred years earlier, when Christendom lay 
imprisoned under the statutes of the pope, that one man Luther, 
the chosen armour of God, had risen up and put the gospel of 
the glory and grace of God again on the lampstand. Since God 
now wished to rescue His people from the Babylonian captivity 
of reasoning, He raised up various witnesses in various places, 
including many hidden witnesses whose names became known 
only to their immediate surroundings. These men had come to 
the knowledge of the truth through the special guidance of God. 
By God's grace they had not only experienced the deep ruin of 
the church, but above all their own ruin.

They had recognized Christ in the gospel, and after they 
themselves had found the treasure buried in the field, the lost 
pearl, they praised the treasure to others and spoke of what they 
believed. Thus, from time to time, clear and strong testimonies 
of the old truth were heard in the German regions. 
Just there, where the hearth of unbelief was, on the German 
universities it began to dawn again. It made a tremendous} 
impression when in 1824 in Erlangen the preacher Krafft, who} 
had also been appointed professor, opened his lectures with 


and drew from the well of salvation in home Bible studies. 

And so believing preachers grew up, and so the Gospel was 
again preached to the poor from the pulpit. Where such a so- 
called revivalist preacher let his voice be heard, it was similar to 
the situation in Muldenthal in Saxony, where, for example, the 
blessed Keyl was in office. The churches, which the old 
rationalists had preached empty with their shallow morals, 
began to fill up again. Yes, from all around, hours away, crowds 
of listeners eager for salvation drew near, sang spiritual, lovely 


prayer, and it was like a new teaching and wisdom when he songs on the way, then attended the services in the place where 


proclaimed from the pulpit and from the lectern the reconciliation 
through Christ. In Halle, a young professor by the name of 
Tholuck was much talked about. After the Lord had opened his| 
heart, he saw it as his main task to win the students for the faith 
in Christ, the Son of the living God. He did not content himself 
with his public lectures, but went after the individual students, 
walked with them, and spoke to them there of the One whom his 
soul loved. One of his students, HarleB, who later became al 
famous theologian, wrote the following about these significant 
walks: "If | did not seek him out, he sought me out. More than 
once he knocked on my door, which | also wanted to have locked 
in front of him, and even my prolonged and naughty silence did 
not stop him from calling out to me: My dear, | know that you are| 
in the room; open up, you must go for a walk with me now. Who} 
has not finally opened the hut? And truly | owe more than his 
lectures to those lonely walks on which he negotiated from 
person to person what was close to his heart and often still so fan 
from mine. He became the means of decisive conversion, and 
no other." In Leipzig, at the beginning of the thirties, we find the| 


Christ's name was proclaimed and praised, rejoiced in the 
fellowship of distant brethren, and, having quenched the thirst of 
their souls, returned home again to their place in the evening or 
at night among godly conversations. And the new fable, the 
rumor of Christ, the Savior of sinners, penetrated even into those 
regions where rationalism still held sway, and there the faithful 
gathered to and fro in the houses and edified themselves with 
God's Word. This time of first love has remained unforgettable 
to those who lived through it. In 1871 one of our local brethren 
wrote to his former pastor: "Well, dear Pastor, | still often 
remember the beautiful time when | and others walked from 
Burgstadt to Niederfrohna to the house of God. There you were 
the instrument in the hand of God to put the first spark of right 
Christian knowledge according to the order of salvation into our 
hearts." Christ was then again on the scene in many places with 
His Spirit and gifts.

1838 the occasion for the emigration of the Saxon Lutherans. 

Not only from professors of theology and pastors, but also 
from laymen, educated and uneducated, streams of living water 
went out at that time. In Erlangen, two professors of natural 
science, Schubert and Karl v. Raumer, led many young 
theologians to Christ through lectures and explanations of 
Christian writings. The latter also published in 1831 the first 
collection of old core hymns of the Lutheran Church, a booklet 
which in many Christian houses brought back to mind the faith 
of the fathers, while it was showered by the liberal sheets of 
Germany with a flood of mockery and imprecations. A simple, 
plain merchant in Nuremberg, Tobias Kiessling, in his business 
travels traversed the whole of Bavaria, including Catholic 
Southern Bavaria and the Eastern Austrian lands, bearing 
witness wherever he stood and walked to JEsu, the Crucified, 
spreading thousands of Christian tracts everywhere, and thus 
becoming a guide to blessedness for thousands. In Pomerania, 
the Counts of Below at first established house devotions for their 
workers and day laborers, but then the inhabitants of all the 
surrounding villages crowded in, the Bible was interpreted, 
Luther's writings were read, stubborn old sinners were 
converted to the Lord in great numbers, and this movement 
caused a commotion throughout Prussia, so that at last the 
government felt compelled to intervene with a_ police 
investigation. 

The Word of God ran and grew and increased in spite of all 
the hostility of the enlightened world. It also broke its way 
upward, men of influence who sat in the regiment fell to it. Thus, 
about the middle of this century, church visitations were held in 
various German lands, the purpose of which was to relieve the 
spiritual distress of the poor people. In the Kingdom of Saxony, 
for example, the Oberhofprediger HarleB traveled for two years 
from town to town, and also from village to village, personally 
consulting with pastors and congregations, exhorting those who 
still clung to the old ways to repentance and faith, and thus 
bringing the newly awakened gospel far and wide. When he left 
Saxony in 1851, he was thanked in many obituaries that it was 
primarily through his ministry in Saxony that God's Word had 
again come to honor. His friends gave him a golden watch, on 
the back of which were inscribed the words: "Let the word stand. 
The hour of a great visitation of grace had come for our German 
people. Even in the realm of the Antichrist, God gave his Spirit 
here and there, pointing to Christ. In various places in southern 
Bavaria and eastern Austria the Roman priest Martin Boos, 
whom his biographer rightly called "the preacher of 
righteousness that is valid before God," was active. For the faith 
he preached, he was repeatedly imprisoned. When he had just 
entered the ministry, he once visited a sick Catholic woman who 
was considered a holy woman. He said to her, "But you will die 
quite calmly and blessedly, won't you?" She asked him, "Why?" 
He replied, "Because you have lived so piously and holy." Then 
the sick woman looked at him earnestly and said in a 
disconcerting tone. 


Tone: "You would be the right clergyman for me, a beautiful 
comforter! Where would | go? If | died trusting in my godliness, 
| would know for certain that | would be damned. But in JEsum, 
my Saviour, | can die with confidence." Boos adds, "This word 
from the mouth of a simple-minded sick person first opened my 
eyes. | saw Christ for us, rejoiced like Abraham when he saw 
his day, and preached the known Christ to others also." 
Wherever he preached Christ from then on, he found many 
followers, but of course also much hostility and opposition. In his 
old age he wrote to a friend: "When | am dead, tell the world that 
| send my greetings, and that | have given it no other herb than 
this: that the righteous live by faith; this has helped me and 
others. But that she had no confidence in me and my medicine, 
| could not account for. | had tried the belief that one becomes 
righteous and saved by oneself as long as she had, but later | 
had found in an old scripture that we become righteous and 
saved by grace for Christ's sake, without deserving it, and in this 
belief | had also died. But if this bridge did not stand up to her, 
she could wade through the sea of the world with her own feet 
and see whether she did not drown. So, this you tell the world 
after my death." A friend of Boos, Ignaz Lindel, a Catholic priest 
in Baindelkirch in southern Bavaria, almost provoked an even 
greater movement by the fire of his words. "Like a pilgrimage, 
the inhabitants of the neighboring towns flocked to his sermons, 
so that several times he had to deliver his lectures in the open 
field because of the immense crowd." The main theme of all his 
sermons was, "Faith in the free grace of God in Christ." A third 
member of the group was Johannes Gofner, who published a 
translation of the New Testament in Munich, of which 60,000 
copies were then sold in Catholic Bavaria. He subsequently 
converted to the Protestant Church and, as a preacher in 
Petersburg and Berlin, converted many souls to the Lord 
through his simple testimony of Christ. 

Blessings have remained from that blessed time to our own 
day. The life of faith of these days has its last roots in the revival 
of the first half of this century. Today there are still scattered to 
and fro in the German lands a host of faithful children of God. 
The good news that the fathers received at that time has been 
passed on to their children and their children's children. God's 
word has become native to many a family. What keeps many 
young people and then older people upright in the difficult 
temptations and struggles of the present time is the fear of the 
Lord that they have brought with them from their father's house. 
Our Lutheran church system here was born out of simple, 
fervent faith. The fathers of our Synod have taken the fervent 
love for the Saviour, which was kindled in those days of first 
love, with them into the new fatherland. May the younger 
generation never forget the unstained faith that dwelt in the 
fathers. G. St.

Mav Marv he called the mother af Gad? 


Many people are offended by the fact that Mary is called the 
Mother of God, the God-bearer. They think it is papist because 
the papists call her that in their prayers to Mary. One can often 
read in the sects that calling Mary the Mother of God is papist. 
For example, the "Happy Ambassador", a paper of the "United 
Brethren", a Methodist community, recently wrote that we are not 
to regard Mary "as Jesus' mother, as the God-bearer", "as the 
papists call her". 

We do not want to go into the nonsense,*) which the "Happy 
Messenger" develops here; we do not want to touch on the fact 
that the "Happy Messenger" denies an express word of Scripture 
when he does not want to call Mary "Jesus' mother" (this is how 
she is called, among other things, in John 2); we now only want 
to answer the question whether Mary can be called God's child- 
bearer, God's mother. 

Those who deny this are greatly mistaken, for this name is 
scriptural. The fact that the papists use this term in their prayer to 
Mary does not make the name reprehensible, for they also use 
the names God, Lord, Jesus, and others: The designation of Mary 
as "Mother of God" is not only unquestionable according to Holy 
Scripture, but must also be upheld. For this reason the orthodox 
Church has always believed, taught, and confessed that Mary is 
truly the Mother of God and is called so. 

When we call Mary the Mother of God, we do not mean to say 
that Mary gave birth to God as God or according to His divinity, 
for Christ according to His divinity was not born of the Virgin Mary 
in time, but was begotten of the essence of the Father in eternity. 
Rather, we are confessing that Mary gave birth to a man who is 
not merely human, but who is God and man in one person, so 
that from the first moment of conception human nature was 
incorporated into the unity of the person of the Son of God. 

And this is firmly grounded in God's Word. Elizabeth said, full 
of the Holy Spirit, "Whence cometh it unto me, that the mother of 
my Lord is come unto me?" Luc. 1:41, 43. The angel saith unto 
Mary, "That holy thing which is born of thee shall be called the 
Son of God," Luc. 1:35. According to this, therefore, he that is 
born of Mary, Mary's Son, is the Son of God, and therefore Mary 
the mother of the Son of God. The same is clear from the words 
of the apostle Paul: "When the time was fulfilled, God sent his 
Son, born of a woman", Gal. 4, 4. 

The first to deny this name to Mary was the false teacher 
Nestorius, who became bishop of Constantinople in 428 and was 
condemned for his error by the Ephesian Council in 431. 

Nestorius did not deny that Christ was truly God and man, 
but he denied the true union of the two natures in Christ, divine 
and human, denying the communion and sharing of the attributes 
of the natures. 


*) He says, for example: "JEsus was not a Son of Man, but the Son of 
Man, the only true ideal Son of Man. ... It is essential humanity in JEsus, 
not personal genesis or descent, which is specially emphasized." 


He who believes from the heart, according to the Scriptures, 
that both natures are intimately united in Christ, must also 
believe that the attributes of both natures are united. He who 
believes in the union and fellowship of the two natures also 
believes in the fellowship and sharing of the attributes of the 
natures; he also believes that the majesty of the divine nature, 
€.g. omnipotence, omniscience, etc., has been shared with 
human nature, and that the divine nature participates in that 
which is proper to human nature, e.g. being born, suffering, 
dying, etc. 

As to the latter, the Scripture expressly says, that the blood 
of Christ is the blood of the Son of God, 1 John 1:7; that God by 
his own blood purchased the church, Apost. 20, 28. that the 
Jews slew the Prince of life, that is, God, Apost. 3, 15. that they 
crucified the Lord of glory, 1 Cor. 2, 8. 


This was what Nestorius denied. Luther rightly points out that 
the Ephesian Council should not only have condemned him for 
not wanting to call Mary the mother of God, but also for not 
wanting to believe in the participation of the divine nature in what 
is proper to the human nature, and thus denying the true union 
of the two natures in Christ. For he preached expressly that the 
Jews had crucified not God, but a man. 


How the two natures in Christ are separated by the Nestorian 
error, Luther shows very well: "If then thou shouldst say, as 
Nestorius, God, or Jesus, the Son of God, was not born of Mary, 
nor crucified of the Jews, but only man, the Son of Mary, behold, 
thou makest two persons, and separatest the one person, that 
another person is born and crucified, and another person is not 
born nor crucified, and thus every nature becomes by itself a 
distinct person and two distinct sons; Which is even so much as 
that God was not made man, but God remaineth unto himself a 
distinct person from man, and man unto himself a distinct person 
from God. This is no good, nor does the Scripture suffer it, which 
saith, John 1, And the Word was made flesh; Luke 1, That which 
is born in thee shall be called the Son of the most high God." (Of 
the last words of David, 37, 90.) 


This Nestorian error was reheated by the Reformed sects. 
Zwingli did not want to reject the name "Mother of God," but 
interpreted it in his own way, but he agreed completely with 
Nestorius in the separation of the two natures in Christ. Zwingli, 
in fact, maintained that the divine nature was often called, but 
only the human was meant; one nature was taken for the other, 
the divine for the human, and the human for the divine. This he 
called allédosis. And the later Reformed theologians said that 
when God is said to be human and man is said to be divine, this 
is a mere manner of speaking. 

Luther, and with him the Lutheran Church, rightly fought 
against this false doctrine, because it deprives Christians of all 
their comfort. If this were a mere figure of speech, when human 
things are said of God and divine things are said of man, then 
the 
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The Son of Mary is not God, and the Son of God is not man; for 
what is said of someone inauthentically, he is not truly and really; 
then we would not be redeemed either. Therefore Luther writes: 
"Beware, beware, | say, of the Alléosi, it is the devil's larva; for it 
finally brings about such a Christ, after which | would not gladly 
be a Christian, namely, that Christ henceforth be no more, nor 
do with his suffering and life, than another bad saint. For if | 
believe that human nature alone has suffered for me, then Christ 
is a bad savior to me, and he himself needs a savior. Summa, it 
is unspeakable what the devil seeks with the Alldosi." 
(Confession of the Abdm. of Christ, 30, 203.)

Pennsylvania. The non-Lutheran Sunday schools in 
Pennsylvania are a great grievance. Many Lutheran pastors do 
not have a Lutheran Sunday School in their parish for the 
children of their congregations, but do have a number of non- 
Lutheran Sunday Schools in which the teachers are Lutheran, 
Methodist, Reformed, Presbyterian, etc. Some pastor may give 
addresses in these "congregational" Sunday schools. But no 
catechism may be taught. This state of affairs has lasted over 100 
years. (L. Kbl.) 

The United Brethren. Some time ago a separation took place in 
this community. Those who separated filed a lawsuit in order to 
gain possession of the property of the community (Buchanstalt). 
They have now lost their case. The judge declared that by 
leaving the community they had separated from it and founded 
a new community, and therefore could not lay claim to the 
property of the United Brethren.

The police in Fort Worth, Texas, have 
succeeded in getting behind the secrets of the "Corn-Dodger 
Club," an organization composed of boys from seven to fourteen 
years of age. Recently, numerous members of this organization 
have been arrested for various petty thefts, but have not been 
further punished because of their youth and the low value of the 
stolen articles. Now, however, police are said to have 
determined that this organization has branch organizations in 
Dallas, Waco, Marshall, Austin, and Houston, Tex. as well as 
Denver, Col. and other western cities, and that these gangs of 
thieves possess a secret code of signals which they use to 
communicate. Six members of the gang and a clothing dealer, 
named Hall, were arrested here today, who is said to have acted 
as fence for the boys. It is not yet known whether Hall was at the 
head of the organization or not. The matter will be further 
investigated. (Schulz.)

Moral rot in Germany. The "Kreuzzeitung," one of the most 
respected and read Prussian newspapers, writes: As a sign of 
the times must be considered, among other things, the 
numerous moral crimes which have recently formed a standing 
column in the newspapers, especially in those which are 
concerned above all with "sensational" incidents. In view of our 
readership, we have not yet mentioned some of the most 
atrocious crimes of this kind, which defy imagination, but in view 
of our position as a public organ which has to report on 
contemporary conditions, we cannot pass over such things 
entirely in silence. When we read, for example. When we read, 
for example, that a nine-year-old girl has been walking the paths 
of professional prostitutes for some time, that a twelve-year-old 
boy, who visited this girl with about twenty of his contemporaries, 
is now dying of an unspecified illness, that finally a worker's wife 
in Charlottenburg forced her five-year-old son to commit 
indecent acts, which he then continued with a seven-year-old 
girl, then every feeling in which the last vestige of morality has 
not yet been suffocated must be filled with concern as to where 
this will lead. The history of numerous peoples has proved that 
the prevalence of such abominable 


The fact is that the decline of the political system went hand in 
hand with the political decline; and even if we do not want to be 
pessimists, one does not need to be a clairvoyant to understand 
that we are on a slippery slope which must inevitably lead to ruin 
if a stop is not offered at the right time. 

The Russian Bible Society has published its 21st annual report, 
which shows that it has already distributed more than one million 
holy scriptures among the Russian people. Seven colporteurs 
are crisscrossing all of Russia with Bibles and finding willing 
buyers. In the year under review the Society was able to 
distribute 61,784 copies of holy scriptures, of which 9692 were 
given away. It has not lacked funds. The income and 
expenditure balanced with about 18,000 rubles. In 1889 a 
Russian Bible with parallel passages was published for the first 
time. The Society has 37 real and 1332 contributing members; 
among the latter 473 are of the clergy. (A. E. L. K.) 

The Socialists in Paris have recently given expression to their 
blind hatred of religion by making a mockery of baptism. In the 
suburb of Boulogne-sur-Seine they organized a "socialist 
baptism" of thirty children between the ages of two and ten. The 
celebration began with a concert and speeches, and at the end 
the children were splashed with brandy, showered with sweets 
and confectionery, and given Phrygian caps. (P. a. S.) 

The gambling house in Monte Carlo continues, despite all protests, 
to carry on with its man-killing and soul-destroying business. It 
belongs to a joint-stock company which has invested 30 million 
francs in exchange for 60,000 shares @ 500 francs. These 
shareholders received an interest of 32.50 francs in 1872 and 
160 francs in 1880 - or 32 percent! What gruesome blood 
money! So, counting the operating expenses, nearly sixty million 
francs must have been lost by the players to the bank in one 
year. During the present year there have been 87 suicides in 
Monte Carlo.

From the dark paganism. The "Baseler Volksbote" of June 11, 
1890 writes: Every philanthropist's heart must bleed when he 
reads an account of the conditions in the West African Negro 
kingdom of Dahome, which, separated only by the Wolta River, 
borders directly on our Basel mission territory on the Gold Coast. 
How much more should a Christian then pray for the Lord to 
destroy the devil's stronghold there too! In Dahome, as we read 
this, perhaps horrible human sacrifices are taking place, and the 
king, in order to procure these sacrifices, has also made a raid 
on the Slave Coast, which is otherwise under French 
sovereignty. For this reason, as early as February, an 
interpellation took place in the Chamber of Deputies in Paris, in 
which reference was made to the many human sacrifices that 
are made every year during the festivities. Whoever has read 
the book "Four Years in Asante" by missionaries Kihne and 
Ramseyer knows that this abomination also existed there until 
1874, when England, as a result of the many raids into the 
coastal area under her protection, felt compelled to undertake a 
war campaign, laid the capital of Asante, Kumase, in ashes and 
thus destroyed its power. Now, what happened on a small scale 
in Asante then is still happening on a large scale in Dahome. 
These slaughters form the real festivities of that people, and are 
so ingrained among them that King Ghézo was poisoned when 
he tried to reduce the number of victims. His successor Greze, 
however, only became king when he promised the fetish priests 
that in future the festivals of human sacrifice should become 
more frequent and more grand. Otherwise the king is absolute 
lord over life and property. 
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of his people, is fetish, that is, God, and therefore his person is 
sacred. He who speaks evil of him is put to death. No subject may 
call anything his own, no one may hold a position without his 
consent, and the slightest oversight risks his life. This king 
decides on war, and everyone must obey him, blindly and without 
argument. He has a bodyguard of about 2000 Amazons, who are 
trained for war and surpass the men in bravery and brutality. 
Silently and by night a city is crept around and mostly overtaken 
by night. Every year in August and October the principal festivities 
of human sacrifice take place ; but when a king dies, his successor 
is obliged to have a sepulchre, a kind of mausoleum, built for him, 
worthy both of the deceased king and of the kingdom. The mortar 
used for the construction must be prepared only with human 
blood, and glass and coral beads are then added to the mud. Now 
that King Glegle, who had reigned since 1860, has recently died, 
his successor Badozin is now going out on raids to drive out 
prisoners of war whose blood is to serve as mortar for the 
construction of the mausoleum. Thus we have learned from the 
newspapers that he has come as far as the coast to Kotonu and 
Widdah, as well as to Porto Novo, all of which are under French 
protection, and that the warriors of King Toffa of Porto Novo have 
fled to the gates of that city, where 350 French troops of soldiers 
helped them to drive back the enemy, not without his having the 
villages to the north of it burned, the palmbLume cut down, and 
the inhabitants carried away as prisoners. Mr. Lartigue, agent of 
the House of V. Regis of Marseilles, who came to the capital of 
Abome, 200 miles from the coast, after the death of King Greze, 
in July, 1860, tells us that, after the special messengers had been 
dispatched on the 16th, 23d, and 28th of July, the special 
messengers with orders for the deceased king, and as his 
servants, as councillors and musicians, had been killed and sent 
to him, now on July 29 the actual prisoners of war and gifts from 
theObers of the people (servants and maids) were to be sacrificed 
to the deceased king. Such were strongly gagged, and holding 
through the cheeks and mouth a knife, the middle of which had a 
prong which fitted the tongue, so that they could not move such 
or make a sound. Nearly all had the eyes apart from the head. 
During the 30th and 31st of July over 500 people perished in this 
manner. They were brought out of the palace in large baskets, 
together with large jars containing the blood of the victims. The 
king is buried in the midst of his wives, who must poison 
themselves after his death, or a dagger will be thrust through their 
hearts, since they are all to keep him company in eternity; this 
time 600 women may have been sacrificed in this way. On August 
5 new festivities began. The slaughters were now performed on a 
platform on which only the king, his ministers and the higher 
persons as executioners were allowed to sit. After the king has lit 
his pipe, he gives the signal and the knives sparkle on all sides. 
These ceremonies continue for 1-1/2 months, after which the king 
goes on raids with his army to take new prisoners, and the 
festivities of the sacrifices are resumed at the end of October. 
Lartigue estimates the number sacrificed during his stay at Abome 
at from two to three thousand. - During these terrible scenes he 
saw people who tore out the eyes of the victims and swallowed 
them, others tore out their hearts and ate them with their teeth 
while they were still smoking. Children drove large thorns into the 
bodies of their gagged and mute victims and amused themselves 
with their convulsions. Others were tortured and then burned, 
others hung from trees and had their arms and feet cut off, others 
had their feet nailed to large beams nailed to the ground and 


left hanging until death delivered them. But we, with the reporter 
of these conditions, have only to sigh to God to have mercy on 
this poor people for the sake of the shed blood of JEsu Christ. 
He writes, "Vengeance of God, where art thou in such 
bloodshed?" But the Lord is long-suffering. The coast of 
Dahome takes its name from the great number of slaves 
formerly exported there, and though the official trade in slaves 
has entirely ceased there, the king still sells many to the 
Muhammadans who come from the north and east to drag them 
into the unknown interior of Africa, and here also the Anti- 
Slavery Society at Brussels still has much work.

The holy scripture saith, The death of his saints is accounted 
worthy in the sight of the Lord. (Ps. 116:15.) But these saints, 
when they consider themselves, can find nothing of holiness in 
themselves, but much sin and unholiness, which drives them to 
the confession, "If thou wilt, O Lord, impute sin, O Lord, who 
shall stand?" But they are saints; "for they are washed away, 
sanctified, justified, by the name of the Lord Jesus Christ, and 
by the Spirit of our God." (1 Cor. 6:11.) God regards not what 
they are according to their natural birth, but what they have 
become according to their spiritual birth through JESUS 
CHRIST. God the Father, who begat of the Son, "This is my 
beloved Son, in whom | am well pleased," is also well pleased 
with all who come to the Father through the Son, and calls them 
his elect, saints, and beloved. The following lines are dedicated 
as an obituary to such a saint, who recognized from his heart 
and confessed with his mouth: "In me and my life there is nothing 
on this earth, what Christ has given me is worthy of love," and 
whose death is worthy before the Lord. 

Pastor Friedrich Schaller was born on March 18, 1833 in 
Kirchenlamitz, in the Kingdom of Bavaria. Destined by his godly 
parents for the ministry, he attended a Latin school already in 
his tenth year. After his confirmation he attended the grammar 
school at Hof, and after he had passed through it, the university 
in Erlangen. In 1858 he came to America, and attended the 
Concordia Lutheran Seminary at St. Louis, Mo. for another year. 
After passing the theological examinations, he accepted a call 
as pastor of St. John's Lutheran parish at Red Bud, III, where he 
was ordained and installed December 4, 1859, and with which 
he remained to his blessed end. On April 22, 1860, he was 
married to Henriette Baum of Baden-Baden, with whom he lived 
in the happiest of marriages. The marriage was blessed with 
eight children, five sons and three daughters, one son and one 
daughter of whom preceded their father in death. He died 
November 24, 1890, aged 57 years 8 months and 6 days. 

Pastor Schaller belonged to the "quiet ones in the country". 
He never tried to push himself forward, but always held himself 
modestly back. Through humility he respected others more than 
himself, and that is why he was held in such high esteem by all 
who knew him. His sermons were never calculated to be showy, 
nor did he seek the fame of a brilliant pulpit orator. Plain and 
simple, but clear and intelligible, and full of delicious thoughts, 
were his discourses. It was soon found that they were not the 
product of mere intellect and knowledge, but that they came 
from the heart. He believed, therefore he spoke. Law and 
gospel, sin and grace, these were the two central points around 
which all his sermons revolved. He was a master in praising the 
grace of God in Christ Jesus and in inviting people to Christ, the 
Saviour of sinners, with the gospel. And wherever there was an 
opportunity to bear witness to Christ at the bedsides of the sick 
and the dying, he was not tardy. At conferences, which he 
attended diligently, also at special conferences, where he felt 
quite at home, he seldom spoke, no matter with how much 
interest and attention he followed all the proceedings. When he 
did speak, however, his speech was "sweet and seasoned with 
salt".

On Sunday Exaudi 1890 he preached his last sermon to his 
congregation. In it he said among other things: "If we are thrown 
upon the bed of sickness, and must lie days and nights in 
anguish and pain, the Comforter comes to us, and kindly calls to 
us: 'Be of good cheer, the Lord hath heard thy prayer, and hath 
seen thy tears; the physician is not far off, help is at the door.’ 
And if a member of our family, the father, the mother, the 
husband, the wife, or a dear child is snatched away by death, 
and we must stand at the grave in great grief, then the Comforter 
comes to us and calls to us kindly: "Be of good cheer, do not 
weep; your friend is not dead, he is only sleeping, and soon you 
will see him again and rejoice with him once more. When at last 
our own end approaches, and we are afraid of the dark grave, 
and dread death, behold, the Comforter, the Holy Ghost, comes 
to us, saying, Be of good cheer, thou shalt not die; yea, thou shalt 
not see death for ever; everlasting joy shall be upon thy head." 
There is no better way to describe the sickbed of the deceased 
than he himself did in the above words, without even suspecting 
that he would have to lie down on the sickbed the next day so as 
not to leave it alive. Although he was put to a hard and difficult 
test by a protracted sickbed, connected with many and great 
pains, yet no word of complaint, of displeasure or of impatience 
ever crossed his lips. He often expressed the desire for salvation, 
but it was more a homesickness for the eternal Father.

So now the shepherd rests in the midst of 
those at whose graves he once stood and spoke words of 
comfort, until on the last day shepherd and flock will be 
awakened again to eternal life.

Death notice. 


On the day of Epiphany we brought the body of a tired worker 
and cross-bearer to his last earthly resting place. Since he 
served for many years as a teacher within our synodal 
community, a few notes about his life may be appropriate. 
Weiland teacher Johann Jakob Brater was born on December 
24, 1819 in Jehsen, parish of Ahornberg, Kingdom of Bavaria. 
After he had already attended the Léhe Institute, he emigrated 
to America in 1852 with some other Léhe pupils and entered the 
teacher's seminary that had been established in Saginaw, Mich. 
When the seminary was moved the following year, our brother 
followed a call as cantor and teacher, which had been sent to 
him by the congregation at Frankenlust. He served this 
congregation 12* years, then the congregation at Town 
Sherman, Wis. a little over seven years, and then the 
congregation at Pemberville, O., three years. On account of 
sickliness he was compelled to resign his office here, and has 
resided here in Saginaw since April, 1876. At first, of course, he 
hoped to work once more in the school office, but it soon became 
apparent that the Lord had placed his servant in permanent 
retirement. Especially in the last years his body became very 
frail. Patiently he bore his suffering, strengthened himself by 
God's word and pleaded for a merciful dissolution when his 
Lord's hour had come. On New Year's morning, the stroke 
moved him. His tongue was paralyzed by it, but it was evident 
from some of his intelligible words that his soul was engaged in 
prayer with God. On Saturday, January 3, at noon, the hour of 
his farewell struck. He leaves behind a widow with seven grown- 
up children.

Our Emigrant Miscarriage and the Lutheran 
Pilgrim House in 1890. 


Once again, the faithful God has allowed our work among the 
local immigrants and emigrants to continue for a year and has 
visibly promoted it. Praise and thanks be to Him for this! The 
total emigration via New York in the past year amounted to 371, 
593, against 300, 111 in the previous year. Of these, 68,058 
were Germans, 7400 less than in 1889. The times when, for 
example, immigrants from Mecklenburg and Pomerania landed 
here by the thousands, are over. In their place, Italians, Poles, 
Jews are now immigrating en masse. Even the two German 
steamship lines from Bremen and Hamburg bring only about 
half Germans, the other half is a colorful mixture of people from 
all over the world. 

That | and my assistants have not lacked for work in the past 
year is partly evident from the following figures: We had a cash 
turnover of $148,679,59, received 3436 letters and cards and 
sent 3268 letters and cards. The Pilgrim House accommodated 
6467 guests, spent 1858. 93 on the poor, and made $4190. 74 
advances. 

Although the care for the body and the earthly advancement 
of the immigrants takes up most of my time and also causes the 
greatest effort and expense, | have also tried to serve the 
wanderers in a Spiritual way, namely, as before, by distributing 
good Lutheran writings. Thus, the following were distributed free 
of charge: 3123 calendars of the Missouri Synod and 100 
calendars of the Wisconsin Synod, 8000 numbers of the 
Lutheran church bulletins repeatedly mentioned in my earlier 
reports, over 1000 sermons by Pastor J. P. Beyer on the Gospel 
on Sunday Sexagesima (gift from Mr. J. Morch), 75 volumes of 
Luther's Volksbibliothek. Then devotions with singing, prayer 
and reading of a passage of Scripture were held in the Pilgrims’ 
House. On Sundays those present were directed to the nearby 
St. Matthew's Church (Pastor Sieker). The 
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The full church, the powerful congregational singing, and 
especially the Word of God proclaimed there have, as | know 
from experience, not remained without impression and blessing 
for many. Among other things, a lovely celebration takes place 
annually at Christmas in the Pilgrims' House, in which, as a rule, 
not only the newly arrived but also former guests of the house 
gladly participate in large numbers. After a sermon service, at 5 
o'clock in the evening, a Christmas tree is lit, Christmas carols 
and other melodies are sung, refreshments are served, and thus 
the strangers are made their home. 

Our Pilgrims' House has had another good year as far as 
frequency and finances are concerned, as the report of our 
treasurer in another part of this paper shows. Not only was the 
number of guests staying there (6467) relatively large, but the 
last mortgage of 10,000 dollars could also be paid off. We owe 
four fifths of this sum mainly to Pastor Sieker, who transferred it 
to the Pilgrim House as proceeds of the land sold at Mount 
Vernon, while one fifth was earned to a minimum by the Pilgrim 
House. So our Pilgrim House would now be free from debt? Not 
at all. It still owes $14,485.76; but, praise God, it does not, 
because this sum consists entirely of interest-free loans from its 
many friends and benefactors. That the Pilgrim House has no 
interests to pay after only five years of existence, is a progress 
beyond our wildest expectations. In the first year after the 
purchase of the house for 45,000 dollars we had to raise 2200 
dollars for interests alone, and now for this purpose not a cent 
Indeed, 
understanding. If interest-free loans are received again in the 
future, which | would like to ask for on this occasion, then with 


more. the Lord has helped above asking and 


God's help we will be able to cover any gaps that arise through 
the reclaiming of old loans, without being forced to borrow 
money again against interests. 

The poor, as already mentioned, have also been taken care 
of again to the best of their ability. There were 


1374 free meals and 361 free night lodgings to the value of 
H379.25. The poor do not receive ten-cent meals, but full meals 
like the guests who pay for them. 300 meals and 26 night 
lodgings were paid for at 15 cents each. In addition to this, 
support was given in cash to the amount of H479. 68. To cover 
the sum expended for the poor ($854. 93) only four dollars were 
contributed by friends of the poor, the rest being earned by the 
Pilgrim House. Among the poor fed and housed was a party of 
15 persons of the Lutheran faith from Russia. Immediately after 
their arrival they had been dragged to an inn by a mischievous 
runner and had all their already meagre means taken from them 
for a day's board and lodging. Destitute of means, and with no 
prospect of obtaining any from their friends in Dakota, they were 
referred by the assistant superintendent, General O'Beirne, to 
the Pilgrim House, where they were lodged for eight days 
without pay, until employment was found for them in a quarry in 
the State of Indiana. On another occasion Superintendent 
Weber assigned to us a Polish family of the Catholic faith, 
consisting of six souls, whom we kept for ten days without 
charge until work and earnings could be found for them also. 
This latter family should actually have been sent back to their old 
home, but in such cases we now proceed more philanthropically 
than in the past and try, if at all possible, to save such 
unfortunate families from the hard fate of being sent back. 

This leads me to mention an event which forms a memorable 
turning point in the history of immigration, namely the closure of 
Castle Garden as a landing place for immigrants. Since August 
1, 1855, some ten million immigrants have landed at this world- 
famous building. What might the walls of this old castell tell of 
what has gone on within and without them for thirty-five years!

New Saviors in Light of the Old Word of God. 


It is an old experience that where the service and religion of 
the flesh get the upper hand in a people, where Sadduceeism 
spreads, at the same time an inclination for all kinds of lying 
spirituality and clergy becomes noticeable. In ancient times, 
when the Roman people had arrived at a state of horrible 
swampiness, the wheat of the masters of the black arts, the 
sorcerers and fortune-tellers and interpreters of signs, flourished 
on the swamp that stretched out over the world, as in Ephesus 
alone, in Paul's day, books of sorcery were given to the fire for 
fifty thousand pennies, Acts 19:19. 19, 19. And if we look around 
in our time, we find on the one hand a deep immersion in earthly, 
carnal sense, by virtue of which one does not want to believe 
anything, but only wants to accept what one can hear, see, feel, 
taste, smell, measure, weigh, or comprehend with reason, and 
on the other hand also an inclination to all kinds of miraculous 
arts of such, who would have their disciples and customers 
believe where they ought to see, take their reason captive where 
they ought to use their reason, and men that will not believe God 
and his truth, because it is beyond reason, believe such 
delusions, though what they speak, say, and set forth is contrary 
to reason. Thus the most mad enthusiasts, the spiritualists and 
spirit-knockers and table-turners and death-askers and miracle- 
doctors and fortune-tellers, and such like, find their believers, 
and chiefly among the unbelievers. But even Christians, as they 
are touched and influenced on the one hand by the materialistic 
trend of the times, on the other hand also by the haze of 
newfangled spirituality, let themselves be moved or troubled, as 
once even a Melanchthon in Wittenberg let himself be troubled 
by the mad Zwickau prophets, until Doctor Luther opened his 
and others' eyes and put the false spirits in the light of the Word 
of God. So we also want to illuminate and evaluate certain 
phenomena with God's Word, the light on our path, which 
belong to the signs of our time and which here and there might 
not find disciples and followers among our Lutheran fellow 
Christians, but might find customers. 


To the ulcer of the kind mentioned above belong those 
healing artists, who for several years have been practicing their 
art mainly here in America, but now and then also over in 
Europe, and whose method has become known under various 


names, as prayer and faith cure, mind cure, spiritual 
healing, metaphysical healing, mental healing, Christian 


Science. Their ancestral territory is the New England States, 


but already the practitioners of these arts are moving back and 
forth through the country, usually staying only a short time in 
one town, making as much talk about themselves as possible 
while they are there, holding meetings, practicing their arts, 
shearing what needs to be sheared, and then moving on. 
Although not known until the seventies, this new healing guild 
has not only spread in practice, but has its own journals, books, 
teaching institutions, even so-called churches, for the practice 
of this new religion. In Boston, its adherents have an 
incorporated church. 


its Boston College of Metaphysical Science has also been 
incorporated since 1886; "students are thoroughly and practically 
instructed in the science of spiritual and Christian healing," says 
an advertisement of this institution. In numerous books the 
principles, doctrines and rules of the so-called "Christian Science" 
or "spiritual healing" etc. are expounded. One of the first 
prophetesses of this falsely famous science is "Reverend" Mary 
Baker Grover Eddy, whose book "Science and Health" has 
found wide circulation. 


has. Of the same stripe, but already of a somewhat different 
complexion, is Dr. L. M. Marston, President of the Boston 


Teaching Institution, whose book is entitled: "Essentials of 
Mental Healing; the Theory and Practice. " A particularly 
prolific writer is W. F. Evans, of whose books we have read "The 
Primitive Mind Cure," "Mental Medicine," "Esoteric 
Christianity and Mental Therapeutics." R. Kelso Carter, 
devauthor of "Miracles of Healing,” "Supernatural Gifts of the 
Spirit," Divine Healing or the Atonement for Sin and 


Sickness," represents a different direction from any of those 


hitherto mentioned. Again of a different stamp is Dr. A. J. 
Ingersoll, who promulgates his whimsical, disgusting theory in his 
book "In Health.” 

Let us first hear some of what these "new" saviours, the 
prophets and apostles of the new doctrine of salvation, have to 
say about themselves and their teaching in their own writings, and 
let us place what they say in the light of the divine Word. 

The first thing we find in all these spirits is that their teachings 
and activities are based on Christianity and divine revelation. This 


is stated by the name "Christian Science’; this is expressed in 


the title "Esoteric Christianity" which Evans gave to one of his 
books; this is stated by the fact that Carter, in his book, cites over 
375 passages from the Old and New Testaments; that Ingersoll, 
on the title page of his book 3 John 2. and refers to John 3:7 for 


what he calls "the new birth"; Evans introduces his book "The 


Primitive Mind" with the words of Christ, Matt. 13:11: "It is given 
unto you to know the mystery of the kingdom of heaven"; and 
sem's book "Esoteric Christianity" with 1 Cor.

Cor. 8, 6. Further, "When it is said that spirit or God is the only 
power, it is said that the spirit lives, while nothing else is alive; 
and the truth that every form of life in God's wider world is spirit, 
is the great central doctrine of scientific Christianity, and the key 
to all spiritual healing." 2) Thus, then, the "great central doctrine" 
of this "science" is a lie, and not a new one. Marston himself finds 
its main doctrine already in ancient and new pagans; he says: 
"The most ancient sacred scripture of the Indians taught that 'the 
world was but a self-revelation of Vishnu (the Supreme), who 
was identical with all things." 3) "Plato called God 'the great 
intelligence, the source of all intelligence, the sun whose light 
illuminates creation’... . Spinoza wrote: ‘All that is is God; for he 
is the only substance"; and in the same line he places Christum 
and Paulum, writing, "Jesus meant the same great power when 
he said: 'l am the way, the truth, and the life'; Paul declared at 
the Areopagus: 'In Him (God) we live, weave, and are." 4) So 
then, according to Marston, the spirit of man is nothing other than 
God; he writes, "God is one.... All religions recognize spirits as 
individual beings; the Christian Church teaches that every 
human being has an immortal soul, a being distinct from others, 
which will one day leave its bodily dwelling and become a mere 
spirit. The spiritual healer opposes all such ideas with a round 
denial as a radical error and asserts the essential unity of the 
spirit." 5) And, "We do not have spirits or souls, but the spirit has 
us and uses our spiritual faculties as hands and feet. The spirit 
is one; that is God." 6) "The soul of man is the divine intelligence, 
which flows into manifold organisms or visible self-revelations; 
consequently there is but one soul common to all individual 
men." 7) This is also said to have been pronounced by our Savior 
in saying, "| and the Father are one." 8) But Marston knows that 
the Christian Church teaches otherwise; "the Church," he writes, 
"maintains that man consists of soul and body, a personal 
inhabitant of a physical house; and from this doctrine has grown 
the widespread belief, as if he had an independent material life 
in this world, and an immortal personal life in that." 9) But while 
he knows himself to be in contradiction with the Christian Church 
in denying this doctrine, he finds his doctrine that man is of one 
being with God, that is, that he is really God, 10) in the heathen, 
e. g. in the philosopher Empedocles, who had already 
proclaimed four hundred years before Christ: "| am God!", and in 
Pythagoras??) and the Stoics, according to whose doctrine man 
is an outflow of the Godhead. 12) Finally, however, Marston 
cannot conceal the fact that his doctrine makes strong 
impositions on the reason of those among his readers who have 
not yet gotten out of the habit of right thinking.

Since the feast of St. Peter and St. Paul, June 29, it is said that 
every Friday morning, after receiving Communion, the wound 
marks of the Savior appear on her. On the hand the blood stains 
are circular and about 1 centimeter in diameter, on the feet they 
are square and considerably larger. The secretion of blood is 
most abundant on the forehead and on the left side of the chest. 
While the secretions are taking place, which lasts from 2 to 4 
hours, the girl is said to be insensible to external impressions. 
The onset of the hemorrhages has not yet been observed by 
anyone and stops as soon as eyewitnesses are present. Since 
pilgrims from all parts of the Palatinate flocked to Wattenheim 
soon after the new "miracle" became known, the courts felt 
compelled to intervene. Within a short time Barbara Pfister will 
have to answer for fraud before the district court of Frankenthal. 
By order of the aforementioned court, the practical physician Dr. 
Zahn from Grtinstadt subjected the girl's blood stains to a 
scientific examination, and since it was reported that Dr. Zahn 
had come to the conclusion that Barbara Pfister was a 
malingerer (fraudster), he was attacked most vehemently in the 
clerical press of the Palatinate. Dr. Zahn therefore felt compelled 
to seek the help of the courts. In the meantime the pilgrimages 
to Wattenheim continue, and the faithful are overjoyed when 
they can obtain for heavy money an artificial flower made by 
Barbara Pfister. (P. a. S.) 

Progress of the Union. In Blankenburg, Thuringia, a so-called 
Alliance House has recently been established. It boasts that it is 
not maintained by specific contributions, collections, or regular 
income. Orphaned and abandoned children are taken in free of 
charge, respectively trained for missionary service, as well as 
those in need of recreation for a moderate pension price, 
furthermore Bibles and Christian writings are distributed and 
Bible and prayer classes, meetings for mothers, for girls, for men 
are held there. At the head is a Fraulein v. Weling and Preacher 
Kaiser; efforts are made to form a German-Christian alliance, 
and since 1886 meetings to this effect have been held, usually 
in the autumn. Theological and confessional debates are 
excluded. Among the guests are, besides members of the 
national churches, people from the Brethren Church, Methodists 
etc. Since October of last year, an alliance paper has also been 
published, which strives for a "scriptural alliance" but rejects an 
"ecclesiastical" one, i.e., wants to establish a “true inner union of 
all believers," regardless of whether they belong to a state 
church or a free church (Brethren, Baptists, Methodists, etc.).

The 25th anniversary of the Salvation Army. The report of an eye- 
witness, who celebrated the jubilee last summer, gives us a vivid 
picture of the nature and activities of this sect. We 


The following passages from it: "Last summer, in a medium- 
sized Scottish town, | was astonished to read large posters on 
the street corners with the headline: Extra train to the great 
salvation demonstration in the Crystal Palace in London/ In all 
the towns | then passed were the same posters. At the station 
in Liverpool | learned the solution to the puzzling words: The 
Salvation Army was inviting the people of England and Scotland 
to the 25th Foundation Festival. From Liverpool there were even 
three different extra trains. As the ticket price on these 
‘Salvation’ extra trains was reduced by more than two thirds, | 
used one of them to travel to London and decided to watch the 
festival." "Externally, this festival represents an unprecedented 
success of the energetic, agitational and organisational activity 
of the Booth family. Extra train after extra train emptied at the 
railway station of the Krystallpalast on the night of July 14-15. 
The number of participants in the festivities amounted to well 
over 60,000. Massive crowds swarmed through the huge rooms 
of the Krystallpalast and its gardens. As is well known, the 
Krystallpalast in London is the largest establishment for 
gatherings of all kinds that exists in the world. It holds 100,000 
people and has never been completely filled by an assembly. 
Nearly 30,000 of those present were uniformed soldiers of the 
Salvation Army, that is to say, those who are engaged in the 
service of their lives, and who are paid by General Booth out of 
the collections of the army. At 7 o'clock in the morning the 
celebration began with a prayer meeting in the large concert hall 
of the central building of the palace. Thousands were on their 


knees. The Salvation Army always uses the term ‘Knee Drill' 


for the collective kneeling prayer. The Salvation Army, 
notwithstanding all its marvels, has won for itself a certain public 
respect in England among the widest circles; this is expressly 
acknowledged by the great world papers of London in detailed 
reports of the festival." "In the amphitheatrically ascending 
orchestral apse of the Central Hall, which holds four thousand 
seats, the numerous bands and the higher and lower 'officers' 
lined up in groups arranged according to country to form a 
picturesque colossal ensemble. The General was not yet 
present.

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New Saviors in Light of the Old Word of God. 


(Continued.) 

To understand what the new Saviors conceive of "disease," 
we must first recollect how they conceive of man. "Man," says 
Mrs. Eddy, "is a reflection of God, . . and is therefore eternal." *) 
"Everything in this book, and in the system of salvation which is 
recommended in it, is based on the fundamental truth that man 
is, according to his inner nature, a spirit. This inner nature is the 
real humanity; the body is merely a physical organism, which 
forms no essential part of his being and existence." So we hear 
Evans say...) According to this, then, as Marston also teaches, 
man does not consist of body and soul, but only of spirit; and 
this spirit is God. "The mortal body," says the Eddy, "and the 
material man are delusions, which are destroyed by spiritual 
understanding." 3) Yea, still more: these erring spirits deny also 
the reality and properties of material things apart from man. 
"The reality which underlies what we call matter," writes Evans, 
"is nothing but spirit. Material things, being only effects, can 
have no independent existence."*) And in Marston we learn, 
"Spirit clears away time and space. We have been so long under 
the tyranny of the senses that we habitually classify what goes 
on according to locality and time. We say that it was in Boston, 
London, or Japan that this or that happened yesterday, or a year 
ago, or in the earlier lines of the world; consequently we are 
surprised to learn that the mind knows nothing of such limits, 
but squeezes eternity into an hour and stretches an hour into an 
eternity. Only according to the senses is the distinction between 
past, present, and future possible and

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The first thing that | did was to find out what it was like to be ina 
room. These measurements seem necessary and real; but 
philosophy has long since decided that they are illusions of the 
brain and not essential to true understanding. ... In this play, as 
in all other plays, the first great task which the spiritual healer 
has to learn is that he should break the bonds of the senses and 
see things as they really are." 1) But if there is nothing real 
except the Spirit, who is God, and at the same time man, then, 
they further conclude, man also is good, and there is nothing 
evil, no sin in him. "Man cannot sin," asserts the Eddy, "man 
cannot depart from holiness,” 2) and Marston declares sin to be 
a monster created by the theologians. So, of course, sickness 
cannot be a consequence of sin. "Strictly speaking there is no 
sin'/) he writes; that to be carnally minded is enmity against God, 
man has only imagined.*) "The true man is spirit, cannot be 
separated from God, has no fear of danger, and knows nothing 
of sin." 5) Therefore, even according to the doctrine of these 
people, there is no forgiveness of sins; "the Principle (i.e., God) 
never forgives sins or faults," writes the Eddy. 6) 

But, we ask, whence comes and what on earth is the disease? 
In the end, is there no disease either? True, Marston answers 
us, "the real man is not sick, cannot be sick, and knows nothing 
of sickness. . . . What we call disease is one of those defects 
which belong to the realm of thought and its appearances, and 
only to the senses does man ever appear sick." 7) "Sin and 
sickness are fictitious things," says the Eddy; and Evans 
concurs, saying, "While a man thinks he is sick, he is mentally 
and spiritually unhealthy, and this runs out into a corresponding 
physical condition."*) Thus declares

for Marston quite aridly: "A consumptive or a dyspeptic is just as 
mad as a lunatic, in that each of them is infested by the creatures 
of his own brain, and both must be cured in the same way. "1) 

But if someone were to ask, "How is it that headaches and 
coughs are caused by colds, and that certain fevers arise in 
swampy regions? How is it that when one member of a family 
has smallpox, other members of the family are so easily afflicted 
with smallpox? How do you explain this, that if one is bitten by a 
poisonous snake in Florida, the same effect follows as upon the 
bite of a snake of the same kind in New York?" There again the 
new saviors are at hand with the answer. Marston explains, 2) 
this comes from the general spread of the delusion that colds are 
harmful and bring about such consequences as headaches, etc. 
"Contagious diseases," he further says, "are contagious simply 
because common thought has made them so, and the same is 
true of poisons." 3) He is therefore also opposed to the teaching 
of health in the schools, because thereby the children are 
educated to the erroneous ideas, as if this and that were injurious 
to health.*) Thus, he says, the fear of disease arises, and fear is 
the real cause of false conceits. "All sickness," he writes, "is 
produced by fear. "5) "Fear is the mother of all evils that come 
upon the flesh. "6) Thus what is called sickness would be nothing 
but a play of imagination based on fear. 

And how does the healing take place? To this question 
Marston answers: "What the healer does for the person whom 
he treats is this, that he helps him to change his thoughts; for in 
every case, whatever the patient may seem to lack, it is the 
wrong thought, the belief in the reality of the disease, which 
stands in the way of recovery. He puts it into the patient's mind 
that he is not ill, but well. And why does this convince the patient? 
Simply because the healer

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and the patient is in error."* And further: "All healing is self- 
healing. . . . All that the healer can do is to help the patient to 
change his thoughts."") When he has accomplished this, the 
work is done. "A spiritual cure is the discovery made by the sick 
person that he is well."4) It should not at all matter what the sick 
man lacked, or, in fact, what he imagined; for if everything is 
imagination, self-deception, it is all the same whether he 
imagined toothache or headache or sore throat; if he gives up 
the imagination, the sore has disappeared. It is therefore not at 
all necessary that the healer should know what the patient is 
complaining of; for he denies one disease as another, and need 
not choose the remedy; he has but one remedy for all patients, 
and that is to say to them, "You are not ill, and you, and you, and 
you, you are not ill either, but healthy; and you must believe 
that." 

This also indicates what these new healers mean when they 
speak of faith cure, "healing through faith". They do not mean 
faith in God, trust in Christ, confidence in God's promise. This is 
already impossible because Marston and Eddy and Evans are 
totally unbelieving, do not believe in a personal God, deny the 
Holy Trinity, 4) call Christ the epitome of all human spirit, the 
spirit of the world?) Thus Evans also openly states: "We do not 
use the term ‘faith’ in a religious sense, but rather in a medicinal 
sense".) Faith" in the sense of these people is nothing else, and 
should be nothing else, than the conviction of the sick that he is 
not sick, of the consumptive that he is not consumptive, of the 
gouty that he is not gouty. Even if in the treatment of the patient 
God's word is used or a prayer is said, this should only help to 
recovery in such a way that the one who imagines to be ill thinks 
that by using these means he will become well, and Marston 
therefore also puts relics and amulets on the same level as Bible 
verses and prayers when he writes: "A text from Scripture or any 
other writing may be brought near to his mind with such power 
that it has this effect ( that the patient thinks he is well) ... Only 
in this way can we account for cures which seem to be brought 
about by prayer, by resort to relics, amulets, and other things 
which are supposed to possess special power." 7) 

But what the "faith" of these new saviors is all about, and what 
cunning and wickedness the devil displays through them, we 
also see from the way they speak of the true, one Savior, our 
highly praised Lord and Savior JEsu Christo, and how they 
compare their false-famous art with his healing miracles. "The 
cures which Jesus wrought," writes Evans, "were not miracles or 
deviations from the existing order of nature . .. The cures which 
were performed by GaBner, a

Swiss preacher, who caused such a widespread sensation in 
the latter half of the eighteenth century, were accomplished, and 
those which Madam Saint-Amour, a Swedenborgian of 
distinction, wrought in France, and those which Mr. Richter 
performed in Silesia, show as great healing power as Jesus 
displayed in Judea 1800 years ago." "The phrenopathic method 
of healing, which Christ made his own and practiced 1800 years 
ago, is founded on the immutable laws of human nature, and 
therefore can be as effective today as it was then." 2) This 
method, of course, is said to have been a secret known only to 
a few, especially to the priests, even in the days of the earthly 
change of Jesus, and in revenge for having wrested this 
valuable secret from the caste of priests and having made it the 
common property of mankind, his enemies are said to have 
prepared for him the death of the cross). And this art, the 
discovery and making known of which "was the real crime of 
Jesus, for which he suffered death," is now to be taught and 


practiced in the books of these new saviours; with his book SOU! 


and Body, Evans wants to help with 


to bring back the phrenopathic method of healing which Jesus 
and his first disciples practiced. 4) What Jesus did according to 
the word of the prophet: "Truly he bore our sickness and took 
upon himself our pain", Evans claims to have done a thousand 
times, and that was better than singing psalms. Yes, he 
repeatedly claims that in them, the new saviors, the word of 
Jesus John 14:12 is fulfilled: "Verily, verily, | say unto you, he 
that believeth on me, the works that | do shall he do also, and 
shall do greater works than these." Marston also presents his 
and his comrades' work on the patient as an omnipotent work, 
when he writes: "If the metaphysician, while he cures, reflects 
omnipotence, no patient can resist such divine influence. If he 
obtains no success, he has omitted to reflect the unlimited 
power." 5) 

But what about death at last? The new saviors deny that too. 
"There is no death," writes the Eddy; 6) and Marston again 
concurs, "There is but one life. The real man cannot die, and the 
man of perverse senses will at last be transformed into the 
image and likeness of the eternally living, perfect One ... The 
true gospel of the resurrection is not the return to animal life after 
the human body has been laid down to the eternal sleep of death 
. . . Our resurrection day is the time when we ascend to the 
sunlight of eternal harmony." 7) This means in dry words no 
more and no less than: "With death all is over." 

This is the doctrine of these new saviors, according to the 
main points. But what about their practice? Answer: What about 
a practice that is built on lies and deceit and blasphemy? But of 
this, God willing, we shall deal further in the next number.

God had awakened the dead church, at least a large part of 
its members, from its sleep of death. Everywhere one saw traces 
of the newly awakened life of faith, even in the Reformed 
Church, e.g., in the Nine Lands, in Switzerland, as in Basel and 
the surrounding area. Within the Lutheran Church, there was 
now a desire to return to the faith of the Lutheran fathers, to the 
Lutheran confession. A well-known German theologian, who 
wants to describe "the inner history of many of his 
contemporaries", says: "The innermost root of the new life was 
faith in Christ, satisfaction of the need for salvation through the 
forgiveness of sins, through justification by grace, which is at the 
same time the most powerful impulse (impulse) to sanctification: 
thus the same source point from which the renewal of the church 
grew in the sixteenth century. This new evangelical life had from 
the first been nourished by the monuments of the Reformation, 
or at least by such writings as were imbued with the spirit of the 
Reformation; in the practical interest, still apart from church and 
confession, we had settled into the spirit of the same. We stood 
with our faith in the center of the same, because in the article of 
justification. Thus we were Lutherans even before we knew it; 
without much reflection on the confessional peculiarity of our 
church, and without much reflection on the confessional 
differences which separate it from others, we were Lutherans in 
fact. We did not even know these differences exactly. We read 
the symbolical books of the church as testimonies of sound 
doctrine for the clarification and consolidation of our knowledge 
of salvation: their symbolical meaning troubled us little. But as 
soon as we began to ask about the way God had led us, about 
the testimonies from which our faith grew, about the historical 
roots of our present in the past of the church, we became aware 
that we were standing in the midst of Lutheranism, that our 
Christian faith in salvation was precisely the Lutheran faith, just 
as in fact the Lutheran Church is and wants to be nothing other 
than the witness of the one Christian, saving truth, its confession 
nothing other than the truthful confession of the Gospel 
according to the Scriptures, which has its center in the free grace 
of God in Christ. Henceforth, to hold it worthy, to confess it, was 
a matter of faith and conscience for us; we blessed the church 
for it, we rejoiced to belong to it. Thus we became Lutherans, 
free, from within." 

But just at this point a setback soon followed. The old evil 
enemy, who does not like God's word and truth at all, has always 
had a special grudge against Luther's teaching. No sooner was 
the voice of the Reformer heard again in the German lands than 
he devised new stratagems and plots to extinguish the beautiful 
light that was faintly dawning. He first tried it by mixing into the 
old truth the old lies of the swarming spirits. And many who had 
recognized the truth and seen through this deception of error 
laid down their arms at the very first attack of the enemy, and 
thus is 


the devil has succeeded in his game. We are looking first of all 
at this one cancer of the Protestant Church of the present day: 
the so-called Union. 

The real home of the Union is Prussia. The idea of union is 
already old there. In 1539, the prince and the people of the now 
Prussian, then Brandenburg lands had accepted Luther's 
teachings with great unanimity. In 1613, Elector Johann 
Sigismund renounced the Lutheran faith in order to gain a new 
province, and converted to the Reformed Church. At first, 
nothing was changed in the confessional status of the 
Brandenburg church, which remained Lutheran and was cleanly 
separated from the small Reformed church community to which 
the prince belonged. But from that time on, the princes of the 
House of Hohenzollern strove to unite the Lutheran Church and 
the Reformed Church into one church. Under the great Elector, 
hundreds of faithful Lutheran preachers, among them the singer 
of our church, Paul Gerhardt, were deprived of their office and 
cast out into sorrow and misery, because the Elector had 
forbidden the Lutheran church servants to preach against the 
heresies of the Reformed, and the steadfast witnesses resisted 
this tyrannical order. The Lutherans passed the test at that time, 
and thus the Lutheran Church at that time escaped the threat of 
ruin. 

In this century, after the powerful Kingdom of Prussia had 
emerged from the Electorate of Brandenburg, King Frederick 
William III succeeded in putting his ancestors' plan and his own 
fervent wish into action. As early as 1798, he expressed himself 
in a letter to his ministers: "Now, however, | am especially 
pleased that there is hope of bringing both confessions closer 
together by means of a common agenda, despite the remaining 
differences of opinion, and thereby convincing even the 
unenlightened part of the ecclesiastical communities more and 
more that peace, love and tolerance are the only necessary 
means in matters of religion. During the tribulations of 
Napoleon's tyranny, there was no time for church matters. But 
when God gave the German people victory and freedom, the 
Prussian king gave thanks by laying hands on the Church of 
God and destroying the Lutheran Church. 

For the celebration of the 300th anniversary of the 
Reformation, October 31, 1817, King Frederick William III 
issued the following order to the consistories, superintendents 
and synods of his country: "Already my enlightened ancestors 
resting in God, Elector John Sigismund, Elector George William, 
the Great Elector, King Frederick J. and King Frederick William 
J., as the history of their reign and life proves, were devoutly 
serious about uniting the two separate Protestant churches, the 
Reformed and the Lutheran, into one Protestant Christian 
church in their country.

The tercentenary of this 
memorable event was to be celebrated throughout the country, 
for the good of the Union. The necessary orders were issued. 
The consistories were to work with the superintendents to 
introduce the breaking of bread at the Lord's Supper in the 
congregations. The names "Lutheran" and "Reformed" were 
abolished. If there were different opinions in a congregation, but 
most of the members were in favor of the Union, such a 
congregation should be considered united. Such endowments 
and bequests, which in former times had been made for 
Lutherans or for Reformed alone, were to benefit without further 
ado also the congregations which had become united. The royal 
authorities took great care to carry out these decrees. And since 
pastors and congregations still resisted in some places, an order 
was issued in 1831 which made it obligatory for all preachers to 
use the new agendas under penalty of law. Thus the work of 
union was completed. 

In a similar manner as in Prussia, the Union was introduced 
in other German states, e.g. in Baden, in the Bavarian 
Palatinate, in various Hessian states, in Nassau, in Anhalt, in the 
period from 1817 to 1830, mostly by so-called General Synods, 
which submitted to the wishes and will of the respective 
sovereigns.

California and Oregon District Meetings. 


The Synod was opened in San Francisco, January 21, at St. 
Paul's Church, in the evening of 8 o'clock, by a sermon preached 
by the Hon. Father Swan, President of the General Synod. The 
sessions commenced on the 22nd. There were 16 preachers 
and 3 teachers present, as well as 6 delegates and 6 
representatives from out-of-town congregations. There were 
also 3 members of the Norwegian Synod present as guests. 

The main topic prescribed by the Synod for this year's 
doctrinal negotiations was: "The task of the Christian Church in 
the face of the materialism of the time." - The speaker, Praeses 
Buhler, dealt with this subject in five theses and explained in 
them that the Christian Church must not be indifferent to the 
materialistic worldview, but rather has the task of attacking this 
terrible power of darkness with the right sword of the spirit, and 
this all the more and all the more zealously, since the spirit of 
materialism has already penetrated into all layers of the people, 
the more and more it is spreading and gaining the upper hand. 
Only then, however, would we not be doing empty strokes of the 
air, and our testimony would be a successful one, if we did not 
confine ourselves to rejecting materialism in words, but rather 
knew our way around our enemy's armoury, so as to be all the 
better equipped, on the one hand, to expose the web of lies of 
the materialistic spirit, and, on the other, to make the time- 
honoured, eternal truth of God, with its abundance of light, 
power, and consolation, all the more effective in the face of that 
very horrifying mirage. 


more sincerely. Above all, it is necessary to attack the root of the 
evil and to warn of the manifold causes from which this 
aberration of the human spirit arises, and as the only remedy to 
bring Christ, the right helper in all our needs, before the people's 
souls, and to show how only in the seizure of God's grace in 
Christ Jesus the right protection and the right remedy can also 
be found against these aberrations.

Malicious Abandonment. As readers know, a pastor of the 
General Synod accused one of our pastors of having done wrong 
in marrying a woman who had been maliciously abandoned by 
her husband, and, as he could not be induced to return, had 
divorced her. The pastor of our synod answered the general 
synodist in the first number of the "Lutheran," showing that the 
man in question was the adulterer on account of the desertion, 
and that the woman, as the innocent party, might justly proceed 
to a new marriage. In this reference was made to 1 Cor. 7, 15. 
To this the wise man of the General Synod has now written a 
reply in the "Hausfreund." He remarks, among other things, that 
this passage deals with heathen mixed marriages and does not 
fit here; the apostle speaks of a man, but here it is about a 
woman, and the apostle certainly says that the sister is not 
imprisoned, but there is no mention of permission to remarry. But 
these objections are so silly that they are not worth refuting. We 
will only let Luther's explanation follow. He writes in | Cor. 7:15: 
"Here the apostle absolves the Christian spouse and sets him 
free when his unchristian spouse separates from him" (turns 
away from him, leaves him), "or does not want to allow him to 
live as a Christian, and gives him power and right to free another 
spouse. But what St. Paul here speaks of a heathen spouse is 
also to be understood of a false Christian, that where he would 
keep his spouse to an unchristian nature, and not let him live a 
Christian life, or separate himself from him, that same Christian 
spouse should be free to trust in another. For if this were not 
right, then the Christian spouse would have to run after his 
unchristian spouse, or live chastely (celibate) without his will and 
ability, and thus be imprisoned for the sake of another's 
transgression, and live in his soul's fate. Here St. Paul denies 
this, and says that in such cases 
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If the brother or sister is not a prisoner, nor is he his own, then 
he should say, "In other matters, when husband and wife remain 
together, as in conjugal relations and the like, one is bound to 
the other and is his own, so that neither may change from the 
other; but in these matters, when one spouse keeps the other 
unchristian to live, or separates from him, he is not bound to him 
or attached to him. But if it be not bound, it is free and loosed: 
and if it be free and loosed, it may be changed, as if his spouse 
were dead. How then shall not the Christian spouse wait until 
his unchristian spouse return, or die, as hath hitherto and 
spiritually been law? Answer: If he will wait for him, let it be in 
his good will; for since the apostle here speaks freely, he is not 
obliged to wait for him, but may change in the name of God. And 
would to God that this doctrine of St. Paul were hitherto used, or 
that it were yet brought into the custom, where husband and wife 
thus run from one another, and one leaves the other to sit, 
whence much fornication and sin have followed. This has been 
helped by the pernicious laws of the pope, who, contrary to this 
text of St. Paul, has urged and compelled one spouse not to 
change in case of loss of happiness, but to wait for the runaway 
spouse or to endure his death, and has thus in such a case badly 
imprisoned the brother or sister for the sake of another's 
transgression, and has driven them without cause into the 
journey of unchastity". (Excerpt of the 7th chapter of the J.

But these 
witnesses of the truth are also fully serious about the truth they 
have recognized and confessed. They are not willing to be 
content with mere words in this holy matter, but want to have no 
more fellowship with their former ministers and fellow believers 
if they persist in their fundamental false doctrine. This is shown 
by the conclusion of their Scripture, which we reproduce here 
verbatim: "He who says this word: 'All scripture is inspired of 
God'; whoever shall say this word: Whoever doubts this word, 
‘Thy word is nothing but truth’; whoever assumes only one letter 
of human attribution, a defect of memory or an error of memory, 
is a false teacher who touches the foundation. With such 
teachers one cannot continue to argue and fight. For how should 
the dispute be decided, since the infallible judge, the infallible 
divine Scripture, is lacking? But we do not want to have anything 
to do with such teachers and their followers. We have often 
admonished Pastor Ehlers to profess the right doctrine, and 
lastly publicly admonished him before the congregations 
assembled in Hermannsburg and called upon him to give honor 
to the truth. He did not do so. Therefore we must now act 
according to Rom. 16, 17, where it is written: But | exhort you, 
brethren, that ye take heed of them which cause division and 
dissension beside the doctrine which ye have taught, and depart 
from them.' Only then can he continue to be a member of our 
Hermannsburg Synod, if he repentantly recognizes his false 
teaching, publicly confesses and renounces it; if he 
unequivocally and unreservedly confesses the right teaching 
and rejects the false teaching. In order to bring the dispute to a 
conclusion, we are calling the members of our Hermannsburg 
Synod to Soltau on January 8, 1891, at the request of our 
congregations. You now know our position on the doctrine of 
inspiration; it is the ancient one of the Christian, orthodox church. 
Whoever agrees with it is most welcome. Whoever does not 
want to acknowledge it as the right doctrine, thereby excludes 
himself from our Hermannsburg Synod. Finally, we address to 
the Immanuel Synod, with which we have so far been in 
communion, the public request to take a stand on the 
fundamental heresies as presented by their pastors Wagner and 
K6énnemann in Numbers 10 and 12 of 'Immanuel', to the public 
annoyance of the righteous children of God. For a community 
which tolerates such false doctrines in its midst cannot be 
recognized as orthodox, and therefore cannot hold communion 
with it unless it puts out the false doctrine. Lord, your word, the 
noble gift, keep this treasure for me, for | prefer it to all 
possessions and the greatest riches. If thy word shall ring no 
more, on what shall faith rest? | care not for a thousand worlds, 
but for Thy word." One can now sing again: "The power of truth 
breaks through and knocks at all doors. 
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en Thir," and let us pray with the Psalmist, "Teach thou truth to} 
good, and the wretched to keep right; so shall thy right hand 
prove wonders." Ps. 45, 5. G. St.

The afternoon of the day, after a short examination 
of the school children, was spent in free conversation in the open| 
air; also a short congregational conference was held, to discuss} 
the service of the different churches, and to make the necessary 
arrangements. May the God of all grace bless the dear brother 
minister in his new sphere of activity, and may he also bless the 
dear congregations, that shepherd and flock may follow in| 
harmony and love, in faith and obedience, the great Archpastor 
and Bishop of our souls. Amen."

Emigrant Mission in Baltimore, Maryland. 


Through God's goodness, | am once again privileged to share 
with my dear readers some information about my work among 
the immigrants and emigrants in the port here. With gratitude to 
God, | may express that the work has continued to make blessed 
progress in the past year, despite all the challenges | have 
encountered and the many obstacles | have encountered. 

In the past year, 30, 209 passengers landed here from 72 
steamers, 42 of which came from Bremen, 20 from Liverpool, 
England, and 10 from Hamburg. To these must be added 231 
who landed here exceptionally from other steamers. This makes 
a total of 30, 404 persons who arrived here. In 1889, 32, 140 
landed, i.e. 1700 more than in 1890. The immigrants arriving 
here offered a strange mixture of peoples and languages. They 
were recruited from all European nations. Germany provided the 
largest number of Europeans for us, namely 18, 637 souls. Of 
the immigrants, 41 died during the crossing. The total number of 
those born during the voyage was 23. 

The number of those who were received and transported by 
me on their arrival from Germany amounts to 1301, including, of 
course, those to whom | procured and had to send free tickets, 
as well as all those whom our missionary Wilhelm Schmidt in 
Bremen, as well as relatives or pastors living here or relatives 
resident in Germany, referred to me.

Scheibel had known the Union 
since its first beginnings as the mortal enemy of Luther's 
doctrine. 
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Since 1817, he and his congregation had persistently resisted 
the introduction of the new liturgy. Thus he had long since 
incurred the displeasure of his ecclesiastical authority. In 1830, 
however, the matter was to become serious. The superintendent 
of the Breslau diocese, Dr. Tscheggey, submitted a letter for 
signature to his pastors and congregations before the jubilee 
already mentioned, in which they were to "make the well- 
considered, free and firm declaration that the party names 
Reformed and Lutheran will cease from now on and that both 
confessions want to consider themselves as one united 
Protestant church. All the clergy of the diocese, except Scheibel, 
Theil, Munster, signed. Thereupon Scheibe! was suspended 
from his office by order of the magistrate. He was also forbidden 
to publish two sermons on the Lord's Supper, in which he had 
condemned and refuted the Reformed heresy, because they 
were "obviously contrary to the Christian wish of His Majesty the 
King that the union of the two Protestant churches should come 
about. On June 25, the Holy Communion with the Breaking of 
Bread was celebrated in the Elisabeth Church, in which the 
Reformed preachers also took part. Immediately a number of 
congregation members from Breslau and the surrounding area 
gathered around Scheibel, with the firm resolution never to join 
the Union, but to remain faithful to the Lutheran Church. Among 
them were three respected persons of standing, the university 
professors Steffens and Huschke and Ober-Landes-

separated from the Union, sent three petitions to King Frederick 
William Ill. In the first, they implored the King's Majesty in the

deepest humility: "for now, to leave our faithful teachers 
Munster, Scheibel and Theil and to allow them to continue to 
build us up in the way of worship that has been established over 
a long period of time and that was partly introduced by Luther 
himself, but for the future to be assured in the most gracious way 
by recognizing a special Lutheran church, separate from the 
general Lutheran church, provided with its own constitution and 
entitled to employ teachers of its sense". After a long time had 
passed without an answer from the King, the petitioners 
appealed again to the conscience of the King in the third petition: 
"O, if only Your Majesty would listen to the voice of the holy word 
of God, to the voice of justice and, we may confidently add, to 
the voice of your good heart, which wants only what is right! . . 
Yes, may Your Majesty deign, after such a long time, through 
which we have anxiously passed, at last to let us hear a word of 
comfort, and thereby, by granting your just petitions, to raise up 
a congregation which otherwise could only bring its complaints 
before the throne of eternal justice." Finally, at the end of 
December, the Lutherans received word from the Consistory 
that their request could not be granted to them. Their request for’ 
freedom of the Lutheran church was declared to be separatist 
mischief, nay, indignation against the existing order. The 
Lutheran congregation had grown to two thousand souls by the 
end of 1830. They were now forcibly denied all religious 
exercises. Policemen entered the private houses and disturbed 
the meetings, in which a small group of Lutherans had been 
trying to gain acceptance by reading aloud and listening to 
Lutheran preachings. 


built the baptized. The Lutheran house fathers, who had baptized 
their children themselves because they did not want to have them 
baptized by an unchurched preacher, were summoned to court, 
the children taken away from them and baptized again in the 
unchurched church. In 1832 Scheibel was finally removed from 
his office and dismissed from his professorship. He then went 
abroad, first to Saxony, and died in Nuremberg in Bavaria in 
1843. 

This was the beginning of Lutheran separation. But also 
outside Breslau Lutherans were found who stood firm and had to 
suffer much for the sake of the Lutheran confession. In the first 
years the Lutherans of Breslau diligently attended the services of 
Pastor Aerger in Hermannsdorf, which was near the city. He and 
his congregation had also rejected the Unirte Agende. In 1833 
the Lutherans there had their church and church property taken 
away, Aerger was deposed and later imprisoned. About seven 
miles from Breslau, in Hénigern, Pastor Kellner was in office. In 
1833, he was ordered to either accept the agendas, in obedience 
to the authorities, or to resign his office. When he did neither, and 
all representations and threats were of no avail, a royal 
commission appeared in September. The government intended 
to negotiate through this commission with the pastor and the 
leaders of the congregation in Hdnigern. But the clerk of the 
government had made a small mistake in writing the royal order. 
Instead of "parish and church leaders", who were to be 
summoned, he had written "parish and church leaders", had 
omitted the hyphens after the word parish. And so the royal 
commission found not only the community leaders and church 
leaders, but, according to the wording of the invitation, the entire 
community of Hénigern gathered in front of the church, praying 
and singing. The royal Landrath v. Ohlen demanded the church 
keys. The presbyters declared that they would never voluntarily 
surrender their Lutheran house of worship to an unruly church 
authority, but would only yield to force. No blacksmith could be 
found in the whole town who would give himself up to breaking 
the church door. A Catholic blacksmith declared that he had not 
learned his trade to help a frightened Christian community take 
away its church. Several women cried out and pleaded, "Most 
gracious Mr. Landrath, we want to keep our old church book. Do 
not take away our dear Mr. Pastor." But there was no mercy here. 
The Landrath was content at first to take Pastor Kellner away with 
him, who hardly found time to say goodbye to his wife and 
children. For more than five years Kellner had to languish in 
prison for the sake of his Lutheran faith. The congregation, 
deprived of their faithful pastor, gathered again around their 
house of worship when new danger threatened in December. 
The men had not brought their staffs and sticks, but only their 
hymnals. Now 500 men of soldiers, infantry, hussars, cuirassiers, 
moved into Hdnigern. When the military appeared, the 
assembled parishioners quietly dispersed. Nevertheless, the 
cavalry charged men, women, and children and dealt blows right 
and left. And now the recalcitrants were formally besieged. Those

The zealous Lutherans were quartered in the house, up to 20 
men, and the unwelcome guests did not want to leave their 
landlords again until the latter attended the unchurched service, 
which had now been established in the village church. Many 
were worn down in this way. But a good part endured. After the 
years of trial were over, Pastor Kellner continued to serve a 
sizable Lutheran congregation in Hénigern as Lutheran pastor 
for decades. 

As with sword and imprisonment, so one_ intervened 
especially also with fines against the Lutherans. Thus, in 1835, 
the Lutheran congregation in Freistadt asked the government to 
tolerate their worship. In this letter it said among other things: "If 
we should be called to punishment because of our Lutheran 
confession, we would rather let everything pass us by, would 
rather be poor and imprisoned, would rather suffer want and 
need than give up the most precious jewel of our faith and 
confession of faith, and thereby fall into the judgment of an 
incorruptible judge. We would rather sacrifice our possessions, 
life and limb, than become unfaithful to our heavenly King Christ 
JEsu, who has so dearly purchased and redeemed us, by 
forsaking our confessions, to which we have sworn unbreakable 
fidelity at our holy baptism and confirmation." The answer was 
that all participants in the Lutheran services were sentenced to 
larger and smaller fines. The garnishments followed on the heels 
and went house by house through the congregation. One 
parishioner had his locks and doors broken, the floorboards torn 
open, and then, in exchange for the 20 Thalers he was to pay, 
things worth 160 Thalers were taken from him. 

Similar to the situation in Breslau, Hermannsdorf, Hénigern, 
and Freistadt, the Lutherans who opposed the Union and the 
new liturgy fared in many other places. The pastors were 
suspended, deposed, in part sentenced to prison and fortress, 
and the parishioners who did not want to participate in the 
unchurched services were harassed in every possible way. The 
meetings in the houses, where old, good sermons were read, 
were disturbed, forbidden, the baptisms and other official acts, 
which were performed by the deposed pastors, were declared 
invalid. The Lutherans, who had been so badly treated by the 
authorities, had also become the laughingstock of the mob. The 
rebel of a mob, which disturbed the domestic devotions of the 
Lutherans, once shouted in his courage that these people were 
not worthy to be hanged by the same rope. The man met his end 
in prison, where he hanged himself from his scarf out of 
desperation, since he lacked a rope. In another place another 
man sneered, "You would be worthy to be flogged, all of you." 
This blasphemer later drove his cows into the field, fell off the 
wagon, the wheels went over him, and that was his death. 

The fierce persecution, however, did not dampen the fire that 
God had kindled. In 1835 there were already more than a 
hundred villages in Prussia, mostly in Silesia, where there were 
larger or smaller clusters of separated Lutherans. In the midst of 
the persecution, in the year 1835, these scattered clusters 
already joined together to form a 


Synod, which petitioned the king and his tyrannical minister 
Altenstein, admittedly in vain, for recognition or at least 
toleration. At the first synodal meeting in Breslau, it was decided 
that the pastors who had been suspended by the unchurched 
church authorities should not turn to this suspension, but rather 
should perform the necessary official acts in spite of it. God 
arranged it in such a way that some of the suspended or 
deposed pastors were still free, while their fellow ministers were 
under lock and key, and these then traveled from place to place 
and visited the scattered Lutheran congregations. Of course, 
now that this became known, the policemen were after them. 
But God miraculously helped his faithful servants through in 
their flight. One who has described this time of martyrdom in 
detail tells the following story: "It was almost an adventurous life, 
this pastor's life on the run. Thus a pastor (E.) was once saved 
by the fact that members of the congregation broke through the 
wall of the chamber in which he was staying, so that he could 
gain the open air, while the Gensd'arm in the next room thought 
he was quite sure of his booty. One day Fritzsche in Posen 
thought he could no longer conceal himself in any other way 
than by splitting wood in front of a door, disguised as a 
woodcutter. The Gensd'arm, who was passing by, took a sharp 
look at the strange woodcutter, whose passport he had, and 
finally drank to him from his brandy bottle, thinking that a 
clergyman would not accept it. But Fritzsche also performed this 
part of his role correctly." 


When the pressure did not let up, some of the persecuted 
Lutherans decided to emigrate. Father Grabau led a group of 
Lutherans to America, and Father Fritzsche led another group 
to Australia. But because of this, the good cause in Prussia did 
not go backward, but the Lutheran Church only increased from 
year to year. The movement went through all the provinces of 
the great Prussian monarchy. By the end of the thirties, separate 
Lutheran congregations had formed not only in Silesia, but 
especially in Pomerania and Posen, then in Danzig, Berlin, 
Magdeburg, Erfurt, Raumburg, Halberstadt, and so on. When 
the king realized that all previous measures had been of no 
avail, he decided, incited by his evil counselor, Minister 
Altenstein, to use even harsher means of force. The government 
was already proceeding to declare that the Lutherans should 
stand outside the laws of the state. Then, when the storm of 
persecution threatened to break forth anew and more fiercely 
than before, God said: "So far and no further! King Frederick 
William Ill died suddenly in 1840, soon after him his minister 
Altenstein. The new King Frederick William IV was better 
minded and granted toleration and freedom to the Lutheran 
Church. 


Similar tribulations, like the Lutherans in Prussia, have also 
been endured by faithful Lutheran preachers and congregations 
of other German countries where the Union was introduced. 
Thus, in Baden, Father Eichhorn sealed his Lutheran faith with 
bonds and imprisonment. In Nassau, Pastors Brunn and Hein 
were expelled from the country for the same reason. The 
revolution of 1848, which enforced the proclamation of religious 
liberty, procured freedom for the Lutherans here, and led the 


expelled pastors back to their congregations. The Duke of 
Nassau had once told the latter pastor in an audience that one 
of them would have to leave the country, either he, the Duke, or 
the Lutheran pastor. Well, the duke had to leave his country in 
1866, never to be seen again, but the Lutherans remained in the 
country. G. St.

against the old teachers, Pope and Luther, as Serveto, 
Campanus, and the like. The others, who have not publicly 
pledged against me in print, whose poisonous, evil writings and 
words | have personally had to suffer, | will not tell now; But | will 
say this much, that | have had to learn from my own experience 
(since | did not respect the Histories) that the church, for the sake 
of the dear word, yes, for the sake of the happy, blessed light, 
cannot have peace, but must always wait for new and new 
tempests of the devil, as has happened from the beginning, as 
you may read in Ecclesiastica and Tripartita Historia, also in the 
holy Fathers' books. And if | should live yet another hundred

(yesterday, and today, and for ever); and Apocalypsis 1:4 saith, 


He that was, he that is, he that shall be. Yea, so is the man 
called, and so is no other man called, nor shall any be called so. 
For thou and | were nothing a thousand years ago, when yet the 


church was preserved without us, and he that is called qui erat 


et heri (he that was, and was yesterday) must do it. Neither are 
we now in our life; for the church is not preserved by us, because 
we cannot resist the devil in the pope, the mobs, and wicked 
men, and because of us the church is before our eyes, and we 
with it must perish (as we daily experience), if there were not 
another man who seemingly preserves both the church and us; 
that we may take hold of it and feel it, if we would not believe it, 
and must let him do it who is called qui est et hodie (who is and 
is today). Likewise also we shall do nothing to preserve the 
church, when we are dead: but he shall do it that is called, qui 
venturus est, and in saecula (he that shall be, and for ever). 
(Luther 32, 10 f.) 


New Saviors in Light of the Old Word of God. 


(Conclusion.) 

Up to now, in our consideration of the sign of the times with 
which we are here concerned, we have let the spokesmen of this 
clan speak, and have shown from their writings what they say 
and set, and we now go on to ask: What does God's word say to 
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to all of them? Let us first remember that the new saviors are not 
all of the same kind. To one class, for which we have had Kelso 
Carter speak, belong people who still stand on the ground of 
Christianity, still believe in a triune God, accept Christ as the Son 
of God, the Redeemer of the world from sin, death, and eternal 
damnation, and want to accept the Holy Scriptures as God's 
revealed Word. Unfortunately, however, their Christianity is 
infected with dangerous fanaticism. What they think they find in 
the Scriptures as their doctrine, they themselves have put into it 
from their own spirit, as Carter also expressly boasts of special 
divine revelation. 1) But his revelation, his doctrine of sickness 
and healing of the sick, does not pass the test. According to 
Carter's doctrine, no man need be sick; every man, if he would, 
could be and remain healthy in soul and body. That a man is sick 
is always supposed to be due to a lack of faith or devotion to 
God. Now the question arises whether Mr. Carter believes 
himself to have a stronger faith and a more intimate devotion to 
God than was given to the pious Timothy, of whom we read in 1 
Tim. 5:23 that he was often ill. Or than the pious Job, who was 
long and grievously sick, as the book of Job tells us; or than the 
hero of faith and prophet of God Daniel, who also "lay sick some 
days," Dan. 8:27; or than king Hezekiah, who was "sick unto 
death," Isa. 38:9; or than Jehovah's friend Lazarus, of whom the 
disciples said to Jehovah, "Lord, whom thou lovest, lieth sick," 
Joh. 11:3. 11, 3. And if "health were surely to be obtained by 
yielding to God in obedience to his commandments," as Carter 
asserts, then Job, to whom’ God himself gives the testimony that 
he "was evil and right, and shunned evil," Job 1. 1., would 
certainly not have fallen sick; then Daniel and Timothy and 
JEsu's friend Lazarus would undoubtedly have been and 
remained of sound body before Carter and his comrades, 
whoever they might be, and whatever names they might have. 
But that God threatens the people of Israel, that he will afflict 
them with many a sickness, if they disobey his commandments, 
while he promises welfare and long life, if they will walk in his 
commandments, gives our Carter and his friends as little 
expectation of health and long life, as these people have no 
prospect of possessing the land of Canaan, which was also 
promised to Israel's physical children of that day, or of being 
carried away to Assyria or Babylon, which was also threatened 
to the disobedient Israelite people; For in both cases it is a 
question of temporal promises and threats to the people, with 
whom God had something special in view of other peoples of the 
earth, and also went his special ways in the temporal, earthly 
guidance which he bestowed upon them, and which, like the 
prohibition of swine's flesh, may not be transferred without further 
ado to other times and other peoples, as has otherwise been the 
way of the enthusiasts. In addition to this, Carter understands 
and interprets words of Scripture, which do not refer to bodily but 
to spiritual sickness, to the sickness of the soul, to sin, as 
speaking of bodily sickness. If, for example, Ps. 103:3, to which 
Carter refers also

If it is written in the Bible, "He that forgiveth all thy sins, and 
healeth all thine infirmities," it is evident from this very 
connection that spiritual healing, the forgiveness of sins, is here 
spoken of, as indeed are the words of the penitential psalm: 
"Lord, be merciful to me, for | am faint; heal me, O Lord, for my 
bones are troubled," which Carter adduces, are to be 
understood precisely as the petition for the removal of the 
distress of sin and anguish of soul, which made the psalmist 
miserable and consumed his strength, not of the healing of one 
in carnal security little troubled by his sin, but physically sick. 
Carter commits a similar perversion with Malachi 3:20, where it 
is likewise quite evident from the promise of the rising of the "sun 
of righteousness" what "salvation under the same wings" is 
meant, namely, the salvation of which even the sick and dying, 
and they in particular, are to rejoice and be comforted, which is 
in the forgiveness of their sins through Christ's blood and 
righteousness. But that Christ the Lord, in the days of his life on 
earth, "also preserved the bodily life of many that were sick," 
does not at all prove that the word Luc. 9:56, "The Son of man 
is not come to destroy the souls of men, but to preserve them," 
includes also "the body;" for when it is expressly said, "the souls 
of men," in this place the body is certainly not included, as 
certainly the soul is the soul, and not the body. This does not 
deny that our Lord and Saviour also keeps our poor, frail bodies 
in his faithful care, and that we may seek his help even in the 
distress of bodily sickness, and may expect it in the way in which 
we can best be helped. At the same time, the word of comfort 
remains that the Son of God has destroyed the works of the 
devil; for the work of the devil is everything that is harmful to us, 
but nothing if it is beneficial to us, not our Father's chastening, 
even though the rod in his faithful hand may be a disease; not a 
blessed hour in which, after sickness and infirmity, the redeemed 
soul is carried home into the arms and bosom of its shepherd. 
For if the cross of a sickbed and the exit from this misery were 
for us, God's children, the work of the devil, how could we thank 
God for such a cross, how could we still pray a Lord's Prayer, in 
the last petition of which we call upon God to give us a blessed 
hour? That, although through sin sickness and death have come 
into the world, yet no sickness, whether or not, as once with Job, 
the devil may be behind it, can harm us, no death can kill us, 
that at last also sickness, suffering, crying and pain, death, grave 
and decay will lie overcome at our feet, this arises from it and 
only from it, that our Prince of Victory has truly destroyed the 
works of the devil and made them nought. In this joyful faith we 
do not allow ourselves to be disturbed by the fact that this poor 
earth is still a pit of misery, and that even for us Christians 
sickness and pain must be added to this misery. 

But as perverse as, considered in the light of the Word of 
God, is what Carter says about sickness, so perverse things 
does he bring forward where he speaks of the cure of sickness. 
Our Saviour says, the sick need a physician, Matth. 9, 12. Marc. 
2, 17. Luc. 5, 31. and St, Paul 
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recommends Timothy, who has a weak stomach, to drink a little 
wine, 1 Tim. 5, 23. Carter, on the other hand, does not want to 
know anything about all the remedies that the doctors prescribe 
and the pharmacists prepare. With whom shall we now hold it? It 
should not be difficult for a Christian to answer this question. We 
do not now live in apostolic times, for which God had bestowed, 
among other miraculous gifts, "the gift of making whole," 1 Cor. 
12:9, 28. for the confirmation of evangelical doctrine in the days 
of the foundation and first propagation of the New Testament 
church, a gift of which even then it was said, "Have they all gifts 
of making whole?" 1 Cor. 12:30. But physicians exist even today, 
and they are not, as Carter thinks, only for those "who cannot 
trust in God alone." We trust in God and in him alone, as in all 
distress, so also in sickness, and pray to him that he may help 
us, and know that he will ordinarily use means for this purpose, 
as the physician prescribes; which he will bless, as he blesses 
our bread for our nourishment, and he that despises medicine 
and bread, let him not expect that God will change his order for 
his sake. But we shall return to this further on. Let us first 
examine the new saviors of another kind. 

The Eddy and Marston and Evans and their near relatives 
differ from people like Carter in that they have completely left the 
ground of Christianity and have sunk deep below the common 
heathens of the kind of our Indians, who still believe in a personal 
God and a personal life after death. The Scriptures teach that 
God, who created the world, and is therefore distinct from the 
world, is one Being in three Persons, Deut. 6:4, | Tim. 2:5, Eph. 
4:6, Matt. 28:19.That besides this eternal, almighty Spirit, there 
are other spirits distinct from God, created by Him, Ebr. 1:14, Ps. 
104:4; that every man consists of body and soul or spirit, Matt. 
10:28, Eccl. 12:7; that after death the souls of men continue, Rev. 
6:9, Acts 7:58. 7:58; that there is health and sickness, Matt. 9:12, 
Marc. 2:17, Luc. 5:31; that there is sin and death on earth, Rom. 
5:12, 3:23; that the dead bodies shall rise again, 1 Cor. 15.That 
the sick have need of a physician, Matt. 9:12, Marc. 2:17, Luc. 
5:31, that when Jesus and the apostles healed the sick without 
medicine or other natural means, these were signs and wonders, 
John 5:48, Acts 5:12-16. 5:12-16; all this, as we have seen, these 
fools deny, with their falsely-vaunted science, on which, as they 
themselves say, their whole pretended art of healing is founded. 
And now we ask again, What will be the state of the practice of 
an art thus founded? Can these people help the sick? 

To this question we first answer this: Even if it were true what 
they boast of, namely, that they are able to cure all so-called 
diseases, no Christian should take refuge in them. What a 
Christian does, he must be able to do for God's glory, as St. Paul 
says in 1 Cor. 10:31: "Ye eat therefore, or drink; or whatsoever 
ye do, do it all for God's glory." Now this cannot possibly be done 
to God's glory, if such ungodly lying- 


The prophets have the opportunity of practicing an art which they 
themselves say is based on the doctrines they lead, doctrines by 
which they give the lie to all divine truths without exception. A 
godless physician does not claim that he heals the sick by virtue 
of his godlessness, but he prescribes remedies of the same kind 
as a Christian physician prescribes, and when these remedies do 
their work, it is by virtue of the power which God's wisdom and 
goodness has put into them; so, too, the use of these remedies, 
even if an unbelieving physician had prescribed them, is to the 
glory of God their Creator. Where, on the other hand, the ungodly 
healers, of whom we are now speaking, are given an opportunity 
to prove their art, they would only, if their work succeeded, 
succeed in an apparent confirmation of their false doctrine before 
such as like to believe the lie; such a cure would be an apparent 
confirmation of the blasphemous assertion, "Behold, we do what 
Jesus also did; we heal according to the same method which he 
followed, and with the same success. What Christian should not 
prefer to die in God's name, than to stoop to the apparent 
affirmation of such blasphemy against his Saviour? If a Christian 
is made well by proper medicines, God has made him well, 
whose creative power is operative in the medicines, and whose 
blessing has caused the medicines to exercise their effects. But 
if such a liar and blasphemer seeks to confirm his lies and 
blasphemies, and works something that can serve for such a 
purpose, it is certainly not God but the devil who has shown his 
power and given his blessing to it, the father of lies and God's 
rejected enemy. But a Christian should rather die in God's grace 
or be sick, than live by the devil's grace and be healthy, and by 
his life and health want to build up the devil's kingdom and help 
to confirm the devil's lies. Now this might be enough to keep a 
Christian who wants to live in honor of his Savior away from these 
new healers and blasphemers of his Savior. But also what these 
alleged healers boast of their practice, their successes and cures, 
is, if not all, then for the most part a lie. The author of this treatise 
has had occasion to take cognizance of a number of cases in 
which help has been sought from such healing artists; but he has 
not come across a single case in which the desired cure has been 
obtained; the sick were still sick, and some still are; others, whom 
he has lost sight of in the meantime, are probably long since 
dead. To be sure, Eddy boasts: "Christian Science (by which she 
means her art) has awakened the sinner/) won the unbeliever/) 
raised the hopelessly sick from the bed of pain; it has made the 
deaf hear, the lame walk, the blind see." D She boasts that she 
makes a hundred sick people well/) But in doing so she makes it 
known that she does not accept patients, for she has no time to 
do so. A Professor Townsend in Boston has publicly offered a 
prize of $1000.00 if she or her whole college of doctors would set 
up a single dislocated hip without touching it, and

a price of $2000.00 if she or her whole pack would give sight to 
any blindborn in the Boston Asylum for the Blind. If she had 
simply kept silent, or even said that she could set hip bones and 
heal the blind, she would have been beyond her means! But 
instead she answered that she did not want the generous man 
to lose his money, for she had already accomplished more 
difficult things fifteen years ago. But while this woman does not 
pass the test, because she does not engage in it, others do not 
pass it, precisely because they engage in it. An eminent disciple 
of this false art, who had been through the course nine times and 
had her diploma, treated her own son, and claimed to have cured 
him of consumption; but at last they brought him home from 
Colorado, where he died of his disease. Every one who cares 
will find cases enough, in places where the new healers have, or 
have had, their being, where the vaunted art has come to shame. 
That one does not hear more of such unsuccessful attempts at 
healing is largely due to the fact that the patients themselves and 
their relatives do not like to talk about the fact that they have got 
involved in a folly, especially when one has to fear that it might 
even appear in the newspapers. Even those cases in which a 
cure is said to have been obtained are, as a rule, found to be 
void when the matter is investigated. In many cases the 
pretended healers have really been right in so far as the so- 
called patient was not really ill or not seriously ill, that, e. g., the 
patient was not cured by the healer. 

The first case of diphtheria being cured, where there was a 
simple inflammation of the throat, is praised. In other cases the 
patients really let themselves be persuaded that they were 
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who, for example, entrusted sick children not to a proper 
physician, but to the "spirit healers," brought them into terrible 
distress of conscience, after the children thus neglected had 
sunk into their early grave. So let us stay away from the new 
healers; let us rather keep to the old, united, eternal and 
almighty Saviour, the Lord our Physician; Let us remain in the 
order which he has established, let us use the means to which 
he has directed us, let us call upon him to bless us and our sick 
loved ones according to his wisdom and goodness, and let us, 
who are embraced by death in the midst of life, keep ourselves 
in constant readiness for a blessed hour in which God will hear 
and fulfill our sighs: 


Holy God, holy strong God, holy merciful Saviour, 
you eternal God, let us not sink in the bitter misery of 
death! Kyrie Eleison!

cases has become incurable. The isolated cases in which people 
who were really ill have really become well under treatment 
without remedies prove nothing at all for the healing power of the 
"spirit-healers," so long as it is certain that sick people, even 
those who had already been given up by physicians as incurable, 
have become well without any and all treatment. It has long been 
known that, especially in the case of nervous diseases, a firm 
resolution here and there can bring about a strange change in 
the condition of a man. That God's hand is not bound to the 
means to which he has directed us according to his order, Christ 
the Lord has long since proved, and will remain so as long as 
God is almighty. That even the devil, under God's permission, 
can cast out diseases, is proved by many thousands of 
sorcerers. But we Christians are not to run to the sorcerers, for 
God has forbidden this. Neither should we despise the ordinary 
means, and wait for a special miracle of God without God's 
promise; for this is tempting God. He who in this way, by 
despising the means which we are to use according to God's 
order, puts his life or the lives of his relatives in danger, sins 
against the fifth commandment, which with its charges also 
already such, 


to the Synodal Union, as were several teachers and one 
congregation. 

The morning sessions were devoted to doctrinal discussions. 
And the doctrinal discussions were interesting, stimulating and 
highly important, because they touched the nerve of the life of 
ndividual Christians as well as of the congregation and the 
Synod, and will remain unforgettable to all who attended the 
Synod. We will only briefly outline what was discussed, and we 
are convinced that this will suffice to induce the dear Lutheran 
readers to purchase and diligently study the Synodal Report, 
which will soon appear in print. After it was said in the introduction 
that the right doctrine of the church can be summarized in the two 
sentences: 1) the church is the community of believers; 2) this 
community of believers has been entrusted by Christ with all the 
spiritual rights and duties that exist in the church; the subject was 
developed by means of two theses: The importance of the right 
doctrine of the church for individual Christians, Christian 
congregations, and whole ecclesiastical bodies. In the course of 
this, various individual questions were discussed, which had a 
great impact on the life of Christians, congregations and synods, 


and the interest in the presentations was general and lively. 
Especially the dear deputies of the congregations were highly 
edified and pleased by the discussions, 
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and vividly recognized, either anew or for the first time, the great Being especially in Pennsylvania. Luther often called their 


importance and the rich blessing and benefit of the synodal 
assemblies. And surely all will work in their respective 
congregations to ensure that quite a large number acquire the| 
synodal report. 

Among the business discussions, the matter of the inner 
mission was at the top of the agenda. With thanksgiving to God 
we were able to hear how the Lord has blessed this work 
abundantly in the past two years. Especially in Texas, where the 
Ohio Synod has recently gained a firm foothold, the mission field 
is becoming larger and larger and the cry for more workers 
louder and louder. The Synod also recognized the necessity of 
stationing more missionaries in Texas and passed resolutions 
accordingly. - The result of the election was: P. G. I. Wegener,

"Religious liberty, a precious commodity, for which we citizens of this 
country are indebted to God," that is the subject treated in this sermon, 
and for two reasons it is gratifying that the same, brought to print by the 
congregation before which it was delivered, should find its way into the 
wider public. First, it will probably be repeated in many other 
congregations what came to light in the honorable author's congregation, 
namely, that some of the things said here were still new to many otherwise 
uninformed Christians; to such the printed sermon can be a welcome 
lesson.

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John Wesley, 


the founder of the Methodist Church. 


On March 2, the Methodist Church celebrated the 100th 
anniversary of the death of its founder, John Wesley. 
Methodists there again hailed him as a reformer of the church 
alongside Luther and the Methodism he founded as a child of 
divine providence. Let us see if this fame is well founded. 

John Wesley was born in Epworth, England, on June 17, 
1703. His father was a preacher of the English High Church. In 
the parental home he received a Christian education. In the 
eleventh year he was sent to a school in London and fell into 
the whirlpool of the world. "Though he was saved from gross 
sins, he sinned against his conscience." Yet he hoped to be 
saved, and he placed his hope of salvation, as he wrote, "1. that 
he was not so bad as other people, 2. that he had a special 
inclination to religion, and 3. that he fulfilled his religious duties 
outwardly". 


In 1720 he entered Christ Church College, Oxford. In 1725 


he received his first ordination from Bishop Potter and soon 
after also the second, and also helped his father for a time in 
the preaching ministry. In 1729 he became a study supervisor 
at Oxford. 

He had been deeply moved by reading writings on 
sanctification. "| immediately made up my mind," he wrote, "to 
consecrate my whole life, all my thoughts, words, and works to 
God, being fully convinced that there was no middle way; that 
not only a part, but the whole, must be devoted either to God or 
to my own self." 

What a delusion Wesley was in! He was not converted at that 
time, as he himself later said, and yet he thought he could live 
a holy life and consecrate his whole life to God; he wanted to 
become blessed through a holy life! 

Thus he spent thirteen long years in the vain endeavor, by 
the most severe self-denial, to 
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He was determined to find peace for his soul through all kinds of 
pious exercises, prayer and works of mercy. He united with some 
like-minded people. The "holy club" was formed, whose 
leadership he took over (1729). To the club belonged, among 
others, his brother Charles and Whitefield. Since the members of 
this club had set certain rules for their work and spiritual 
exercises and strictly adhered to a certain method, they were 
called Methodists. 

Since the two Wesleys still did not find inner peace, they 
embarked as missionaries (1735) to Georgia to preach to the 
Indians. On the ship they came into contact with the 
Herrnhutters, whose calmness during a terrible storm aroused 
their highest admiration, - and recognized that they lacked the 
right faith. 

On his return to England (1738) John Wesley came into still 
deeper distress of soul. He said, "I have gone to America to 
convert the Indians, but who will convert me?" He consorted 
much with the Herrnhutters in London. In a meeting of the same, 
while one was reading Luther's preface to Paul's Epistle to the 
Romans, he was converted to God, as he thought. O how it is to 
be lamented that Wesley did not further give himself to so faithful 
a leader as Luther! Soon after, he visited the Herrnhuters in 
Germany, but they could not be faithful guides to him. 

After his return to England, he began preaching revival 
sermons back and forth in the churches. But since the churches 
were soon closed to him, he preached in the open. He traveled 
around preaching, often four or five times a day. He is said to 
have traveled about 5000 miles a year, on foot, in a carriage, or 
in a ship. "To his bride he declared that in matrimony he would 
not preach one sermon less, nor travel one mile less. 'If | had to 
think it could be otherwise, dear as you are to me, | would rather 
not see your face again." *) 


*Wesley's marriage was an unhappy one. In the widow Vizelle, whom 
he married, he found "a right lantippe". "When she, tired of the constant 
wandering life, did not determine Wesley... 
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As the number of his followers grew, he hired lay preachers, 
people without any education. Wesley's sermons and those of 
his lay preachers were especially aimed at arousing emotions, 
and great importance was attached to the violent excitations, 
convulsions of the body, convulsions, sighing, groaning, sobbing 
and crying out caused by them, as effects of the sermon of 
repentance. 

In 1744 the two Wesleys and four preachers of the English 
church held a conference, to which they admitted four of the lay 
preachers. At the conferences, which were now held annually, 
the laws and rules for the preachers and members of the learned 
societies were established, the itinerary for the preachers was 
drawn up, and any complaints against them were investigated. 

Wesley also sent lay preachers to America. Since his 
followers here wanted to organize themselves independently, he 
sent them a bishop, Dr. Coke, who was ordained by himself, in 
1784, who called the preachers to a general conference in 
Baltimore and ordained one of them as bishop. At this 
conference, the "general rules" for the Methodist Church were 
established according to Wesley's principles and the Articles of 
Faith written by Wesley (an excerpt from the 39 Articles of the 
Church of England) were adopted, in which, however, only 
doctrines generally applicable in the Reformed Church are 
expressed, but the doctrines peculiar to the Methodist Church, 
which Wesley had formulated, are not expressed. 

When Wesley died in 1791, the number of his followers in 
Great Britain was 71, 463, and in America 57, 631. 

The Methodists now praise this man as a reformer of the 
church next to Luther. Was he? A reformer leads the corrupt 
church back from error to apostolic truth, restores the church to 
its right form. Did Wesley do this? It is true that things were sad 
in the Church of England at that time, and it cannot be denied 
that 


could give up travelling, she made his life sour, gave way to jealousy, 
slandered him in every possible way, ran away several times, at last never 
to be seen again." (Meth. Tract.) 
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Wesley brought life into the dead church system; but was he 
therefore a reformer of the church? He himself held on to the 
errors of the reformed Church of England and left his followers 
in them, and even more, he implanted further special fancies in 
his community. We have seen above how unhealthy the 
beginning of Methodism was: it was born in the spirit of toil, and 
toil is still its essence today. Wesley did not know the depth of 
human corruption, did not know the difference between the law 
and the gospel, between justification and sanctification; and 
therefore with him there could be no question of sound doctrine, 
he could not lead his hearers to the full truth. And such a man 
was to be a reformer? 

Wesley's doctrine of the means of grace was dangerous to 
the soul, because it led souls away from the means of grace 
ordained by God. While according to the Bible means of grace 
are those means in which God brings, presents, and conveys to 
men the salvation accomplished by Christ on the cross, namely, 
word, baptism, and the Lord's Supper, Wesley made such things 
means of grace that men do. Thus he made prayer a means of 
grace, and taught that grace must be obtained by praying. How 
misleading! No man can pray rightly who has not already 
obtained grace. And misled by Wesley, the Methodist Church 
includes among the means of grace fasting, vigil, self-denial; 
indeed, it has "its special means of grace," namely, "the love 
feasts and mass meetings." In the Methodist Church, therefore, 
men are not pointed to what God has done and is doing, but they 
are pointed to their self-working. In conversion, more attention is 
paid to the feelings of repentance of men than to a thorough 
knowledge of sins, wrought by God's law. The souls who want to 
be freed from sins are not pointed to the means of grace in which 
God shows them his grace, but they are exhorted in exciting 
sermons and persistent workings at the penitential bench to 
wrestle and struggle for salvation and to bring about their 
salvation, since, according to the Bible, only believers can 
wrestle and struggle, only believers can bring about their 
salvation. 

Wesley, therefore, did not point his hearers to the Word and 

the holy sacraments, in order to base the certainty of their 
blessedness on them, but to an immediate testimony of the Holy 
Spirit and sweet feelings. He preached, "The Holy Spirit, by his 
immediate influence, and by a powerful though inexplicable 
effect, so works upon the soul, that the tempestuous wind and 
the impetuous waves subside, and a sweet calm comes in." 
(Serm. XI.) This separation of the testimony of the Holy Spirit 
from the Word, the rapturous basing of the assurance of 
blessedness on sweet feelings (which, after all, are so 
changeable), is still peculiar to the Methodists, and they boast 
this doctrine of the immediate testimony of the Holy Spirit as a 
special doctrine of their Church. 
Another false doctrine that Wesley has brought to his fellowship 
is the doctrine of entire sanctification, which Christians could and 
should attain already in this life. We have already seen above 
how he strove to live holy before he was 


He was not able to teach the doctrine of justification in its fullness 
even in his later years. Since he did not recognize the fullness of 
the doctrine of justification even in his later years, he was never 
able to teach the doctrine of the sanctification that follows 
justification. Hence he came upon the delusion of entire 
sanctification. He preached that true Christians are made free 
from outward sin, that those who are strong in the Lord are also 
perfect in the sense that they are freed from evil thoughts and 
evil dispositions; that the words, "There is not a man of the earth 
that doeth good, and sinneth not," apply only to the time before 


Christ. (Serm. XL.) He taught that those who are born again also 


"sin not in weakness, either in deed, word, or thought." (Serm. 


|.) In evil delusion he said, "This doctrine is the great truth which 
God hath put into the bosom of the people that bear the name of 
Methodists, and to spread it he seems to have chiefly awakened 
us." 

Wesley did not realize the depth of human corruption, from 
which even Christians will not be free in this life. He was an 
Arminian, that is, he held with those who deny man's original guilt 
and ascribe to him a free will in spiritual things. Wesley taught 
that all men come into the world "free from guilt and 
condemnation" because of Christ's redemption, that free will was 
restored to men in Adam through the gospel, that therefore no 
man is spiritually dead, that every man has a measure of grace 
and can be saved even without the word of God, if he only uses 
this measure. These, however, are only human findings. Of a 
deliverance from guilt without the word, without faith in Christ, of 
a freeing of the will without conversion by the word, the holy 
Scriptures know nothing. Misled by Wesley, all Methodist 
communities, with the exception of one, still pay homage to this 
great Arminianism. 

Wesley did not respect the order of the divine appointment to 
the preaching office. He and his lay preachers were invading 
parishes they were not commanded to invade; they were 
encroaching on another's ministry. Wesley's raving motto was, 
"The whole world is my parish." Angle-sneaking, encroaching on 
another's ministry, intruding on other congregations is still the 
manner of Methodist preachers today. They think they are called 
of God when they feel called. 

Wesley was and remained until his end a member of the 
English High Church, in which the episcopal constitution exists. 
Episcopal constitution*) he also gave to his community in 
America, although in a somewhat modified form. But it still 
retained enough of hierarchy (priestly rule). The congregations of 
the bisch. Methodist Church are patronized by the bishops and 
conferences and, among other things, do not have the right to 
appoint preachers for themselves. 

Wesley had no understanding of the doctrine of Christian 
liberty; hence there can be no question of it in the Methodist 
Church. Hence it holds the Sabbath commandment of the Old 
Testament to be binding even in the New Testament; hence it 
commands so much that God does not command, and forbids 
that which God does not forbid, and thus takes for itself 


*) Some Methodist communities do not have the Episcopal constitution. 
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To make sin in the place of the husband. Thus she declares it 
to be sinful "to buy or sell spirituous beverages, or to drink them, 
except it were absolutely necessary; to wear gold and costly 
apparel”. 

See, dear reader, into such aberrations Wesley has led his 
followers. And such a man should be a reformer of the church? 

And now a few words about the Methodists calling their 
Methodism a child of Providence. By this they mean to say that 
Methodism was necessary for the salvation of the church and 
therefore arose at the right time according to God's gracious will. 
Should this be true? Should God be the author of evil, of error? 
Let that be far off. God's providence sees and knows evil before 
it happens, but not in such a way that it is God's gracious will 
that it should happen. It is true that God permits evil, even error, 
and that evil is also under God's government; but God does not 
create or work evil. How could God have ordained Wesley's 
soul-dangerous errors for the church? That is a terrible thought! 
Error is not justified by God's permitting it; God remains the 
same, and wills that we also be and remain the same. 

We do not deny that in the Methodist communities there are 
children of God, some children of God, who are saved. But they 
have become so not through the Methodist errors, but in spite 
of them, through the pieces of heavenly truth which are still to 
be found among them. And when it comes to dying, such throw 
away all Methodist workmanship, all delusion of perfection, and 
hold only to the Lamb of God who bears the sin of the world, to 
Him who justifies the ungodly out of pure grace. G. 


The ecclesiastical conditions of the old 
fatherland. 


5. from prison. 

A small addendum to the history of the persecution of the 
Lutherans will perhaps not be undesirable to the readers of this 
paper. Pastor Kellner of H6énigern, whom we have already 
remembered, who had to taste the bitter woe of imprisonment 
the longest, has himself described his experiences in the 
dungeon, in a little book entitled: "God's Guidance and 
Government for the Preservation of the Lutheran Church in 
Prussia." What he shares there is quite edifying and proves that 
the Lord is close to His faithful confessors with His comfort, 
especially in the days of affliction and persecution, and that He 
builds His church and promotes His work even in such difficult 
times. 

It has already been reported that the Prussian Landrath von 
Ohlen, when he conducted the investigation in H6nigern in 
1834, took Father Kellner with him as a prisoner to Breslau, 
because he had resisted the unchurched agenda and persisted 
in such resistance. Of his imprisonment, which now began, 
Kellner gives us the following picture. "| was locked behind three 
closed doors of the Breslau police office, a former monastery, 
and | was strictly deprived of any human contact and any 
opportunity to write. 


This prison cell lay low, in a courtyard, at the end of a long, 
uninhabited corridor; its window was completely walled up 
except for two panes and guarded with iron bars. There was not 
a human being to be seen, not a human sound to be heard. For 
a hundred years, since Prussia was master of Silesia, no 
Lutheran pastor had ever been imprisoned for his Lutheran 
conduct, as he probably used to be under the Catholic 
government, and the Union brought it so far in its fourth year of 
life." "To my prison a police sergeant silently brought me my 
food, each time carefully cut up and searched to see if there were 
any leaves in it. But this painful torment, which was too painful 
for a man of thirty-three, strong and accustomed to work and 
activity in the open air, was only permitted until December by the 
Lord Jesus, who never allows any of His own to be tempted 
beyond their ability. Before Christmas, although | had never 
been troubled in the least with such things, despite all my travels 
in wind and weather on this side and on the other side of the Alps 
and the Apennines, | was attacked by a throat infection so severe 
that the chief city physicist Kruttge, who was in charge of all the 
prisoners, declared to the royal government that if they did not 
want to put my life at risk, | would have to be taken into the most 
careful care, preferably to a kindred family. | was driven to No. 6 
of Schweidnitzer Strasse to the house of my mother-in-law, the 
widowed merchant PreuB, and a police sergeant came several 
times during the day to check whether | was still a proper 
prisoner and whether there was anyone with me from Hdnigern, 
which seemed so dangerous to the Union at the time. But here, 
in the circle of my family who had come back from H6nigern, they 
let me stay only until May 2, 1835, and then locked me up for 
longer than three and a half years in a criminal prison, in the 
Breslau Inquifitoriat, again only because they did not believe in 
the work of the Holy Spirit, but so much feared my poor deeds 
for Hénigern, which were still completely unproven and really 
non-existent. For after the five hundred soldiers who had been 
quartered there for the purpose of taking and attending church 
had marched off again, and the unchurched church services had 
not been able to calm the Lutheran consciences, a hundred and 
more families in that area indicated in writing to the royal 
government their adherence to the Fathers' Church, that is, their 
withdrawal from the now unchurched Honigern Church, stating 
their reasons." "This quarter lasted for me three years and eight 
months, but again only because | was not able to bring that word 
of the Lord out of my Bible and out of my conscience: "A good 
shepherd lays down his life for his sheep.

The real and only miracle of this blessed 
experience was and still is for me today, that in this anxious hour 
the whole text and the melody were at my disposal, for 
unfortunately | had never learned a song by heart until my years 
in prison; in the Latin schools of that time or in the confirmation 
classes of the grammar schools such a thing was not to be 
thought of. | was so unmusical by nature that | was not able to 
sing a single tune on my own, or even to repeat it. How often 
had my dear wife, who sang in almost all of her work, 
complained to her likewise very musical mother and sister that 
her dear Eduard could not sing at all, or even sing along, but 
that instead he preferred to read through ten necessary or 
unnecessary books. And behold, here in my greatest distress, 
on the verge of despair and pining away, the text and the 
melody, which | had never learned and had only heard very 
often, suddenly stood in a flash before and in my soul, and what 
was actually even more praiseworthy and even more wonderful: 
every word in it became a rock and a drop of honey to me at the 
same time; everything in it became spirit and life to me. Oh, with 
what a bright, penetrating voice and a particularly joyful and 
triumphant heart | sang each time: 
Who is the strength of my life? 
Who is the juice of my mind? 
Who makes me righteous and wicked? Who makes me 


God's servant? 
JEsus the Crucified!" 


So the singing helped the pastor. But it also helped a poor 
fellow prisoner lieutenant. Kellner continues: "One November 
Sunday after table, in my total loneliness, | suddenly hear the 
corridor door unlock at the unaccustomed hour, hear spurs jingle 
and my double door open. Two tall, broad Gensd'armen enter 
with a fine, cleanly and fashionably dressed young gentleman, 
and immediately turn their speechless military backs and close 
the door. | perceive my anonymous one much as | did myself in 
my first hours. He was about to leave, and with a sigh he slapped 
his forehead one time over the other and sighed: 'Oh, how hard 
| must atone for my student reveries! oh, what misfortune, oh, 
what misfortune! oh, my poor bride of the heart, how distressed, 
how unhappy you are to-day through me, through mel!’ - By and 
by he told me his name, and said he was a trainee and lieutenant 
of the Landwehr, who had just been at a dinner with his noble 
bride at the cathedral, and there - oh, horror! at the side of his 
declared bride and her weighty grandfather - in consequence of 
the Hambach student festival and the Frankfurt assassination, 
because of his former fraternity connections, which he had 
almost forgotten, the two Gensd'armen had seized him on the 
requisition of the Berlin demagogue court, which had arrived 
today, and to-day he would be transported by the mail express 
train and a Gendsd'armen to the Berlin Hausvogtei." "He soon 
poured out his whole heart before me. 


Because he did not stop complaining and sighing, | tried to 
reproach him for his situation and his guilt for mine. Apparently 
| had done nothing but not change the oaths | had taken to the 
church and the state, because they still corresponded to my 
biblical convictions. But what paragraph in the law of the land 
had he had for his new constitutional theories and his 
supposedly happy demagogic reveries? And it would have to 
hurt me ten times more because of my faithful, sick wife and my 
children than it would hurt him because of his young, healthy 
bride; after one or a few years in prison and interruption of his 
profession, like all such fraternity members, he would be 
pardoned again and entitled to employment; But what prospects 
would | have, as a man without means, humanly reckoned, after 
the energetic sovereign had declared it before all the world to 
be the most unchristian thing, if the enemies of the Union, which, 
however, all faithful members of the old Lutheran Church would 
have to be according to their church doctrine, constituted 
themselves again as a special religious society?" To this 
lieutenant the Lutheran pastor then explained verse by verse 
that hymn of "JEsu, the Crucified" and sang it to him repeatedly 
at his request. At parting he declared that he would never forget 
in his life what he had heard and experienced in those hours 
which had passed so quickly. And also a servant boy had 
profited from the singing of the imprisoned pastor. Later, when 
Kellner was crossing one of the bridges in Breslau, he saw a boy 
of about twelve years old singing a sweetheart in front of him. 
And what was that? He sang: "Do you want to know what my 
price is?... Jesus Crucified!" "This, of course, struck me, and | 
asked: from whom, dear little one, did you learn this song, and 
why then do you sing it to me? Well, | learned it from you myself, 
dear pastor, and | sing it to myself often now; | like it quite a lot. 
You sang it so often and loudly every day in the police office that 
we all had to learn it from you. We lived just above your prison; 
my father is the servant of the president of the police, and he 
knows you quite well from Banquier Meier of Antoniengasse." 
Even a songbird once comforted the trapped and saddened 
pastor in his loneliness. Kellner tells the following charming story 
about this: "Shortly before the evening of a gloomy, foggy 
November day, | was particularly anxious. | had not heard for so 
long how things were going at home with my wife and child and 
at the church doors; everything was so dead around me, and | 
saw nothing alive; not a leaf of the few trees in the stone 
courtyard was stirring. Perhaps | had prayed that he would help 
me to bear it. Then all at once, through my little window, which 
was open for fresh air, a red-throated robin came flying in quite 
happily and cheerfully, and | closed its entrance in flight. Who 
was happier than |, probably as happy again as when | was a 
parish boy in Bankau, when a sparrow or a wren had fed on the 
red berries of my building and had caught itself for me. How 
gladly and so soon | prepared everything for my dear guest to 
sleep, drink and eat on the high stove! - Since a believer in the 
Bible no longer sees anything as a coincidence, but in 
everything the rule of a living Lord God and heavenly Father, 
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| was greatly relieved that he who counts the hairs and sparrows 
(Matth. 10, 39.), and thus knows the anxious sighing of the 
softened soul, had sent this little fellow prisoner to me by means 
of an airy, unconscious extra flight, according to the first 
Lutheran article, out of "pure fatherly divine kindness and mercy; 
for by its very nature no little bird would do such a thing in a large 
city, and even more so through a narrow, low, hidden little 
window. As often as my little friend flew his way from the stove 
to the window on the first day, so often did God's love come 
closer to my heart. For tomorrow | hoped for even greater 
blessings and more joys from my guest. If | diligently sing my 
‘Will you know what my price is?', he will praise and sing along 
with his Creator, as | did with my crucified Beatificator. But he 
did not know how to do this; rather, he seemed to take less and 
less pleasure in me and my total loneliness; he flew around more 
and more sparsely. Then | felt sorry for him and for my head 
nerves because of the lack of fresh air. | thought: Everything 
lasts its time, God's love forever’, | opened my window, and ina 
moment my former friend was in his element. | was glad of it, as 
well as that he had it again through me. But when shall | have 
mine, my office, and my people again? | thought, and slowly 
descended from my high stool placed on the table." But that was 
not the end of the story. Seven years later, when Kellner was 
again with his old flock in Hénigern, he was tempted to ask this 
one and that one: "What has kept you in the Lutheran church 
against all the punishments? One of them said: "Your red-throat 
helped me; by means of the cook, who brought you the food 
every day with the policeman, your red-throat visit had reached 
here. Then | thought: | have served long enough in the big city 
to know that no red-throated chickens fly into people's parlors 
there, then | said to myself: the good Lord did that to our pastor, 
then | had it obvious that the dear Lord Jesus was on your side, 
and | kept from then on to my Lutheran neighbor and to the 
others with the old agendas and the old hymnals and sermon 
books and thus learned our biblical reasons. When we sang in 
front of the church doors, we sang quite often: 
Alone, yet not quite alone Am | in my loneliness; 

...and rejoiced in your Redbreast and your God." 

This is how the Lord confessed his faithful servants at that 
time, who had suffered disgrace and bondage for the sake of the 
Lutheran confession. We do not know whether the Lutheran 
Church of this country will not have to defend its good confession 
once again with good and blood, honor and freedom. So let us 
not forget the examples of the Lutheran martyrs of this century. 
But they are also faith-strengthening and encouraging for quiet 
times. Now that we have time, should we Lutherans not rather 
give our money freely for the preservation and expansion of our 
dear Lutheran Church, instead of waiting until it is taken from us 
by the police? G. St. 


Our Syndal Reports. 


The growth of our Synod has undoubtedly been helped by 
the fact that our Synodal Assemblies have been diligently 
engaged in teaching. In the assemblies of other synods, great 
business may be conducted and the parliamentary rules 
observed more strictly than in ours. We will gladly let them have 
the glory. But what do they gain by it? More glorious are synodal 
assemblies, in which, after the example of the first synod at 
Jerusalem, Apost. 15, God's word is first and foremost 
effectively taught, so that preachers and congregations grow in 
knowledge and are encouraged. 

That is why our synodal reports, in which the doctrinal 
discussions are reported, are extremely valuable. If they are 
read and studied by the members of the congregation who were 
not able to take part in the synodal proceedings, this cannot be 
without fruit. Since our synod now has 13 districts and 13 reports 
will be published in the course of the year, it would be difficult for 
many who would like to fortify themselves in doctrine to acquire 
all of them. Therefore the Synod decided last year to make it 
easier for those who would like to have all the Synodal Reports. 
Until then the following order applied: 

"Every preacher and teacher who is a member of the Synod, 
and who annually pays at least $2.00 into the Synodical 
treasury, shall receive free of charge all the Synodical reports, 
both of the Delegate and District Synods, and of the Synodical 
Conference, (also the Statistical Year Book] which appear. This 
annual contribution shall be considered as such only if the same 
is sent in directly to the Synodal Agent by the pastors and 
teachers concerned." (Synodal Handb. pp. 83. 85.) 

Since it was reported at the Synod of last year that some 
members of our congregations, as well as pastors outside of our 
Synod, had expressed the wish that they should also be able to 
receive all Synodal reports for $2.00, the Synod decided: 

"That any person, within or without our Synod, who is willing 
to subscribe to our Synodal Reports, shall be sent the same 
regularly, as soon as he notifies the General Agent, Mr. M. C. 
Barthel, and sends to the latter for the same annually §2.00." 

So let it be brought to the knowledge of our readers that 
anyone who sends in §2.00 annually to the General Agent of our 
Synod will receive all the Synodal Reports on a regular basis, 

receives the reports of the Synodal Conference and the 
Statistical Yearbook. 

We also mention that the "Synodal Friend," the paper of the 
Michigan Synod, called attention to the above resolution of our 
Synod last year, with the remark: "We communicate this 
resolution because the reports of the 13 District Synods are 
most valuable in view of the doctrinal negotiations which they 
contain."

The Walther College, until now the only Realgymnasium in our 
Synod, has taken a quite pleasing upswing. After the teaching 
staff was increased only in the autumn by the appointment of Dr. 
Muller, it is now already being considered to employ a fourth 
professor after Easter. The number of pupils has risen to 84, and 
it is expected that after Easter there will again be a significant 
increase in the number of pupils. If, as is to be hoped, these 
expectations are fulfilled, the available rooms will soon prove to 
be too limited, especially for the boarding school, which provides 
accommodation for the foreign pupils, and the Society will have 
to think about extending them. The admission of schoolgirls has 
also proved to be a step in the right direction and will therefore 
also be taken in the future.

The Lord is risen! 


If we want to grasp the custom of the resurrection of our Lord 
Christ, we must form two different images. The first is the sad, 
miserable, shameful, miserable, bloody picture, which we heard 
of on the Holy Friday, of Christ hanging there in the midst of the 
murderers, and dying in great pain. . Now if such a picture of 
mourning should always remain, it would be terrible. (But). . ...it 
is seen that this mourning lasts not long. For before three days 
are expired, our dear Lord Christ brings with him another 
beautiful, wholesome, friendly, joyful image: that we may 
assuredly learn the consolation, that not only are our sins 
blotted out and strangled by the death of Christ, but that by his 
resurrection we shall be justified and eternally saved; as St. 
Paul saith unto the Romans in the fourth chapter, v. 25: "Christ 
is dead for our sins, and is raised again for our righteousness' 
sake." . .. For as before the sins hung upon his neck, and bound 
him to the cross: so now beholdest thou in this other image, that 
there is no more sin in him, but righteousness; no more sorrow, 
but joy; no more death, but life; and life eternal, which is far, far 
above this life temporal. This picture we should ever cheaply 
rejoice in. The first image, to look upon by heart, is somewhat 
terrible; but look at the cause, and we should not wish it 
otherwise. For there thou seest that God hath taken away thy 
sins from thee, which were all too heavy for thee, that thou 
shouldest have perished under them; and hath laid them upon 
his Son, who is an everlasting God, and strong unto sin. There 
let thy sins lie. For you will not be able to lay them down any 
better, since they will weigh you down and weigh you down less. 
Then take this other image also before thee, wherein thou seest 
how thy Lord Christ, who was before so abominable and 
miserable for thy sins, is now beautiful, pure, glorious, and 
joyful, and all sins are vanished from him. Continue thy 
reckoning: If thy sins be not in thee for the sake of

They were taken from thee by the suffering of Christ, but by God 
himself, and laid upon Christ; neither are they any more in Christ 
this paschal day after his resurrection: where then shall they be? 
Is it not true, as Micah saith, that they are sunk into the depth of 
the sea, that neither devil nor any creature shall find them any 
more? Now this is the glorious, joyful article of our faith, which 
alone makes Christians, and yet is a mockery to all the world, 
and is profaned and reviled of all men. . . 

But we, if we would be true Christians otherwise, should 
make this article finely certain in our hearts, that Christ, who 
bore our sins on the cross and paid for them with his death, rose 
again from the dead for our righteousness' sake. The more 
firmly we believe this in our hearts, the more joy and comfort we 
shall have. For it is impossible that this image should not make 
you glad to see in Christ such a beautiful, pure, healthy man, 
who before was so wretched and miserable because of your 
sins. For then you are sure that your sins are gone and no longer 
exist... 

Let us be commanded to behold this image, and let us gaze 
upon it often. For as we see in the first image on Friday, how our 
sin, our curse, and our death lie upon Christ, and make him a 
wretched and miserable man, so we see another image on 
Easter day, where there is no sin, no curse, no disgrace, no 
death, but only life, grace, blessedness, and righteousness. 
With such an image we are to lift up our hearts. For it is 
presented to us and given to us, that we should not think of 
ourselves otherwise than as if God himself had raised us up with 
Christ this day. For as little as thou seest sin, death, and cursing 
in Christ, so shalt thou believe that God will also see so little in 
thee for Christ's sake, if thou shalt receive and be comforted by 
this resurrection of his. Such grace is brought to us by faith. . . 
But whosoever will rightly look upon and judge a Christian, let 
him do it according to faith. For because of our flesh and blood 
we are sinners, and must likewise die, and wait for all manner 
of calamities here on earth, and more than that.

Thus it is with one another: according to faith in Christ we are 


pure and holy; according to the old Adam we are unclean and 
sinners. Let us cast such filthiness into the Lord's Prayer, and 
we shall be holy, though we be sinners. For we know that 
whatever we lack, our Lord and Head, Christ, is risen from the 
dead, having no more sin or death in himself. Therefore through 
faith in him we have neither sin nor death. But he that believeth 
not, and hath not Christ, must be and remain a sinner in all his 
works and service, for there is no help for him. . 

But learn thou not to trust in thy holiness, and so to imagine 
this image of Christ, as if thou knewest nothing of thyself; even 
as thine eyes see not themselves, when thou lookest before 
thee; that thou only mayest have in thine heart Christ, who rose 
from the dead, having overcome sin and hell: and thou shalt be 
healed. May our dear Lord Christ Jesus help us to this end, 
amen.

In Saxony, for example, the 
state pastors were commanded to omit the words "Do you 
renounce the devil" etc. at baptism, as soon as any member of 
the congregation demanded it. These words were especially 
offensive to the freethinkers. For they believed in no God and no 
devil. 

Now, under such circumstances, what was the clear duty of 
believers? Any simple-minded Christian could see that. God's 
Word clearly says, "Pull not on the strange yoke with 
unbelievers. For what enjoyment has righteousness with 
unrighteousness? What fellowship hath light with darkness? 
How does Christ agree with Belial? .... Therefore come out from 
among them, and separate yourselves, saith the LORD." 2 Cor. 
6:14-17. This was the will of God for the believers, that they 
should separate themselves from the unbelievers and scoffers, 
recite church fellowship to these children of Belial. This could 
only be done in two ways. Either by excluding the unbelievers 
from the church. But this was impossible in view of the number 
of unbelievers and the mood of the governments and 
consistories. Thus the only other possibility was that they should 
leave the unbelieving and polluted national churches and form a 
church of their own, a true church in which the Holy Scriptures 
and the Lutheran Confession would be the sole rule and guide 
of faith and life. This recognition was already present in the 
forties. In 1845 Dr. WRudelbach, Consistorialrath and 
Superintendent in Glauchau in Saxony, resigned from his office. 
In his farewell sermon, he explained this step with the words, 
"Not alone are crying abuses in our church tolerated here... . 
but public measures are proposed, and in part have already 
been enforced, to open our church to an anti-Christian party. My 
hand would have withered if | had signed the slightest letter of 
such measures, which will unfold with lightning speed, and | 
would have been called upon by my position to carry them out. | 
was bound by a sacred, inviolable oath to protect the confession 
of our church with word and deed, with life and limb. There was 
only one protest left to me, and that protest is my resignation 
from office." Pastor Meurer wrote in 1846 in the "Pilgrim from 
Saxony": "As soon as the confessions of our church are publicly 
and formally attacked, that the oath of office of the preachers is 
eliminated and made null, then a great separation must take 
place, the faithful will stand firm with the help of the Lord, the 
Lutheran church will indeed cease to be a national church, but 
that will be a blessing, for it will then become free and the truth 
will retain the victory, where it seems to be defeated." 

But Rudelbach's example found no successor. And that 
pastor Meurer and his "faithful" remained in the national church 
even after the oath of office was removed. The godly divorce did 
not occur then, nor later, except for a few. The believers forgot 
the word of the Lord: "If ye know these things, blessed are ye if 
ye do them. Joh. 13, 17. They got along with unbelief as well or 
as badly as they could. As early as 1844, one of the leaders of 
the Orthodox, Professor Hengstenberg, had written in his church 


In the same newspaper the slogan was given to give in and give 
in: "We live once with the rationalists in one house, and it would 
be a misfortune if they threw us out or we threw them out as sick 
people. The liberal theologian Zimmermann in Darmstadt often 
mocked "the conversion to the faith of the fathers" because it 
stopped halfway. 

In the following years and decades things did not get any 
better. Some remnants from the rationalistic time, the old 
agendas and hymnals, were abolished and replaced by new 
ones, which admittedly did not contain the truth. But the basic 
damage of the church, the close coupling of faith with unbelief, 
was not touched. Yes, this festering wound became larger and 
larger. Unbelief was probably somewhat abraded, took on an 
ecclesiastical form and colouring, but now claimed all the more 
right and validity in the Church. A new kind of "Protestantism" 
now arose, which gained a quite tangible form in the "German 
Protestant Association," founded in 1865. Many theological 
professors, many preachers and teachers in all countries, and 
among the laity especially those who counted themselves 
among the educated, paid homage to this new ecclesiastical 
direction, even if not all formally joined that association. The 
New Protestants did not want to be mockers of religion, but 
wanted to cultivate and further educate the Protestant religion. 
The old rationalism with its monotonous talk of God, virtue, and 
immortality seemed to many to be too light and shallow a 
commodity. Thus, the new doctrine was staffed with all kinds of 
philosophical and Christian, ecclesiastical phrases. The main 
principle of the Protestant Association was: "Reconciliation of 
Christianity with modern culture." One saw in Christianity only 
"a moral-religious community of life." The "old dogma" was set 
aside. And it did not remain so. The spokesmen showed their 
colors clearly enough and fought with all zeal against all 
Christian articles of faith, such as the articles of the Holy Trinity, 
of the divinity of Christ, of the atonement through Christ's blood. 
They demanded with impetuosity complete doctrinal freedom, 
complete equality of the new faith, that is, unbelief, with the old 
faith in the Protestant Church. And they also obtained what they 
desired. In almost all the German regional churches new church 
council and synodal ordinances were introduced in the fifties 
and sixties. The relevant legal provisions were kept so lax that 
even open enemies of Christianity, open despisers of the Word 
and Sacrament, could be elected to the church councils and 
synods. The "Protestants" took advantage of this and thus 
gained a share in the government of the church. 

The church regiments, which strove at all costs to maintain 
the noble peace in the regional churches, looked on indifferently 
at this wild activity. The Bavarian High Consistory did the utmost 
by admonishing the Bavarian pastors in 1871 in a pastoral letter 
not to join the Protestant Association. Those pastors who 
nevertheless joined remained completely untroubled.

Finally | swear before God and the angels, also before you 
present, that | will neither make a change, be it in worldly or 
spiritual status, nor deviate from this Roman Catholic Church, 
neither out of fear nor out of favour, nor return to the cursed 
Protestant heresy, nor accept the same. 

To confirm my oath, | receive Holy Communion at the same 
time, and also have this written confession recorded in the holy 
church book, which | have signed and written with my own hand.

Letter from the Electress of Saxony, 


wife of Friedrich August II, to the 
Churprinzen Friedrich August (Ill.). 


When the Elector Frederick Augustus II of Saxony, in order 
to obtain the Polish royal crown, converted to the Pabst Church, 
his wife, a noble, pious woman, remained faithful to the Lutheran 
faith. How the apostasy of her husband must have pained her! 


*) The added testimony of the bishop of Raab certifies the authenticity 
in the cited manuscript, as follows: 

To all and everyone who will see or hear this present letter read; we do 
know and testify that the most Serene Prince, Mr. Frederick August, 
Elector of Saxony, our much beloved cousin, has been absolved of all 
heresy and sins by us today, namely the 2nd day of July 1697. We have 
absolved him of all heresy and sin on the second day of July, 1697, from 
the papal power and authority granted to us, and after he had previously, 
by virtue of the Tridentine Council, renounced Lutheranism and made his 
profession of faith, he accepted the Roman Catholic and only beatifying 
religion; Likewise also the Holy Communion according to the prescribed 
manner and manner of the Catholic Church, with due great reverence and 
devotion from our hands; For further authentication we have signed this 
with our own hand. 

Given at Baden in Austria, the day of the year above mentioned. 
Christian August, 
Bishop of Raab, Duke of Saxony.

What a thicket of confused and perverse thought 
this is! That the previous petitions for doctrinal breeding were so 
unfortunate was not because they were addressed to the wrong 
person. Even in this century no one has been so crazy as to ask 
the police or the secular court for doctrinal discipline, for protection 
against false teachers. But in a national church with a consistorial 
constitution, it is the duty of the church government and the synod, 
to which the petitions in question were always addressed, to 
exclude openly false teachers from the church community, just as 
it is the duty of the individual congregations to remove them from 
the pastorate. What an unholy confusion of terms, when the 
discipline which every pastor is to exercise on his conscience is 
called "doctrinal discipline"! This is truly not how the ancients 
understood "doctrinal discipline." The orthodox fathers of the 16th 
and 17th centuries demanded that every Lutheran pastor preach 
pure doctrine and that every Lutheran church put away false 
teachers. This principle was also practiced at that time. Would 
things really be different and better in the Saxon State Church if 
the Chemnitz Conference had urged Sulze and his associates, or 
the many unionists and syncretists against whom the lecture was 
also directed, to keep their consciences in check? To be sure, 
elsewhere in his lecture, Father Lindner understands "doctrinal 
discipline" to mean "restraint from false alliances," from unionist 
associations. But to refrain from the "Evangelical Union" and 
similar un-Lutheran associations and at the same time to maintain 
church fellowship with open deniers of Christ, that is to say, to cow 
gnats and swallow cameos. What separates the country church 
"Lutherans" fromMissouri is not this, that Missouri has no sense or 
mind at all for the apostle's word "in great patience." But we have 
hitherto always thought that one should be patient with the weak, 
and that against the declared enemies of the gospel one should 
use such apostolic words as Gal. 1:8, Rom. 16:17, 2 Cor. 6:14-18, 
and that it is not true Christian patience to tolerate the wicked 
contrary to the word of the Lord (Rev. 2:2). Such words of God as 
those just mentioned should truly instill a "holy terror" into the 
"confessing Lutherans" of the national church. They may watch 
how, with this great patience of theirs, which can bear everything, 
even the most shameless blasphemies, they will keep their 
consciences and give an account to the One Shepherd some day? 
What two laymen remarked in the Chemnitz meeting was, after all, 
the best thing that was said. Bookseller Justus Naumann from 
Leipzig rebuked the busy nature, the clubbing of today's pastors, 
over which the actual profession suffers damage, as well as the 
endeavor to convert the masses, the whole world, for which one 
finds no promise in Scripture. Oberregierungsrath Franke 
castigated the abuse that is being made of the name "gospel" and 
"evangelical" in church circles today, for example, that in 
"evangelical workers' associations" all discussions about "doctrine 
and dogma" are excluded on principle. G. St.

Of the remarriage of the wickedly abandoned. 


Whether, according to the word of God, a man who has been 
wickedly forsaken by his wife, or a woman who has been 
wickedly forsaken by her husband, is at liberty to enter into a 
new marriage with another person, is the question which we 
shall try to answer in the following treatise. The Papists have 
denied this question, and some who are not Papists agree with 
this denial. The Lutheran confession, on the other hand, says: 
"So this is also unjust, that where two are divorced, the innocent 
part should not marry again." *) Now who is right? We answer: 
the part which has God's word on its side. Let us hear, then, 
what God's word teaches in this matter. 

The main passage for our discussion is found in the first 
Epistle of St. Paul to the Corinthians, where we read in the 15th 
verse of the 7th chapter, "But if the unbeliever separate, let him 
separate; it is not the brother or sister that is bound in such 
cases." Let us consider these words as they read, and in the 
context in which they stand. The chapter from which they are 
taken begins, "But of whom ye wrote unto me, | answer." From 
this it is evident that the church at Corinth submitted questions 
in writing to the apostle, the answers to which he here likewise 
sends in writing to the questioners. These were, as we see from 
this answer, matters of matrimony. We know that already very 
early in the Christian churches there were people who did not 
appreciate the nobility of the married state, but praised the state 
of the celibate as a higher level of Christian perfection. In this, 
on the one hand, there was the danger that instead of the 
simplicity in Christ and the walk in love that each one should 
practice in his state, all kinds of self-chosen holiness would grow 
up; on the other hand, there was the danger that the praised 
celibacy would lead to horrible sins in many people.

presented the course of the Protestant Church in Germany in 
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We want to continue to make clear how things have gone in the 
church over there in recent times and how they stand now. We 
want to remember especially those Christian circles in Germany 
with which the Lutherans here in this country formerly stood in 
closer connection. Many of our readers, especially the younger 
generation, who were born and grew up here, will probably be 
quite unfamiliar with some of the things we are going to report. 
And those who know about it may like to refresh their memories 
of the old lines, compare with us the here and now, the here and 
the there, and do not consider the examination of the times and 
the signs of the times to be a superfluous business. 

One of the first fruits of the newly awakened life of faith was 
the Mifsion. At the very time when Christ was preached anew in 
the German lands, the distant lands of the heathen were opened 
up to Western Christianity. The British world empire took a new 
and vigorous upswing with the beginning of this century. England 
founded colonies in the other parts of the world in greater 
numbers than before, extended her possessions in Asia and 
Africa, and seized Australia. This was a challenge to the 
Christians of the old homeland, who had just found the Saviour 
of sinners, to bring salvation in Christ to the distant heathen 
nations to whom they now had access. In England, at the end of 
the last century, the foundation had already been laid for the 
great missionary societies which are now active in all regions of 
the British Empire. And following the example of the English, 
societies were now also formed in Germany which were 
concerned with the conversion of the heathen, such as the Basel 
Missionary Society in 1815, the Berlin Missionary Society in 
1823, the Rhenish Missionary Society in 1828, and the Bremen 
Missionary Society in 1836. This was something new. It is true 
that the Protestant mission to the heathen had already begun in 
the 18th century. But then it was mostly Protestant princes, e.g. 
the kings of Denmark, who sent missionaries to the heathen in 
their foreign possessions. Now free associations of believing 
Christians took the matter in hand. Now the mission became a 
genuinely ecclesiastical work, which was not carried out by the 
state government with state funds, but by Christians with free 
gifts of love. At first it was Christians of different confessions who 
joined hands in the work. The common love for the Saviour, the 
opposition to the unbelieving world made the differences 
overlooked at first. But when the believers in the original 
Lutheran churches became familiar again with the confession of 
the Lutheran Church and recognized that the Lutheran Church 
alone possesses the whole, complete truth, while the Reformed 
Church, on the other hand, has absorbed many dangerous 
heresies, and when the aforementioned missionary societies 
more and more resolutely pursued an unrighteous direction, the 
need arose for a Lutheran mission which would bring the pure, 
unadulterated teaching of the divine word to the poor heathen. 

The home of the Lutheran mission of this century is Saxony. 
In Dresden, a branch of the so-called German Christian Society 
or "the German Society for the Promotion of Christian Truth and 
Godliness" had existed since the beginning of the century. The 
few Christians who were left in the dark times of rationalism were 
the 
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The members of this society, who had remained in Germany 
and were scattered throughout the German lands, sought 
contact with one another and endeavored to spread Christian 
truth and godliness again among the German people who had 
fallen away from Christianity. The members of this society 
joyfully welcomed the dawn of the new day of grace and the 
coming of the light in the heathen world. And so, out of that 
branch of the Christian Society, in 1819, came "the Missionary 
Aid Society in Dresden." Several preachers, merchants, 
craftsmen and poor workers had founded this association, but 
soon also respected persons of rank, e.g. several owners of 
manors, joined. A particularly active member was the Saxon 
minister Count von Einsiedel, the very man who then appointed 
the candidate C. F. W. Walther as church patron to one of his 
parishes. This missionary society first supported the Basel 
Mission, collected contributions, distributed the Basel 
Missionary Magazine, also published its own _ leaflet, 
"Nachrichten von der Heidenbekehrung" (News of the 
Conversion of the Gentiles) and sent several pupils to the Basel 
Missionary Institute, who then worked as missionaries in the 
East Indies and West Africa. In 1832 a missionary school was 
established near Dresden. These first beginnings were carried 
by the first love. Even very poor people participated in the 
collections for missions. A widow, who "had only five pennies in 
her coffers when she signed, made a monthly contribution of 16 
groschen and replied to the collector, who was astonished: 
"Well, what is this for the cause of the Saviour, who has done 
so much for me! What would he say to me one day, if | thought 
about it," and did not even want to do so much for him!" Two 
boys of an impecunious father were eating their Sunday 
sandwiches in order to pay a monthly contribution. In other 
towns in Saxony, similar missionary aid societies were soon 
formed. 

The Saxon missionary society, as we see, had a generally 
Christian character in the early days. But men like Scheibel, who 
stayed in Saxony for several years after his expulsion from 
Breslau, and Rudelbach in Glauchau, who took up the 
missionary cause vigorously, promoted and strengthened the 
missionary friends in the Lutheran confession. So they first tried 
to get the Lutheran confession recognized by the Basel Mission 
Directorate. But they were told in Basel that the missionary 
society there had never pursued the purpose of "spreading the 
Lutheran Church in its own way among the peoples of the earth. 
"We want to respect and love Lutheranism and Calvinism with 
all our hearts, but even more, than anything else, the kingdom 
of JEsu Christ, in which not eating and drinking, but 
righteousness and peace and joy in the Holy Spirit is the star of 
life." Thus, the Saxon missionary societies, if they did not want 
to deny their Lutheran convictions, had no choice but to begin 
their own Lutheran mission in God's name. The next impulse for 
this came from a meeting at the Berlin Mission Institute. This 
institute sent its pupils to the English church missionary society. 
In 1836, several of them, who were Lutheran-minded, refused 
to become members of the English Episcopal Church and 
turned to their co-religionists in 
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Saxony and Prussia. In this the Saxon mission friends 
recognized a sign from the Lord to put their plan into action. And 
so, in 1836, "the Evangelical Lutheran Missionary Society in 
Dresden" was founded. The committee of this society 
immediately sent out an appeal to all missionary friends of the 
Lutheran confession in Germany and the neighboring countries, 
which read: "Dear friends! You have long cherished the wish that 
a missionary society should exist in the dear German fatherland 
which, without in the least suspecting the missionary efforts of 
other confessions, would adhere strictly to the confession of the 
Evangelical Lutheran Church, commit its missionaries to this 
confession, and instruct them to gather their congregations from 
the heathen on the basis of this confession. In our society the 
Lord has given you what you longingly desired. We are 
members of the Evangelical Lutheran Church; and, even though 
we have so far given our funds to other societies than those in 
Basel and Herrnhut, etc., from now on, as we have repeatedly 
stated in our reports, we want to use the contributions we 
receive for the maintenance of our own mission. We had already 
made the attempt to prepare young men for the service of the 
Lord among the heathen; now, however, the Lord has supplied 
us with three almost completely trained pupils from Janicke's 
Mission Institute in Berlin, who, as Lutherans, could not bring 
themselves to go over to the English Episcopal Church in order 
to be sent out from the Society for the Propagation of the Gospel 
in Foreign Parts of the World in London. While they are still being 
trained here, we are trying to find a missionary post in the 
heathen world where we can employ them. When we have 
found such a place, we will see to it that they are ordained in the 
Lutheran Church; and when they once work in the name of the 
Lord, we will see to it that they present no other doctrines than 
those which agree with our ecclesiastical confession. Dear 
friends! We are aware that we have not decided on an important 
undertaking of our own accord, but that we have been led by a 
strange coincidence of circumstances. We believe that by 
following the Lord's lead, we have met a need that has been 
expressed by many missionary friends. We are certain that 
external means are not the first requirement for missionary work, 
but that faith in the glorious promises of the Lord is the most 
important: But joyfulness is given us by grace to put our hand to 
the plough. We may also mention that the cradle of the 
Reformation is a fitting center for the missionary activity of our 
church. Join with us then. Support us with your prayers and gifts 
of love, and give us all the assistance, counsel, and comfort that 
you are able to give us in our important and difficult undertaking. 
We are able to do all things through Him who makes us mighty, 
Christ, God over all, praised forever. Amen." From the most 
diverse quarters, from Prussia, Hanover, Mecklenburg, 
Lauenburg, Denmark, Altenburg, Bavaria, from Strasbourg, 
Metz, etc., this appeal was received with joy. 


answered. Lutheran branch associations were founded 
everywhere, which supported the main association in Dresden. 
The Mission Institute, now organized for the training of Lutheran 
missionaries, at which Director Graul, a man of rare gifts, 
worked for a long time with great blessing, was moved to Leipzig 
in 1847, and a Mission College was entrusted with the 
leadership of the mission, at the head of which stood for many 
years the President of the Bavarian High Consistory, Dr. v. 
HarleB. A separate missionary journal gave information about 
the work of the Lutheran mission, which was henceforth called 
the Leipzig Mission. 

The Dresden Society had sent the first emissaries to 
Australia, where, however, for various reasons they could not 
gain a firm foothold. The heathen country to which the eyes of 
all missionary societies were primarily directed was the East 
Indies. This was almost entirely in the power of the English. 
There was room for thousands of missionaries among some 200 
million heathens. The Lutheran Missionary Society had special 
occasion to remember the East Indies. There, in the previous 
century, the oldest Lutheran mission, the so-called Danish-Hall 
mission, had already reaped a rich harvest among the Tamuls 
in the south of the country. There the patriarchs of the Lutheran 
mission, Ziegenbalg and Schwartz, had laid a good foundation. 
Now this missionary work was near dying. Only at Trankebar, a 
Danish colony on the east coast, was there still a small Tamul 
congregation, which was served by the Danish missionary 
Knudsen. It still had a Tamul Bible, as well as the "small 
Lutheran" catechism and a good Lutheran hymnal in the Tamul 
language. What could be more natural than that the new 
Lutheran Missionary Society should take up this point? So the 
missionary Cordes, sent out by it, settled in Trankebar in 1841 
and worked in the first years as an assistant to the Danish pastor 
Knudsen, and soon founded a mission seminary in Poreiar near 
Trankebar. The year 1845 brought a severe temptation to this 
reviving Tamulen congregation, which again received abundant 
growth from the heathen. Trankebar had been sold by the 
Danes to the English. Then also the English Bishop of Madras 
made mien to take possession of the Lutheran mission. The 
English bishops were distinguished gentlemen, and at that time 
they traveled through the country with great pomp of elephants, 
etc., and were received at every military station with the thunder 
of cannon. Such a man must have made a greater impression 
on poor heathen Christians than a poor Lutheran missionary. 
Nevertheless, the native Christians of Trankebar unanimously 
asked the King of Denmark not to hand them over to an English, 
but to the German Lutheran missionary society, "so that they 
might not lose in the spiritual by the sale of Trankebar, as they 
would have to lose in the secular". The King of Denmark heard 
the plea of the poor wretch, and transferred all his rights to the 
Trankebar Mission to the German Lutheran Missionary Society, 
which at that time still had its headquarters at Dresden. From 
that time on, the latter continued to work steadily from 
Trankebar, spreading the gospel of Christ in the land of the 
Tamuls, namely the teaching of the Lutheran Catechism. The

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The deception of the false teachers. The false teachers of our time 
are not afraid to make it known to the ears of Christians that the 
Scriptures contain not only truth, but also error; yet these false 
teachers claim that they have not fallen away from the 
Scriptures, as the only rule and guide of faith.

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False teachers of our time, e.g. the Ohioans, are not afraid to

That the Farmers’ Alliance, or, as it is now called, the Farmers' 
and Laborers' Union, in Missouri, is a secret society, was 
recently stated by the president of that union, P. S. Hall, in its 
recognized official organ, in an official statement, in response to 
an inquiry addressed to him, stating just this as the difference 
between his society and another union, that the other was "an 
open, not a secret body." And this is not an expression of 
opinion which would mean nothing more to the Order. In the 
same number of the official organ, a Brother of the Order 
submits the question, "Shall the official decisions of the 
President of a State Union be treated as mere opinions, or 
considered as the highest authority in our Order within the 
State?" The official answer to this is, "Every decision of a State 
President is binding upon the Sub-Unions," etc. - It has also 
been denied from time to time that prayer is offered in the 
meetings of these "Lodges," as they are continually called in the 
official organ. Here we let follow a few passages from the 
minutes of a meeting of the F. & L. P., published in the organ of 
the Order and bearing the signatures of the President and the 
Secretary. There it says: "The meeting was called to order by 
the President, H. C. Kehr. The Steward was asked to take the 
pass, and reported that all was in order. After singing and prayer 
by the Chaplain, the roll was read." That was the opening; at the 
close it says again, "Singing of the Union and prayer by the 
Chaplain." Further, the adopted "By-Laws" say, "Sect. 3. The 
officers of this Union shall be the same as those of the State 
Union, and with like duties." The State Union, however, has its 
chaplain; the one elected at the last convention is called Wm. 
King; and he has the duty of "presiding over the religious 
exercises of the order." So also in the minutes of the 
organization of the "Union" for the 10th Congr. District, among 
the officers elected, James Macreer of Perry County is listed as 
chaplain. It may happen that prayer is omitted in individual sub- 
unions, but all members of the order have a share in the head 
chaplain, as all papists have in their pope. Thus also a County

A man, of whatever sex (even if the North 
American Gymnastics Federation has not yet recognized the 
equal rights of women in platform and principle resolutions), who 
fearlessly spreads these principles and everywhere makes 
propaganda for the development of a purely human humanity 
and who holds his banner high under all circumstances, holds it 
high until the end of his life! That is a Turner!" If this is a gymnast, 
as he should be according to the spirit and meaning of the 
American Gymnastics Federation, what then is a Christian who 
adheres to such a Federation, and by his very affiliation not only 
professes his support for the endeavors of the Federation, but 
also helps to promote them by his contributions?

Methodist-Papists. How Methodism is related to the papacy is 
clearly shown by the following sentences, which we take from 
the "Fréhlicher Botschafter," a journal of the "Vereinigte Briider" 
(No. 12): Scripture "teaches that one cannot be saved without 
good works." "Everywhere the Bible demands good works to 
enter heaven, works which every Christian is capable of doing." 
The Methodist writer indeed says that justification is obtained 
only by faith (which he also makes a work of man) and not by 
good works, but the apostle clearly teaches Rom. 4, 6. that in 
one and the same way, as we obtain righteousness, so we also 
obtain blessedness, without works. Furthermore, the Methodist 
writer does not mean to say that one earns heaven by works; but 
when he writes his article, 
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When he says that works are necessary for salvation, he titles it 
"the reward of good works," and presents salvation as the reward 
of good works, he is also saying that salvation is earned by works. 
Even the dumbest eye must see that Methodism is utterly 
contrary to Holy Scripture, and that Methodism is related to 
Pabstry. For this is the doctrine of the Roman Antichrist, 1.) that 
good works are necessary for salvation, 2.) that salvation is the 
reward for good works, and 3.) that a Christian can also do such 
works in order to attain salvation. Luther called the antichrist's 
enthusiasts cousins. And as the papists once reproached Luther 
with forbidding good works, so the Methodists also reproach us 
Lutherans with teaching a dead faith, with not teaching the 
necessity of good works (because we deny their necessity for 
salvation), with making people safe, etc., etc., etc. Let them lie, 
after all!

Hermannsburg Synod. This synod, of whose struggles we have 
already reported many things, which has taken such a decisive 
stand on Scripture and confession, has been publishing its own 
church bulletin since January of this year, entitled: "Evangelical 
Lutheran Free Church of Hermannsburg." Judging from the first 
three issues, it is written in a truly Lutheran spirit. We share the 
following passage from the preface: "If the confessional writings 
with their pure doctrine are to be real protective walls, then they 
may not merely stand on paper, but must be taken up by the 
members of the Lutheran Church in their confession. And this, the 
knowledge of pure doctrine, is sorely lacking in our Free Church. 
Otherwise false teachers with their crude heresies could not find 
so many followers. Now this magazine is mainly intended to 
promote the readers' knowledge of pure doctrine, it is supposed 
to teach. This will only be possible to a small extent, since the 
journal will only appear once a month. But it is still a beginning. - 
Then this paper is to be a defense and weapon against public 
attacks. Our Hermannsburg Synod has so far had to endure all 
attacks because it lacked a magazine to defend itself against 
them. And new enemies will join the old ones. Our present 
opponents will not remain silent either. These attacks in the 
opposing papers, which are read in our Synod, are a slow 
undermining work for our Free Church, because something 
always remains of the accusations. Therefore it is necessary to 
have our own paper to defend ourselves: We are forced to do so. 
In addition to treatises on pure doctrine and articles on defense, 
there will also be stories from the kingdom of God, reports from 
the mission, etc." The paper, edited by Pastor W. Wohling (for 
local readers best obtained through Mr. H. J. Naumann, 36 
Pirnaische Str., Dresden, Germany), appears monthly and costs 
annually, with postage, 1 Mark 40 Pf., or about 40 cents.

being vigorously and clearly testified to. 

From the Lutheran Church of the Baltic Provinces. The "A. E. L. K." 
reports: If the signs do not entirely deceive, the measure of the 
tribulation which has fallen upon the luthe- 


The situation in the Lutheran Church of the Baltic Provinces is far 
from being fulfilled. Ever new oppressions arise and ever new 
difficulties are placed in the way of the Lutheran pastors. But the 
bare facts speak louder than all the complaints about them. We 
briefly summarize the events of recent times. Every Lutheran 
heart will soon find its verdict, and this verdict will end in a sigh 
of prayer to the Lord of the Church. But let us let the facts speak. 
On August 27, 1890, Karl Feyerabend, head teacher of religion 
at the high school in Mitau, was forced to resign from his office 
because the German school prayer was abolished by the 
director. Among the 500 pupils of the institution there are only 21 
of Greek confession. The Mitau Consistory has now ordered that 
a morning service be held for the high school students in the main 
church of the city half an hour before classes begin. Pastor Tiling 
at Pussen in Kurland had been charged in 1885 with reviling the 
Greek Church, but had been acquitted by the competent 
authority. Suddenly, in 1890, a verdict arrived from the Senate 
(the highest court in Petersburg) that removed him from office. 
and deprived him of the ability to be employed in the Baltic 
provinces. For this purpose he was held in the most severe 
imprisonment for four months in Mitau. Pastor Krause of 
Dondangen in Kurland has just been sentenced to four months 
in prison for allegedly preventing him from joining the state 
church. Things seem to be getting worse in Livonia. The number 
of convictions for prolonged suspension from office is increasing 
at an alarming rate. Thereby the wonderful phenomenon comes 
to light that even such pastors, who years ago had already been 
accused and acquitted by the highest court of Livonia, are now 
suddenly suspended for a longer period of time by the Senate. 
The following were recently deprived of their office for four to six 
months: the pastors Wegner in Eks near Dorpat, Kolde in Pernau 
in Livonia, Meyer in Allenhof in Livonia. They had married 
couples, one of whom had once belonged to the Greek Church, 
but had converted to the Lutheran Church without objection 
during the reign of Alexander II. They had been confirmed 
Lutheran unhindered, had regularly partaken of Lutheran 
communion, and now suddenly, thanks to the change in church 
policy, it was a crime to bless the marriage of these Lutheran 
Christians in the Lutheran manner! One would think that the 
change of church policy could only refer to the future, but here it 
intervenes in the past life and wants to cut through the religious 
development of a human life with sharp scissors. And have the 
people in question ever really belonged to the Greek Church? 
Neither they, nor their parents! The latter were driven to 
conversion by all sorts of pretenses. They did not know what they 
were doing, they almost all cursed their step with tears, they let 
their children grow up voluntarily in the Lutheran Church. They 
themselves have hardly a clue that the church law with its letter, 
which had been disregarded by the authorities for so long by the 
highest command, assigns them, as children of Greek parents, 
to a confession foreign to them - and now the Lutheran pastor is 
to drop them? One understands, when one surveys this state of 
affairs, into how hot a conflict the Lutheran pastor of those 
countries is thrust in these days! Many a one who has not gained 
an insight into those circumstances may have read of those trials 
with a shake of the head, thinking of the divine right of the 
authorities, which Paul acknowledged even under Nero. But let 
him only put himself in the place of those men! Can and may the 
Lutheran pastor abandon these members of his congregation, 
who are evangelical Christians with full consciousness, or does 
not, if anywhere, that other apostle's word come into his own, 
that one must obey God more than men?

Having considered the main passage on this subject, the 
saying of the Apostle Paul, | Cor. 7:15, in its context, and having 
seen from it that a person who is wickedly forsaken by his 
spouse is not a prisoner, but is free and single, there still 
remains for us to answer one question, namely, this: How do 
the sayings of Christ, in which he says that he who frees a 
departed woman commits adultery, fit in with the words of Paul? 

In order to facilitate the reader's approach to answering this 
question, we first place here the passages from the Gospels 
which are the subject of this discussion. They are the following: 

Matth. 5, 31 f. "It is said unto you, Whosoever shall put away 
his wife, let him give her a bill of divorcement. But | say unto 


you: Whosoever shall put away his wife, except it be for 


adultery, maketh her to commit adultery: and whosoever shall 
marry a woman that is put away committeth adultery." 

Luc. 16, 17. f. "But it is easier for heaven and earth to pass away 
than for one tittle to fall from the law. He that putteth away his 
wife, and marrieth another, committeth adultery; and he that 
putteth away his wife, committeth adultery. 


you Moses? They said: Moses permitted to write a bill of 
divorcement, and to divorce. JEsus answered and said unto 
them: For the hardness of your heart he wrote you this 
commandment: but from the beginning of the creation God 
created them male and female: therefore shall a man leave his 
father and his mother, and shall cleave to his wife: and the two 
shall be one flesh: they are not therefore two, but one flesh. For 
what God hath joined together, let not man put asunder. And 
when he was come home, his disciples asked him these things. 
And he said unto them: Whosoever shall put away his wife, and 
marry another, committeth adultery against her: and if a woman 
put away her husband, and marry another, she committeth 
adultery.” 

Of these four passages, we as Christians who hold the 
Scriptures to be God's Word must, 
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It is clear from the outset that there cannot be a real contradiction 
between the words of Christ and the words of His apostle Paul. 
It would not be possible for the Lord to let his apostle say of a 
person that he was free, if he himself had said of the same 
person in the same respect that he was not free. But it is possible 
for the apostle to say of one person, "He is free," and for Christ 
to say of another person, "He is not free. This is not a 
contradiction, just as it is not a contradiction when God says 
through the prophet Isaiah, "Before they call, | will answer; while 
they speak, | will hear," Isa. 65:24, after he said through the 
same prophet, "Though ye pray much, yet will | not hear you," 
Isa. 1:15. 

Now the person of whom the apostle Paul says she is free is 
a Christian woman whose unbelieving husband, as an 
unbeliever who cares nothing for divine law, has wickedly 
forsaken her. That by which such an abandoned woman has 
become free in the sight of God, and has been freed from the 
bond of marriage, is not really a divorce regarded by both parties 
as legally valid, but a dissolution of the marriage bond committed 
by the unbelieving party without regard to divine right, and 
consciously suffered by the Christian spouse as a wrong. To 
such a person St. Paul says, "Thou art not captive, not bound; 
thou art free and single." The question which here touched the 
conscience was not whether the dissolution of the marriage tie, 
committed by the unbeliever, had been justified, had been done 
with God's approval, but how the person was to be regarded who 
had suffered such wrong; for this question the counsel of 
conscience is put 1 Cor. 7:15. 
The matter is quite different with the sayings of Christ in the 
Gospels. In all the passages, from the first in the Sermon on the 
Mount to the last, the Savior speaks of the law to those who 
recognized the law as the divine guideline for their actions and 
deeds and who wanted or thought they wanted to live their lives 
according to it, but at the same time to those who had become 
accustomed to an evil shortening or distortion of the law, 
especially of the sixth commandment, and who still believed they 
were pious. For the sake of their hardness of heart, Moses, as a 
civil legislator, had made the arrangement that the dissolution of 
a marriage union should then be civilly valid and recognized 
when a written certificate had been issued about it and given into 
the hands of the wife, just as in our country the dissolution of the 
marriage bond is civilly valid only when a competent court has 
decreed the divorce. But just as at the present day many a man 
goes along as legally divorced in the eyes of the law, who is not 
divorced from his marriage bond before God, so also in the 
Jewish state under the law of Moses it was possible for a man 
and a woman to be civilly divorced who were not divorced before 
God, but were still bound to each other as those whose divorce 
had taken place without divinely recognized cause. But instead 
of making this distinction, instead of holding that a man can 
stand before the civil law with some deed by which he is 
the especially the 
Pharisees, mixed both kinds of law together and presented the 


condemned before God, later Jews, 


matter thus to themselves and to others, 


as if all justice were done before God's face and judgment seat, 
if only the proper bill of divorcement were issued, and only about 
this did opinions differ as to how small a cause the marriage 
might be dissolved for. If a man left his wife, he believed himself 
to be at peace with God, if only he did not neglect to issue the bill 
of divorce; and if aman who wished to marry a departed woman 
asked only for the bill of divorcement, he did so in the opinion 
that God also asked only for the bill of divorcement, and that on 
the basis of the same he regarded the woman also as single, as 
the contents of the bill of divorcement, according to the testimony 
of Josephus’) the Jew, said that herewith "the woman received 
permission to attend another. This opinion was so general that 
leven the disciples of the Lord expressed their astonishment 
when their Master taught them otherwise.(**) The Saviour, in the 
discourses given above, counters such an abominable and 
generally prevalent abridgement and perversion of the sixth 
commandment, and shows that the marriage bond is of a much 
different nature, that before God the bill of divorcement decides 
nothing whatever as to the question whether the marriage still 
continues or is dissolved; that, except where the sin of carnal 
adultery is the ground of divorce, no man has the right, either 
with or without a bill of divorcement, to divorce what God has 
joined together; that man and woman, if they resort to a bill of 
divorcement on grounds that are void before God, and thereby 
icalm themselves down, and thereupon contract a new marriage, 
become adulterers in two ways; that also those who enter into 
such a marriage relationship, which has been carelessly put out 
lof sight, and still exists before God in spite of the bill of 
divorcement, by taking one of the civilly separated persons, who 
are still bound before God, for a supposed marriage, also 
become guilty again of adultery: That therefore out of such 
supposedly quite justified, because certified and glossed over by 
the bill of divorcement, disregard of the divine order, sins arose 
upon sins, in that those would come out of each other whom God 
had joined together, and those would come together in supposed 
marriage, but in fact in adultery, who, because of their first 
marriage still existing before God, cannot otherwise be joined in 
marriage. Only in one case shall a spouse have the right before 
God to break off the marriage with his spouse; for if one part has 
become one flesh with a third person, then the innocent part, if 
he now breaks off the marriage union with the guilty part, shall 
lalso be free before God. Thus is joined that which God would 
have joined; thus is divorced that which may be divorced for the 
sin of the guilty party; thus are excluded the frivolous divorces 
not approved of by God, concerning which the Lord wished to 
instruct his hearers, and still wishes to instruct those who read 
his word. 

All this is clear from a consideration of the individual 
passages. In the Sermon on the Mount, the Lord punishes those 
who, like the Pharisees, established a cheap righteousness by 
shortening and perverting the standard by which sin and 
righteousness are to be measured. In this he also comes to the 
sixth commandment. This is what the

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The Jews were justified in saying, "The law requires that 
whoever divorces his wife must give her a bill of divorcement. If 
we keep it, we are righteous." "What, righteous?" is the answer 
from the mouth of the Lord; "Adulterers are ye, and ye make 
adulterers of others, who trust with you in your bill of 
divorcement." And as in Matt. 5:31 ff, so also Luc. 16:17 ff, the 
Saviour directs his speech against those who lessened and 
changed the law, as was generally done among the Jews at that 
time, while on the other hand all manner of human 
commandments and articles were added, both in order that they 
might more easily flaunt their own righteousness in their own 
and others' eyes. "Nay," saith Christ, "let no tittle fall from the 
law, whether heaven or earth pass away; and whosoever shall 
measure his doings according to that which is common among 
you Jews, as the observance of the sixth commandment, valid 
before God and man, that one shall issue a bill of divorcement, 
and then proceed as if the marriage were thereby ended and 
done, let him know that he is an adulterer, as surely as the word 
is still established: Thou shalt not commit adultery." The same 
opinion is given to the Pharisees, who, as we are told in Matt. 
19:3 ff, sought to tempt the Lord by putting before him one of 
their disputes, whether a man had a right to put away his wife 
for any cause, or whether, as another party among them 
thought, this liberty ought not to be somewhat limited, and then 
how much. But the HEART joins neither the more lax nor the 
more strict party among the Pharisees, but goes far beyond the 
demands of the strictest among the strictest, which he holds up 
to them as God's determination; and since they also come to 
him with the bill of divorcement, he pronounces sentence upon 
their Pharisaic morality, "Whosoever shall put away his wife, 
except for fornication, and shall marry another, committeth 
adultery; and whosoever shall marry her that is put away, 
committeth adultery also." That is, "With all your morality also in 
this play it is nothing; adulterers ye make thereby on both sides." 
This, of course, was again tremendously learned, and not like 
the scribes; and even his dear disciples, who had attended that 
conversation, not grasping it, questioned him again at home 
about this matter, as we learn from Marci 10; but nothing else 
came of it: they had just to find themselves that God's 
commandment and law spoke a different language from the 
Pharisees and scribes, the seducers of the people with their 
doctrine of the bill of divorcement. 

But while our Lord and Saviour, as we have said, is dealing 
with a perversion of the sixth commandment, and with men who, 
in consequence of such a perversion, lightly dissolved the 
marriage bond, and thought they were still pious, the case, as 
we have said, of which the apostle speaks in 1 Cor. 7, and to 
which the Lord does not refer at all in his discourses, is of quite 
another kind. Here the question was not at all under what 
conditions and in what form divorce was justifiable, to be 
approved according to God's law, but the question here was 
how a Christian was to be regarded who must suffer the wrong 
done him by an unbelieving spouse. The apostle does not want 
to judge the actions of someone who has divorced his spouse, 
but to counsel a person from whom his spouse has wickedly 
separated. 


Paul does not want to determine the right to divorce, to sever a 
still existing marriage bond, but the status and authority of a 
person whose previous marriage status has already been 
effectively annulled before God through the evil abandonment 
committed by the other party. Thus Christ and his apostle Paul 
speak of quite different things. From 1 Corinthians 7:15 we 
could not learn what we need to know about divorce, what 
grounds for divorce alone justify the dissolution of an existing 
marriage bond; this we learn from the Lord's words in the 
Gospels. What, on the other hand, God's will is with respect to 
those who have been wronged by evil abandonment, and thus 
by the rupture of their marriage bond, is not told us by the 
speeches of Jesus, but we learn from St. Paul, 1 Cor. 7:15. 
Wherefore we ought to thank God for both, that which the 
evangelists have reported to us out of JEsu's mouth, and that 
which the same Holy Spirit teaches us through the apostle Paul, 
and both are to be used and applied by us with reverence in 
their place and time. A. G.

That the row of older preachers of our Synod has been 
thinned out by the unexpected death of the aforementioned, the 
readers have already seen from the short obituary in the 
previous number. Following it here is an obituary in the sense 
of the apostolic word Hebr. 13, 7: "Remember your teachers 
who have told you the word of God, whose end look upon and 
follow their faith." 

Gotthilf Simeon Léber was born on February 19, 1835 at 
Eichenberg near Kahla in the Duchy of Altenburg. His father 
was the unforgettable Pastor Gotthold Heinrich Léber, one of 
the pastors who took part in the Saxon emigration in 1838, 
which became so significant for the Lutheran Church not only in 
the new world, but also in the old, and one of the main founders 
of our Synod; *) in him a branch of an old Saxon preacher family 
was transplanted to this distant Occident. The mother of the 
above-mentioned offspring from this branch was the eldest 
daughter of Pastor Zahn at Wasserthalleben near 
Sondershausen and a sister of the well-known seminary 
director Franz Ludwig Zahn, author of the widely distributed 
"Biblical Stories". 

Being the youngest child, Gotthilf S. Léber was three and a 
half years old at the time of emigration. In Altenburg, the main 
settlement of the Saxon Lutherans in Perry County, Mo., where 
the father was pastor of the congregation, he attended the 
school of the same teacher Winter. Confirmed by his father in 
1848, he then became a pupil at the high school then still in 
Altenburg, at which, in addition to his father, the same Rector 
Gé6nner and the real teacher Julius Nitzschke worked, but lost 
his father already in the following year through death. When the 
school was moved to St. Louis in December 1849 and he had 
to leave with it.

So ten years passed; | had almost forgotten 
him, but he was listed in my old register. Last summer he came 
to me and introduced himself as the F., 


but | didn't know him anymore. | asked him how he knew | was 
in New York and where | lived? He: "I read your tracts, so | knew 
you were here, and a Jew B., who comes to you, gave me your 
address," and so on. Now he took lessons with me again and 
Pastor Sieker instructed him in the catechism, and so he could 
be baptized. Thus God's Word does not go out empty, but directs 
what it is sent for, may it take ten years to come up. 

Another example. B. arrived here about a year ago with his 
Catholic wife and three children and became acquainted with 
me. He took lessons with me and with Pastor Sieker. But Pastor 
Sieker was not satisfied with him alone, but also wanted to save 
his Catholic wife with him, and, praise God! he succeeded in 
delivering her from the Antichrist. B. was then baptized together 
with F. -Thus the Lord helps the Jewish mission in spite of all the 
difficulties and obstacles with which it has to struggle every day, 
and | hope He will continue to help. | must also mention that last 
year a 68 year old man and a family were baptized. 

It would be desirable if the Jews who come to us and seek

held its synodal sessions this year from the 1st to the 7th of April, 
at the Emanuels Church of Mr. P. C. Gross, at Fort Wayne, Ind. 
The opening sermon was preached by Mr. General Praeses 
Schwan. On the ground of John 12:35, "The light is yet a little 
while with you," etc., the Synod was reminded of the great grace 
given to it, of the gratitude required of it, and of the danger 
threatening it if it set grace and gratitude out of sight. The 
synodal address by District President Niemann dealt with the 
same subject in a different way, for both the sermon and the 
address were intended to introduce this year's doctrinal 
discussions. For these the theme was set: "On the great 
advantages which we enjoy in our synodal community through 
God's grace, and on the sacred duties which arise for us 
therefrom." It is not, of course, the outward advantages that are 
meant, but the inward, spiritual ones, whose ground, summa, 
kernel, and star is the pure doctrine which our Synod possesses 
as its most delicious adjunct. And when we boast of these 
advantages, we are by no means boasting of ourselves. How 
could we, and how ought we! What we, the now living, enjoy in 
our synodal community is the inheritance of the fathers entrusted 
to us, nay, more, an undeserved gift of God's grace. All self-glory 
would be foolish and wrong. But the grace that is given to us, 
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It would be false humility, shameful ingratitude, if we did not do 
so. The speaker, Prof. Zucker, presented four propositions 
which showed some of the main advantages. Such advantages 
are: 1. that we, in distinction from the Roman, Reformed, 
Unrighteous, lax and false Lutherans, and all sects, but in 
agreement with the orthodox church of all times, have the certain 
truth and also recognize the value of it; 2. that we know how 
important the distinction between law and gospel is, and also 
practice the distinction of both; 3. that we are free from all 
bondage to men; 4. that the wholesome doctrine is kept alive 
among us, even in the face of the spirit of the age and the 
dangers it brings. The discussions on these four points were as 
instructive as they were edifying, faith-strengthening and 
awakening. Time did not permit us to treat more than the first 
sentences of the second part of the lecture, which dealt with the 
duties arising for us. These duties are all summarized in 
gratitude, and this in turn demands that we above all preserve 
the Word and pure doctrine as our highest good and diligently 
promote church and school. 

It would be very desirable that the Synodal Report, which 
gives a detailed account of the doctrinal discussions, and which 
will also be preprinted with the Synodal Sermon, be read 
attentively by quite a number of our Lutheran Christians. In this 
time, in which many of us have the Emmaus petition: "Stay with 
us, for it will be evening and the day has come" in our hearts and 
on our lips, it is necessary for all of us to refresh ourselves with 
the rays of the noonday sun, which, thank God, still shines in the 
sky of our Synod, and that we thereby allow our cold, ungrateful 
hearts to be warmed, not to forget what the Lord has done for 
us. 

Of the few items of business before the Synod, we mention 
only that as Treasurer of the District was elected Mr. A. C.

Concerning the St. Marcus congregation at Syracuse, N. N-, which has

Members of our Synod. Born at Solz in Thuringia, April 8, 1826, 
and later educated for the profession of school teacher, he 
came to America in 1848, and found employment in a store at 
Huntington, Ind. He was not a Christian at the time, but a 
Rationalist. When the unforgettable Prof. Wolter was buried in 
September, 1849, Erck was at Fort Wayne, and heard the 
funeral sermon preached by Dr. Sihler to the deceased. This 
sermon, by God's grace, became the means of his conversion. 
He now became more intimately acquainted with Dr. Sihler, and 
he caused him to enter the seminary there to prepare for the 
preaching ministry. He had also already written a sermon when 
he was induced by a letter from Blessed Dr. Walther to go to St. 
Louis and take charge of a branch school to be established near 
our Seminary. At this school, from which in time the present 
school of the parish of the Holy Cross arose, the deceased 
served faithfully until his death, which occurred so unexpectedly 
quickly, and thus for nearly 41 years he was a teacher at one 
and the same school. How shameful for those who so soon tire 
of the toils and cares of this glorious and blessed office, and 
then seek more comfortable and more rewarding employment! 
Erck loved his Saviour; and this love, as well as the love for the 
children flowing from the same, kept him in his arduous office, 
and lightened the labours of it. That he was a sincere, believing 
Christian was not only evidenced by his faithful, conscientious 
administration of his office, but also by his daily conduct; and 
through the good example he set, he was also a true teacher of 
young and old. He was especially good to his household, and 
his children, of whom two sons and a son-in-law are in church 
and school office, are all righteous members of our Evangelical 
Lutheran Church.

Blessing of singing spiritual songs also 
among Jews. 


In 1685, a rich Jew from Hamburg allowed a Christian 
journeyman tailor to work in his house.

From that moment on, her soul was filled with a hot longing to 
get to know this Jesus with his wounds. She urged herself to 
seek the instruction of a Christian preacher. She found him and 
heard with great joy the gospel of Christ, who redeemed us by 
his blood. Not long after she had enjoyed this instruction, she 
could be admitted to holy baptism on account of her childlike 
faith. All the efforts of her father and her whole family to turn her 
away from the Christian faith were in vain.

The "Lutheran" must bring its readers a harrowing 


lesson in grief. 


Pros. A. Cramer, 


The venerable president of our seminary in 
Springfield, Illinois, died Sunday, May 3, at 3:50 in the 
morning. An extraordinary, tremendous life has come 
to an end. With Cramer one of the spiritual heroic 
figures, whom God has given to our Synod in its 
fathers, has departed from our midst. The deceased 
was gifted by nature with immense willpower, a 
character like steel and iron. When God had filled this 
strong vessel with His Spirit and made it serviceable 
to Himself, it became a chosen instrument of His 
service in His kingdom. The man who fell asleep was 
a particularly shining example of spiritual power and 
self-denial. He was a living declaration of the word, 
"The love of Christ presseth us therefore, because we 
hold that if one died for all, then died they all. And 
therefore he died for them all, that they which live 
should not live unto themselves, but unto him which 


died for them all. 
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she died and rose again" (2 Cor. 


5, 14. 15.). The deceased was a restlessly active 
man, a man who consumed and wanted to 
consume himself in the work of his profession. 
He considered every moment lost that he could 
not spend in the service of his God. Those who 
know him better know how he rejoiced every 
time he was allowed to do more work than his 
profession at first entailed. He wanted to buy out 
the time of earthly life that God's grace granted 
him. In this spirit of truly amazing energy and 
self-denial, the deceased worked at our 
institution for over forty years. His activity had a 
deep impact on the life of our Synod. Streams of 
blessing emanated from him. He formed many 
hundreds of capable practical preachers and 
sought to plant in them the spirit of faithfulness 
and self-denial. He knew what kind of preachers 
the church needed above all. His goal was to 
train such preachers who could teach the simple 
truths of the catechism and who were then 
willing to carry out their ministry in true Christian 
self-denial, without any request for earthly 


reward or bodily sacrifice. 


..in the comfort of your own home. Truly, with 
the passing of our dear, venerable Cramer, a 
great man has fallen in Israel! Our Synod has 
suffered a great, a very great, as it seems to us, 
irreplaceable loss through his death! 

But let us not merely mourn and lament! We 
also want to give thanks, heartfelt thanks for the 
rich blessings that God has showered upon us 
through the many years of service of the 
deceased, and we want to cry out to the Lord of 
the Church that, although our old faithful 
teachers will be taken from us and called home, 
He, the Lord Himself, will remain with us with His 
grace, with His words, with His light, with His 
blessing, with His protection and with His 
faithfulness. Let us also be stirred by the 
example of blessed Cramer to new and greater 
faithfulness, in constant remembrance of the 
word: "| must work while it is day; the night 
cometh, when no man can work." 

The deceased brought his age to 78 years, 
11 months and 7 days. The funeral took place 
on Ascension Day, May 7, with great 
congregation.

Eighth Hermannsburg. 


The name "Hermannsburg" is a well known sound not only 
in Germany, but also to Lutherans on this side of the ocean. 
Many of our parishioners come from the circles which were 
awakened by the sermons or by the writings of Blessed Louis 
Harms. Some of our pastors were once Hermannsburg pupils. 
Large sums have flowed from America, also from our Synod, to 
the Hermannsburg Mission. But even apart from these personal 
touches, Hermannsburg and the Hermannsburg Mission 
deserve our attention when we pass before our eyes what God 
has done for His Church in these last days. This little village in 
the Liineburg Haide has its place in the history of the Kingdom 
of God. 

The late Pastor Louis Harms in Hermannsburg was a special 

instrument in the hands of the Lord. No one will deny that. God 
Himself made him what he became. In the house of his father, 
who was also already pastor in Hermannsburg, the right 
foundation was not laid. During his grammar school and 
university years, the young Harms turned all his energies to 
languages, old and new, to natural sciences and other arts and 
sciences. The mystery of faith remained foreign to him. The 
rationalistic theology in Géttingen gave no nourishment to his 
soul. However, these studies were not entirely fruitless for his 
later work in the Church of Christ. That he preached so clearly 
and comprehensibly as a pastor was partly due to the fact that 
he was so well trained in the languages. He had practiced for 
years and had become accustomed to writing down his 
thoughts, what he had learned and read, in various languages, 
especially in Latin, but also in Greek. Towards the end of his 
theological studies, he read the 17th chapter of the Gospel of St. 
John in one night of study. This word of God, especially the 
saying: "This is eternal life, that they may know thee, that thou 
alone art true God, and that thou hast sent Jesus Christ," set fire 
to his heart. Now he had recognized Christ, the Son of God, and 
his whole life was henceforth consecrated to Him. Already during 
his years as a candidate, which he spent as a tutor in noble 
families in Lauenburg and Liineburg, he cheerfully confessed his 
faith. He felt a powerful urge to win souls for the Savior and 
gathered small groups of believing Christians in several places. 
The Lord also took him early into the school of the cross. At the 
university he had to struggle along, often starving and going 
hungry. As a student he once broke through the ice while skating 
and contracted rheumatism, which caused him much trouble 
throughout his life. 
In 1844 L. Harms became his father's assistant and after his 
father's death in 1849 he became an independent pastor in 
Hermannsburg. When he took up his office, life and activity there 
were chaotic. But Harms intervened in the right way. He 
preached with simple words, but with proof of the Spirit and of 
power, repentance towards God and the 


Faith in the Lord Jesus Christ. He mercilessly punished the 
ungodly beings that confronted him everywhere. But the main 
content of his sermons was Jesus Christ, the Savior, who 
bought the souls of all men, even the ungodly, with his precious 
blood. One who knew him well testifies that he never heard 
anyone preach "whose words so immediately seized the heart 
and could have been better retained." He did a lot of preaching. 
The services occupied most of Sunday mornings and 
afternoons, and the evening he was still in the habit of laying out 
the Bible to Christian friends in his hallway. On Wednesday, too, 
there was usually a sermon service. He was _ equally 
indefatigable in pastoral care. He visited not only the sick, but 
all the members of the congregation, and it soon came about 
that people visited him and took hours of counseling from him in 
his study. He prayed diligently and found out that the righteous 
prayer can do much if it is earnest. Once, during an official ride, 
the horses bolted and the coachman, thrown from his seat, was 
dragged away by a wheel, but he sat quietly in the carriage and 
prayed. The horses soon stopped of their own accord, and no 
harm came to the wagoner. When one of his faithful parishioners 
was taken ill to death, his wife hurried to the pastor, who was 
absent in a neighboring place. He prayed for the sick man. The 
next morning the latter was completely recovered, even a 
longstanding cancerous lesion on his leg was healed. The 
doctor declared: "This is a miracle from God. At his request, he 
gave the following advice to a pastor in Mecklenburg: "Preach 
God's Word ruthlessly and decisively, punish the sins and 
ungodliness of the landowners and tenants and the sins and 
ungodliness of the day laborers. Paint JEsum Christ, and this 
above all things, before the people in all his cross likeness and 
glory; pray fervently in the church for the Holy Spirit. Do not 
make your sermons, but ask for your sermons on your knees, 
and when all the people are asleep, then still wrestle on your 
knees with the Lord for the souls of men, and sacrifice time, 
strength, comfort, everything, everything to the Lord and to the 
peace of men's souls," and so on. Thus he himself held it. 
Through such devoted zeal in the service of the Lord, Harms 
soon won the hearts of his confessors. The Hermannsburg 
congregation was soon transformed. The crude nature, the 
dancing, drinking, gambling and other worldly mischief had 
disappeared from the circle that held it with Harms. God's Word 
had gained the mastery. The people did not tire of much 
preaching. House services were held regularly in most homes. 
Of course, the devil did not rest when the new preacher so 
powerfully broke into his enclosure. A small party 
Hermannsburg opposed all that Harms said and did, did not 


in 


want to let go of the old nature, only made it worse in spite of 
him and became bitterly hostile to the gospel. More than sixty 
times Harms was sued in court by his opponents during his 
tenure. 

His fervent love for his Saviour and for the souls of men 
drove him, however, to other, greater works, which went beyond 
the limits of his gift. 
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went out to the church. Ever since he himself had known the 
Lord, the poor Gentiles, who were still in darkness and the 
shadow of death, were close to his heart. Even as a candidate 
he showed a lively interest in the work of converting the Gentiles. 
He diligently distributed the writings of the Bremen or North 
German Missionary Society. As a pastor he sought from the 
beginning to awaken a love of missions in his congregation. He 
not only collected contributions for the mission, but also raised 
up young men from his congregation and prepared them for 
missionary service. When there were so many of them that the 
missionary institutions he approached were no longer able or 
willing to accept them, he decided in God's name to found his 
own missionary institution, a Lutheran one, all by himself, 
without the help of a society or a committee. Without a penny of 
money in the treasury he began the work, convinced that if one 
had God's word and command for himself, as here Matth. 28, 
18-20: "Go into all the world" etc., one could also dare something 
in God. And his hope was not put to shame. Gifts flowed in from 
all sides, not only from Hanover, but from all Lutheran countries 
in Germany. The Hermannsburg congregation set a good 
example by offering thousands of Thalers annually for this 
purpose. Children collected bones in order to be able to give 
something for the mission. The poor were the most needy. In 
1853 the first twelve pupils of the Hermannsburg Mission 
Institute passed their exams. Harms had first set his sights on 
the powerful people of the Galla in East Africa, to whom he 
wanted to send his emissaries. And since there was no regular 
shipping connection from Germany to there, he and his friends 
agreed to build their own mission ship. This undertaking was a 
wash to the world and incomprehensible to many believers. But 
God gave blessing and success. As the stately brig, called the 
Kandace, sailed out of Harburg Harbor, a young couple who 
were watching said to their child, "Look at what a neat ship she 
is." Then the tears came to the eyes of Styrie, the master 
shipbuilder, and he cried aloud, "Yes, if thou knewest what a ship 
this is, which faith has built, and which prayers carry!" The first 
missionaries found the door to the Galla closed in Africa and 
settled further south in Natal and founded the first mission station 
"Hermannsburg" among the Kaffirs there. This was henceforth 
the center for the Christian Lutheran congregations, which from 
then on were gathered from the Moors of Africa. 

This work of faith and love was also a great blessing for the 
German homeland, especially Northern Germany. The Lutheran 
mission festivals, which were celebrated everywhere and to 
which Harms himself was called in as a festival preacher as often 
as possible, became the cause of conversion for many visitors. 
Harms was now a well-known man. His writings, especially his 
books of sermons, found great sales, especially in Hanover and 
Westphalia, and helped many a soul to the salutary knowledge 
of Jesus Christ. The "Hermannsburger Missionsblatt" was a 
favorite reading for old and young. And Hermannsburg itself 
became a magnet, as it were, which attracted thousands. 
Hordes of travellers from all over Germany 


The people flocked there year after year to be edified and 
refreshed by the fresh, cheerful life of faith of the local 
congregation. Many counts and other distinguished gentlemen 
also went in and out there and sought advice of conscience from 
the simple village pastor. Almost all the time of the day Harms 
was occupied by locals and out-of-towners. His studies and 
extensive correspondence took place during the quiet hours of 
the night. 

However, if we want to remain truthful, we must not overlook 
the weaknesses and shortcomings of this important man, which 
he then also impressed upon his congregation and his mission. 
Louis Harms wanted to be strictly Lutheran. He testified 
valiantly against the Union. But that he consistently proclaimed 
the old Lutheran truth pure and loud cannot be said. His 
thoughts and speeches did not always adhere to the rule which 
is held up to us in the Lutheran Confessions. He often followed 
his own spirit too easily and quickly, letting himself be 
determined and caught, for example, by the first impression that 
a Bible passage made on him, without carefully observing 
whether this was also the case. The testimonies of the orthodox 
church, the teachings of Luther, the writings of Luther, he did 
not exactly thoroughly investigate and examine. A reader who 
is at home in the Lutheran confession encounters in Harms' 
sermons many unevennesses and impulses that offend the eye. 
In asermon on Phil. 2, 4-11. he says that Christ, in the state of 
his humiliation, laid aside his divine glory and majesty, while 
Christ only renounced the full and public use of his glory. In 
another sermon on Cornelius the centurion, he describes a man 
who is godly, prays diligently, has already come to faith by the 
word of God, but yet is not said to be a born-again child of God. 
In the interpretation of 2 Cor. 3, 4-11. he ascribes to the law the 
effect of producing "godly sorrow," the "beginning of new life," 
while yet only the gospel produces new life and motions 
pleasing to God in the heart of man. But let us not give Harms 
too much credit for this and similar perverse speeches, since he 
otherwise always places Christ, the Saviour of all men, Christ's 
grace and merit in the foreground, and repeatedly emphasizes 
that faith is solely the work of the Holy Spirit. He was not as well 
versed in the Lutheran way of teaching and speaking as he 
should have been. On the other hand, in other points, such as 
Sunday, he fundamentally and persistently taught false, un- 
Lutheran doctrine. He applied the Old Testament Sabbath 
commandment to Christians without further ado and declared 
all Sunday work, including sewing, knitting, shaving, and shoe 
shining, to be sinful. About the last things he taught his hearers 
whimsical, adventurous notions. He expected the Antichrist still 
in the future. He thought that before the end of the world the 
whole world would be Christian, that there would then be no 
more Jews, Turks, Gentiles, though there would be no lack of 
nominal Christians. His followers then attached themselves to 
these very peculiarities of his; because he said it, this great man 
of God, it must be true. Thus it was from time immemorial a

She thought there was a fire, ran to the maids and asked if there 
was a fire anywhere, but no one had seen anything. That same 
night Rector P., who had so faithfully stood by my brother in the 
time of his illness, lay sleepless on his bed and looked through 
the window into the blue sky. Then a particularly bright cloud 
passed quickly before his eyes, and like a flash of lightning it 
flashed through his soul: Harms has gone home. When early in 
the morning his housekeeper woke him and prepared to tell him 
that the pastor had died, he beat her to it and said, "| know 
everything.” 

His brother, Theodor Harms, became his successor in the 
pastorate and in the leadership of the mission. In the course of 
the years, the Hermannsburg Mission spread further and further 
in Africa, namely in Natal, in Zululand, in the Bechuan country, 
as well as in the East Indies and Australia. Theodor Harms then 
took the God-pleasing step of separating from the Hanoverian 
Church. The next reason for this was not quite valid. He rejected 
the new marriage form, which had been ordered by the 
Hanoverian church regiment after the introduction of civil 
marriage. He had entangled himself and his congregation in the 
erroneous opinion as if the church wedding were a divine order, 
and as if a lawful marriage could only come about through the 
church wedding. However, he soon put forward the right reasons) 
for separation and convincingly demonstrated that Lutheran 
Christians could not possibly remain in church fellowship with 
such false teachers as were tolerated in office in the Hanoverian 
Landeskirche. Since the year 1875, Th. Harms, in his 
"Missionsblatt," publicly opposed the doctrinal position of our 
Synod, for example, by passing off our doctrine, i.e. the Lutheran 
doctrine, of the Antichrist and of usury as "quirks," by suspecting 
Luther's book, "DaB der freie Wille nichts sei," and so forth.

What is the most important piece of the Catechism? It is an 
important piece; it contains a main doctrine that even children 
should learn. Whether it should be numbered next to the other 
main pieces is another question. This question has 
unnecessarily troubled many minds. In his Large Catechism 
Luther speaks of "five pieces. By this, however, he does not 
mean to say that only five pieces may be counted; in the Large 
Catechism he treats only of five pieces. In the Small Catechism 
he does not number the individual pieces. This is also not done 
in our edition of the Enchiridion. But soon one began to number 
the main pieces in the editions of the Catechisms. Some 
considered the section on the Office of the Keys and on 
Confession as an introduction to the main section on the 
Sacrament of the Altar, others as an appendix to it, and 
designated it either as the fifth or the sixth main section. Already 
Mathesius, the faithful friend of Luther, in one of his sermons on 
Luther's life, after stating the contents of Luther's Catechism, 
says: "These are the six pieces of the lay or infant Bible.” (Pr. 6.) 

Some people don't want to accept six main pieces. But shall 
we quarrel about numbers? It does not matter whether one 
counts five or six principal things, whether one counts the part of 
the office of the keys and of confession or not, if one only has 
and keeps the part itself. No doubt none of our readers will 
condemn him who counts six principal things, and he will not 
judge him who counts five principal things. We all agree that the 
questions of the office of the keys and Luther's teaching on 
confession are of great importance. 

May the God of all grace also keep us in this glorious doctrine 
of the office of the keys, which our Lutheran Church alone 
confesses purely and loudly according to God's Word. G.

The Illinois District 


of our Synod held its sessions this year from April 22 to 28 at the 
Bethlehem congregation of P. Reinke) in Chicago. This District 
God has thus increased in membership, that even the largest 
and most hospitable congregations find it difficult to 
accommodate the same. There were present: 181 pastors, 157 
teachers, 117 deputies. Absent: 22 pastors, 21 teachers, 22 
deputies. In the coming year, proposals will be made as to how 
the district can be divided appropriately. 

The opening sermon was preached by the General Praeses, 
Fr Schwan. The synodal address introduced the subject of the 
doctrinal discussions. For these, a paper by Father Hélter was 
presented: "On the Duties of the Family and the Church in the 
Christian Education of Youth, so that they may be preserved in 
the Word and become blessed." The speaker divided his subject 
into the following parts: "1. That the youth is largely alienated 
from God is an old and now almost universal sad experience. 2) 
The fault is not to be found with God, but elsewhere. (3) God has 
made it the duty of parents in the first place to be his helpers in 
the work of education, and of the church in the second. 4. 
Whoever wants to bring up children in a Christian way must 
himself be a

(5) The word of God alone is the power of God to save, and the 
light of our way; it must therefore be the means and counsel of 
Christian education. 006 With and according to the word of God, 
therefore, parents must first of all divinely govern their homes. 
(7) If the work is to be successful, the Church must guide and 
assist parents in the fulfillment of the duties imposed upon her in 
the care of youth." Only the first three points were discussed. 
This was certainly an extremely important and timely subject. 
The devil and the good Lord, both want to have the dear youth; 
the former to ruin them temporally and eternally, the latter to 
make them happy here and there, in which parents and church 
are to be his assistants. As the serious, instructive negotiations 
will certainly not have remained without fruit for those present, 
so may the blessing of the same flow into the homes of many 
dear fellow-Christians through the soon to appear Synodal 
Report. 

Of the business before the Synod, only the following may be 
mentioned. From the report of the School Committee it appeared 
that they were doing all they could to get rid of the evil 
compulsory school law. The decision will probably be made in 
Springsield in these days. The Synod unanimously declared that 
it could not enter into any compromise, but would steadfastly 
adhere to the principle that the State could not command what 
was to be taught in the church schools, that it had no control over 
them. Furthermore, the Synod decided to recommend to the 
congregations to raise a collection for the benefit of the English 
mission in St. Paul, whose distressed situation was described by 
Father Detzer.

From the Roman Church. In september the Festa of the 


Madonna della Catena is held annually in a little mountain town 
near Messina, about which church festival the English 
Viceconsul in Messina recently made an official report. If a man 
has sorrows, is ill, or in love, he vows to make the pilgrimage to] 
"Our Lady in Chains" one, two, three, or four years in succession. 
For this purpose he completely undresses except for a cloth 
around the loins and makes himself a scourge out of a piece of 
sferza wood, which is very rich in pith. Into this 40-50 needles 
are stuck, which protrude 3-4 mw from the wood, and with which 
he beats his shoulders, chest and legs bloody on the 2-3 km long} 
way to the pilgrimage church. Meanwhile the women offer wine 
and water to the men, and a priest leads the procession with al 
flag. When the English vice-consul saw this procession, over al 
hundred men took part in it, bleeding terribly. Two deaths| 
occurred as a result of this scourging! The women, however, who 
had taken vows, licked with their tongues the way from the 
church door to the high altar in spite of all uncleanliness. This is| 
what happened in 1890 ( A. E.L. K.). 


From Russia. The "Pilgrim from Saxony" writes: A peculiar 


light is shed on the sufferings of our Lutheran co-religionists in| 
the Russian Baltic provinces by a speech recently delivered in 
St. Petersburg by Ambrose, Archbishop of Kharkov. Hel 
describes the time before Peter the Great as the time of struggle 
between the Greek Orthodox Church and Catholicism, and the 
present as the time of necessary struggle with Protestantism as 
the cultural bearer of the European West. This speech was 
received very favorably by the entire Russian press. What the 
latter actually accomplishes in denigrating the Lutheran Church 
is demonstrated by the following remarks in the widely read 
newspaper "Svjet". On the occasion of the rumor of the allegedly 
intended conversion of the Crown Princess Sophie of Greece, 
this paper writes: "It would be quite natural if the princess 
converted, ‘for as darkness recedes with the appearance of light, 
so also Lutheranism is unthinkable in the midst of an Orthodox 
population’. The orthodox world clearly recognizes the whole lie 
of such a sectarianism as that of Lutheranism, and the cool 
attitude of the Greek Church toward the same is not based on 
respect for Lutheranism, but from a full appreciation of its 
weakness." 


On the faithful use of the Bible. 


In the spring of 1781 Emperor Franz Joseph II travelled 
around Bohemia under the name of "Count Falkenstein" and one 
afternoon came to the small town of Lakenstein in the Bohemian 
Ore Mountains. Storm and rain did not allow him to go any 
further; he stayed with his retinue at the Gasthof 
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of the little town over night. In the evening, local peasants came 
and discussed with the innkeeper a little house in front of the 
town, in which dark figures with lights in their hands were 
supposed to walk around. It was said that magic was practised 
there, and that much misfortune would befall the place from that 
house. Joseph said, "Thither must | go!" They crossed 
themselves and blessed him, and so he went. His people 
surrounded the house; he himself knocked at the door. The 
landlord Senitz came out and asked, "Who disturbs an honest 
man at such a late hour?" Joseph answered, "If you are an 
honest man, you shall live; but if you are not, you shall die this 
very night!" Senitz opened, and Joseph entered. There was a 
table in the parlor, and on it lay a large book, which was the 
Bible, and around the table sat twelve people. Senitz had to 
continue his devotions, while the Emperor took his seat on the 
stove bench. He read Ev. John, chap. 3: "Thus God loved the 
world," and so on. Joseph's tears streamed down his cheeks, 
and he cried out, "This is the first time in my life that | have known 
that there are still people who read the Bible!" He commanded 
the man to come to Vienna, to inquire at the imperial palace for 
Count Falkenstein, who would put in a good word for him with 
the Emperor. Senitz went there with his son. He found the 
Emperor in Count Falkenstein. He seized him with both hands 
and then handed him a scroll containing the Edict of Tolerance 
(decree granting Protestants the free exercise of their religion) 
of October 13, 1781. Also a 500 guilder note was put in for the 
building of a prayer house. The Lakenstein Prayer House bears 
the inscription: "Gift of the Emperor". Oestreich owes his "Edict 
of Tolerance" to the faithful use of the Bible of Senitz. 


A testimony of a Reformed man to the inspiration of the 
whole Scripture, which puts many so-called Lutherans to 
shame. 


In the 24th of his sermons on "Elijah the Thisbiter," the 
Reformed preacher F. W. Krummacher (t+ 1869) declares to the 
Bible fighters that the question of whether Elijah really went to 
heaven with fiery horses and chariots is a question of the highest 
importance, insofar as it concerns the inspiration of Scripture, 
and then adds: "If one little column sinks away from the great 
edifice of the Bible, then the whole temple shakes. If | have to 
suspect the historical fidelity of even the most insignificant 
passage of Scripture, the foundation of Scripture is shaken 
under my feet. But we are not of those who doubt; - we believe." 


Luther on lack of preachers. 


Dr. Luther said: "In a short time there would be such a lack of 
pastors and preachers that the present righteous preachers 
would be scratched out of the earth again, if they could be had; 
then the papists, and also our peasants, who so much trouble 
the preachers, will see what they have done. For physicians and 
lawyers remain enough to govern the world; but one must have 
two hundred pastors in a country, since one has enough of one 
lawyer. If there were only one lawyer in Erfurt, that would be 
enough. But it is not so with the preachers. Every village and 
town must have a priest of its own. My most gracious lord, the 
Elector of Saxony, has enough lawyers for his country and 
people, but he must have 1800 pastors. In the meantime, we 
must still make parish priests out of lawyers and Medicis. You 
will see that.

Down in the beautiful Vogtland is a little village called Grin. There a 
small free church congregation has come together, which has been 
served by Pastor E. Lenk. Of course, the people there had to make do 
and hold their meetings in private houses. But they were overjoyed: they 
had found the true Lutheran church! 

Something happened the other day. The local board announced that 
on a certain day they would sell the existing village school building in 
green to the highest bidder. "Well," thought our brothers there, "that 
would be something for us, if God would let us succeed." And right they 
were, in spite of many obstacles. 
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In the face of all the cunning and cunning plots that are necessary in this 
world, the small community bought the above-mentioned plot of land on 
auction day for 7,000 marks. Bought it? Well, yes, at least for the time 
being. And now, you dear brothers in America, you already know roughly 
where this is going. | don't need to say much. | have looked at the building 
very closely and, although | am not an "expert", | can say with a clear 
conscience that it is still quite well preserved. With relatively low costs, a 
suitable church locale could be set up on the lower floor and a friendly 
parsonage apartment on the upper floor. But now the parish is small, very 
small and very poor. And this is the calculation: The schoolhouse 
together with the elevated lot - about 40 x 160 - costs 7000 Marks, the 
necessary repairs will still cost about 2000 Marks: makes a total of 9000 
Marks. And if IInolo 8un?converts that into his money, that makes udoud 
-2200.00. The Griiner themselves, with their great poverty - we in 
America don't even know what poverty is - raise at least -500.00, so that 
probably -1500.00 to -1600.00 debts remain. That is not a large sum, but 
for this small community it would be a very heavy burden. 

Now may | ask for some crumbs from your tables so richly blessed 
with earthly goods ? It is true that we cannot expect such results in the 
field of inner mission here as we are granted over there. But at least | 
believe that, with God's blessing, one or the other weaver or factory 
worker in Green and the surrounding area will find for himself and his 
own in the new little Free Church the one thing that they and all of us 
need.

How often do you go to the Lord's Table? 


This question is an extremely important question. Every 
Lutheran reader and every member of the congregation, young 
and old, should consider this question, look at it from every 
angle, answer it as a question addressed to him by God, and 
then do what he owes according to God's Word and his 
conscience. May his conscience bear witness that he has been 
a diligent communicant, or may his conscience punish him for 
his indifference and sloth: in each case, let the answer to the 
above question be whatever it may, the vow should arise out of 
an honest heart by God's grace after serious self-examination: 
Help God, | will diligently go to the table of the Lord! 

So, dear reader, hand on heart: how often do you go to Holy 
Communion? Often or seldom? once, twice a year, or three, 
four, six times, briefly, diligently? Do not think that the question 
is of little importance, that frequent attendance at Holy 
Communion does not make one a Christian, that one becomes 
blessed by faith, not by diligent communion. The latter is, of 
course, quite true in itself. There are diligent communicants who 
take part in every communion, but Christians, true Christians 
they are not, but hypocrites who want to earn heaven with the 
outward work of their communion. He who has not the righteous 
Christian faith in his heart, may he not communicate at all, or 
may he communicate fifty times a year, it is all the same, a 
Christian, a child of God, a welcome guest at the table of grace 
of the holy sacrament, he is by no means, yes, he who eats and 
drinks unworthily, that is, without faith, eats and drinks judgment 
for himself. But however true this may be, it is by no means 
unimportant and indifferent whether one is zealous or indolent 
in partaking of the Lord's Supper. In other words, to be slothful 
in this is to sin against God, not to take seriously the 
blessedness of one's soul, and to be in constant danger of 
losing one's faith completely. 
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It is a sin against God to miss the holy Sacrament out of 
indolence or indifference. Sin is everything that is contrary to the 
clear word and command of God. But, sayest thou, where then 
hath God commanded how often to go to Holy Communion? 
Nowhere. Is it not, then, at the liberty of the Christian how often 
he will partake of the Sacrament? Indeed. If I, or any man for 
that matter, should command you in the name of God..: You 
must receive Holy Communion so or so often, about four times 
a year! you would have the right and the duty to reject such a 
command of man and to answer: that is not Christian, but papal. 
Here, too, the pope, as the true antichrist, lays down a law and 
pronounces a ban and a curse on those who, for example, do 
not communicate on Easter. We Lutherans also keep with 
Luther in this, who in the preface to the Enchiridion writes, 
among other things: "We shall not force anyone to believe or to 
take the sacrament, nor shall we determine any law, time, or 
place." But it by no means follows from this that in Luther's 
opinion the rare use of the Sacrament would be right and good 
before God. Not so! The same Luther, who does not want to 
know anything about compulsion and determining time and 
setting the law, adds: "Whoever does not seek nor desire the 
Sacrament at least once or four" (that is, once four or about four 
times) "of the year, it is to be feared that he despises the 
Sacrament and is not a Christian, just as he is not a Christian 
who does not believe or hear the Gospel. For Christ said not, 
Leave such things, or despise such things; but do such things, 
as often as ye drink them, etc. He will truly do it, and not have 
left all these things and despised them; 'do these things,' saith 
he." So Luther thinks that a Christian should celebrate Holy 
Communion about four times a year. Why? Not because the 
Lord Christ has prescribed this measure, but because it is 
Christ's clear will that His Christians should not despise the 
testament of His love, but should take often and diligently the 
heavenly treasures which are served to them in the same. For 
Christ's word, "Do this," and that is: "as often as ye drink it," 
indicates that the holy supper is often celebrated, often desired, 
often enjoyed. 


that he should. What, then, does he do who seldom goes to the 
Lord's table? He does no better than one who seldom hears the 
sermon. Nor is it written in as many words in the Bible that one 
should go to church Sunday after Sunday; but what do you call 
a man who misses the service without need, seldom hears 
God's word, and, when questioned about it, pleads his Christian 
liberty? Is it not true that such a man is called a despiser of the 
divine word? Is not Luther right, then, when he says of one who 
attends the Lord's Supper very little, that it is to be feared that 
he despises the sacrament and is not a Christian? A Christian, 
by God's grace, is willing and ready to do what his dear God 
desires of him. If, therefore, he hears that it is Christ's will and 
commandment to partake of Holy Communion often and often, 
the matter is decided for him: he does what his Savior wants him 
to do, he fears God's word, and shuns the sin of acting against 
God. As our Luther says: "Even if it were such a bad sacrament, 
which is neither useful nor necessary to us, as giving us neither 
grace nor help, but only a mere commandment and law of God, 
who requires us to use it out of his divine power, to which we are 
subject and owe obedience: But if, for the sake of this 
commandment, it alone should sufficiently drive and provoke us, 
that we should not despise it, or think it unnecessary and small, 
but should diligently exercise and highly honor it with all 
earnestness and faithful obedience; since nothing greater and 
more glorious can be, than what God gives and commands by 
his word." (X, 2177.) And therefore we likewise admonish our 
Christians with Luther's words, "Wherefore whosoever will be 
Christ's disciple, with whom he here speaketh, let him also think 
and hold himself to it, not as a constraint, as urged on him by 
men, but for obedience and pleasure to the Lord ChristSo 
siiisuch cocuaulagy taste seus deaabacdntohintsaseareesbener thou seest that liberty is 
not thus left, as if it might be despised. For that is what | call 
despising, when one goes so long and has no other hindrance, 
and yet never desires it. If thou wilt have such liberty, have as 
much liberty, that thou mayest have none. 
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If thou art a Christian, thou shalt not believe nor pray; for this is 
Christ's commandment as well as that. But if thou wilt be a 
Christian, thou must at times do enough and obey this 
commandment; for such a commandment should ever move 
thee to look within thyself, and think, Behold, what manner of 
Christian am |? Were | so, | should ever long a little for that 
which my Lord hath commanded to be done." (Gr. Catechism. 
X, 141 f.) 

He who has no desire and zeal to receive the sacrament 
often, but is negligent and indolent in it, evidently cares little for 
his soul's salvation and blessedness. These are sharp but true 
words which Luther speaks about this in the preface to the 
Small Catechism: "But he who does not greatly esteem the 
sacrament is a sign that he has no sin, no flesh, no devil, no 
world, no death, no driving, no hell; that is, he believes none of 
them, though he be up to his ears in them, and is double-minded 
of the devil; Again, he hath no need of grace, life, paradise, the 
kingdom of heaven, Christ, or any good thing of God; for if he 
thought that he had so much evil, and needed so much good, 
he would not leave the sacrament, wherein such evil is helped, 
and so much good is given. Nor should he be compelled by any 
law to take the Sacrament, but he himself would come running 
and running, and compel himself, and drive thee*) that thou 
must give him the Sacrament." Verily it is so. For what did Christ 
institute the holy supper for? what shall we seek and fetch 
there? The Great Catechism gives the short and concise 
answer: "Therefore we go to the Sacrament, that we may 
receive such treasure, by which and in which we obtain 
forgiveness of sins. Why is this? Because the words" (given and 
poured out for you for the remission of sins) "stand there and 
give us these things; for therefore he calleth me to eat and drink, 
that he may be mine, and be profitable unto me for a sure 
pledge and token; yea, the very same thing that is set apart for 
me against my sin, and death, and all unhappiness." (Gr. 
Catechism. X, 138.) Thus forgiveness of sin, redemption from 
death and the devil, and eternal blessedness, Christ, by the 
presentation of his body and blood, will give us, confirm, and 
seal. Yes, you say, | have already received forgiveness of sin, 
life and blessedness in baptism and continue to receive this in 
the Word and in absolution! Dear, read question 588 in 
Dietrich's Catechism, which children learn in school, or let a 
confirmand tell you: "Yes, of course," is the answer; "but 
because we often sin after baptism, and must draw near to God 
by repentance, Holy Communion assures us anew of God's 
grace, by which we are preserved to eternal life." And Holy 
Communion does something that the mere word does not do: it 
impresses the divine seal upon the certificate of grace of the 
Gospel; and this seal is not a lowly one in itself, but the "soul's 
highest good," namely, the true body and blood of the incarnate 
eternal Son of God. How? for such a glorious means of grace 
thou bearest no desire, thou understandest nothing of it, as that 
godly poet could sing: 


*) namely the pastor. 
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Ah, how my soul hungers, human friend, for your 
goodness! Oh, how | often long with tears for this food! 
Oh, how | thirst for the drink of the Prince of Life! Always 
wish that through God my bones may unite with God,- 


and therefore it is a small thing to you to stay away from the table 
of the Lord for a long time, you only let yourself be reminded by 
the calendar to go there again once? Surely the salvation and 
happiness of your soul must be something very small to you. 
Thou feelest not "thine own affliction, which is upon thy neck"; 
thou hungerest and thirstest not for grace, righteousness, 
forgiveness, life, and blessedness. He who thinks himself a poor 
sinner goes gladly and often to the table of the Lord to partake 
of Christ's body and blood for the remission of sins. "It is this," 
Luther writes, "that befalls you, and everything else that happens 
and is said here (at the Lord's Supper) is for the sole purpose of 
forgiving your sins. . . Therefore you have to make sure that the 
words hit you. This happens when you feel that your sin bites 
and terrifies you, that you are tempted by the flesh, the world, 
and the devil. Here thou art angry and impatient; now avarice 
and care of food, etc., trouble thee. That thou hast much offence 
without ceasing, and at times thou runnest along with coarse 
pieces, that thou fallest, and the soul is hurt; so then thou art a 
poor, miserable man, fearing death, becoming despondent, and 
not able to be joyful; there is time and cause enough for thee to 
go and confess, and bewail thy affliction before God, and say: 
"O Lord, thou hast instituted the sacrament of thy body and blood 
for this purpose, and hast left it unto us, that there should be 
found forgiveness of sins: | feel that | am in need of it: | have 
fallen into sin, and stand in fear and despondency; | am not bold 
to confess thy word, | have so many and so many infirmities: 
therefore now | come, that thou mayest heal me, comfort me, 
and strengthen me." (XI, 594 f.) O, this consider every one, to 
whom his blessedness is still dear, who still to some extent 
recognizes: "For we sin much every day and deserve vain 
punishment," who would still like to be rid of his sins, and still 
believes that Christ, his Saviour, out of great, heartfelt, 
causeless love, instituted the reverend Sacrament of the Altar, 
in order to give us and seal for us that which can save, comfort, 
heal, and strengthen us poor sinners, namely, the most 
necessary, indispensable, and most delicious good of salvation 
that there is, the forgiveness of sins! "But where a Christian heart 
considers such things," says Luther, "how is it possible that it 
should not be moved with devotion to seek and desire the same 
(sacrament) willingly with desire and love, without all compulsion 
and laws? But if it is not moved by it, there is not a spark nor 
drop of Christian thought in that heart, and it is undoubtedly an 
unchristian, Turkish, heathen heart, which certainly does not 
believe that Christ instituted and commanded this sacrament to 
be used, much less does it believe that Christ ordained such 
things for us out of causeless, heartfelt love. For where one is 
truly believed, there cannot a heart be 


so let, lazily and contemptuously put to it. "*) (X, 2175.) 

To be lax and indolent in the use of Holy Communion means, 
finally, to be in constant danger of losing the faith altogether. This 
sacrament is the most suitable and glorious means of 
strengthening and maintaining our faith. Johann Gerhard writes 
on this subject: "The promise of the Gospel, that whoever 
believes in Christ shall not perish, but have eternal life, is indeed 
general; However, because fearful consciences, frightened by 
the feeling of sin, divine wrath, and their own unworthiness, often 
doubt whether this promise also concerns them personally, 
whether they can rely on it in true faith before God's judgment, 
and whether they can use it as a support against the accusation 
of the law, of sin, and of the devil, therefore Christ gives them his 
body and blood for their person, in order to protect them as the 
faithful witness, Revelation 1:5, against all accusations. 1:5, to 
strengthen them against all the attempts of various temptations, 
that truly the promise of the gospel, and the goods offered 
therein, may also concern them, since they are fed and watered 
with Christ's body given in death, and with his blood shed for sins 
(which are the source and foundation of the gospel promises) in 


the holy supper." (Loc. de S. coena, § 212.) And Luther writes: 


"Therefore we also preach the death of Christ according to the 
words, This do in remembrance of me. But there is a difference: 
when | preach his death, that is a public sermon in the 
congregation, in which | give to no one in particular; whoever 
grasps it grasps it; but when | administer the sacrament, | 
specially assign it to him who takes it, giving him Christ's body 
and blood, that he may have forgiveness of sins, purchased by 
his death and preached in the congregation. This is something 
more than common preaching. For though in the sermon there is 
just that which is in the sacrament, and again,**) yet there is the 
advantage that here it points to certain persons. There (in the 
sermon) no person is pointed to or painted, but here (in the Lord's 
Supper) it is given to you and me in particular, so that the sermon 
comes to us as our own." (Luther's People's Bibl. 1, p. 27.) How, 
should not this be a powerful means of strengthening and 
maintaining the faith? "Therefore it is called food of the soul, 
which nourishes and strengthens the new man; for by baptism 
we are first born anew. But even so the old skin of flesh and blood 
remains on man, and there is so much hindrance and temptation 
from the devil and the world, that we often grow weary and faint, 
and sometimes stumble. Therefore it is given for daily pasture 
and feeding, that the faith may recover and be strengthened, that 
it may not fall back in such a struggle, but that it may always grow 
stronger and stronger; for the new life is thus to be done, that it 
may always increase and continue." (Rom. Catechism. X, 138.) 
Whoever, therefore, holds the Holy Supper in low esteem, and 
does not often draw from it sap and strength for the new man, 
his faith will ever remain a very puny little plant, nay, will grow 
weaker and weaker, and - end-.

die off completely. Let us hear our Luther again on this subject: 
"Where a man abstains from the sacrament and has no need of 
it, the harm must follow, and cannot fail, that his faith becomes 
more and more weak and cold; From this it must further follow 
that he becomes lazy and cold in love toward his neighbor, lazy 
and unwilling to do good works, unskillful, unwilling to resist evil, 
and thus gains the longer the less desire for the Sacrament, until 
he becomes quite weary of thinking of his dear Savior, and thus 
despises and corrupts in himself from day to day, and becomes 
inclined to and fond of all evil. For the devil is there, neither doth 
he celebrate, till he hull him in sin and shame." (X, 2198.) - 
Well, dear reader, how often do you go to the Lord's table? 
Examine and consider carefully what you have read in the 
foregoing; ask God to impress it upon your heart and 
conscience, and then do what is pleasing to God and salutary 
to you.

Opposed to the continuing lies about Missouri's 
doctrine of election by grace, 


as such are again found in several numbers of the Ohio church 
newspaper, it seems to us appropriate to briefly present both the 
biblical doctrine of Missouri and the unbiblical one of Ohio.*) 


We Missourians believe, first, that God desires all men to be 


saved, to become children of God, to be converted, to believe, 
to be saved. For thus it is written Ezek. 33, 11. Joh. 3, 16. | Tim. 
2, 4. 2Petr. 3, 9. 


We Missourians believe, secondly, that God has not chosen 


all men, but only those who are blessed, out of gracious good 
pleasure in Christ JEsu, to blessedness, and to all things that 
pertain to the attainment of blessedness, to sonship with God, 
and so also to conversion or faith. For thus it is written, Matt.

Should we start heathen mission? 


(Written at the request of the Saginaw Special Conference.) 


The present article is not intended to refer to the general 
missionary duty of Christians. It presupposes, and rightly so, that 
the command of the Savior lives in every Christian's heart: 
"Preach the gospel to every creature. He further presupposes 
that in every Christian's heart there is the consciousness: What 
a blessed and happy man | am through the gospel of Christ! How 
poor, on the other hand, are all those who do not know it! He 
therefore also presupposes this, that every Christian's heart will 
be filled with a longing desire: O, if only | could bring the precious 
gospel to all men! 

Since, therefore, the recognition of the general missionary 
duty as well as a blessed desire for the mission to the Gentiles 
is presupposed, the question at the head of our article is to be 
understood as follows: Is our time and our situation suitable for 
the opening of a mission to the Gentiles, and is it therefore time 
for us to begin a mission to the Gentiles? The senders of this 
article declare here and now their firm conviction that the 
question: "Should we begin a Gentile mission? To be sure, they 
are not unaware of the fact that many an objection has been 
raised on our part against the opening of a mission to the 
Gentiles; but these objections cannot be sustained. This is what 
the authors of these lines would like to achieve by clearly 
illuminating the most important 


and thus prove the justification of their yes to the above 
question. 

The first objection against a speedy start of the mission to 
the Gentiles is that we lack strength; we have so much work in 
this country, especially in the inner mission, that we cannot even 
think of giving our strength to an actual mission to the Gentiles. 

Well, it is true that we have much, much work to do in our 
country, especially in the field of internal missions. And God 
grant that we may get more and more. But would that be a 
reason against opening a mission to the Gentiles? Then we 
should not have started the negro mission either? Didn't we 
have enough work at the time we started it? And do we not have 
enough work today without it? But because of this, should we 
refrain from the negro mission? God be for that! Here it is also 
said in God's way notice: The more his Christians work, the 
more strength he gives. If we only begin to say, "We cannot do 
this," God would punish us by withdrawing more and more 
strength from us. That would be the fault of our unbelief. If we 
only want to do as much as we think we can do with the strength 
we now possess, how can we expect to have blessed 
experiences of God's help in this matter? Would we not deprive 
ourselves of the enjoyment of his blessed promise? We could 
not then come before him and say: Lord, here is need, help, 
help! Give us more workers! - And let us further consider that 
we might easily dampen the willingness of our Christians to 
sacrifice their sons as laborers in God's vineyard, which 
willingness we should indeed increase. The more the dear 
Christians hear: There is need, there is great need of laborers! 
the more willing they become to give up their sons. The more 
one works in God's kingdom, the more the life of faith is kindled. 
Do we not see it daily in little things? A congregation that is not 
always creating new things for itself will soon go backwards. The 
easier it tries to make things for itself, the less it will be able to 
do. If it does not want to spread its work where it has opportunity 
to do so, it will itself suffer the damage, in that its members will 
become more and more lukewarm in all points. O certainly, the 
very mission among the Gentiles will not remain without effect 
on our dear congregations also in the matter of their becoming 
more ready to supply forces. And in this respect, too, we will 
learn that giving does not make us poorer, but richer. We firmly 
know and believe the latter, and we also act according to this 
insight. We would certainly not allow any member of the 
congregation to say, "I must first be in good circumstances 
before | can give. We would call that unbelief. But in the matter 
of the mission to the Gentiles, would we do so? Not so, brethren! 
"Give, and it shall be given unto you. A full, pressed, shaken, 
and superfluous measure shall be given into your bosom," is 
also said here, and that according to the word of the Lord! And 
this word of the Lord has already become very clear to us. We 
need only remember the negro mission. This has already 
required a great deal of strength. But is there anyone among us 
who will say: We have lost so much strength for other areas? 
Certainly not. We all know: God is far too faithful not to require 
constant obedience to his word. 
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...was worth it. He gave it all back to us and more than gave it 
back. 

Asecond concern is: Who are the people among us who have 
the gifts necessary for the mission to the Gentiles? - This concern 
also falls away as soon as it is properly considered. And this is 
done by asking: How many bodies are there left in the whole great 
world that are adorned with such gifts as our own synod? For he 
who asks himself thus, and then wishes to answer his question, 
will have to answer: But what do we perceive in other bodies, 
which are not so blessed as we are? This, that they find among 
themselves the gifts which the foregoing concern describes as 
lacking in us! In other words, the Roman, Methodists, Baptists, 
Presbyterians, Herrnhuters, false Lutherans, - all these, and many 
others besides them, find people among them who have gifts for 
training missionaries, for leading a mission, and for working in it. 
Only the greatest faithful Lutheran body in the world would not 
have such gifts? It would be adorned with the highest gifts before 
others, but not with this one? - Should not this comparison with 
others open our eyes to the above concern? Therefore, nothing 
more should be said about it. 

A third concern is this: Heathen mission costs an enormous 
amount of money. Answer: It does, but that is precisely why we 
must undertake it. Other orthodox synods cannot do it as easily 
as we can. If Gentile mission costs an enormous amount of 
money, we also have an enormous amount of money! *) Rightly 
understood, dear reader! Many of the congregations of our synod 
are quite poor, but even the less fortunate, even the poor, still 
have a mite for Gentile mission; even the number of those who 
are blessed with earthly goods is not small. This must be testified 
by every one who is more intimately acquainted with them. What 
our Synod at present has to raise in money is of no consequence 
to its size and prosperity. Compared, for example, with the small 
and poor Saxon Free Church, it is very little. Everyone can easily 
see this by looking at the receipts from both sides for gifts of love. 
We could do even more according to our circumstances! 
Assuming that each communicant increases his contributions by 
10 cents annually, that would amount to 30,000 dollars more. 
Whoever considers this will no longer want to know anything 
about money as an objection to the heathen mission; he will 
certainly no longer think that those who advocate the opening of 
such a mission want to begin a tower construction that we cannot 
lead out. 

Here, by the way, is the remark that it is precisely for the 
mission to the Gentiles that people like to give. And the more a 
Christian begins to give for a work of God, the more his desire to 
give in general grows; far from our other funds suffering hardship 
through a Gentile mission, they too will be the more abundantly 
provided for. But since we do not have a Gentile mission at 
present, we formally push back the givers for such. 

A fourth concern should be taken into account here. The same 
runs into the question: Can-

With the sacrifices that the mission to the Gentiles requires in 
terms of people and resources, can we not achieve more 
elsewhere, e.g. in the inner mission? Answer: According to the 
apparent success, probably. But God does not know such a way. 
And then be consistent and apply the same argument to the 
Negro, Jewish and English missions! Do we want that? Certainly 
not. - For the rest, consider this: All other missions that we do, 
in spite of everything that can be said about the immersion of the 
poorest people on whom we do missions, are nevertheless done 
on those who live under the sound of the Word. But the heathen 
nations proper are entirely shut up from the same. Are we not 
therefore doubly and tenfold guilty of carrying the light where 
there is utter darkness? What dreadful darkness that is, we may 
well be silent about. We all know enough about it, among other 
things from the reports of the "Missionary Dove". 

Therefore, beloved fellow Christians, let us faithfully cultivate 
the missions of the past and continue to expand them. But let us 
not neglect the other, the actual mission to the Gentiles. We can 
do both, as has just been proved. But can we now also be 
responsible if we omit the one? It is true, of course, that our first 
duty is to work in the land where God has placed us. In this we 
follow the apostles who began at Jerusalem. But as the apostles 
soon enlarged the region, so shall we do also. We have long 
since lifted up our land. We have filled it in truth with pure 
doctrine. Now let us also go to the poor Gentiles!

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Lutheran Practice. 


Just as it is not enough for a man, in order to be a Christian, 
to profess only with his mouth that he is a Christian, so it is not 
enough for a congregation, a corporation, in order to be 
Lutheran, to call itself only Lutheran and to profess the symbols 
of the Lutheran church in the Constitution. Just as the 
confession, "| am a Christian," must be corresponded to in 
conduct and life, so the Lutheran confession of a congregation 
or corporation must be corresponded to in ecclesiastical action. 
Just as he is not a Christian whose conduct contradicts the 
confession, | am a Christian, so also that is not a Lutheran 
congregation, not a Lutheran corporation, whose ecclesiastical 
action contradicts the Lutheran confession. This ecclesiastical 
action of a congregation, a corporation, is called practice, and if 
it is in accordance with the Lutheran confession, Lutheran 
practice, and if it contradicts it, un-Lutheran practice. 

When we speak of Lutheran practice, we do not mean the 
personal life of the individual members of a congregation, a 
corporate body, but what it does as a community or tolerates in 
its midst, its effectiveness, its institutions and orders. 

Practice, then, must correspond to the confession. The 
confession must not be a mere empty formula, must not remain 
a dead letter on the paper of the Constitution, but the confession 
must regulate the entire activity of a body, its ecclesiastical 
actions and activities must be arranged according to the 
confession and be permeated by it, the confession must be 
expressed in its institutions and ordinances. Mere formal 
confession is worthless if it does not become action. The 
confession must be taken seriously; it must not be merely a 
figurehead. If practice contradicts the confession, one is not 
serious about it. It is easy to profess the Lutheran symbols, 
especially where Luther's name is regarded as that of a great 
man. But that is not enough. Rather, the Lutheran confession 
needs to be 
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This only happens if the practice corresponds to it and does not 
contradict it. The practice shows whether the confession of the 
symbols is an open, honest one or not. 

Let's show this with some examples. 

Where a Lutheran body takes the Lutheran confession 
seriously, it accepts only members who are faithful to the 
confession and tolerates only those who are faithful to the 
confession; it does not tolerate any doctrine that conflicts with 
the confession; it guards against all religious warfare and union; 
it avoids all fraternal fellowship with false believers and all 
ecclesiastical cooperation with false believers; it associates only 
with those who faithfully adhere to the confession. There one 
watches over the faithfulness of the members to the confession. 
They intervene when they perceive deviation from the 
confession, seek to correct the erring members, and denounce 
their fellowship when all exhortations to return are in vain. There 
one practices doctrinal discipline. This is Lutheran practice. 

On the other hand, a body which does not practice doctrinal 
discipline, which tolerates the counter doctrine rejected in the 
Lutheran confession, which cultivates fellowship with false 
believers, makes a mockery of the Lutheran confession and has 
no right to call itself Lutheran. It is untruth, falsehood, and 
hypocrisy when it calls itself Lutheran. Just as no one is and 
remains a Christian who does not practice self-restraint, who 
does not crucify his flesh, so also no body can be and remain 
Lutheran which does not practice discipline, which does not 
strictly carry out its principles and therefore does not discipline 
those who offend. 

But a Lutheran body faithful to the confession will also see 
to it that discipline is exercised in its midst also with regard to 
life, that ungodly conduct and life are not tolerated but punished, 
and that those are excluded who reject the warning and 
punishment. This is Lutheran practice. 

If a body calling itself Lutheran is serious about the 
confession, if it recognizes the importance and the high value of 
pure doctrine, it will see to it that all of its members practice the 
pure Lutheran doctrine. 


It will see to it that the pure doctrine is diligently practiced in 
sermons, in congregational meetings, in conferences, in 
synods; it will see to it that the pure doctrine is also preserved 
for the descendants; it will not be content with the state schools 
and the highly praised Sunday schools that have arisen among 
the sects, but establish and maintain Lutheran 


congregational schools so that the youth may be thoroughly 


will 


instructed in the pure doctrine and strengthened. This is 
Lutheran practice. 

If a body truly cares about the Lutheran confession, it will not 
tolerate books and magazines of false believers being 
recommended and distributed in its midst, but will see to it that 
only orthodox writings are found and used in homes, schools, 
and churches, and does what it can to ensure that the symbols 
of the church, pure hymnals, pure 
schoolbooks, edification books of pure teachers are distributed, 


Luther's writings, 


and watches that nothing is found in its journals that contradicts 
the Lutheran confession. This is Lutheran practice. 

If a Lutheran body heartily accepts the Lutheran Church's 
confession of the true presence of the body and blood of Christ 
in Holy Communion, it cannot tolerate communion with false 
believers who deny this sacred doctrine -; it will also see to it 
and try with all seriousness to prevent that no one enjoys the 
sacrament of the body and blood of Christ to its judgment and 
that no one is admitted who denies the true presence of the body 
and blood of Christ; it will faithfully see to it that those who want 
to go to the sacrament are first interrogated and instructed about 
the precious gift that is given to us in this sacrament and about 
the worthy reception of this gift. This is Lutheran practice. 

A body which is faithful to the Lutheran confession and 
therefore also holds fast the precious doctrine of the church, its 
office and government, will not tolerate in its midst the rule of 
priests, nor the bondage of men; it will not tolerate the pastors 
of the church. 
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The Lutheran Church will not allow itself to be treated as a littl 
parson, but it will also not admit that the pastors are treated a 
servants of men and are hired for a certain period of time lik 
wage servants; it will see to it that the pastors who are guilty o 
misconduct are not removed from office by the synod, but by th 
congregation concerned; it will not allow the congregations to b 
ruled by so-called church councils, but will allow itself to be ruled 
it will not regard synods as legislative bodies, but only a 
consultative bodies. This is Lutheran practice. 

A body which is convinced that the Lutheran confession alon 
is the full truth, and which anxiously sees to it that this confessio: 
is preserved, also sees to it that the glorious ceremonies of ou 
church are preserved, because they are not only exceedingl 
lovely, but also serve to ward off Puritan-Methodist fanaticism. | 
will never assert the absolute necessity of them, it will neve’ 
make the orthodoxy of a congregation dependent on them, it wil 
never press for their introduction, but it will nevertheless mak 
the preservation of them its concern; it will see to it with anxiou 
care that Christian liberty is not violated in the least, but it wil 
hold with all seriousness in the right way especially over th 
confession ceremonies, and will never tolerate that ceremonie 
are adopted by which a part of the dear confession is denied. 
body faithful to the confession will therefore not accept th 
ceremony of the breaking of bread, because the Reformed wan

We cannot, therefore, recognize as pure, as truly Lutheran, 
body which calls itself Lutheran, and in which an un-Luthera 
practice prevails. We say: prevails; for that does not make 
Lutheran body an un-Lutheran one, that here and there there i 


and discussed in community meetings. Thus it does not remain 
merely with fine words, but comes to action. One watches that 
nothing contrary to the confession occurs, and one tries in all 
seriousness to ward off where something of the kind has 
occurred. For this reason the congregations are visited by the 
visitators, and the state of the practice is also examined. And in 
the reports of the presidents, of the visitators, at synods, at 
conferences, in congregational meetings, any irregularities that 
may occur are not concealed, but are openly stated for the 
purpose of healing. And to those who do not believe it, we say: 
Come and see! 

But have we not become self-conceited? Yes, like the 
apostle Paul, who had to defend his glory in Christ against 
slanderous false apostles. 

A paper of the General Council, in fact, tells its readers, that 
in regard to the practice in the Council, it is just as in the Missouri 
Synod. "Herald and Magazine" writes that "in practice some 
things are left to be desired with us" (in the General Council) 


"just as iN Missouri,” etc.; that is, that the practice in the Council 


and in Missouri is quite the same. That this is an untruth we 
need not say; even members of the Council who are striving for 
improvement will admit that. It is, after all, a matter of "practice," 
of applying and carrying out the Lutheran Confession in synodal 
and congregational life. Surely every impartial person must say 
that the situation in the Missouri Synod is quite different from 
that in the General Council. 

In our Synod, thank God, doctrinal discipline is still practiced, 
no "dyed-in-the-wool chiliast," no Union man is tolerated; still 
less are such people made Presidents, as in the Council. In our 
Synod, fellowship and common activity with false believers is 
not tolerated, as in the Council. In our Synodal Conference, no 


a failure against Lutheran practice, if it only does not grant such Synod, like the lowa Synod, with its open questions, etc., could 


omission any justification and toleration, but rather, as soon as i 
becomes apparent, steps in against it and seeks to correct it. 


Lutheran practice, practice in accordance with the Lutheran 


confession prevails, thank God, in our synod. We do not want t 
sing the praises of our achievements.

At he 
synodal meetings and conferences she not only dealt wit 
practical questions, but also all doctrinal discussions wer 


always directed toward the practical. We could compile a long, 


long register if we wanted to list by name the many doctrina 
questions dealt with. The deputies of our congregations, who ar 
extremely interested in the doctrinal discussions, take th 
blessings they have received to their congregations and repo 
back. The synodal reports are read by the members of th 
congregations. 


be received even as deliberative, which yet they are so eager to 
receive fully with open arms in the General Council. 

We have not yet found anything that the General Council has 
done to promote and establish their members in pure doctrine, 
to carry out pure doctrine in the life of the congregation; but we 
have read that in the General Council one may mock at "pure 
doctrine" with impunity. We have not yet read of any anxious 
care that only pure Lutheran writings be found in the houses, 
but we have read this, that in their magazines also un-Lutheran 
books and magazines are recommended with impunity. We 
have not yet heard that doctrinal discipline has been practiced 
in the General Council. The efforts of Dr. Krauth to bring about 
a decisive stand have met with little response. Those who do 
not want to let go of un-Lutheran practice dominate. As a body, 
the General Council has not even managed to match the words 
of the priest Eli in its rebuke of the evils: "Do not do so badly! 
Although Eli allowed his sons to sin, he still punished them: "Do 
not do so evil! 

We have not yet found that in: General Council just so frankly 
and freely, just so often testified against the evil of the secret 
societies, just so untiringly worked against it, as this can be said 
with special glory of our Synod.

The ecclesiastical conditions of the old 
fatherland. 


9, Neuendettelsau. 

Like Hermannsburg in northern Germany, Neuendettelsau in 
southern Germany was one of the places where the Spirit of 
God could be felt particularly strongly, from where spirit, light 
and blessing went out into wide circles. This small, 
unprepossessing village in central Franconia achieved a kind of 
fame through Pastor Léhe. The life and work of L6he deserves 
special attention in our presentation, firstly because of the far- 
reaching influence of this man, but also because of his 
connection with the Lutheran Church in America. 

Wilhelm Léhe was born on February 21, 1807 in Furth in 
Bavaria, attended the grammar school in Nuremberg, studied 
theology in Erlangen and Berlin, and passed his 
Candidatenexamen in 1830. At the former place, he came to the 
knowledge of Jesus Christ, especially through the faith-filled 
testimony of the reformed Professor Krafft. Immediately he 
confessed the name of his Saviour without hesitation, even 
among his partly very raw fellow students. The grace of the Lord 
awakened in him early a burning zeal for the welfare of the 
church. He recognized the deep need of the church of his time, 
but also knew where alone help could be found. In an appeal to 
his fellow students he testified: "The one thing from which help 
can come seems almost completely forgotten and lost among 
the people. But this one thing is the gospel of the reconciliation 
of the world through JESUS CHRIST." Already during his years 
of study he diligently searched the confessional writings of the 
Lutheran Church, the writings of Luther and the works of the old 
Lutheran theologians, and thus gained a thorough aversion to 
everything unionistic. As vicar and parish administrator in 
Kirchenlamitz (Upper Franconia), Nuremberg and Alldorf, he 
became one of the most important revival preachers and 
caused a great stir. Some were attracted. Others scoffed and 
sought to oust him. 

In 1837 he was called to Neuendettelsau as pastor. 
Throughout his life he did not leave this small parish. Lohe 
probably had what it took to be a city preacher, even a 
theological professor. He was richly gifted, always studied 
diligently, and placed his gifts and studies at the service of the 
Holy Spirit. But because they feared the unvarnished testimony 
of truth from his mouth, they did not want to entrust him with a 
more important position, lest he disturb the peace. He now 
turned all his strength and love to his congregation and set 
himself the goal of forming it into a truly Christian Lutheran 
congregation. He avoided everything exciting, the 


The word alone was to have an effect with its convincing, 
conscientious, comforting and sanctifying power. In his sermons 
he drew from the depths of the divine Word and knew how to 
captivate his listeners through noble, simple language. He also 
handled the Word in pastoral care. He practiced discipline 
according to God's Word, introduced confession, as far as this 
was possible within the limits of a national church. He 
accustomed his congregation to the fact that sinners who 
caused public offence made their apologies before the 
congregation. He also did something with the word. Regular 
attendance at church services, diligent partaking of the Lord's 
Supper became the general custom in Dettelsau. After a 
number of years Léhe had also succeeded in sweeping out the 
raw, desolate world. In the inns of his parish, dancing, gambling 
and making noise at the drinking table were frowned upon. The 
testimony of this mighty preacher resounded far beyond the 
borders of his village. Soon Neuendettelsau was a gathering 
place for strangers and travelers from all German lands. 
Through Léhe's writings, his sermons, e.g. on the Lord's Prayer, 
through his gripping tracts, in which he sharply attacked the 
harm done by his people, e.g. fornication, youthful lust, worldly 
lust, the dance craze, but also offered the right cure, the 
consciences of many were awakened and then led to the Savior 
of sinners. His "Seeds of Prayer", certainly the best of his books, 
in which he taught the Christian people to pray in a truly childlike 
and confident way, became established in countless Christian 
homes. 

An excellent treatise from that first period, entitled: "Von dem 
gottlichen Wort, als das Licht, welches zum Frieden fihrt," 
proves that Léhe had grasped the Lutheran doctrine and 
practice at the right point. After rejecting "the way of feeling and 
works," he writes, among other things: "When someone is 
awakened, it should be our first business to tell him that the 
excitement of his mind and any joy he may have is not the 
lasting and great thing in the matter; rather, he should, and this 
is the main thing we counsel, from the beginning to the end of 
his spiritual life, not look at the changeable things in himself, but 
at the unchangeable promises of the Word of God, which, thank 
God! stand apart from us, untouched by our feelings, are a 
divine surety and assurance, and vain securities and charters of 
redeemed souls." "Let one come into temptations, into 
perplexities, into feelings, whatever they may be: let one always 
stand by thy strict distinction between God and man, God's word 
and feeling, God's faithfulness and man's faith! Let us praise 
and extol the guardian of Israel, who neither sleeps nor 
slumbers, who knows all the sorrowful souls and their woes, and 
has therefore revealed to them such glorious, heart-rending

of the congregation for Holy Communion," etc.; "that pastors be 
forbidden to continue to offer Holy Communion to obviously 
unbelieving members of the congregation who persistently 
contradict the confession and live in gross sin," etc. etc.; "that 
the pastors be forbidden to administer Holy Communion to 
obviously unbelieving parishioners who persistently contradict 
the confession and live in vices and gross sins before they could 
be absolved, i.e. before the unbelief and sin are recognized and 
signs of newness are given. There was no lack of fine, Lutheran- 
sounding speeches at the Synod, but none of the demands were 
actually granted. Lohe judged afterwards: "The Synod, in spite 
of much talk of our Lutheran Church, is nevertheless unirt as a 
Synod, and not only with the Reformed, but also with the 
Rationalists in its midst." In a little paper entitled "Illumination of 
the Synodal Decisions," he now expressed himself thus: "If we 
remain with the national church and its association, we can 
certainly gain sporadic (isolated) advantages; perhaps, through 
our constancy, we will still wrest from it and from the authorities 
many a kind word for Lutherans, still many a concession; 
perhaps, out of fear, they will still do and let us do this and that. 
But what is it? We remain in a fellowship that again has 
fellowship with false teachers, where false doctrine can continue 
to proliferate through doctrine, hymnal, and agendas, where 
discipline is not even recognized at the last end, yes, hardly in 
principle. Is this faithfulness to JEsum, is it brotherly love, is it 
general love?" Léhe could not testify more clearly to the duty of 
separation. Friends and opponents alike now expected him to 
take the decisive step. If Léhe had followed his words with 
action, if he had left the community of false teachers and 
unbelievers in obedience to the Word of God, many would have 
gone with him, this would have been the beginning of a Lutheran 
Free Church, which would have brought incalculable blessings 
to his fatherland. But instead of going forward freshly in God's 
he got involved in an endless and _ fruitless 
correspondence with the Bavarian church regiment, he sought 


name, 


advice from the Erlangen professors Hofmann, Thomasius, 
Delitzsch, who earnestly contradicted him about separation, he 
took a survey from countless friends, who sent back many more 
"No!" than "Yes!" as an answer, and so he postponed the 
decision, hesitated and waited too long, and only became lame 
and tired through long dithering and waiting. In 1851 HarleB took 
over the leadership of the Bavarian Landeskirche as president 
of the Bavarian Oberconsistorium, here and there something 
was changed, the Reformed and Lutherans were more 
separated from each other, in the course of the years a new, 
better hymnal appeared, a new agendas, but the source of the 
evil was not blocked. The Bavarian Landeskirche remained and 
still is today what it was then, a desegregated bunch, in which 
everyone can teach and live as he pleases. And Léhe remained 
in this genuinely unrighteous, corrupt church for the rest of his 
life, and thus gave the lie to his own testimony and dampened 
his own faith. 


In many Lutheran Christians even the holy fire, which he had 
first kindled, was extinguished. In 1800, the need to leave the 
national church came upon him again quite strongly. Because 
he refused to marry a man of his congregation who had divorced 
his wife contrary to the Word of God and wanted to remarry, he 
was suspended from office for several months by his "orthodox" 
church regiment. This must have opened his eyes to how little 
God's Word was still valid in his national church. His 
congregation stood by him as one man. But he remained where 
he was, and the suspension was withdrawn. The strength to 
fight and resist was as if broken. The voice of truth, the protest 
against the damages and sins of the Landeskirche, which later 
became loud from the mouths of other, younger witnesses in 
Bavaria, no longer found resonance with him. 

A precarious turning point had now occurred in Léhe's life 
and work. He deviated more and more from the straight path of 
the Lutheran confession. Even in the same year in which he 
weakened in his fight against the national church, he published 
several writings on ministry and church, in which he presented 
an un-Lutheran doctrine. Precisely in opposition to the Missouri 
Synod, to which he had hitherto been closely attached, he 
further formed this his doctrine. He denied what Missouri 
maintained, that Christ had originally entrusted the office of 
preaching to his congregation, the congregation of believers, 
and that the congregation by calling conferred the office upon 
the preachers, and taught that the office was given by God 
directly, without the mediation of the congregation, to the 
ministers of the church by ordination, which he called a divine 
ordinance. In the meantime, his friends and missionaries in 
America had recognized that the so-called Missourian 
conception of office and church was the doctrine in accordance 
with Scripture and the confession, and contradicted their old 
friend and teacher. Thus it came to a break between Lohe and 
the Missouri Synod. A consultation with Walther and Wyneken, 
who visited him in 1852, had proved unsuccessful. Léhe 
henceforth continued to send his disciples to the American 
West, and gave the impetus to the formation of the lowa Synod. 
It did not take long before Lohe also fell into the chiliastic rapture. 
The magic fairy tale of a millennial kingdom, of a reign and glory 
of the faithful on earth before the end of the world, of a double 
resurrection and double return of Christ captivated his heart and 
found his entire approval. This heresy leavened more and more 
his theology and ministry. He could hardly preach in his last 
years without losing himself in chiliastic effusions. The most 
innocent Bible texts were maltreated and interpreted to that 
fable land of a thousand years. Moreover, he now laid undue 
emphasis on external church orders, on liturgy, and the like. The 
purity of doctrine was no longer as important to him as it had 
been in the first, better times. He could no longer bring himself 
to an energetic protest against the entire newer theology, as it 
was also presented in Erlangen by the professors of his regional 
church. In his later sermons and sermon books one misses the 
sharp distinction between law and gospel, justification and 
sanctification. 
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Finally, we must not conceal one last aspect of Lohe's 


effectiveness. Since he had renounced the building of a truly 
Lutheran church, he sought a substitute for it in the foundation of 


an ecclesiola in ecclesia, a little church within the church. At 


one end of Neuendettelsau a number of stately buildings were 
erected in the course of the years. The largest of these was a 
deaconess institution, with which several charitable institutions 
served by the deaconesses were connected, e.g. several 
hospitals, an institution for the miserable, a so-called 
"Magdalenium", i.e. a reformatory for fallen girls. From near and 
far needy people were handed over to the spiritual care of the 
Neuendettelsau priest. With his great influence he always 
received the necessary funds for the maintenance of these 
institutions. He himself took care of the poor, the sick, and the 
afflicted with devoted love until the end, even after a special 
institution director had been appointed, and it was touching how 
he knew how to bring the comfort of the Gospel to even the 
stupid. However, even in these works of mercy unhealthy, 
enthusiastic thoughts interfered. Through his words and writings, 
he gave many reasons for many deaconesses to consider their 
position as a particularly holy one and thus to aspire to a kind of 
nun's devotion. Lé6he has been accused several times of 
nomanism, of leaning towards Roman ideas. And this accusation 
is justified in some respects. His most serious aberration was the 
publication of a book of edification intended for Christian women 
and virgins, the so-called "Rose Months". There he brought it 
upon himself to offer Lutheran Christian women old genuine 
papist legends and lies as truth and soul food and to exhibit a 
new pattern of monastic holiness as a model. 

Léhe died on January 2, 1872 and worked tirelessly in the 
vineyard of the Lord until his old age. He helped many souls from 
death. But it is and remains deeply to be lamented that this 
eminent man, who according to the gift bestowed upon him could 
have become a champion of Lutheran truth, the founder of a 
Lutheran Free Church, missed his calling and by his special 
thoughts and special desires, which still have an effect in 
German ecclesiastical circles, as well as in an American and an 
Australian Synod, caused much mischief and confusion in the 
Church of God. G. St.

I. America. 

The English Evangelical Lutheran Synod of Missouri and Other States. 
This is now the name of the body which met in October, 1888, 
as the General English Lutheran Conference of Missouri and 
other States, and held its second meeting here in St. Louis, May 
20-26. Mr. F. Kuegele, President, who was re-elected, preached 
the opening sermon in Bethlehem Church. The first session was 
also held in this church, and the remaining ten in the English 
Lutheran church of Mr. I>. F. W. Adams. The subject of doctrinal 
discussion was the doctrine of Holy Communion. There are now 
fourteen pastors in the synod. Three pastors and three 
congregations were received. The assem- 


The meeting also commemorated the blessed Prof. Cramer, who 
was a faithful friend of the former English Conference and had 
attended one of its first meetings. P. W. Dallmann was elected 
chief editor of the "Lutheran Witness", since P. C. Frank had 
resigned. Mr. Kigele, President, and Mr. Adams, Father F. W., 
were appointed visitators. 

The Pennsylvania Synod held its convention this year from May 2 
t. to 27 at Pottstown, Pa. On the evening of the first day, 
addresses were given on "Education." The first speaker was 
Rev. A. Hellwege. The "Lutherische Kirchenblatt" reports: "He 
proved that they (the children) must be educated 'to the Lord’. He 
mentioned the parochial school as it is found in the German 
synods of the West. . . . Unfortunately, he said, it had almost 
disappeared in the Pennsylvania Synod. The public school 
teaches no religion and may teach none, only the Christian 
parochial school does. He cited Luther for insisting on 'Christian' 
schools." The second speaker was Th. E. Schmauk. He spoke 
against the parochial school and "wanted to show," as the above- 
mentioned paper says, "that 'the German brethren’ were on the 
wrong track with their parochial school. We were surprised to 
hear this public condemnation of the Lutheran parochial schools. 
. .. Today one does not hear a word about the parochial school, 
and when it is mentioned, it is condemned as unsuitable for our 
church and our parochial life. In the past, the parochial school 
was still recognized in principle; even if it was not introduced, it 
was left standing. In the synodal assembly 25 years ago...ina 
committee report, special reference was made to the Lutheran 
parochial school in Reading and it was recommended for 
imitation. Now they are done with it, and at most hold it too good 
for the foolishness of the 'German brethren’! Ah, who looks at the 
poor confirmands? who know so utterly nothing of the Catechism 
and Biblical History, yet they went to Sunday School, who says 
No and thrice No!!!! Would to God there were a Lutheran parish 
school in every Lutheran parish! If we had faith... there would be 
an English parochial school associated with every English 
parish. . . . If we had faith, more faith, we would also start more 
schools." - Fr. Hinterleitner condemned the bad habit, which had 
again occurred during this Synodal Assembly on Sunday, of 
pastors preaching in non-Lutheran pulpits, and moved "that the 
Synod forbid its members to preach in other pulpits".

teach falsely of man's conversion and blessedness. For they 


teach that conversion and blessedness do NOt depend On God 


alone, but in a certain respect also on Man, and that on his 
right conduct.

This false teaching, which takes away God's glory and 
endangers man's blessedness, goes straight against God's 
Word. For it is written Hosea 13:9, "Israel, thou bringest thyself 


into evil: for thy salvation standeth with me alone." Ohio says 


this teaching of the scriptures is not right. Though the Scriptures 
may teach, "alone," we Ohioans know better, and teach the 
antithesis, "not alone. 

The Scriptures teach, Eph. 2:8, "By grace are ye saved 
through faith: and that not of yourselves, it is the gift of God." 
Ohio says, No, that is not true again; we Ohioans know better 
from our spirit, from our reason, and teach our people, Though 
the Scripture says, "not of you," we say, "even of you," for your 
conversion and blessedness depend, after all, on you men also. 
- Thus the Ohioans virtually slap the scriptures in the face. 

Our Lutheran Confession says (F. C. II.), in brief and clear 
words, that man cannot at all cooperate before and in his 
conversion, that man is converted "without all his doing," that 
"which belongs to its real beginning and 
consummation, is effected entirely by God alone through the 


conversion, 


Holy Spirit. - The Lutheran confession says of man that he is as 
incapable of right conduct, of cooperation, of decision, of saying 
"yes" in his conversion of himself as a "stone, block, and clay. 
Yea, "that he is much worse than a stone or a block, because 
he is contrary to the word and will of God, until God awakens, 
enlightens, and renews him from the death of sins." Ohioans are 
overturning the Confession. The Confession says, "wholly, 
singly, and alone" of God; Ohio says, not wholly, singly, and 
alone of God. -The Confession says: Man can do "nothing at all" 
for his conversion, is a dead "stone, stick," even worse, "he 
resists"; Ohio: All this is not so, it is not true, man can also do 
something for his conversion, he can be right and true. 
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can refrain from reluctance, because conversion and salvation 
"depend not only on God, but also on man". - Ohio wants to be 
Lutheran and tramples the Lutheran confession underfoot. 

Dr. Luther, in his interpretation of the first book of Moses, 
says: "Man is certainly like a clay in the hand of the potter, in 
which alone is wrought, but he himself works nothing." 
"Abraham is nothing, but a matter or thing, which the divine 
majesty, by the word, to call him, takes hold of, and establishes 
out of it a new man and patriarch: that therefore this rule is not 
lacking in any man, but stands and abides absolutely thus. Man 
is of himself nothing, is also able to do nothing, and has of 
himself nothing, but sin, death, and eternal damnation; Almighty 
God works in him so much by his grace and mercy, that he may 
be something, and be delivered from sin, death, and eternal 
damnation through the blessed Seed, the Lord JESUS Christ." 
- How serious the false doctrine was in Luther's eyes, that 
conversion and salvation depended not only on God, but also 
on man, that man could somehow prepare himself for 
conversion and send himself by his conduct, is shown by the 
following words: "Whoever wants to deny man's free will, that he 
is able and able to cooperate in spiritual things even in the 
smallest way, has denied Christ. | stand by this, and know that 
it is the certain truth, even if the world were against it and 
concluded otherwise, the decree of the high divine majesty will 
well stand against all infernal gates." Ohio, however, still dares 
to overturn the decree of the high divine majesty, namely, that 
the almighty God alone by his grace and mercy brings about 
man's conversion and salvation. 

But are we not perhaps doing the Ohioans an injustice, if we 
say that they deny the "grace of God alone" in man's conversion 
and blessedness? Does not Father Allwardt, in his article in the 
Ohio Church Magazine, expressly confess the following: "We 
believe, teach, and confess with all our hearts that the whole 
conversion, from the first better stirring of the heart to the 
complete victory even over the last enemy, is a work of divine 
grace, to which man adds nothing of his own"? Now this would 
be a good confession if it were only meant as it reads. But this 
is not so. This Ohio confession is vain deceit, in which Ohio 
wants to conceal itself with its fundamental error and seduce 
weak Lutherans. Here is the proof! If Ohio really believes that 
everything, everything in man's conversion and blessedness is 
solely God's grace, why does Ohio not stick to the simple 
doctrine: man's conversion and blessedness depend solely on 
God's grace? Why does it add the awful words, "in some 
respects also of man"? If the Ohioans really meant to teach: The 
whole conduct of man, conversion from beginning to end, is 
grace, grace alone, nothing but grace, man does nothing to it: 
why then do they add to the grace of God the conduct of man 
also? Why both God's 


Grace and the right conduct of man, since both are supposed to 
be one and the same thing? Why the different names for one 
and the same thing? Grace is to be nothing but grace, and 
conduct also nothing but grace! Why does not Ohio, when in 
right zeal it wished to bear a double witness to one and the same 
thing in so important a matter, say thus: A man's conversion and 
blessedness depend solely on God's grace; and as we have 
said, so we repeat again, yea, conversion and blessedness 
depend solely, entirely, on God's grace? That would be 
beautiful, clear, distinct, firm. But why, we repeat our question, 
why does Ohio call two things, when it means only ONE thing? 
Surely such a thing can only serve to confuse a simple thing, or 
even to deceive weak Christians with it, as with a cleverly 
devised artifice. Or have the Ohioans even become humorous, 
and have chosen this twofold designation of the same thing only 
for the sake of amusement and jest, as, for instance, that farmer 
who had only one horse, but demonstrated to his neighbor: 
"See, | have not only a horse, but also a horse. Or, if the farmer 
were an Ohioan farmer, he would probably say even more 
subtly and cleverly: See, | have not only a horse, but in some 
respects also a horse. What would the neighbor probably 
answer the farmer? Probably this: Art thou clever, or hast thou 
evil, hast thou deceit in thy mind? Ohio has evil in mind, for it 
overturns its confession, by which it wants to lead the people to 
the opinion that Ohio really confesses a conversion and 
salvation "by grace alone," by adding "also from man. And why 
does Ohio do this? What evil spirit drives them to make such 
addition? Well, they are vexed and offended at the word of God, 
"Thy salvation standeth with me alone." They take offence at the 
divine mystery of a man's conversion and blessedness. Their 
prudence cannot bear that the article of conversion should be to 
them an inscrutable divine mystery. But it remains that 
conversion is such a mystery. For the Scriptures teach that all 
men are by nature spiritually dead, but that conversion depends 
solely on the grace of God. But the grace of God is a very 
general one; God so loved the whole world that he gave it his 
only begotten Son; he wants all men to be helped, that through 
the means of grace they may come to repentance and faith, and, 
being thereby converted and preserved in the faith to the end, 
may at last be saved. But now, nevertheless, all men are not 
converted and saved. And to us Missourians, and to all 
Christians who take their reason captive to the obedience of 
Christ and his word, this is a divine mystery quite beyond 
comprehension. For we Missourians know well from God's 
Word why so many men are not converted and saved, for the 
Lord Christ says, "they have not willed." But we do not now 
reverse the matter, and say, As by not willing, by evil sounding, 
men are lost, not converted, not saved: so also by their right 
conduct, by their willing, so also with of themselves, men are 
converted and saved. For the Scripture says: "It is God who 
works in you both to will and to do, 


uthe raner AES 


But why does God not create the will in all men, since he wants 
all to be saved? Here we Missourians put our finger on our 
mouths and bow down in the dust before God in the deepest 
humility, and humble ourselves that we cannot grasp this 
mystery here on earth. 

The Ohio rationalists, on the other hand, dissolve the divine 
mystery, saying: Conversion depends not only on God, but also 
on man, on his conduct. If he behaves rightly, conversion comes 
about. - Such a convert, who is taught by the Ohioans, and dies 
in the delusion that conversion and blessedness depended not 
alone on God, but also on himself, his conduct, might then also 
once in heaven speak to God: Dear God! you have indeed given 
me grace for my conversion and blessedness, but | must 
nevertheless, even if in all Pharisaic modesty and in deepest 
Pharisaic humility, allow myself the remark: my conversion and 
blessedness depended also on me, at least in a certain respect, 
namely, that | have not behaved as badly and wickedly as the 
others. That is of course quite right, quite in order, that you 
condemn those who resist to the depths of hell. But you cannot 
deny me some credit, even if not the greatest part, and even if 
only in acertain respect. For, dear God, what is right must remain 
right. If | had not behaved rightly against your grace, the 
conversion would not have come about. My right conduct, my 
decision that | said "Yes!" has actually been the deciding factor. 
So, dear God, now be righteous, right?? well, what?? There must 
be a legal process going on in heaven. - And the end of that trial? 


ast the Pharisee out into the outer darkness, there shall be his 
weeping and gnashing of teeth!" - 

Let the Ohioans confess a thousand times with a loud mouth: 
"By grace alone," but if they put next to grace the "also of man," 
the conduct of man, their confession is not an honest one, but a 
fraud.

Again, the book: "Doctrines of Distinction," etc., by T.

Some time ago (No. 24, Vol. 46) the "Lutheran" brought an 
account of a disputation which had taken place between some 
pastors of the Synods of Missouri and lowa. This disputation 
concerned the question of whether or not what was said about 
the lowa Synod in GroBe's book: "Unterscheidungslehren" 
(Doctrines of Distinction) was based on truth. That report, as far 
as it describes the disputation, is based on the 


The only thing that concerns the lowa Synod itself is the minutes 
of the meeting, which, after being carefully corrected by the 
representatives of the lowa Synod, were unanimously adopted 
by the entire assembly. This protocol must therefore be decisive. 
In order to weaken the impression that this truthful report has 
caused everywhere, Pastor H. Niederwimmer feels compelled 
to publish a rebuttal in No. 4 of the current issue of the 
"Kirchenblatt" of the lowa Synod, in which he distorts the facts 
in a very gross manner. Since a complete silence on our part 
could easily be misinterpreted, we consider it necessary to 
counter these distortions in the following: to counter those 
distortions in the following. 

Pastor Niederwimmer had claimed that GroBe's book 
"Doctrines of Distinction" contained gross untruths about the 
lowa Synod. And that was what the disputation was actually 
about. According to the written request of the Missouri 
congregation, Pastor N. was to either prove or retract his 
assertion. That this was the subject of that disputation, Pastor 
N. himself admits, when he writes: "Now there remained to him 
one book as a means of salvation: 'Doctrines of Distinction,’ etc., 
by Pastor GroBe. When they told me about it, | explained that 
the book contained gross untruths about the lowa Synod. This 
was not so strange to them after the previous experiences, and 
so it remained quiet until finally, after four months, the Missouri 
congregation asked me to prove my assertion. This | was eager 
to do." But when he continues: "But when they had met, it was 
completely refrained from holding a disputation about the 
doctrinal position of the two synods (see now also -Lutherans' : 
A disputation about the doctrinal position etc.). But because | 
had no commission to do so, as | thought it necessary, | resisted 
it."-This is quite incomprehensible to us. According to his own 
confession, it was not about the doctrinal position of the two 
Synods, but about the question of whether GroBe's book 
contained untruths with respect to the lowa Synod. This he 
wanted to prove, and was supposed to prove. And now he 
complains that the doctrinal position of the two synods was not 
discussed! When he points to the superscription in the 
"Lutheran," we must remind him that it says: "A Disputation on 
the Doctrinal Position of the lowa Synod and the Booklet: 
‘Doctrines of Distinction." What the Missouri Synod did or did 
not teach was not even the question. 

Pastor N. continues: "Since they did not want to read a 
chapter of the Bible or a prayer in the presence of some 
Christians from the lowa Synod, | was quite displeased to talk 
with them further because of the above behavior." Indeed! On 
the part of Mifsour, it had been expressly explained to him that 
it was against God's word to pray together with false believers. 
He seemed to realize this at last. But the reason for his refusal 
to speak lay somewhere else entirely, namely in our demand to 
keep a record, while he most vehemently opposed this demand. 
The minutes say about this: "Pastor N. now said that he had 
expressed his demand quite clearly and that it must be granted; 
otherwise he did not want to say another word; one must be just 
against him; falsifications of the minutes could easily occur 
afterwards.

So much for the minutes. When Pastor N. says in his reply: "I 
rightly feared that they would falsify the minutes," he himself 
admits that the real reason for his refusal to speak was that they 
wanted minutes. What audacity it takes to write the above out 
into the world! 

When Pastor N. now comes to talk about the actual 
negotiations at the disputation, he proceeds in true Jesuit 
fashion, in order to throw sand in the generalities of his readers. 
First, he cites a passage from the minutes: "On the contrary, it 
had been clearly proved by the various passages and repeated 
utterances of Pastor N. that the Synod did, however, tolerate a 
*) chiliasm in its midst; nor had anything further been asserted 
in the book." To this he makes the remark, "| was glad to see 
that the Missourians themselves did not like to take the words 
of their Pastor Great as they were, and make a *) chiliasm out 
of *) chiliasm." - Will not Mr. Pastor N. kindly communicate what 
the difference is between a chiliasmus and the chiliasmus? We 
had clearly proved to him that his Synod tolerated both the gross 
and the so-called fine chiliasm in their midst. And so the record 
reports. Now what is there arriving from the articles? If it is 
chiliasm, it is chiliasm. Enough, it is chiliasmus. And of this 
chiliasm Pastor GroBe rightly asserts that the lowa Synod 
tolerates it in its midst. We think that he who, like Pastor N., has 
to help his cause with such miserable excuses, has a bad cause 
indeed. 

He continues: "That even in Missouri's eyes not every 
chiliasm can be dangerous to the soul, | have shown by 
Missouri's statements: 'Chiliasts are those people who take and 
interpret the thousand years, Revelation 20, in such a way that 
they contradict other clear passages and clear sayings of Holy 
Scripture’ (Milw. Coll., p. 28); 'that no one can irrefutably assert 
with certainty that this text has already been fulfilled, nor that it 
must first be fulfilled’ (p. 26). From this it would appear that even 
a Dr. Walther tolerated the 'dream'-chiliasm." To what extent this 
emerges from this is incomprehensible to us. In the first 
quotation it is only said who is a chiliast. In the second quotation 
the declaration is made that no one can irrefutably interpret the 
passage Revelation 20 with certainty. Where is chiliasm taught, 
admitted, or tolerated? Pastor N. should beware of giving a man, 
like Dr. W., who has spent his life in opposition to every kind of

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of chiliasm in the most decided manner, to impute such a thing. 
Also, honesty required that Mr. Past. N. would reproduce the 
citations in full, so that his readers would not be misled. After 
the second quotation above, on p. 26, he omits the words, 
"Further, that if any man, on the ground of these or other 
prophetic passages, hope yet for a better time for the church, 
yet it must not be such an opinion as is inconsistent with the 
doctrine of the cross of Christians, of the continual expectation 
of the general judgment of the world, and general resurrection 
of the dead." But that the lowa Synod interprets the passage 
Revelation 20. in such a way that the interpretation is in 
contradiction with the doctrine of the general resurrection of the 
dead, an interpretation against which Dr. W. expressly objects 
in the above words, was not only proved to him at the time, but 
he admits it again himself in his reply. For after declaring the 
interpretation that the resurrection mentioned in Revelation 20 
is nothing else than the conversion of the sinner to God, 
because it is a resurrection of the soul, to be nonsense, he 
continues: "Therefore nothing else remains but to take the word 
of God as it reads: the souls of the beheaded had part in the 


first resurrection, that is, in the first bodily resurrection. We 


think he strikes himself on the head with this. The doctrine of a 
double bodily resurrection, as defended by Pastor N., is a 
chiliasm, is chiliasm, is gross chiliasm. This gross chiliasm the 
lowa Synod tolerates in its midst, for the "church bulletin" of the 
lowa Synod prints this contention of its champion without a word 
of contradiction. The minutes say: "Pastor N. again admitted 
that the lowa Synod tolerates the doctrine of a millennial 
kingdom in its midst, and also the doctrine of a double 
resurrection, which it believes to be drawn from Revelation 20; 
but it must keep within the limits set by the confession of our 
church. It was testified that the doctrine of a double resurrection 
violates the clear words of God, and the second and third 
articles of our Christian faith, and the Augsburg Confession." 

From the last sentence of the above quotation the reader 
may also see how clumsily Pastor N. falsifies the minutes when 
he writes: "There they brought the second and third articles and 
the Augsburg Confession as counter-evidence against the 
Word of God." We wonder what he actually takes his readers 
for, that he serves them such coarse hunks. 

At last he declares: "They did not go into the passages of 
Scripture at all; only Joh. 6, 54. was often said." Is not Joh. 6, 
54. in P. N.'s Bible? And if we "often quoted" this passage, did 
we not refer to the Scriptures? By the way, Rev. N. forgets to 
report that it was repeatedly reproached on the part of Missouri 
that the Saviour in the one sixth chapter of the Gospel of John 
repeated no less than four times the words, "and | will raise him 
up at the last day."

Synods offer many things offensive to a faithful, resolute 


Lutheran. 

As far as doctrine is concerned, it is to be deplored that the 
do not stand resolutely for true Lutheranism, but reflect the la: 
position of their bodies with their un-Lutheran practice. Th 
papers of the General Synod openly represent the way of th 
enthusiasts and praise the union with the same. But even in th 
papers of the General Council no earnestness is perceived t 
exclude all that is contrary to the Confession. In all these paper: 
much is printed from the newspapers of the sects. The sects 
thank God! may still hold some general Christian truths, and thei 
statements may now and then be referred to as testimonies tha’ 
Christ reigns even among his enemies; but it cannot be said thai 
they set forth these truths so clearly and unmistakably that thei 
articles can be served to Lutherans like other wholesome food 
It cannot be omitted that they do not include some of thei 
falsities along with some of their truths. It is certainl 
reprehensible that they should communicate their works, withou 
a sifting, as if they were on a par with the representations of 
faithful Lutheran. In the last century, this caused such greai 
misery in the German churches that so many English Reforme 
writings, with their errors, their mixture of law and gospel, an 
their confusion of justification and sanctification, were translate 
into German and disseminated. The result was indifference t 
pure doctrine and unhealthy Christianity. 


Thus the "Lutheran" (paper of the General Council) in th 


beginning of the year brought a debate of a sectarian, whic 
certainly led many souls astray. We quote from it only th 
following words: "Observe the simple general rule given by ou 
Lord, the rule which all can understand and all can accept: 'Kee 
the commandments. . . . If thou wilt enter into life, there is on 
recital, and this is free for thee and for all: Keep th 
commandments. . . . If we keep them, we come into contact wit 
him, we become one with him." There is nothing said there abou 
our not being able to keep the commandments, and that we mus 
therefore look for another remedy in order to be united with Go 
and become blessed. What has been said is certainly a terribl 
blot on a paper that wants to be Lutheran. 

Another example. Last year an article was printed in th 
"Lutheran" with the heading: "Forty-five Years of Scandinavia 
Methodism." In it such sentences occur: "Scandinavia 
Methodism is in an excellent way God's work." "The Swede 
were educated in Lutheranism, which is a form of religion, bu 


empty of the spirit and power of godliness. 


Lutheran newspaper. 

A faithful Lutheran also finds it highly objectionable that 
books of all kinds, Lutheran and non-Lutheran, Christian and 
non-Christian, novel newspapers, etc. are displayed, reviewed, 
praised and recommended in these papers. This is very 
unconscionable.*) How many simple-minded souls are led 
astray by this! Woe cries the Lord over him who annoys one of 
the least of these. 

Another objectionable point is that these papers, in order to 
exist, or to appear often and in large format, like the sectarian 
papers, which they do not want to be inferior to, take in 
advertisements of all kinds, even reprehensible, objectionable 
advertisements, often with indecent illustrations, for good 
money. In addition to this, there is the reprehensible fact that 
such advertisements are often placed in the midst of serious 
reading matter, so that they will be more noticed by the readers 
and bring in more money. 

We think that if ecclesiastical papers cannot exist without 
such advertisements, they should not appear. Let no evil be 
done that good may come of it. The end does not justify the 
means. 

But if the contents of these papers were unimpeachable, why 
would one want to compete with the sects and boast that one 
also had great papers? When in 1861 a Reformed paper 
expressed its astonishment that there were only four German 
religious papers which appeared weekly, Dr. Walther declared 
in the "Lutheraner": "As far as the 'Lutheraner' is concerned, it is 
not because it has not been able to make it so far. Rather, he 
thinks that it is perfect enough for his audience if it always 
appears after every fortnight. Even of the best newspapers the 
saying applies: All too much is unhealthy/ Religious journals 
should never make it their purpose to give their readers so much 
that they do not find time to seek edification in other writings." 
("Luth.," Vol. 18, p. 47.) And in the preface to the 41st volume 
he wrote: "If those who keep such large newspapers really read 
through them, where is the time left for them to read the Holy 
Scriptures?... The fact that the daily, zealous reading and study 
of the Bible has become so rare, even among believing 
Christians, is undoubtedly due in large part to the "overly large" 
ecclesiastical-religious newspapers. 


“Even German papers of these circles are not always conscientious 
on this point. Thus, not long ago, the book by the enthusiast Henry 
Drummond, entitled: "The Best in the World," was recommended by 
"Herold und Zeitschrift" with the words: "May this little work continue to 
find wide circulation." In this book there is not the slightest trace of a true 
knowledge of what saving faith is, what the relation of faith to love is. It 
says, among other things, according to the authorized translation: "From 
our youth we have been taught that faith is the highest good in human 
life. The value and happiness of the whole life depended on it. This 
teaching has always been commonplace among the Christian people. 
And certainly faith must not be impaired in its meaning, for 'he who does 
not believe will be condemned,’ and 'what does not come from faith is sin’ 
- but only where love explains and transfigures faith can we not go astray." 
(p. 9 f.) "What | was taught was, ‘that God so loved the world, that if | 
trusted in him, peace, or rest, or salvation, should be granted me." But | 
myself had to find out that whoever trusts in God, that is, whoever loves 
him - for trust in God is merely the way to love - has eternal life." (S. 55.) 
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the fault; not even to think of the great non-religious magazines 
here. But this is truly no small fault, to keep Christians from the 
pure source of all beatific truth." (p. 1 f.) 

The calls to collect subscribers and to send in the money in 
arrears, which occur so often in the above-mentioned papers, 
are highly disgusting, with the associated not euphonious self- 
praise of the writers. 

Finally, we will only mention that it is most unseemly to include 
so-called "jokes". There are, of course, innocent "jokes" that 
even a Christian can enjoy, but such jokes do not belong in 
ecclesiastical publications. But if only all the jokes told in the 
above-mentioned papers were of this kind, and if there were not 
also such jokes in which God's name and word are misused, 
which are therefore not proper for Christians, thus also not for 
Lutherans! G.

The Michigan District 


of our Synod held its sessions this year at Grand Rapids, Mich. 
from May 20 to 26. The opening was by the Hon. General Prefes, 
H. C. Schwan, with sermon. Of the Synodicals of the District, of 
which there were now about two hundred, only a few were 
absent. The presidential address showed to the praise of God 
the growth and prosperity of our District in the last nine years and 
called for fervent thanks and ever more faithful and zealous work 
in the vineyard of the Lord. What was to have been the main 
subject of discussion, namely, "How are Christians educated to 
love?" was set aside by Synod for a later meeting, and the 
contemplated work "on the right position toward the so-called 
Labor Support Association of Michigan" was substituted for it. 
The main reason for this was that the speaker for this work, 
Father W. Burmester, who in the meantime had been called to 
St. Louis, Mo., had appeared in our midst this time at the special 
request of our presidium.

P. Heinrich Georg Albrecht, 


to whom an honorary memorial is to be dedicated in these lines, 
was born on May 24, 1853 in Eschenau near Weinsberg in 
Wirtemberg. In the school of his birthplace he distinguished 
himself as a gifted, diligent and studious student. In 1867 he was 
confirmed. However, he was not yet to go out immediately, which 
God had destined him to do according to His counsel. He first 
learned gardening. After he had spent some time at the St. 
Chrischona Institution near Basel, he emigrated to America in 
1872 with his brother, the Rev. C. J. Albrecht, the present 
President of the Honorable Minnesota Synod. Here his ardent 
desire to be allowed to work as a minister of the gospel in the 
vineyard of the Lord was to be fulfilled. In 1873 he entered our 
practical seminary. The sober, scriptural Lutheran character, 
which he found here both in the teaching and in the order and 
discipline of the institution, immediately won his heart, so that he 
felt completely at home in this institution. Having completed his 
studies and passed his examinations well, he was called to the 
pastorate in 1876 by the Evangelical Lutheran congregation at 
Penn Town, McLeod Co, Minn, and entered the association of 
the Minnesota Synod. In November of this year he joined with 
Miss Christiane.

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K6hler into holy matrimony, with whom he lived in happy 
wedlock and begat four sons and two daughters, of whom the 
second son preceded him into eternity at the age of nine years. 

In addition to serving his congregation, he was a diligent 
missionary in various places. In the course of his labors he 
contracted a throat ailment which turned into consumption. In 
1880 he accepted a call to Bremen, Minn. But even here he was 
not to be active for long. His throat condition worsened, but it 
was hoped that a more southern climate would bring him 
improvement. Therefore, when he received a call from the 
community of Salem, Perry Co., Mo. in 1883, he accepted it on 
the advice of the physicians and his fellow ministers. Honorably 
dismissed from the Minnesota Synod, he became a member of 
the Missouri Synod. The warmer climate was favorable to him, 
so that he could here more easily attend to his office than 
before. But his illness increased more and more. A trip he made 
to Germany in the summer of 1885 for the sake of his health 
brought him some strengthening, but it was not of long duration. 
So he waited faithfully with all his strength often only under great 
discomfort in the last years of his office according to his fortune. 

In the last year, however, it became obvious that the end of 
the day would soon come for him. Only rarely was he able to 
preach. He wanted to resign from his ministry, but his 
congregation, who loved him dearly, did not want to know 
anything about it. In the autumn his condition improved 
somewhat, so that he preached a few more times. But this was 
only a renewed flaring up of his last vital forces. A setback 
occurred, which made it clear that the Lord wanted to rest his 
weary servant and bring him to the blessed rest that is prepared 
for the people of God in heaven. After his end had been 
expected several times, the hour of redemption struck him on 
January 28 of this year, at half past one in the morning. In the 
manner of a consumptive, he had always hoped and wished for 
recovery, especially in order to be able to serve his dear 
congregation, which had gladly borne his suffering with great 
forbearance, even longer. But when he realized what the Lord 
had in mind for him, he did not want to hear anything more about 
recovery, but prepared himself seriously for his end and 
confessed to the members of the congregation visiting him that 
he now also wanted to die on the faith of the pure grace of God 
in Christ, which he had preached to them. 


Great emotion and sorrow were caused by the news of his 
departure, which had been expected but now came too quickly, 
in his and the surrounding communities. On 30 January his 
mortal remains were given a Christian burial. In the house Fr. 
Mende read a passage of Scripture and said a prayer. The body 
was then carried to the graveyard by the pastors present; 
Pastor Matthes officiated there. The counter call to the hymn: 
"Now let us bury the body" was sung by the pastors. Thereupon 
the actual funeral service was held in the house of God, in 
which Schreiber preached this according to Hebr. 13, 5-8. about 
the comfort and admonition in the blessed departure of faithful 
servants of the church for the family left behind, for the 
orphaned congregation and for the church in general. 

In the blessed man the church has lost a faithful and diligent 
worker. The Holy Spirit wrote of his servant Levi in Malachi 2: 
"My covenant was with him for life and peace; and | gave him 
fear, that he might fear me, and put my name in awe. The law 
of truth was in his mouth, and no evil was found in his lips. He 
walked peaceably and uprightly before me, and he converted 
many from sin. For the lips of the priest shall keep the doctrine, 
that out of his mouth may be heard the law. 


for he is an angel of the LORD of hosts." These words also aptly 
describe the blessed Pastor Albrecht. Filled with fear of God and 
His Word, he was zealous for God's glory and the salvation of 
the souls entrusted to him. In his sermons he was simple, intent 
on the right separation of law and gospel, and on the edification 
of his congregation. He also had a particularly splendid gift for 
teaching the catechism correctly. His parishioners praise how 
they were encouraged in the right knowledge through his 
catechism lessons. As a pastor he was well experienced and 
knew how to be a good steward, giving each one his due in due 
time. In his zeal for the purity of the teaching of the divine word 
and the preservation of correct ecclesiastical practice, he could 
at times appear too sharp, even obstinate to some. But he was 
far from obstinate. In his dealings with his fellow ministers and 
parishioners he was rather fraternal and cordial. Although 
humble of heart and considering himself the least, he gladly 
served with the gifts he had been given. If he was present at a 
conference, especially a smaller one, his active participation 
always made it lively and instructive. He knew how to spice up 
the discussions with a good sense of humor and make the 
proceedings interesting. Thus the memory of this just man will 
remain in blessing. W. Z.

He took this warning all the worse, however, because he played 
a certain role in the congregation and had even risen to become 
a member of the congregation's council. 

The day was approaching when the preacher was to leave 
his congregation. "Wife!" said that inn-keeper, "in eight days our 
parson will preach his farewell sermon. My sackcloths will not 
suffice, so you will prepare a sheet for me, and | will weep all 
over it on that day." 

But - man thinks it and God directs it. On Wednesday evening 
before the farewell sermon the "funny brother" came home a 
little unwell - and it went quickly with him. Thursday evening - 
he was a corpse. 

The sheet he had ordered - he needed: his body was sewn 
into it. On the same Sunday, when the priest preached his 
farewell sermon, he was buried. Through the whole 
congregation there sounded like a voice: "Blessed is he that 
sitteth not where scoffers sit."

Funeral oration, delivered at the funeral of Prof. 
A. Cramer on 7 May 1891. 


He hath borne Christ's yoke, He is dead and yet 
liveth. 
Honored, in Christo beloved assembly of mourners! 

The reason why | chose the above words for the text of my 
funeral oration is this: The dear, dear departed often and gladly 
talked with me about his near end. In doing so, he expressed 
various wishes. Among others also this: That a simple funeral 
stone be erected for him and his wife in their graves, with the 
inscription: "He carried Christ's yoke, died and is still alive." 

But this simple, beautiful epitaph is certainly also very puffing 
for the present funeral oration. This epitaph not only covers and 
describes the life and work of the deceased in this world, but it 
also lets us glimpse his condition in that world. And indeed, if 
we were to talk for hours with the greatest eloquence about this 
dear man. We could not say anything more beautiful than, "He 
has borne the yoke of Christ: He hath borne Christ's yoke, died, 
and is yet alive. So allow me now, as a pastor, to draw your 
love's attention to three things at the coffin of this valuable dead 
man; namely: 


Our dear Professor Cramer has 
1. carried Christ's yoke, 
2. died and 
3. Still alive.

"He hath borne Christ's yoke," verily, this could not have 
been anything dishonouring or bad, as the ungodly think. Yes, 
the bearing of this yoke presupposes high grace and love of 
God. Surely it is not the yoke of a tyrant, nor of antichrist, nor of 
man. It is Christ's yoke. The yoke of the Lord of lords, and King 
of kings, the yoke of Him who is, and who was, and who shall 
be for ever and ever. It is the yoke of him who is the true God 
and the eternal life, who is dear to us. 
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whom we believe in, whom we worship, who is our God and 
Saviour, blessed for ever and ever. 

All men are worthy to bear Christ's yoke. He puts it on his 
chosen and beloved, the faithful, born of God, anointed with the 
Holy Spirit. Therefore the putting on and bearing of this yoke is 
a special proof of divine love and grace. It is a necessary part of 
the right flourishing of the Christian being and life. Under this 
yoke the living knowledge of sin deepens more and more. It 
teaches us to be attentive to the truth, the consolation, and the 
saving power of the Word. Under the burden of this yoke, salvific 
knowledge grows, faith strengthens, and living hope flourishes. 
Where this yoke is oppressive, one learns to pray earnestly; 
there a beautiful garden of Christian virtues grows and 
flourishes; there a Christian matures to manhood in Christ. And 
when the Lord finally takes off his yoke from his own, he crowns 
them with praise, honor, and glory; he receives them into his 
eternal dwellings. What could be said and praised of a man who 
has fallen asleep that is more glorious and greater than this? He 
bore Christ's yoke - he carried Christ's cross - he walked in the 
court colour of his heavenly King? 

Well, dear listeners, whoever among us knew the deceased, 
only a little, will gladly testify with me: Our dear Professor 
Cramer carried Christ's yoke. And he was able to bear it, for he 


was a Christian. He believed in his Lord and Savior. He clung to 
him. He loved him. With words and deeds he confessed him. 

Not only was he baptized, but the faithful God brought him 
back to his baptismal grace through a righteous conversion. 
"When | was in Munich," he told me, "as a student, | was twice 
attacked by a serious illness." And we know, sickness is not 
unfrequently a school in which God points His own to the right 
Physician, Christ. "In my first sickness my hard mind did not yet 
break. After all, | was a brisk student, an honorable youth, a 
good patriot. What was | lacking, then? But in my second 


Sickness came differently. Then the lightning of Sinai struck me 
and struck deep into my conscience. My sins stood before me 
like mountains. Then the floods of God's wrath, the terrors of 
death and hell, surrounded me in haste. | lay in the midst of the 
hell of fear and despair." But what was it that snatched him out 
of the misery of sin, the law, death and hell? What now filled his 
shattered heart with faith, comfort, and peace? The glorious 
words of our Luther in the Small Catechism: "Who hath 
redeemed me, a lost and damned man, from all my sins," etc. 
"The Holy Spirit," the wise man continued, "immediately taught 
me this conclusion: if Christ hath redeemed lost and damned 
sinners, he hath redeemed me also, for, verily, |am now sucha 
one. Allis lost in me and in my life. Condemned am | for my sins, 
deep in hell's reasons, but now Christ's blood and death are also 
for me," etc. And so our dear professor was seized by the Holy 
Spirit, moved from darkness into light, from death into life, from 
sin into righteousness. Now he was clothed with the garments 
of salvation. He was a Christian. 

But from that moment on, the gentle yoke of Christ was put 
on him. One can imagine the scorn and ridicule and hatred that 
the student, now converted to Christ and confessing Him, had 
to endure from his unbelieving comrades. Difficulties upon 
difficulties met him as a Christian. He had to give up many a 
fine, good job for the sake of his faith. Because he professed to 
be a Lutheran, he was deprived of a teaching position already 
offered at Oxford University. And when at that time a powerful 
love for the spiritually starving Lutherans here in America flared 
up, his heart also came into holy fervour: he went with a group 
of Lutherans from his beautiful homeland here, sat down with 
them in the middle of the primeval forests of the State of 
Michigan, and did missionary work among the Indians; and what 
hardships, poverty, misery oppressed him at that time, those of 
us know who have experienced something similar in earlier 
lines. 
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..to drive. And when forty years ago the dear man accepted a 
call to Fort Wayne as a professor, he was certainly not on a bed 
of roses; indeed, as a professor he bore Christ's yoke for forty 
years. How many a trouble of conscience confronted him in his| 
high office! Among his students were not always faithful sons. 
That hurt him. And what a burden of work lay upon him! How 
many worries pressed upon him! How much heartache he had to 
experience in his family! He had to take seven children and finally| 
his faithful, dear wife to the grave. "| am plagued every day, and 
my plague is there every morning," our dear professor was also 
allowed to experience this. 

And as it happens to every Christian, so it also happened to 
him: he had the greatest plague with himself. Under Christ's yoke 
he had to recognize and lament more and more the misery of his 
sins. And the more the light of the gospel enlightened him, the 
more the bad ways of his old Adam came before his soul. Yes, 
this good man had a deep knowledge of sin. He saw no good 
work in himself. He thought nothing of himself. When the doctrine’ 
of the election of grace was challenged and assailed in our midst, 
he had long since practically recognized it: Blessedness is pure 
grace. Under the living knowledge of his sins, he thoroughly 
forgot all synergism. He knew from bitter experience: If God's' 
grace alone does not save me, then | am lost. Yes, our dear| 
professor has borne Christ's yoke.

"He died." After all, that is the earnest song sung to all men, 
"All men must die, all flesh perish like hay." Rich and poor, mighty 
and lowly, learned and simple, pious and wicked, all are mown 
down by the sickle of death. 

"He has died", this song of mourning we have had to sing 
more often in the last decade in our Synod with deep pain. The 
founders, heads, leaders and fathers of our Synod are almost all 
gone. They lie in their graves. We no longer hear their voice. 
Their chairs, pulpits, and altars are now occupied by others. We 
no longer find their place among us. 

"He has died," we must now sing lamentingly of this: brave 
man. Dead he lies before our eyes. One of the most faithful 
among the faithful we now carry to his grave. "He is dead." His 
faithful, bright, watchful eyes are extinguished, they no longer 
shine for us. His true German, courageous heart is broken, it no 
longer beats for us. His industrious, ever-active hands have 
slackened; they are no longer active for us. His eloquent mouth 
has fallen silent; he no longer speaks to us. He has died: his 
children, his disciples, his friends and brothers weep for him. 
"He died" how? As a full professor. He knew in his life and work| 
only his profession. How often do you think he suspended his 
teaching for forty years? Such things are not known. With 
vigilance, his strong will forced his often weak body to work. 
Under the most violent headaches he very often kept his lessons. 
He held out bravely at his post to the end. From the new 
assembly hall we took him to his deathbed. And even in his 
sickbed he was still a professor. In his fantasies he held 
devotions, 


taught his disciples, preached to his brethren, yea, died a whole 
professor. 

But, what is even greater, he died as a Christian. As far as 
we as human beings can judge, God kept him in the Word and 
faith until the end. In bright moments and hours this was evident. 
With heartfelt devotion he enjoyed Christ's body and blood in the 
sacrament. It was an uplifting and elevating sight when he 
enjoyed the reverend Sacrament with his family. And how his 
eyes lit up when we told him God's word! How childlike, heartily 
he prayed and confessed his faith! How cheerfully he spoke of 
the hope of eternal life! Yes, our professor died and 
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"is still alive." O what a contrast: He died - and is still alive! 
Human reason has no idea of this. This is a truth that God has 
revealed from heaven through His gospel. Only believers can 
grasp and know it through the Holy Spirit. 

Death is the wages of sin: we Christians also must die. We 
sink into the grave. We become dust and ashes. So far is the 
power of death upon us. But this is his limit. In one breath we 
sing of a Christian, after "He is dead," - "and yet liveth." 

For we Christians live as such in a kingdom that is a kingdom 
of life. Our head is the Prince of life, who rose from death and 
lives for ever and ever. And he hath already done greater things 
for us: he hath made us partakers of the first resurrection; he 
hath made us spiritually alive by his Spirit and his gospel. When 
we die, our soul lives in him and before him. And if the body also 
perish, let it be. He sleeps in the grave, and the Lord, who made 
heaven and earth from nothing, who raised us from spiritual 
death, will also raise our bodies on the last day. Body and soul 
will then rejoice in the living God. And falling asleep and waking 
up will then appear to us as one. 

Our dear professor is also still alive. His spirit, his active 
spirit, still lives in a certain sense among many of us, especially 
among his many faithful students. He understood how to 
inculcate God's word into his students, if | may say so. He lives 
in them. And in their master's spirit they preach the truthful word 
of truth and conduct their ministry accordingly. Our dear 
professor is not dead, he lives on in his students. 

And his soul is now at peace, and rests from labor in God. 
Now it has reached the place where the new song resounds: 
"She will hunger no more, nor thirst; neither will the sun or any 
heat fall on her any more. For the Lamb in the midst of the throne 
shall feed her, and guide her unto living fountains of waters: and 
God shall wipe away all tears from her eyes." 

And his body also is sown corruptible, and shall rise 
incorruptible, etc. And when that great day shall dawn, and the 
Lord of glory shall appear, then shall we also see him that died, 
and understand aright what we have testified of him this day: He 


hath borne Christ's yoke, and died, and is yet alive. Amen.

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How can this be explained? 


In the previous issue of "The Lutheran", the error of the Ohio 
Synod, that man's conversion and salvation depend not only on 
God's grace, but in some respects also on man's conduct, was 
illuminated. How is it to be explained, then, that the spokesmen 
of the Ohio Synod so obstinately hold and defend this error? 

This question is raised with justice. Even in earlier times false 
teachers arose within the Lutheran church who touched the 
jewel of Christian doctrine, namely, the doctrine that a man is 
converted and saved by grace alone. This has been done, for 
example, by ropes of all those who in the sixteenth and 
seventeenth centuries taught that man could cooperate in his 
conversion. But hardly ever have false teachers who have risen 
up within our Lutheran Church dared so nakedly and crudely to 
say that conversion and blessedness do not depend on God's 
grace alone. And not only that! The Ohio "church paper" went 
so far as to assert that the doctrine that conversion depends on 
God alone, that is, on God's grace alone, is heathenish. Here 
are the words of the "Kirchenzeitung": "We hold it to be 


unchristian and heathenish *) to say that the real attainment of 


blessedness, the blessedness perfectly prepared and earnestly 
determined by God for all men, depends in no respect on man's 
conduct towards God's grace, but in every respect on God 
alone. A pastor who, according to such a godless doctrine" 
(namely, that a man attains blessedness by God's grace alone) 


"preaches and ministers to souls, is a wolf and an apostle of the 


devil, *) who, as much as there is in him, can only lead the souls 


commanded to him into safety and eternal ruin." (Kirchenzeitung 
1885, p. 76.) Is not this truly appalling? That a man is converted 
and saved by God's grace alone is the center and brief summa 
of all Christian doctrine. According to Ohioan pronunciation, 
however, "by grace alone" is supposed to be pagan doctrine. In 
the Lutheran Church, "by grace alone" has always been the 
watchword against all papists and enthusiasts, and he has 
always been considered a pure and faithful teacher in the 
Lutheran Church, who preached and unalterably held to "by 
grace alone". According to Ohio, however, he is "a wolf and an 
apostle of the devil" who makes conversion and salvation 
depend solely on God's grace. 

How is one to explain this Ohioan bluster against the main 
doctrine of Christianity? The answer to this was given by Prof. 
Schmidt when he was still on the side of truth. For Prof. Schmidt 
wrote in 1874 in "Lehre und Wehre" (pp. 39 ff.) the following (and 
that just in relation to the error that man's conversion "in the last 
analysis" is not in God's hand, but in man's hand): "As 
incomprehensible as it may often seem to us how it is possible 
that even the most palpable errors, in spite of the clearest 
conviction, are not only not at once recognized and abhorred, 
but are regarded as the certain divine truth with all the force of 
the 


*) Underlined by us. 


If, on the other hand, the brightly shining light of truth is hated 
and persecuted as the most horrible darkness, we must say with 
Paul, as soon as we think of the magic power of Satan and his 
terrible tyranny over the hearts of men, "And no wonder! For 
where this magic power has once maddened the senses, all that 


God speaks and does has become a perverse world, and the 
brighter the truth shines, the more it appears to the bewitched 


eye as the greatest folly and distastefulness, until at last God 
Himself opens the eye and man again sobers up from the 
intoxication and dream of his mad senses and bewitched 


imagination." Further, Prof. Schmidt cites the following 
concerning the sorcerous power of the devil, which is operative 
in false doctrine. The following is taken from Luther: "If we had 
to do with men alone (whether they were vain emperors, kings, 
and princes), we would soon overcome them with our gospel and 
probably convert the whole world in a year, because it is such a 
bright and irrefutable truth, and no one would be so wicked as to 
set himself against the known truth and such a wholesome 
doctrine, which gives and brings everyone all good and 
blessedness. No one would do harm and suffering, but all the 
world would have to say, "Well, this is the right, pure truth, anda 
fine, delicious doctrine, as we see that many of our enemies must 
confess, decided by the truth, which is so strong in itself that no 
one can oppose it, and men's minds must soon give themselves 
up. But here the devil himself reigneth, and stoppeth reason, that 
it shall not see nor accept it, though it be driven in and overcome; 
but he maketh the heart fierce, that it also shall be of the known 
truth, and setteth itself against it... For this purpose the devil is 
able to devise and introduce such sharp plots, and swift grasps, 
and poisonous practices against the gospel, that it is beyond 
measure; as we have often and much seen and experienced in 
our enemies, that one must wonder and grasp that the devil's 
rule is, and that no man's understanding is able to do such things. 
Wherefore St. Paul hath so diligently warned here, and hath 
painted the enemy, that we know that we have not to do with 
men's reason, which we would soon gain, but with one that is an 
evil, mischievous enemy, and in one finger wiser and craftier 
than all the world." (Luther, ed. 19, 280.) "The devil is so wont to 
deceive and charm men's hearts, that they may swear, nay, even 
die, that they have the certain divine truth; when they have 
nothing else, but their own vain, loose, and ungodly dreams." 
(Luther, Ed. Hal. 8, 1962.) Further, Prof. Schmidt, of Hoe von 
Hoenegg, states, "Even the most pious minds are not seldom 
astonished, because now the light of truth shines with such 
clearness that it could not shine more brightly, how it happens 
that the sacrament-obsessed and the pious do not see it. How 
often does the Word of God teach that a man is justified not by 
works but by faith, and yet the papists do not want to see it. How 
often is the infinite majesty ascribed to the man Jesus Christ? 
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And yet the Sacramentarians stubbornly deny it. Whence is it that 
such great men, such wise, such thorough Doctores Cherubici 


’ 
Seraphici, do not obey the truth? The answer is clear from our 


apostle: that their eyes are bewitched, that is, Satan has put a 
mask of falsehood and error before their eyes, so that they 
imagine everything they see according to the color of their mask. 
For this is how it is with bodily sorcery: when a man is affected by 
it, he thinks he sees something which he does not see, and he is 
not able to see anything but what he sees from the magic image 
he has received; and so it is with spiritual sorcery. This is what 
Paul says in 2 Corinthians 11, that the devil can change himself 
into an angel of light; how so? how otherwise than by the magic 
with which he carries away and overpowers the eyes of men, so 
that, when they have Satan sitting in the bosom,’ yet they think 
they have an angel of light. The apostle also aims at this, when 
he says in 2 Cor. 4, that the god of this world blinds the eyes and 
minds of men, namely, with his magic, so that the gospel is 
hidden from them, that they do not believe the truth. . . Hence is 
written that obstinate, most deplorable, immoderate blindness 
and silliness of the heretics. Hence it comes that many men 
cannot see what others, unaffected by the spell, see with ease." 

The present position of Ohio's spokesmen is a serious 
warning to all Christians and especially to all who hold a teaching 
office in the church to be on their guard against the beginnings of 
error. If one gives oneself over to error, one comes under the 
influence of the instigator of all error, the devil, and the 
consequence is that one soon takes white for black and black for 
white. One no longer recognizes as false ways of speaking which 
every sober Christian immediately rejects as not corresponding 
to the example of the wholesome words. One finds an excuse 
and justification even for the most obvious error. Thus, for 
example, in the Ohio Synod, the conclusion is drawn that, since 
non-conversion and damnation depend on the evil conduct of 
man, conversion and blessedness must also depend on the 
conduct of man; consequently, conversion and blessedness do 
not depend solely on God or on God's grace. A Christian, on the 
other hand, whose senses are not bewitched, holds fast on the 
ground of the Word: it is by his fault alone that a man is not 
converted and saved; and it is by grace alone that a man attains 
to conversion and blessedness, according to the little saying Hos. 
13:9: "Israel, thou bringest thyself to misery, for thy salvation is 
with me alone." "But what" - adds our Concordia Formula - "wants 
to run too high and out of these bounds in this disputation, there 
we are to put our finger on our mouth with Paulo, and to think and 
say, Who art thou, man, that wilt be right with God?" (Formula of 


Concord, S. D., XI § 63, p. 717.)

A public statement made necessary by false lowa 
representations. 


In number 1 of the "Lutheran" a correction appeared from the 
undersigned, in which he corrected the charge that Mr. N. of the 
lowa Synod had accepted "such as had been lawfully 
excommunicated by a congregation of the Missouri Synod" to the 
effect: "such a one whose self-expulsion had finally to be publicly 
declared, after he had given grievous offence and _ incited 
disunion. From the fact that this correction appeared immediately 
in the "Lutheraner" before we were called upon to do so by the 
opposing side, everyone can see that it was our intention to do 
justice to our opponents even in the smallest of secondary 
circumstances, but P. N. interprets this correction as a retreat on 
our part. But what has he gained by this correction? In a letter to 
us he calls it a "gruesome accusation" that he should have 
admitted a lawfully banished man. As if it were less "dreadful" to 
accept one who, under such circumstances, has expelled 
himself, and to encourage him in his sin! Compare Walther, 
"Rechte Gestalt," etc., p. 140, note 9: "Those who separate 
themselves from a right-believing church for sin or error are not 
to be put under ban, since they are no longer members, but are 
outside and have already put themselves under ban; yet the latter 
is also to be expressly declared publicly, and such a person who 
has put himself under ban is to be treated by the members of the 
church as one who is under ban." N. judged himself to have 
committed a "terrible" sin by accepting that man, although he had 
been urgently warned against it. In a later letter he asks us to 
give him the name of that man and to appear before his 
congregation on a certain day and prove our claim from the 
records! What a demand! Everyone in the whole area knows the 
hame of that man whose self-exclusion was publicly proclaimed 
from the pulpit. What is there left to prove? 

p. N. further gives an account of the circumstances under 
which his band, which he chooses to call a congregation, 
Separated from the Missouri congregation and called him. He 
Bays, among other things: "As all previous attempts of their synod 
three or four inquiries) had also been unsuccessful, a number of 
Members separated and constituted themselves, with the 
knowledge and temporary presence of p. B.'s presence to form 
a new congregation. When a vote was taken on the question to 
which synod it wished to appeal, the votes fell in favor of the 
owaSynod." These words are intended to give the impression 
that all this was done with the aid and approval of P. B. The fact 
s that Bro. B. earnestly warned those malcontents against such 
a wrong step of going over to false doctrine, and protested 
against it, which is why he was shown the door. 

Hereupon Father N. goes on to relate how two emissaries 
from that parish came to him and asked him to take over the 
parish. "When | asked them the reasons of their action, besides 
an-.

It goes on to say: "In addition, that man had made a proposal 
to Father B. to let everything rest and be forgotten for the sake 
of peace on both sides, but this was rejected, Father B. now 
rejected him from Holy Communion and also forbade his fellow 
ministers to give him the same.

The dangers of dancing. 


"But, dear Albert," we let Will). Sch., a young German 
merchant who immigrated two years ago, "our Missourians go 
too far in their narrow-mindedness. In our community over there 
it never occurred to anyone to regard dancing, for instance, as 
unchristian. But, behold, here, in all the publicities of your synod, 
there is an uproar against it. Well, you know, Albert, | still haven't 
been able to make up my mind to join your congregation. But 
now | don't think anything will come of it. For not even the 
Methodists, against whose pharisaical-legal doings you already 
warned me over there, go as far as our Missourians do with 
regard to dancing." 

"Nothing could be more opportune to me than this outburst 
of your displeasure at our position in the question touched," 
Albert K. interposed to him. "As to our position in this question, 
we stand in it as God has placed us. You ought to know that. 
But if you refer to the Methodists, | am just in a position to be 
able to read to you what a Methodist preacher says about 
dancing. His words are in German translation: 

"To dance or not to dance? this question occupies the hearts 
of many young people - some of them even Christians! 

"The fact that this is a fashionable and captivating pleasure 
does not make it any less dangerous. In spite of all that one likes 
to say about it, how one wants to raise it to a ‘high, moral level,’ 
how one wants to keep it within the bounds of decency; there is, 
however, no better advice concerning it than this: 'Leave it 
alone.'.. 

"It may be that even the words of those who are called 
narrow-minded carry all the more weight, now that secular 
newspapers, police officers, tone-setters of fashion, and people 
alienated from God are seriously ... in condemning this so-called 
harmless pleasure. Generally, legislators are not particularly 
famous for their piety. And yet some legislative bodies, 
convinced that not only religion but also morals were 
endangered by masked balls, have passed laws prohibiting 
them. But the dangers are the same, even if the masks are gone. 
The waltz is now as it was when the libertine Byron so pitilessly 
exposed it to ridicule. ... . 

"Why do men dance? The pretence that it is merely for 
physical exercise, for the sake of getting into the habit of unruly 
movements, is untenable because this goal could just as easily 
be achieved if the sexes danced separately from each other. But 
who has ever heard such a thing? Even when the sexes are 
together, it is not long before they are tired of the old, simple 
dancing.... - because it's too tame. They have to waltz. They are 
like that drunkard who never stopped asking the barman if he 
had a bit stronger. At last the waiter, driven to despair, cried out: 
"We have some parting water! To which the latter replied, 
"Haven't you got some cutting water? 

"You think that means applying the colors too much? But not 
more than that lady did... 
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Than, who has earned a world reputation as a writer. She writes: 
‘In the gently gliding waltz | found a peculiar pleasure, which is 
rather difficult to describe in intelligible words; the mere 
anticipation of it quickened my pulse, and when my dancer 
approached me to claim my promised hand for the dance, | 
sometimes felt my cheeks glow, and | could no longer look him 
in the eye with the same unconstrained cheerfulness as before. 
To me, and to every one who danced with me, the waltz became 
a purely sensual pleasure, with heart beating against heart, with 
one hand resting in the other, and with eyes sparkling ardent 
words which the lips dared not speak." 

"This is also confirmed by the testimony of the New Porter 
Chief of Police. The latter declares that at least three-fourths of 
the young women rejected in that city were first brought near to 
the villains who brought about their fall by the round dance. . . 

"It is hardly necessary to mention the physical ills that so 
often result from it. Dancing is almost always carried to excess 
- from the early evening hour to the dawn hours. Nor is it strange 
that so many dancers sink into an early grave, when we 
consider that they are together for hours in heated rooms, from 
which they emerge, often inadequately clad, into the cold damp 
air, and then lie down at home on the beds from which they 
never rise. For hundreds it is a dance of death, if not a dance of 
moral doom."

"The house of the wicked shall be destroyed.” 
Prov. 14:11. 


That this word of the Scriptures is sometimes literally fulfilled 
even now, is strikingly demonstrated by the story that will be 
briefly told here. Not long ago the last of four sons of a once very 
wealthy farmer died in the local poorhouse. Jesse Brown, as we 
shall call him, owned three large, fertile farms, with the yield of 
which he was able to fill his commodious barns, and a grist-mill 
gave him desirable opportunity of getting some of the grain, 
which the neighbors brought to be ground, always on the side. 
Four strapping sons helped him in his work, and several 
daughters assisted their mother in the housework. So it certainly 
seemed as if this man's lot had fallen on the sweetest. He could 
have been happy and contented; but he was not, for he lacked 
the main thing for this - a heart contented in God and content. 
Rather 


The more he had, the more he wanted, the more his desires 
were never silent. He was stingy, greedy, and for that very 
reason hard-hearted and inconsiderate of his fellow men. His 
workers had to toil from early morning until late at night. When 
one of them, tired of the day's work and heat, wanted to rest a 
little in the cool shade of a tree, he was told: "There's time 
enough to rest in the grave. Hardly did he allow the worn-out 
people the necessary time to eat. And what food! As a rule, too 
little to be satisfied, and the little often hardly edible. 

Such thrift-as Mr. Brown called it-as a man takes whatever 
he can get, rightly or wrongly, and then holds on tenaciously to 
every penny, brings money, more and more money, as time 
goes on. So it was not to be wondered at that Mr. Brown was 
able to move one field to another, to buy one farm after another. 
But his brothers knew another reason for Jesse Brown's 
prosperity. They claimed that he, as the steward of his father's 
fortune, had been able to keep too large a portion of it for 
himself, and that by this unjust good he had laid the foundation 
of his prosperity. They therefore prophesied openly that the 
curse on such unjust property would not fail to come, according 
to the saying, "Unjust property does not prosper and does not 
come to the third heir. 

Brown had got a wife who was completely after his heart and 
of one mind with him. Stingy, hard-hearted, and worldly-minded 
as she was, she feared neither God nor man, and faithfully 
assisted her husband in his ungodly pursuit of wealth. She 
despised and laughed at religion and faith, God's word, 
preaching, and prayer, and had only scorn and derision for 
those who believed in them. So she finally went to her place. In 
her will she had bequeathed twenty-five thalers to a married 
daughter, on the express condition that she succeed in keeping 
her husband, who had shown some inclination toward God's 
word, away from the church. 

Old Brown passed from time into eternity in a similar way. 
When he was on his deathbed, a godly neighbor came to him 
with the intention of talking to the dying man about God's word, 
to point out to him the one thing that was needed, to pray with 
him and for him for repentance and a blessed hour. But Brown 
would know nothing of all this; his heart was taken up with his 
money, and was busy with his goods. When at last the Christian 
neighbor had gone away sorrowful and sad, Brown exclaimed: 
Did ye see the old fool struggling to pray for me? But | have not 
let him; | will know nothing of such foolishness. - And so at last 
he breathed out his unhappy soul. 

And how did the family fare after the death of these godless 
parents? One of the sons, Wilhelm, had a wife who was irritable 
and quarrelsome by nature. Of course she did not become more 
peaceful and quiet when her husband came home, at first now 
and then, but later more and more often in a furious, drunken 
state. Violent quarrelling and fighting between them soon 
became something commonplace, and there was no longer any 
sign of mutual love and kindness. Once, when their 
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When the man returned home drunk again, she tied him to the 
kitchen stove with a rope, with the not very comforting remark 
that if he did not keep quiet now, he would knock down the stove 
and set fire to the house above his head. The man considered 
this disgrace too great for him to bear. He went about for some 
time in gloomy thoughts, and one day he disappeared. They 
searched for him, and soon found him hanging from a post - a 
cold, rigid corpse. 

George, another son, went to the distant Mesten, after he had 
made himself impossible in his homeland by various evil pranks. 
In the foreign country, however, he improved so little that he 
soon sank to a tramp of the worst kind, and one morning, on a 
cold winter's day, his corpse was found hanging cold and stiffly 
frozen on a fence post. Thus he, too, had arbitrarily brought his 
miserable existence to a terrible end. 

Johann, a third son, remained in his home, but, like his 
brothers, soon became a dissolute journeyman, brought his 
estate through with sin and shame, and among the dissolute, 
dissolute journeymen, the drinking heroes and ruffians, he was 
soon one of the worst. Thus he sank deeper and deeper into the 
mire of vice, and at last died in the deepest misery, mourned and 
lamented by no one. 

Jesse, the fourth son, outlived his brothers; but instead of

She soon succeeded, by her unkind, quarrelsome nature, in 
making a drunkard out of a staid, sober, industrious man. Instead 
of going to church and hearing God's word, he now diligently 
visits the drinking-houses where the scoffers get together and 
merriment ensues, where unscrupulous landlords gladly take 
from him the money he still has, and in return make him more 
and more the pitiable refuse of mankind. Only one of the children 
these people had was deaf and dumb. 

"The house of the wicked shall be destroyed." The Scripture 
says of God, "Thou art not a God to whom wickedness pleaseth; 
he that is wicked abideth not before thee." Our God is still a 
strong, zealous God, visiting upon them that hate him the sin of 
the fathers upon the children unto the third and fourth

The Minnesota and Dakota District of our synod 


held its sessions this year from June 17 to 23, at the 
congregation of Mr. p. Pfotenhauer, near Lewiston, Minn. The 
general presiding officer, Mr.? Swan, opened the synod by a 
stirring doctrinal, exhortatory and consolatory 


The synodal address of the District President, Fr. Sievers, 
gave an interesting historical overview of the rapid growth of this 
District in the short time of its existence and called for heartfelt 
thanksgiving to God's grace and for continued zeal in the 
operation of our work. For the sake of this synodal address 
alone, every member of every congregation in our district should 
obtain the synodal report; but not less because of the doctrinal 
treatises on the fifth commandment, which were presented by p. 
G. A. Bernthal on the basis of eight theses. 

Among the other discussions, the deliberations about our 
extended inner mission naturally took the most important 
position. The dear travel preachers reported of great obstacles, 
but also of many a great help and blessing from God. From the 
report of the Mission Committee it appeared that in the past 
Synodal year, June 1890 to June 1891, for our Inner Mission 
H5967. 45 had been expended, of which about half had been 
raised in this District. If we consider that from this $5967. 45 over 
30 pastors have had all or part of their subsistence, we clearly 
recognize the great frugality of the dear traveling preachers, and 
the congregations of the District will certainly seek to repay such 
great self-denial by even more abundant collections for the 
Mission treasury at the coming Mission festivals. About $7000.00 
will be needed for our mission in the current synodal year, and 
again about half of the sum is expected from the congregations 
of this district. 

In spite of the fact that our district is so busy with the inner 
mission, we have had the courage to declare ourselves in favor 
of the early beginning of the Gentile mission, have asked the 
other districts to also discuss this work and want to advocate for 
it at the next General Synodal Assembly. 

Our previous President, Fr Sievers, whose congregation had 
seriously protested against his re-election for his sake and theirs, 
was unanimously thanked for his faithful service. 

The results of the elections were as follows: P. F. 
Pfotenhauer, President; P. W. Friedrich, Vice-President; Mr. 
Theo. Menk, Treasurer; P. R. D. Biedermann, Secretary. 

It should also be noted that this time 15 congregations applied 
for membership and were accepted. This is certainly a welcome 
increase and a sign that the longer the congregations remain, 
the more they recognize the blessing of belonging to the Synod.

I. America. 

The English Lutheran Synod of Missouri is not, as is reported in 
church papers, a district of our German Lutheran Synod of 
Missouri, Ohio, &c., but a separate body belonging to the 
Evangelical Lutheran Synodical Conference, although its 
mission posts are supported, as much as possible, by our 
German Synod of Missouri. All contributions from our 
congregations for English missions are to be sent, not to the 


Treasurer of the English Synod, but to Mr. C. F. Lange (513 


Franklin Ave., St. Louis, Mo.), member of our Commission for 
English Missions. 
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The Lutheran Synod of Minnesota met at the church of Mr. P. 
Kuehn, near Hanover, on the 17th of June, and remained in 
session until the 23d. Only a few pastors, teachers and 
congregational delegates were absent; 93 synodical members 
were present. Seven pastors and one congregation were 
received. The subject begun two years ago, church discipline 
according to Matt. 18. was brought to a close, dealing at length 
with the third stage. Mr. C. J. Albrecht, President, was re- 
elected. 

The Lutheran Synod of Wisconsin held its meeting this year in 
Milwaukee from June 18 to 24. The subject of the doctrinal 
discussions was: The importance of the right doctrine of vocation 
for the congregation and preachers. Synod resolved to erect a 
new seminary building, as the present one is so decrepit that 
prolonged use of it is fraught with danger to the lives of the 
inmates. Where the new building will be erected will be decided 
by the general pastoral conference in the fall, after the 
congregations have deliberated on it on the basis of a report by 
a committee of five businessmen. A synodal printing office is 
also to be built. 

Ev. Lutheran Michigan Synod. In a report of the "Synodal Friend" 
on the Synodal Convention held in May, it says: "Our Synod, on 
the basis of divine Word, rejects that Papist doctrine of Buffalo 
of office and profession, and approves of no open questions; we 
are rather anxious to assert rock-solidly the position of faith of 
the divine Word, as the same is clearly set forth in the 
Confessions of our Lutheran Church, the same position of faith 
as the Synodal Convention has heretofore asserted." 

On the Negro Mission. The Negro Bishop Turner has repeatedly 
stated that the prejudice against the Negroes in this country will 
never be removed, and that it is best for them to return to the 
land of their fathers, take their civilization and religion with them, 
and establish civilized colonies and states. He says that 
thousands of negroes in the South are ready to go, and that the 
government should be conducive to their doing so. That many 
negroes are inclined to emigrate to Africa is also asserted by 
others, e. g., by the American Colonization Society at 
Washington. Dr. Blyden of Liberia (Africa), an eminent negro, 
thinks that in fifty years the stream of African emigration will be 


unstoppable. The paper "Christian at Work," from which we 


take this, also remarks that experience shows that the negro can 
return to a tropical climate and soon acclimatizes.

Where is it lacking? The "Deutsche Evangelische Kirchenzeitung" 
complains: "Neither in the learned nor in the working-class 
circles, neither in the cities nor in the countryside, is 
Protestantism able to gain any kind of thoroughgoing influence." 
Why is that? Has God's word become ineffective? Certainly not! 
But the reason is that what calls itself "Protestantism" today has 
partly fallen away from God's Word altogether, and partly no 
longer proclaims God's Word purely and loudly.

because she has left the foundation on which she was built (Eph. 
2, 20 ). On the other hand the church is strong and 
unconquerable when it holds on to God's word. Pope and 
tyrants, even the whole world and all devils may stand against 
her - she remains and conquers, because the almighty God is 
on her side, according to the promise: "If thou cleave unto me, | 
will cleave unto thee" (Jer. 15, 19.).

The fact that the Evangelical Alliance recently met not only in Italy 


(in the city of Florence), but was also welcomed by the King of 
Italy, who expressed "his most cordial and sincere goodwill" to 
the assembly, has greatly hurt the Papists. The Pope's official 
paper, the "Osservatore Romano," wrote: "While in Italy 
congresses of Catholics, of Catholic Italians, can very often meet 
only with many difficulties, foreign Protestants and irreligion can 
hold their unlawful church meetings not only with full freedom, 
but also with the greatest solemnity, in the most beautiful center 
of the peninsula." "Unlawful" is what the Pabstblatt calls the 
meeting of the Alliance because in Italy the Catholic religion is 
still the state religion. That in the Italian constitution full freedom 
of conscience is assured to all subjects does not concern the 
pope, since he does not recognize this constitution and will 
never recognize a constitution in which the "heretics" are 
granted free exercise of religion. As is well known, the pope has 
also declared our American state constitution to be godless. F.

A particularly gruesome piece of papist idolatry will be offered to 
Germany this year. For all preparations are being made to 
exhibit the "holy skirt" of Trier. By order of the Bishop of Trier a 
document has been published containing the minutes of the 
examination of the "holy skirt" which took place on July 7 and 8, 
1890. Of course it is assumed that the Trier skirt is the only 
genuine one out of the twenty available. It is further asserted in 
the book that the time has come for the "ecclesiastical jewel" to 
be exhibited for the strengthening of the religious spirit, since 
great events are preparing in our days! Will the Protestant 
Church of Germany use this opportunity to rightly expose the 
abomination of Pabstism? Will it be proved that the Pabstry 
commits such abominations as the display of the "holy robe" 
because it has fallen away from the main doctrine of Christianity, 
the doctrine that a man is justified and saved by faith in the 
Gospel? With lofty rationalistic phrases one does no harm to 
Pabstism. The devil, who is the power behind the throne of 
Pabstry, is stronger than rationalistic phrases. But through God's 
Word, in which the Holy Spirit is active, the devil and the pope 
are overcome. F.P. 

Russian. After the apostasy of Grand Duchess Elisabeth to the 
Greek Catholic Church, the Emperor of Russia has not only 
published a decree of joy, but he now also allows the Lutherans 
to read this decree of joy, that is, this reviling of the true Lutheran 
faith and glorification of the Greek Catholic heresy, in their 
churches. The "Pilger a. S." reports on this: "A few weeks ago a 
decree of joy was published by the Czar on the conversion of the 
Grand Duchess Elisabeth. Although it was written in a way that 
was extremely hurtful to the feelings of the Lutheran subjects, no 
one could refuse to rejoice over this change of faith. Some time 
ago it was announced that the Lutheran pastors would be forced 
to read this outpouring before their congregations. In spite of all 
the experience of brutal violence, no one really wanted to believe 
it.

first came the order to all Lutheran officials or any official 
personage to attend the celebration of joy in the Greek church. 
When they failed to do so, they were suspected in the 'Rig. Bot., 
a Russian magazine. Now the order has really come to the 
consistories to enjoin the publication of the decree in the 
churches to the pastors. The General-Superintendent is 
determined not to carry out the order. If it is omitted, the 
dissolution of the consistories is the probable thing. If the 
GeneralSuperintendent is overruled by the secular members, 
the order comes to the pastors, most will not carry it out. And 
then what? The transfer to Siberia will also form the end of the 
drama here. How long shall this outrageous disgrace be 
tolerated?" So much for the "Pilgrim a. S." The blasphemous, 
outrageous, foolish declaration of the Czar reads: "To the 
knowledge of all faithful subjects that our beloved sister-in-law 
Grand Duchess Yelizaveta Feodorovna, having recognized and 
experienced the truth of the Orthodox faith with the consent of 
her husband, has expressed the desire of her soul to unite with 
us in the faith and in the practice of ecclesiastical prayers and in 
the reception of Holy Communion. Today, to our great joy, she 
accepted our Orthodox faith and was anointed with the holy oil. 
We order all our faithful subjects to name Her Imperial Highness 
as a right-believing Grand Duchess."

The venerable father and professor A. Cramer was soon 
followed into another life by one of his students. This is the 
young Pastor Stahlke, to whom a small memorial is to be 
dedicated. - Ernst Julius Stahlke was the third oldest son of Ernst 
Stahlke and his wife Henriette, née Seltz. He was born and 
reared here on a farm near "Wacom," Minn. Even as a boy he 
showed beautiful gifts. When he first attended school with his 
primer, he spelled down several pages a day without offense, so 
that he was enjoyed. Throughout his school years, he was a 
decent, attentive and diligent pupil. When, after he had been 
confirmed, he was asked if he would not like to study and serve 
the Lord in his church, he was very willing and ready to do so. 
And since his mother (his father had already departed from this 
life) gave permission and promised to bear the costs of his 
studies with God's help, he entered our seminary in Springfield 
in 1881. He was a zealous and diligent student, and studied with 
zest and love. During the latter part of his studies he vicaried 
one year at Port Huron, Mich. and one year at Whittemore, lowa. 
After passing the Candidate's Examination in 1888, he accepted 
an appointment as traveling preacher to Lodge Pool, Cheyenne 
Co., Nebraska, where he served eight seats the first year, and 
four the second year, after dividing the parish. Unfortunately, 
however, he was stricken with disease of the lungs here after a 
severe cold, and was earnestly advised to change his climate 
and take a profession in an easy line of work. He therefore 
followed in the summer of 1890 a profession of ge 


in Albion, Minn. Here, at first, his condition seemed to improve; 
he was able to preside over his ministry during the fall and 
winter, and also to teach school diligently, but in the spring his 
strength ran out. On March 14 he returned home to the house 
of his dear mother. On Palm Sunday and Easter he was still able 
to attend church, but then his illness increased rapidly. In spite 
of all the medical art and the best care, he grew weaker and 
weaker, and after he had still received Holy Communion on 
Thursday afternoon, the Lord took him out of this life by a gentle 
death on Friday morning, May 29. He died at the age of 25 
years, 7 months and 29 days. His earthly remains were laid in 
the ground on the following first Sunday after Trinity with great 
congregation participation and in the presence of Pastors C. 
Kollmorgen and H. Radeke and many members of the 
neighboring congregations. Father Kollmorgen held the 
ceremony in the house of mourning and the undersigned 
delivered the funeral sermon on Joh. 13, 7. - The deceased was 
a faithful servant of the Lord. He was serious about bringing 
souls to the Lord Jesus. Childlike and simple he preached the 
gospel of Christ, that Christ Jesus came into the world to save 
sinners, and with heartfelt love he exhorted his hearers to 
accept the Lord Jesus, to believe in him and to serve him. And 
in his life he was loving and kind, humble and modest and very 
unpretentious. His congregation saw him leave with great 
sadness. He would also have liked to serve the Lord and his 
church in this life, if it had been God's will, but he was also willing 
and ready to follow the Lord's call into another life. We may 
confidently hope that in the Lord Jesus he has departed from 
this life, that therefore also his soul has been received into the 
congregation of the blessed, and that one day also his body will 
be raised to eternal life, so that he, as he here took part in 
suffering and tribulation, may there also take part in joy and 
glory. With such consolation may the good Lord also abundantly 
comfort and raise up the sorrowful brothers and sisters and 
relatives, especially the deeply grieved mother of the deceased. 
May God grant us all the farewell of this young servant of His 
Church so that we may faithfully serve the Lord, so that when 
one day our last hour also strikes, we may depart from this life 
in peace and enter into the eternal rest of the saints. May God 
help us to do this in mercy for the sake of the Lord Jesus. Amen.

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On marriage between siblings. 


I. 

According to the general rule of Leviticus 18:6, the blood 
relationship between siblings is not to be counted among the 
degrees of relationship within which marriage is not to be 
contracted, and since the Word of God does not forbid marriage 
between siblings by a special prohibition, such a marriage, 
insofar as the degree of relationship is considered and if no 
other obstacles stand in the way, is left free by God and 
therefore not contrary to conscience. Nevertheless, the 
marriage of siblings has often been discouraged, and the 
reasons which make such a union inadvisable, and which we 
shall refrain from discussing here, have led to a prohibition of 
marriage between cousins being incorporated into the state 
laws of several states of the North American Confederation. 
Such states are Arizona, Arkansas, Colorado, Illinois, Indiana, 
Kansas, Missouri, Montana, Nevada, New Hampshire, Ohio, 
Oregon, Washington Territory, Wyoming. So, while the state 
laws do not go as far as God's Word in some pieces, for 
example, allowing certain divorces that God's Word forbids, we 
have laws in those states that go further in forbidding than God's 
Word goes, forbidding marriages that God's Word allows. 

But if anyone were to say, "I will not be forbidden by the 
authorities what God has not forbidden me in his word," this 
would be very wrong, and such a principle would in fact amount 
to a confusion of spiritual and temporal government. Inasmuch 
as in the church it must be decided according to God's word 
what is right or wrong, what is pleasing or displeasing to God, 
this principle is right, that we do not allow ourselves to be 
forbidden what God does not forbid. But the state is not the 
church; the secular authorities are not bound by God's word in 
such a way that they can command the citizens of the state to 
do all that and only that. 
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What God has commanded in his word, or to forbid all that and 
only that which is forbidden in God's word. Otherwise, every 
secular authority would have to forbid all false worship and 
punish the violators of such prohibition, but would have to see 
with all seriousness that all citizens diligently heard the sermon, 
and in case of refusal force them to do so; and again, no 
authority would have a right to prescribe what kind of uniform its 
soldiers should wear, no officer would have the right to demand 
obedience when he commanded "right face!"or "turn to the left," 
as certainly God's Word has nowhere commanded that soldiers 
should wear red, green, or gray skirts, or march to the right or 
to the left. 

But something else is commanded in God's Word, for it is 
written: "Let every man be subject to the authority that has 
power over him. Whoever therefore sets himself up against the 
authorities resists God's order.... Be subject therefore for 
necessity, not for punishment only, but also for conscience’ 
sake." Rom. 13:1, 2, 5. Whoever, then, is a citizen of the State 
of Illinois, ought, according to this commandment of God, to be 
a subject of a very particular authority, namely, the authority of 
the State of Illinois; he ought to keep himself according to the 
laws of that State; he ought, therefore, also to respect the law 
of the State of Illinois, which stamps marriages between 
brothers and sisters as "incestuous and void," *) a law, the 
violation of which is liable to severe punishment; for the offender 
shall be imprisoned for not more than ten years, shall be 
disgraced, shall be disqualified from holding any civil office, 
shall be disqualified from voting in any election, and shall be 
disqualified from serving on any jury, unless by pardon or other 
legal process he shall be restored to his rights. 

It is true that this law, like any other, has effect only so far as 
it has force. Since it has no retroactive effect, marriages that 
took place between siblings before the law came into force

are still recognized as validly existing. Since the jurisdiction of 
the State of Illinois does not extend to citizens of other states not 
within its territory, siblings who have resided and married each 
other in a state where such marriages are permitted are also 
recognized as husband and wife in Illinois. In both cases a real 
marriage has rightfully existed unchallenged, and it can only be 
dissolved at the fault of one or the other spouse, not by new 
provisions of law. Whether, however, between two of its citizens, 
as such, a marriage bond is to be established, a marriage can 
be contracted, which it must recognize, is a matter for the State 
of Illinois to decide. This is in fact recognized, as far as marriage 
ceremonies in the state are concerned, by every bride and 
groom in Illinois who obtain a license, that is, a permit to marry, 
from the competent state authority, and by every minister who 
performs a marriage ceremony on the basis of such a permit; 
The same shall be recognized in every marriage in Wisconsin 
by the fact that he who performs the copulation shall, before the 
same, hold the interrogation prescribed by the state, by which it 
shall be ascertained whether there is any impediment to the 
marriage intended to be performed, which the state considers as 
such, thus to prevent a marriage from being performed which 
the state does not wish to be performed. Whoever wishes to 
enter into marriage must also, according to the laws of his place 
of residence, be authorized to enter into marriage and to marry 
the very person whom he wishes to marry,*) if he wishes his 
marriage to that person to be recognized at his place of 
residence. The place of residence or domicile of a man is the 
place/ where he is at home and wants to have his home. This 
place remains his domicile, even if he temporarily resides 
elsewhere, and this even if he has left the place without having 
decided to

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He has to decide whether he wants to return there or settle at 
home in another place. Only when he has gone to another place 
with the real intention of remaining here, of living there, of having 
his home, has the former place of residence ceased to be his 
place of residence.*) As long, however, as he has not really 
changed his place of residence, the laws of his former place of 
residence are decisive for the determination of his status in his 
native country. Whether a Prussian subject is also a Prussian 
soldier, and to which military unit he belongs as such, is 
determined, even if he is temporarily in Missouri, not according 
to the laws of the State of Missouri, but according to those of his| 
home state. And so it is for every state to determine what state 
its citizens shall be considered before it, and the laws by which 
it does this shall apply to every citizen until he has ceased to be 
a resident within the limits of those laws, and has chosen to} 
reside elsewhere. If, therefore, the laws of the State of Illinois 
forbid the children of brothers and sisters to marry one another, 
this prohibition shall first apply to all who reside or are domiciled 
in Illinois, no matter where they may at present reside, whether 
it be in Australia or in Lapland, and whoever of Illinois, where he 
is domiciled, goes to Wisconsin or lowa to be married to his 
cousin there, and then returns home to Illinois with her, has 
transgressed a law he should have obeyed, and must not 


of the conflict between the principles of international and 
interstate law, decided in the following two propositions; first, 'A 
marriage which is valid where solemnized is valid everywhere;' 
secondly, 'Every State is entitled to the judgment of its own 
citizens. Let us now suppose that the siblings were citizens of 
Illinois and resided in Chicago. . . Suppose, in spite of the law, 
they decide to marry each other, and travel by rail to Milwaukee 
in the neighboring State of Wisconsin, where siblings are 
permitted, or at least not forbidden, to marry each other. The 
marriage is valid in Wisconsin, and the couple returns home. The 
question immediately arises: What is the effect of the transfer 
from Wisconsin to Illinois? The bride and groom are not citizens 
of Wisconsin at all, but of Illinois, and it is a fundamental rule of 
international law that each state is entitled to judge the status of 
its own citizens, and each state has the power and authority to 
regulate civil life within its borders. Her standing in Wisconsin is 
a thing by itself; what is her standing in Illinois? Those who 
maintain that marriage is valid even in the latter State, adhere to 
the accepted tenet, that a marriage is valid everywhere, if it is 
valid where it is contracted. Those who would question the 
validity of marriage would plead that the status of Illinois citizens 
must be determined by the laws of Illinois." Now where, as in the 
States of New Hampshire and Nevada, marriages in forbidden 


complain if he is sent to prison for it, and becomes infamous for degrees of relationship are forbidden only when contracted in 


life. 

Thus, as we have heretofore stated, the case proceeds upon| 
a view of the force and effect of the marriage laws which now 
concern us. It is in accordance with this view that the State of 
Alabama treats as null and void all marriages which would be| 
null and void if contracted within the State, and contracted by 
persons intending to reside in that State, as under the marriage 
laws of Alabama no provision thereof can be evaded by marrying 
out of the State.(**) In Maine and Massachusetts, according to} 
the same view, all marriages in forbidden degrees of relationship} 
are null and void, if contracted by citizens who, in order to evade 
the marriage laws, have gone to another State, and, having 
contracted a marriage there, have returned to their State. In 
Arkansas, too, marriages contracted in a foreign state or country 
and valid there are valid only if those who contracted such 
marriages in such state actually resided there at the time of the 
marriage, and this provision extends also to marriages between 
siblings. 

Another view, held among legal experts, is that it should be} 
enough to say, "A marriage which was valid where it was made 
is valid everywhere.” - "These various rules," says Snyder,T) 
"may give rise to very serious questions on account of

the State, or where, as in Arizona, Kansas, Wyoming, the 
statutes recognize without limitation the validity of all marriages 
contracted outside the State and valid there, there is no difficulty 
to the secular law in the case of siblings traveling across the 
border and returning as husband and wife. But where the state 
laws have neither, as in the states mentioned, themselves 
opened the back door to their circumvention, nor even, as in 
Georgia and Arkansas, have expressly plugged the loophole, 
the matter is doubtful. Snyder writes: "How the courts would 
decide the validity of such marriages is impossible to conjecture 
until the question comes before them";*) and: "In the absence of 
a common law, these questions must remain unanswered in the 
states concerned until their highest courts have ruled on 
them."**) It should be noted, however, that just in recent times, 
both in England and in America, judicial decisions have turned 
out to the effect that, where persons are unauthorized to marry 
each other according to the laws of their home country, their 
marriage concluded outside of their state is invalid in their home 
country, and the principle must apply that the validity of the 
marriage must be determined according to the laws of the home 
country, in that each party must be authorized according to the 
laws of his place of residence to marry the other, if the marriage 
is to be valid. A number of such cases are cited by Stewart, and 
Bishop, who stands foremost among the teachers of American 
matrimonial law, and who, for his preference of the opposite 
doctrine and practice, has cited older cases in which such 
marriages, prohibited at home and contracted away from home, 
have been held to be valid at home.

This is the present state of civil law in this country, so far as 
it relates to marriage between brothers and sisters, and we could 
not spare ourselves and our readers the exposition of it; for if, 
according to the words of the apostle, 1 Peter 2:13, we are to be 
subjects of all human order, it is necessary that we also know 
the human order, the will of the authorities to whom we are to be 
subjects. Next we will show how we as Christians are to keep to 
this order.

After the school struggle, which by God's grace has been 
happily overcome, what is our task now with regard to our 
parochial schools? 


(A paper prepared for the meetings of the Synod of the Wisconfin 
District, and sent in by resolution of the same, by B. Sievers). 


Living in a country of religious freedom and freedom of 
conscience, we have always been accustomed to establish and 
manage our parochial schools in all tranquility, untroubled by 
any state legislation and paternalism, according to our own 
discretion and conscience, captivated only by God's Word. We 
were not accustomed to be dictated to by anyone concerning the 
internal affairs of the school. Behold, we were suddenly troubled, 
and that from a quarter from which we had not feared such a 
thing. 

It was in the year 1889 that a petition was presented to the 
Legislature of the State of Wisconsin for its passage into law. 
This petition-the so-called Pond Bill-was of such a spirit that had 
we quietly allowed it to become law, we would have given the 
state some jurisdiction over our schools which might have been 
dangerous to us. Protests against this Bill were received in 
Madison from all quarters, and what we desired happened: the 
Bill was passed. But we came out of the frying pan into the fire. 
In place of the cassified Bill, another was filed, and before we 
knew it, it was given the force of law. If the Pond Bill had already 
threatened freedom in our schools, this was even more the case 
with the much mentioned and often discussed Bennett Bill. Not 
only did it place the parochial school under the control of the 
state in several respects, but it also interfered with the personal 
rights, the natural rights of parents, in such a way that parents 
and children might be exposed to the tyrannical arbitrariness of 
the state school authorities and hindered them in the free 
exercise of the rights of religion and conscience guaranteed to 
them by the constitution. It would lead too far, is also not the task 
of this work, not the goal of our discussion, to provide the 
evidence for this. The same are probably more than sufficiently 
known to everyone. 

In short, the struggle over the Bennett Law was about nothing 
less than the relationship between church and state. The 
struggle revolved around this question:

Shall the state be granted the right to interfere in the affairs of 
the church and parochial school? Should it be allowed to 
diminish the inherent right of parents to direct and supervise the 
education and instruction of children according to their own 
conscience? Shall he be allowed in any way to hinder us in the 
exercise of our rights of conscience? Shall he have the power to 
impose upon us anything that would interfere with our Christian 
conscience? And we answered this question with a decided 
"no!" and protested against any such presumption on the part of 
the state as against exceeding its powers. - It is true that the 
defenders of the law in question continued to deny that it 
interfered with ecclesiastical affairs, and asserted that the law 
had only the purpose of forcing negligent parents to give their 
children at least the most necessary schooling; and we were 
accused, on account of our opposition to the Bennett law, partly 
of ignorance, partly of adherence to foreign ideas, partly of 
malicious insinuations. Some accused us of being incapable of 
properly examining and appreciating the beneficial influence of 
a compulsory school law, since we could sense something 
dangerous behind such a law; others condemned us as people 
who clung so tenaciously to the old ways, especially to those 
imported from foreign countries, that they could not and would 
not let go of them. Still others portrayed us as enemies of the 
English language, as enemies of all American institutions, 


especially the public schools. No matter how often and how 


convincingly we explained our position, it was not foreign ideas, 
not hostility to government institutions, not hostility to the English 
language in particular, that drove us to oppose such a coercive 
law; rather, the reason for our opposition was simply the 
consciousness of our Christian duty to teach our children in 
Christian schools and to bring them up in the discipline and 
admonition of the Lord; We may further often emphasize that we 
are still willing to give our taxes to the State for the maintenance 
of the State schools, and that it is our earnest endeavor to 
improve our parochial schools, especially in the matter of 
English, and to make our children proficient American citizens: 
one persisted in his accusations and blasphemies. But just by 
such disregard and by obviously wilful and malicious distortion 
of our explanations, it was proved clearly enough that with this 
law, which violated all American principles, one had intended 
something more and mainly different than just a compulsion 
aimed at school attendance, namely, that one had intended to 
gain a certain control over all schools, also especially over 
German parochial schools, which had long been a thorn in the 
side of the nativists. From that side, evidence was provided that 
hatred and hostility toward the parochial schools was a major 
factor in the creation and advocacy of a Bennett Act. American 


nativism did not want to tolerate "foreigners", to destroy 


everything.

desirable that no one should receive religious instruction before 
the age of twenty-one, which, of course, is tantamount to the 
gradual suppression of all religion. 

If it was a spiteful struggle on the part of our enemies, it was| 
on our side a struggle that was forced upon us and made 
necessary by necessity, but fierce on both sides.- It was al 
struggle forced upon us, for we did not seek it. We were 
slandered as if we, as churches, as congregations, were 
interfering in the affairs of the state by opposing a state law. But 
does that mean interfering in other people's affairs without being| 
called to do so, when we defend ourselves against someone who 
wants to break into our house and rob us of our household 
goods? We would think that meddling in other people's affairs} 
would be on the other side. Does this mean exceeding our 
authority when we fight for a cause that is ours and that they want 
to take away from us, and that we fight with all the lawful means' 
at our disposal? - The fight was necessary; for what would have} 
happened if we had refrained from the fight was shown by the 
various events, when both here in Wisconsin the objectionable’ 
provisions of the Bennett law and in Illinois those of an Edward 
law were sought to be applied. In the cases most favorable to us, 
our schools would have their existence made more difficult, but 
in other cases their ruin would have been brought about, and thus 
the lifeblood of the congregations would have been cut off, and 
the planting places of our church undermined. It is not too much 
to say, therefore, that our struggle was a struggle "for the faith," 
necessary for our salvation. After our enemies had forced us to 
fight, the commandment of the Lord also applied to us to fight for 


and averted factions and divisions within our congregations! 

Yes, thanks be to him! for the battle is fought, the battle is 
fought and- the victory is ours! In the electoral battle of 
November 4, 1890, by far the greatest part of those officials were 
elected who promised to stand up for freedom of religion and 
conscience and specifically for the revocation of the Bennett 
Law, which threw the parochial schools under the control of the 
state, and who fulfilled this promise to this extent. The outcome 
of the struggle was therefore one that brought us salvation. 

But have we now solved our God-given task in regard to our 
schools for good, or at least for a long time? May we now sit 
down on the bench, rest on our laurels, close our eyes, put our 
hands in our lap? Can we be unconcerned about our schools in 
the future? That would be a wrong use we would make of the 
victory given to us. We would soon realize the falsity of such a 
course of action, to our detriment. The very experiences we have 
had should have taught us better and opened our eyes. And this, 
then, is what gives us cause to seek the right answer to the 
following question: 


Now that the school struggle has been happily overcome by God's grace, 
what is our task with regard to our parochial schools? 


The answer is probably something like this: 

001 We are not to be sure, but we are to watch with all 
diligence; for the enemy who has threatened our 
schools, and is repulsed for the present, is not dead. 

2) We are to cherish our schools as a precious treasure 
entrusted to us by God, and to cherish and promote them 
in every possible way. 


the faith. How could we have answered for it before God and man 
if we had calmly stood by and watched our precious treasure, our 
freedom of religion and conscience given to us by God, being 
robbed of our freedom to teach in our schools? - So we went in 
God's name into the battle prescribed for us. And it was a fierce 
battle on both sides, of which each side hoped for victory, a battle 
in which we had to make use of all the legal weapons of 
protection at our disposal and exploit all the circumstances of 
which we could hope that they would become advantageous to 
us. Had we been defeated - the consequences which such a 
defeat would have entailed for us cannot be foreseen. 

The dispute had to be decided - the circumstances 
demanded it - at the ballot box, after a

More than we would have liked, we Lutheran congregations 
had to concern ourselves with political matters during the past 
year. It is true, as already noted, that we did not pursue any 
political interests; our purpose was not to help a certain party to 
victory. But we had to make use of a political party as one of the 
means permitted to us, in order to be able to lead the fight for our 
schools successfully. We would rather have found ourselves 
joverburdened with the unpleasant task of persuading our 
parishioners and other citizens of our State that it was their duty 
ito support the 
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to vote for candidates of a certain party. But if our just cause was 
to be victorious, this path had to be taken. In doing so, of course, 
we did not follow the reprehensible principle: "The end justifies 
the means"; rather, we have only made use of a right to which 
we are entitled. The civil right to vote is ours in this country. Of 
the administration of the same we are accountable to God. If it 
should not be used by our own parishioners to the detriment of 
our church, it was necessary, if possible, to induce each of our 
dear parishioners and others to whom we could turn as citizens 
to vote in this way, so that they would help by their votes to 
remove our schools, our parishes, our church life from the 
threats of the enemy. This demanded of us the salvation of the 
Church and the glory of our God. 

After we have achieved this purpose, however, we should 
also avoid everything that could even make us appear to be 
affiliated with a certain political party under all circumstances. 
Unnecessary intercourse with them, too friendly relations with 
those who have become outstanding leaders in the party, can be 
very dangerous, can easily bring us into the suspicion that we 
are willing to go through thick and thin with them, and can easily 
the peace 
communities. If in any matter, the utmost caution is required. 


become an occasion for disturbing in our 

Nevertheless, it is important to keep one's eyes open and to 
follow political events with caution, regardless of which political 
party is at the helm. 

It is true that the enemies of our parochial schools in this 

state have for the most part been removed from the houses of 
government by the voice of the people; with their fight against us 
they have deprived themselves of their office and disgraced 
themselves enormously; they have had to recognize that, when 
they thought they were dealing a death blow to the Lutheran 
Church in this State by a spiteful kick, they had miscalculated, 
that the Lutheran citizens of our State constituted a greater factor 
to be reckoned with than they had dreamed; they have had to 
learn that the Lutheran citizens of this State, in union with other 
religious liberty-loving citizens of the same, are powerful enough 
to thwart their intrigues. Our seats of government are now mostly 
occupied by persons friendly to us. 
But we must not forget: after all, it is men who are at the helm, 
and - "men are like a cradle!" And if this is true of anyone, it is 
certainly true of politicians, who often go with the wind and 
therefore change their opinions and courses of action. If we were 
to rely on them, we would truly have built on sand, and we might 
soon learn to our detriment how unwise and foolish such reliance 
on them is. And so it is downright sinful and a transgression of 
the first commandment, which forbids all trust in men. God 
therefore pronounces a curse upon them that trust in man, 
saying, "Cursed is the man that trusteth in man." God's Word 
warns against trusting in the mighty lords and masters of the 
kingdom. 


Says, "It is good to trust in the Lord, and not to rely on princes." 

Far be from us, therefore, any compromise with a political 
party, be it what it will, as such a compromise has been 
proposed elsewhere as a means by which one can best protect 
oneself from hostile attacks. No! By such a compromise we 
could not only come into serious conflict with the word of the 
Lord: "Pray to Caesar what is Caesar's, and to God what is 
God's," but even help to tighten the noose around our necks. 
We are not bound by any promise, but want to keep a free hand 
in the exercise of our civil rights. 

But we must keep our eyes open not only because there are 
people who are friendly to us now, but also because the 
enemies who have been beaten back for the time being will do 
everything they can to get their hands on the magazine again. 
They are still there, the enemies of our parochial schools, even 
if they have been silenced for the time being. It will be their 
constant endeavor to wipe the slate clean again, to avenge the 
defeat they have suffered.

Synod in New York. 


The Eastern District of our Synod held its sessions this year 
from June 3 to 9 within the oldest Lutheran congregation in 
America, St. Matthew's Lutheran Church in New York. Only 
once before had the Synod been able to assemble in this 
cosmopolitan city, Anno 1858, 33 years ago. At that time the 
Eastern District, which at that time included the area of the 
present Canada District, had 16 congregations, 7 teachers and 
14 pastors. Now, after the branching off of the congregations in 
Canada, our District counts 138 congregations, 73 teachers and 
110 pastors. This is a miracle of God before our eyes, who has 
done great things to a Synod of which the adversaries say, "It 
has no future in the East." Rejoice, dear reader, in this blessing 
of God, and pray the Lord of the Church to keep your Synod in 
the pure doctrine of the divine Word and in confessional 
practice. 

On the morning of June 3 a solemn opening service took 
place, at which the honorable President of the Allgmein Synod, 
Rev. H. C. Schwan, preached the sermon. 
to doctrinal 
discussions. Father M. Hein had presented a series of theses 


The mornings were devoted, as usual, 


on the doctrine of renewal, in which it was clearly shown "that 
only through faithful adherence to the divine word can true 
renewal come about among us. The detailed minutes of the 
doctrinal discussions will be found in the next Synodal Report of 
the Eastern District. It is truly worthy of being read and heeded 
by all members of our congregations. How would it be, dear 
reader, if you, through the teacher or pastor of your 
congregation, would send two dollars to the “Lutheran 
Concordia Publishing House" in St. Louis as your 
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annual contribution? Our synodal report, as well as the reports of 
the twelve other districts, together with the "Statistical Yearbook" 
would then be sent to you postage-free. In this way you would get 
in a few years a beautiful collection of Christian literature. Try it 
once! 

The business of the Synod was transacted in the afternoon 
sessions. The report of the Commission for Inner Mission in the 
East showed that this work had made quite pleasing progress in 
the last two years. New churches have been planted in all the 
Conference districts, but especially in the New England States. 
Two of this year's preaching candidates have been appointed for 
the latter area, and they will undoubtedly find plenty to do. In the 
coming year, however, the expenses of the missionary fund will 
be considerably higher than before - three thousand dollars will 
have to be raised: so do not forget to collect for the fund of the 
inner mission. 

The Synod also dealt with our Progymnasium. This institution 
is now ten years old and its first pupils are already serving our 
Synod as preachers. At present there are 46 pupils in the 
Progymnasium, and next year the number will probably be 60. 
The Synod, at the invitation of the Board of Supervisors, attended 
the annual examination of the pupils, satisfied itself of their 
performance, and at a later meeting expressed its pleasure at the 
prosperous condition of the institution. The plan for moving the 
Progymnasium to a puffing place outside New York was also 
thoroughly considered, but the Synod, in view of the large funds 
which would be required to carry out this plan, could not give its 
consent to the transfer at this time. The individual congregations 
may discuss this matter in their own circles, and perhaps next 
summer the Synod will be able to pass a definite resolution 
concerning the transfer. 

Missionary Pastor Keyl gave a report on our emigrant mission 
and the "Lutheran Pilgrim House". The whole synod also had the 
opportunity to visit the "Pilgrim House" thoroughly. Many 
members of the Synod stayed there and were full of praise for the 
hospitality they received. So we may hope that this missionary 
work will also find warm supporters in our congregations among 
the deputies who have returned home. 

The Synod adjourned with praise and thanksgiving to God for 
all the spiritual and corporal benefits enjoyed.

The Wisconsin District 


Our Synod held its sessions this year from June 24 to 30 in the 
Martini Church (Léber) in Milwaukee. The opening sermon was 
preached by General Praeses Schwan; it will be published in the 
"Lutheran" by decision of the Synod. 
There were a total of 212 synod members present, 16 absent. 
The teaching negotiations were conducted by P. F. Lochner; 
they were based on the 17th edition of the 


Dr. Walther's theses on the subject, "What are the characteristics 
of a well-grounded, truly Lutheran congregation, toward which, 
therefore, Lutheran preachers are to strive with their 
congregations as their goal?" The 17th Thesis reads, "It holds 
high and holy the stewardship, preaching ministry, and office of 
authority as God's endowments and ordinances." It was 
explained in detail that these offices, the office of father of the 
house, the office of preacher, and the office of authority are God's 
foundations and ordinances. As there are in the world three 
estates or communities established by God Himself: 1. the 
domestic estate or nourishing estate (family), 2. the ecclesiastical 
estate or teaching estate (church), 3. the civil estate or defending 
estate (state), so there are also three offices or regiments 
established by God: the office of householder, the office of 
preacher, and the office of authority. From this it follows that 
every Christian, like all of God's foundations and ordinances, 
should also hold these three offices high and holy, and that such 
high and holy holding must be the characteristic and goal of a 
well-grounded, truly Lutheran congregation. 

It was further explained in detail what belongs to the 
upholding and sanctification of such offices or regiments 
established by God; namely, in general, that each of them, 
according to God's word, is both left to his own and given his own. 
The office of householder is therefore held high and holy by the 
preservation of its rights and the fulfillment of its duties in its 


threefold relationship as parental, conjugal, and householder 
regiment. Many damages, which can still be found in Christian 
families, were emphasized, but at the same time the rights and 
duties of parents and children, which their position entails 
according to God's Word, were so clearly explained that it would 
be advisable for our Christian parents to read these doctrinal 
treatises from the soon to be published synodal report in their 
family circle. 

Due to lack of time, unfortunately, we had to break off in the 
middle of the negotiations on this thesis; we shall now be shown 
next time what belongs to the upholding and sanctification of the 
ministry of preaching and the ministry of the authorities in 
particular.

The "Lutheran's" annual reminder and plea to our 
synodical congregations and all individual Christians of 
our synodical association. 


We have first to report that this year 56 candidates of the 
sacred preaching office, 34 from St. Louis, 22 from Springfield, 
have been released to enter the ministry of the church. Truly, a 
not inconsiderable host of new preachers! God keep them all in 
his grace and in right doctrine, and set them to bless many 
thousands! 

At the same time, however, we must report again this year 
that the number of young preachers mentioned was by no 
means sufficient to fill all the fields of work that presented 
themselves to us and for which workers were eagerly waiting. 
Although the presidents, foreseeing that the number of 
candidates would not be sufficient, had induced some 
congregations to wait with the appointment of preachers, the 
number of appointments received still exceeded the number of 
available candidates by 33. This is a great emergency. These 
congregations, which asked in vain for candidates, will now 
either call pastors already in office and, if they succeed, cause 
gaps elsewhere, or else be exposed for at least another year to 
the dangers of preacherless or inadequately served 
congregations. Great, very great, is also the shortage of school 
teachers within our synod. The number of school teacher 
candidates dismissed from our school teacher seminary in 
Addison was 24; only half of the requests received could be 
granted. Yes, at the present time it is so that congregations, no 
matter how urgently they need teachers, cannot obtain them. 
We have received letters containing the most moving 
complaints. Therefore, the request with which the "Lutheran" 
herewith publicly approaches all our congregations is this: Do 
not forget to send new students this year in large numbers - in 
even larger numbers than before - to our institutions in Fort 


Wayne, Milwaukee, Concordia, New York, Springfield and 
Addison.

But in order that his 
Christians may have an opportunity of serving him even with 
earthly goods, he causes the silver and gold of which he has 
need in his kingdom first to come into the possession of his 
Christians, and then to receive it from their hands. You, too, have 
not grown weary of offering your earthly goods to Christ for the 
spread of the gospel, year in and year out. When, from time to 
time, you were troubled, and it was said in your heart or even in 
your mouth, "There is no end to giving,” you recognized this as 
the voice of the old man, and followed the new, after which you 
rejoiced that you might give without ceasing to the end of your 
life. Now the Lord Christ does not only need earthly goods in his 
kingdom, but above all also workers, people who teach the 
gospel publicly. He also wants to take these from and out of his 
Christians. Therefore, as you do not grow weary in giving, so do 


not grow weary in sending disciples to our institutions. 


send. Now again, keep an eye out in your entire congregation. 
The boys who are suitable for service in the church are certainly 
available in thousands every year through our parish schools. 
Send as many of them to our institutions this fall as they can 
hold. Among those to be sent, according to the experiences 
made so far, there will be a number who do not themselves have 
the means to study. This should not deter anyone. The Lord 
Christ has long since given the necessary means into the 
possession of our Christians, and our Christians have still 
offered them when they have been exhorted to do so by the 
mercy of God. 

Now therefore the Lord our God, which hath hitherto made 
all grace to abound among us, make us also able to this work, 
to the glory of his name, and to the salvation of many souls.

in the opinion that if they went to lowa and were married there, 
they could quietly return to their home in Illinois as husband and 
wife. They did not think of emigrating when they made their pact, 
and made no promise to that effect. How the state law stands by 
this contract depends entirely on whether it would recognize the 
marriage of the citizens of Illinois concluded in lowa, if they 
returned home after the marriage, or whether it would stamp it as 
an incestuous relationship; in the latter case, the engagement 
contract, as a pact to violate the law, would be null and void 
according to the civil law. But before God, as long as the meaning 
of the law is doubtful, it is void, inasmuch as no Christian can take 
upon himself an obligation to do something that might possibly 
bring him into prison as a real malefactor. If, on the other hand, 
the consent of the contracting persons was not conditioned by the 
impracticable intention to live in marriage in Illinois, but was 
connected with the intention to emigrate to another state and to 
marry there, then they are bound in their conscience to carry out 
this intention, which was a part of their engagement contract and 
from the execution of which no commandment of God and no law 
of the state prevents them. If, however, one of them should 
subsequently refuse to live with the other in a place where it could 
be done in good conscience, in accordance with the engagement 
thus made, he would be guilty of malicious desertion, and the 
case would then be judged and treated according to 1 Cor. 7. In 
every case, therefore, everything depends, and in order to judge 
the individual case, it must be ascertained exactly in what sense 
and in what opinion the pact was made, before it can be judged 
whether or not there is a valid, binding, real, or unconditional 
betrothal. If it can be proved that the two siblings, in their 
ignorance, had the intention of entering into a marriage which 
their consciences must forbid them to enter into after they have 
learned better, and if they have given their consent in such an 
opinion, then they have consented to something unfeasible for 
Christians and to nothing else, so that there was only an assumed 
or conditional consent, not a real or unconditional consent, and 
their pact is void. But if they have promised themselves in such a 
way that they had the conscious intention of marrying each other 
in any case, as citizens of Illinois, if it were possible, or as 
emigrants elsewhere, or if they had the immediate intention of 
emigrating for the purpose of consummating their marriage, then 
a real engagement with real, unconditional consent has taken 
place, and they are and remain bound by their engagement. 

In Kansas, finally, the law itself has shown the way to siblings 
who may be engaged to each other; they may go across the 
border and be married and then come home again, since here the 
state actually does not prohibit marriage itself, but only civil 
marriage within its borders.

Now that the school struggle has been happily overcome 
by God's grace, what is our task with regard to our 
parochial schools?

But we must not forget that the enemies who have been 
harassing us are not gone from the world; the spirit of enmity 
and hatred against Christian parochial schools is not dead, but 
alive and active. This is taken care of by the worst enemy of our 
schools and congregations, Satan, who is not unaware of the 
host of souls that have been and will be snatched from him 
through our schools. It is he who enkindles such hatred and puts 
his instruments to work wherever he can find them. He will see 
to it that the spirit of enmity against Christianity and against 
everything that promotes it will live on even when the present 
enemies of our school system will no longer be. Let us only 
consider how the Scriptures describe the spirit of the last time 
and how this spirit coincides most exactly with the present spirit 
of our time. Let us recall here only two passages. One is where 
the apostle Peter, in the third chapter of his second epistle, 
speaks of the last time as a time of the grossest unbelief, in 
which the scoffers would blaspheme God and divine things with 
unwashed mouths, deny the greatest works of God, ridicule 
creation, and praise creatures as having originated from 
themselves. The other passage is found in Luke 17, where the 
Saviour speaks of the fact that in the last times the world will be 
full of those whose mind is directed solely to earthly things, and 
whose highest aim in life is a good life according to the desires 
of the flesh, whose mind, according to 1 Cor. 15:32, finds its 
expression in the pronounced principle: "Let us eat and drink, 
for tomorrow we shall be dead." The spirit as portrayed in these 
passages of Scripture as that of the last time characterizes the 
present age. It is the spirit of materialism. It is an ungodly, 
unpoisonous, carnal world-view; it is such an education as 
seeks to explain everything without being compelled to believe 
in a living God and almighty Creator; it is the "falsely famous 
art," in which one must necessarily lack faith, but which presents 
itself as the highest science, as the greatest achievement and 
the height of knowledge; it is this which spreads itself 
everywhere and sets itself up as the only justified one. "There is 
no God, no Creator, no immortal soul; there is only matter, 
substance, nature," that is what is preached and written 
everywhere, against one's own reason and against the voice of 
conscience, by boastful mouth-breathers as the highest 
philosophy, and imbibed by the masses as something that 
pleases the sinful flesh. *) From this spirit of unbelief follows all 
by itself the carnal attitude, directed only to earthly things: What 
heaven, what blessedness, what salvation through Christ!

It is only too much in our nature to be safe and careless about 
our spiritual welfare.

"Your pastor is always ranting in the pulpit, I'm not coming back 
to your church" - so you may hear one say now and then who 
occasionally visits one of our churches. 

If one asks such a person how far the pastor scolds him, he 
will answer that he talks about people of other faiths in his sermon 
and that here and there

When he then asks whether the pastor is_ ranting 
excessively, whether he is using swear words, whether he is 
saying something about those of other faiths that offends their 
civil honor, or whether he is teaching them doctrines that they 
do not even hold, he must answer in the negative, and he is told 
that the pastor is not ranting, he says, "Well, on my account, but 
| do not like it when people do not let others go; the pastor should 
only preach God's word. 

Egg, how gladly would a preacher let dissenters go, if they 
would but let him and his host go, if they would not break into 
his host; for such as come in person or in writings, and endanger 
souls, it is especially whom a faithful preacher takes into 
account. 

A preacher is only to preach the word of God. That's right. 
But he should preach the whole word of God. The apostle Paul 
wrote in 2 Tim. 3, 16. 17.: "All scripture inspired of God is 
profitable for doctrine, for reproof, for correction, for chastening 
in righteousness; that a man of God may be perfect, thoroughly 
furnished unto all good works." And Rom. 15:4: "That which is 
written aforetime is written for our learning, that we through 
patience and comfort of the scriptures might have hope." From 
these words we see that God's word is to be applied in a fivefold 
manner. For a preacher is to 1. teach, 2. punish false doctrine, 
3. punish the sins of life, 4. exhort to a godly life, and 5. comfort. 
Therefore it is part of the right direction of the ministry of 
preaching that not only pure doctrine is presented, but also that 
false doctrine is punished. 

This is what all the holy prophets, the Lord Christ himself, 
and his holy apostles did. How earnestly did the prophet Elijah 
contend against the false prophets, and how earnestly did he 
speak to Israel, which followed these false prophets! "How long 
do ye limp on both sides?" said he. "If the LORD be God, walk 
after him; but if Baal, walk after him." The Lord Jesus said in the 
Sermon on the Mount, "Beware of false prophets, which come 
unto you in sheep's clothing, but inwardly they are ravening 
wolves." Matth. 7, 15. And at another time he said, "Watch and 
beware of the leaven of the Pharisees and Sadducees." Matt. 
16:6. the apostle Paul saith, "| exhort you, brethren, that ye take 
heed of them which cause divisions and dissensions beside the 
doctrine which ye have learned, and depart from them. For such 
serve not the Lord JESUS Christ, but their belly: and by sweet 
words and glorious speeches they deceive innocent hearts."

A good confession. Dr. Ruperti, General Superintendent of 
Holstein, has recently confessed the Christian doctrine of 
inspiration, that is, the doctrine that the Holy Scriptures are the 
Word of God inspired by the Holy Spirit. Perhaps one or two of 
our readers will ask: "Is this something so strange? Does it not 
go without saying for all Christians that all Scripture is God- 
lbreathed and therefore the majestic and infallible Word of God?" 
To be sure, this is self-evident to all Christians, who simple- 
mindedly believe what the sacred Scriptures say of themselves. 
But in Germany this belief has become very rare among pastors, 
land especially among teachers in the high schools and among 
church dignitaries. Almost without exception, those who are in 
the forefront of the church have abandoned the Christian belief 
that the Holy Scriptures are the infallible Word of God. Thus also 
Provost Kier of Tondern (in Schleswig), for a theological 
conference, set forth propositions in which he flatly denied that 
the Holy Scriptures were inspired by God and were therefore 
God's infallible word; the Holy Scriptures were rather "a man- 
made word".

The author said that it was "a book, also afflicted with the defects 
and errors that are inherent in all human works", a book "full of 
errors". When these sentences came to Dr. Ruperti's attention, 
he renounced the conference at which such sentences could be 
discussed. At the same time he declared his Christian faith in 
the Holy Scriptures with the following words: "For me the Holy 
Scriptures are the Word of God wrought by the Holy Spirit, not 
‘revealed by flesh and blood, but inspired by God'. On it rests 
our Evangelical Lutheran Church with its confession, and among 
Lutherans it should not be possible to shake this foundation of 
our Church. The hypotheses of a so-called scientific criticism, 
which often goes so wrong ways, and which is so divided in 
itself, has not been able to shake me in this old faith of mine, 
and has not yet been able to invalidate any point in it." But this 
is only the beginning of the struggle which Dr. Ruperti will have 
to wage if he continues to bear witness to the truth.

The Crown Princess Sophie of Greece is said to have been 


addressed by the Metropolitan of Athens not as a Protestant but 
as a Catholic when she converted to the Greek Church. This 
was not due to any error on the part of the Metropolitan, but 
because the Greek Church has no formulas for those who 
convert to it from Protestantism. The questions which are still 
prescribed by the clergy to be asked of those who are to be 
received at the time of conversion date from a time when the 
world did not know the Reformation, and were prescribed as 
early as 1470 by Symeon, Patriarch of Constantinople. Thus it 
is explained that the Metropolitan asked the Crown Princess, 
"Art thou, O man, ready to abjure the Papal dogmas? Dost thou 
divorce with full conviction from the Latin Church?" and so to this 
effect three or four other questions, all of which were pointed at 
a former supposed allegiance to the Roman Church. Thus the 
devil teases the poor souls who despise the true religion of 
worshipping God in spirit and in truth, and yield to a religion of 
mere formulas and ceremonies, whether the formulas have 
sense and reason or not being of no importance. 
(Free Church.) 

The exhibition of the "holy skirt" of Trier is to begin on August 20.

On this occasion such men as Court Preacher 
Stock er and Prof. Dr. Cremer (Greifswald) met and prayed with 
Dr. Sulze of Dresden, the notorious denier of the doctrine of the 
Holy Trinity. Dr. Sulze belonged to the

Again it has pleased the Lord over life and death to claim a 
young worker from the school service and to take him to his 
heavenly home. This is Dietrich Roescher, teacher at the school 
of the Emanuel congregation at Fort Wayne, Ind. He died on 
June 26 at the age of 38 years, 6 months and 5 days and leaves 
behind a grieving widow with four underage children. 

Teacher Roscher was a native of Hanover and came from a 
distinguished family of the relatives of our blessed Wyneken. 
With the intention of becoming a teacher, he emigrated to 
America and settled first in St. Louis. Here good friends used 
themselves for him, and he found admission in the seminary at 
Addison. When the synod in 1874 called teacher Hantzschel 
away from Fort Wayne and to Addison as a professor, our 
Rdscher was sent to Fort Wayne to serve the vacant school 
class on an interim basis. But instead of returning to the 
seminary, he was definitely appointed by the Emanuel 
congregation around Easter 1875 after passing his exams. Here 
he has been active all the time until his end, and has served his 
office conscientiously and faithfully. 

Last summer he began to show some alarming symptoms; 
but when he returned here at the end of the vacation, after a six- 
week stay with his relatives in Milwaukee, he had recovered 
considerably and was able to take over his class with renewed 
vigor. No one suspected that the next holidays would be 
synonymous with complete relaxation. But as early as 
November he began to suffer from a persistent hoarseness that 
made it very difficult for him to speak at school; but from day to 
day he hoped for improvement and even firmly rejected the offer 
of his four colleagues to do his work with him so that he could 
take it easy, saying: If you take away my school, you will kill me, 
| am a very healthy man, except for a little hoarseness. But 
already in the last week of January he felt compelled to take 
leave of his schoolchildren with a heavy heart, because his voice 
had completely faded. It was now obvious that the tumescence 
of the throat had developed. All medical help remained without 
lasting effect, and soon the consumption of the lungs also set in, 
which consumed him like a rapidly spreading fire. When the 
Synod of the Middle District, which he had faithfully served as 
treasurer for six years, met here immediately after Easter, it had 
to relieve him of his office, and it did so with deep regret and with 
a heartfelt vote of thanks for the services rendered to it. His 
numerous colleagues, who visited him diligently during the 
Synodal period, saw him for the last time. He now languished 
visibly until at last, on June 26, in the afternoon at 2 o'clock, 
immediately before the beginning of the school day, he died. 
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The hour of his departure came at the end of the holidays. Just 
as during his illness he was always confident and happy to die, 
because he carried in his heart the certainty of his salvation in 
his Saviour Jesus Christ, so too he finally gave up his spirit in 
joyful faith. 

On Tuesday, June 30, his body was carried to the grave with 
extraordinary congregation. The school board and the pupils of 
his class accompanied him from the house to the church. Here 
all the classes first sang hymn No. 400, then the congregation 
No. 419, which hymn had become his favorite during his illness. 
The undersigned delivered the funeral oration on Luc. 2, 29. 30. 
After the end of the service, a long funeral procession moved to 
the Concordia Cemetery, where the sleeping man now awaits 
the day of resurrection. With Réscher the Emanuel congregation 
has led the third teacher to the grave within seven years. May 
God now spare, and be succor and comforter to the orphaned 
family. C. Great.

Where do you think it comes from that some people do not 
want to suffer the punishment of false teaching? The main 
reason is that he does not recognize the abomination of false 
doctrine and its harmfulness, and does not see and consider 
how false doctrine robs God of His due honor and deprives 
souls of the certain comfort they have in Christ. 

But look at the papacy. The pope opposes Christ in all things 
and is therefore the true Antichrist. In Christ Jesus alone stands 
our salvation, but the pope wants to bind those who want to be 
saved to his person. "This piece," says Luther, "shows mightily 
that he is the true end-Christ or antichrist, who has set and 
exalted himself above and against Christ, because he will not 
let Christians be saved without his power, which is nothing, not 
ordered or commanded by God. This actually means to set 
oneself above God and against God, as St. Paul says in 2 
Thess. 2. Nevertheless, neither the Turk nor the fool do this, as 
they are great enemies of the Christians, but let whoever will 
believe in Christ, and take bodily interest and obedience from 
the Christians. But the pope will not let them believe, but saith, 
Let men obey him, and they shall be saved. We will not do this, 
or die over it in God's name. All this comes from the fact that he 


should have been called divinely supreme over the Christian 


church. For this reason he had to make himself equal with 
Christ and above Christ, to make himself the head, then lord of 
the church, and finally also of the whole world, and badly to 
boast of an earthly God, until he also supported himself to 
command the angels in the kingdom of heaven." (Schmalk. Art. 
ll, 4.)

We must not be misled by the fact that many an 
ecclesiastical community, which has no parochial school in its 
midst, nevertheless grows and seems to flourish; just as it 
cannot be denied that the most populous sectarian churches, 
such as the Baptists, Methodists, and Presbyterians, with their 
hundred thousand or so congregations, have no Christian 
schools. For what kind of congregations are they for the most 
part educating? They are congregations whose members are 
thrown together from all sorts of elements, congregations 
without Christian knowledge, to whom one church fellowship 
counts for quite as much as another, if it is only "tolerant," people 
who have scarcely an idea of true Christian doctrine, people 
whose whole Christianity amounts to possessing a certain 
morality - but a morality such as any respectable heathen can 
also have, and often has even better - people who belong to the 
church mostly only because it belongs to good manners to be 
"religious" so to speak. Such sectarian churches owe their 
greatness precisely to their lack of discipline in doctrine and life; 
because they do not make the demands on their members 
which God's Word makes on Christians, a larger number of 
people run to them than to the faithful Lutheran church. We can 
gladly leave to the sects the glory of having attained such 
greatness even without Christian schools. Their work is for the 
most part not work for the kingdom of God - though we readily 
admit and have always emphasized that among them, too, are 
children of God, that the Lord has His own -; by their indifference 
in doctrine and practice, they rather help to build the kingdom of 
Satan in so far as they become guilty of the fact that innumerable 
are deceived partly by error and lies, and partly miserably 
deceive themselves by their outward membership in the church. 

No! We Lutheran Christians still need the Christian church 
school as before. We must not be satisfied with the fact that we 
now have pure doctrine and knowledge. We should remember 
that we have the duty to leave the pure doctrine to our children 
and children's children as a precious inheritance. Our children 
are God's gift; if we neglect them, we neglect nothing small, but 
the most precious, noble earthly treasures, which God has 
entrusted to parents. He has given them to us to bring up for 
heaven. We are to be God's instruments for their salvation and 
beatification. Therefore, we have a duty to bring them up in 
discipline and admonition to the Lord. That we have this duty 
should need no proof among us. In one of the last meetings of 
our district, lengthy discussions were held concerning this duty, 
which sharpened the conscience. But it cannot be emphasized 
often enough that we have the sacred duty to see to it that Paul's 
words to Timothy can be applied to our children as well: 
"Because you have known the holy Scriptures from childhood," 
etc. 


To fulfill this duty, under our circumstances, we need a 
Christian church school. It is true: God's word does not say: You 
should establish a Christian school as a congregation, and then 
you parents have to send your children to it. 


The parents are called upon to instruct their children in God's 
Word, to instruct them for salvation, to bring them up in discipline 
and admonition to the Lord. And it is up to the Christian freedom 
and prudence of the parents to decide in what way they will do 
this, whether the parents will do it themselves, or whether they 
will have it done by Christian tutors, or however they wish to do 
it. And the church is to watch that such instruction to 
blessedness, such education to the Lord, takes place in a 
sufficient manner, and that the Lord's demand is obeyed. But 
when we consider our present circumstances, when we see how 
the vast majority of parents have neither time nor ability to 
sufficiently instruct their children in God's Word, we must say: 
For us the church school is rooted in the divine commandment: 
"Direct my children, the work of my hands, to me. In our 
circumstances it is indeed the only means by which we can give 
our children sufficient Christian instruction. If, therefore, a 
member of the congregation should say, Where has God 
commanded me to send my child to the parochial school? | send 
it to the free school, in the evening | teach it religion myself, and 
afterwards | send it to the confirmation class, we can confidently 
answer such a one, You are not obeying the divine command to 
your child. 

We therefore hold with all seriousness on our parochial 
schools. And these must not be a burden to us. It is true that 
they demand sacrifices, often great sacrifices, and these are all 
the more tangible because they do not release us from the 
school tax imposed on us by the state. Lutheran Christians who 
maintain their parochial schools have to bear a double burden. 
But faithful Lutheran Christians do not let this put them off. They 
make both sacrifices out of obedience to God; one because God 
commanded: "Let every man be subject to the authorities," the 
other because they are aware of their Christian duties to their 
children. 

Twenty years ago, a district of our synod spoke out about the 
necessity of the free schools and about our obligation towards 
them: "Under the existing circumstances, the free schools are 
absolutely necessary in a free state like ours, even more 
necessary than in a monarchical state. For if the citizens of a 
republic cannot read and write, etc., if they are without any 
secular education, then civil rights and liberty are a miserable 
comedy.... As dear as the peace and welfare of our new 
homeland is to us, we must, according to our Christian duty and 
civic obligation, cooperate in maintaining the state schools, and 
we must not let it annoy us if we have to pay taxes for these 
schools and also have to maintain our own schools. Our free 
schools are necessary in order to prevent to a certain extent the 
grossest wildness of the poles..... For the sake of temporal 
benefit and blessing, therefore, we should do all we can to 
preserve and, if possible, improve the free schools. ... We must 
declare all and every effort on our part aimed at the abolition of 
the free schools or at their radical transformation to be 
absolutely wrong, dangerous and objectionable." *) But because

Ohio Synod. When we Lutherans confess with all Christians on 
earth that a man's righteousness and blessedness depend solely 
on God's grace in Christ and in no respect on man's own works, 
the Romans to this day blaspheme that Lutherans cannot suffer 
good works. Because we exclude man's good works from the 
attainment of God's grace and salvation, the spiritually blind 
followers of the pope accuse us of not liking good works at all. 
Similarly do the spokesmen of the Ohio Synod. In the last 
number of their "Church Magazine" they write that Missourians 
cannot stand "the poor word 'conduct" in Ohioans, and declare 
innocent Ohioans to be false teachers because of the use of this 
word. This is a very gross falsehood. The fact is, Missourians do 
not object to the word "conduct" or "right conduct" at all. Rather, 
they confess that "right conduct" is found in all Christians; 
Christians watch, pray, fight against their flesh, and do other 
good works. But what the Missourians condemn in the Ohioans 
is this, that the Ohioans teach that conversion and salvation 
depend not only on God's grace, but in a certain sense also on 
the conduct, or, which is the same thing, on the good works of 
man. We condemn and chastise the Ohioans for denying, 
according to their clear pronouncements, "by grace alone in 
Christ," and thus the fundamental doctrine of Christianity. The 
Missourians have nothing against "conduct" and "good works," 
only they do not want to make man's "conduct" and good works 
the ground of conversion and salvation in any respect besides 
God's grace. Ohioans should at last cease to twist the point of 
contention, and frankly and honestly confess, "We have erred! 
We 


have spoken quite unchristianly, and unheard of in the Lutheran 
Church, when we have taught that conversion and blessedness 
depend not only on God, but in a certain sense on the conduct 
of man." Will Ohio do this? F.P. 

Un Lutheran Practice. It is the custom of the sects that the 

preacher, before the beginning of their communion, invites all 
those assembled, members and strangers alike, to participate. 
This bad custom prevails in the so-called Lutheran General 
Synod and is also found in the General Council. That sectarian 
preachers, who regard the Lord's Supper as an empty 
ceremony, should do so is understandable; but that preachers 
who wish to be Lutheran should imitate it is irresponsible. - As 
we read in the "Lutheran," a pastor of a congregation belonging 
to the General Council was reminded by his superiors that he 
had not worded the invitation to partake of communion in such 
a way that all who wished to partake of the Lord's Supper would 
have considered it sufficient. The pastor replied in the parochial 
bulletin that he had invited everyone, that he had called on "all" 
to come "who have examined themselves in true faith and 
repentance". "Is that not far enough," he wrote, "to include all 
persons who dare to go to communion? ... No one who thinks 
himself prepared worthily to partake of the Lord's Supper is 
excluded by this invitation, whatever church or congregation he 
may belong to." - We are glad to see that two correspondents of 
the contrary have issued such an all- 
We would have expected, however, that they would also have 
pointed out the Lutheran practice according to which every 
pastor should first interrogate those who want to go to the table 
of the Lord. - In a subsequent number of the the pastor's conduct 
is defended. What is put forward there does not make the evil 
thing good. It is said there that the general invitation to 
communion in a Lutheran church was addressed to Lutherans, 
that by "true faith" the Lutheran faith is to be understood. 
Insufficient, too, is his promise to say in future, "All who have 
examined themselves according to the Lutheran faith," etc. For 
a conscientious Lutheran pastor is guided by the confession of 
the Lutheran Church, which is founded on God's Word. In the 
Augsburg Confession it is said, "For this custom is kept among 
us, not to administer the Sacrament to those who are not first 
interrogated and absolved." (Art. 25.) In the Apology it is said, 
"With us the people need the holy Sacrament willingly . . . who 
are first interrogated, whether they be instructed in Christian 
doctrine." (Art. 15.) "The Sacrament is administered to those 
who desire it, but in such a way that they are first interrogated 
and absolved." (Art. 24.) The Larger Catechism says: "We are 
not disposed to let and give to them that know not what they 
seek, or why they come."

To our Illinois communities. 


When, at the time of the meeting of the Illinois District of our Synod, 
the "School Committee" reported on the present state of the so-called 
school question, a favorable outcome in the Legislature was probably still 
possible, though very doubtful. The decision, after all, as is well known, 
soon fell; the bill we fought, with all its overt and covert attacks on 
Christian freedom of instruction, has stood. 

Your "School Committee" now feels compelled to give an account to 
the dear congregations about the last activity of the committee and to 
communicate what serves to understand the reasons why our efforts have 
had such unsatisfactory success, and also to recognize the task that lies 
ahead of us if we really care about the education of our dear children. 

As the committee was immediately active in Springfield when the 
legislature met there, so its efforts did not rest until the decision was 
made. The Democratic majority of the House of Representatives also 
found itself ready to make full good the promises made in the party 
platform before the election, and to adopt a bill in which the objectionable 
provisions of the existing law were removed. Children were to be required 
to attend school, but no regulations were made upon the parents as to 
the mode of instruction which they would deem good according to their 
conscience and as free citizens. A small number of Republican 
representatives, such as had sprung from our circles, were not deterred 
by false party sentiment from promoting this bill most zealously, and we 
owe them a great debt of gratitude. 

In vain, however, were all efforts to get this bill, or a bill along the same 
lines, adopted by the Republican majority of the Senate. It was made 
crystal clear to the gentlemen in private conversations and in committee 
meetings that we were far removed from any efforts to establish a Little 
Germany in opposition to loyal Americanism; that it could not possibly be 
in our interest to fight the present school law because we favored bad 
schools or schools without proper English instruction; that it was quite 
unnecessary to impose duties by coercion where self-interest strongly 
urged us to do more than such a law could demand. It was further made 
clear that our resistance had its sole reason in this, because, if we were 
to submit to the evidently tyrannical provisions of the law, or to the 
regulations as to how a school must be constituted, we would thereby 
concede to the State the right to take into its hands the education which 
God has entrusted to parents. But we could never grant it that right for the 
sake of conscience. 

In the end, our opponents were persuaded, for political reasons, to 
eliminate only the very gross encroachments on parental and 
ecclesiastical rights, but at least they wanted to give the county 
superintendent of schools the right to recognize a school or not. In time 
they were persuaded to allow the testimony of our school teachers to be 
considered as a preliminary testimony, if the validity of a parochial school 
was involved. Finally, at the last hour, they made the concession that it 
was enough if a school taught English reading and writing. But that was 
all. When asked whether this meant that the control of all schools on the 
part of the state was in principle maintained, this was admitted with the 
explanation that this was the main thing. The leaders among our 
opponents spoke out about this "main thing" as clearly as is possible in 
human language. They said: "Children really belong to the State, which 
can dispose of them as it pleases. It takes them from the parents, if it 
thinks it good, or it leaves them for a time to the parents for safekeeping 
according to the regulations of the State. 


Strictly speaking, there was no question of a natural right of parents to 
their children; parents enjoyed privileges which the state granted them, 
but_which it could also revoke. In our country the Spartan right exists. 
Accordingly, itis a great privilege if we are allowed to send our children to 
parochial or private schools; for they really belong in the state school, the 
only school in which good citizens are educated. It is a strong imposition 
that we are making on the state by having our own thoughts about 
education. The fact that certain people cultivate the German language in 
school, because they want to enable the children to participate in German 
worship, is nothing but a whim (a mere whim), which the State should 
not really get involved in. But one wants to exercise leniency there. But 
one should keep that in mind, the next fight in this country will be between 
the foreigners and the real Americans. 

These terrible principles prevailed among our opponents, for they 
were not contradicted on party grounds. 

When we asked how such a partisan position was compatible with last 
year's Republican platform, we received the significant answer: "What 
does that mean in the platform? We understand it differently than you. 

In view of this position of our opponents, it became easy for your 
committee to comply with the instruction of the Synod and not to approve 
a compromise. It was precisely the continual attempt to persuade us, by 
threats and enticements, not merely to be silent, but to expressly agree if 
the Legislature made certain regulations for our schools, that clearly 
showed that they wanted to silence us forever. 

The majority of the house stood as we did and did not move; the 
majority of the senate insisted on their unjust demands. Adjournment 
ensued, and thus the shameful law stood. Two things have been 
accomplished - first, we know friend and we know foe; second, we have 
kept a good conscience in perilous times and have not sacrificed free 
Christian home, free Christian school, and free Christian church.

Proceedings of the Thirtieth Annual Meeting of the Eastern District of the 
German Lutheran Synod of Missouri, Ohio, and

In this Synodal Report the readers will find negotiations on the 
sentence: "Only by faithful adherence to the divine word can there be true 
renewal among us." The importance of this subject is shown, among other 
things, in the following introductory words: "No sooner had the Word of 
God come on the scene again here than the wicked enemy sought again 
and again for years to substitute false doctrine for it, and thus to rob us of 
God's Word. God did not let him succeed. We still have the pure doctrine 
in all things as a gift of grace. But the enemy also knows another way in 
which he wants to reach the same goal. He seems to leave doctrine 
unchallenged for a time, but he directs his attack on life, seeking to bring 
it about that in life and walk we lose sight of God's word, that we separate 
life and doctrine from one another. And if he achieves this, he is well on 
the way to attaining by degrees all that he can desire. For what is the use 
of pure doctrine if it is disregarded in the course of life? It then becomes 
a dead letter and is finally set aside. And the apostasy from God's word is 
done. So he also meets us in such a way. A whole number of temptations 
to which we are more or less exposed can therefore be traced back to this 
source.... Against such temptations we must fight, resisting such 
thoughts, the more so that others are subject to the same in our days. We 
want to hold fast to the doctrine, to the whole Word of God, and proclaim 
it unreservedly in all its parts. And precisely for this reason, because all 
truly good life, all renewal, flows from the Word of God alone."

"The light is with you yet a little while. Walk while ye have the light, that 
the darknesses overtake you not." 


Venerable synodal comrades, brothers and _ sisters 
beloved in Christ! 


These words were spoken by our Lord shortly after His last 
entry into Jerusalem, and under strange circumstances. Just 
before he had raised Lazarus from the dead. This miracle had 
caused a great stir. The people had flocked from all sides and 
welcomed him with palms and hosannas. Strangers who had 
come to Jerusalem for the feast - Greeks seeking wisdom - had 
asked his apostles as a high favor to be presented to their 
Master. And a voice from heaven had cried, "I have transfigured 
him, and will transfigure him again." Now all eyes were fully fixed 
on him. Everyone expected something extraordinary to happen. 
All it would have taken was a word, a wave from him, and a 
thousand arms would have been ready to seat him in David's 
chair. And who knows whether his disciples, seized with strange 
fire, were then very far from joining in the urging of the people! 
In short, if ever, the HER was then, as they say in our day, on 
the height of fame, honour, and popular favour. And what did he 
do there? - There he proclaims - his suffering and death. There 
he warns the people against foolish hopes of earthly glory. There 
he exhorts the crowd to use the short time he is still among them 
for their true salvation. Then he shouted into the cheering crowd 
the serious words: "The light is still with you for a little while. 
While ye have the light, walk, lest the darknesses overtake you." 

Now, | take the liberty of submitting these words to the 
assembled Synod for their consideration. They will also have 
something to say to us, otherwise they would not be written. But 
they remind us first of all 
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Three things that we should forget the longer the less, 


and that is. 
1. In the grace that is also given to US; 


2. to the thanks which We also ought to render cheaply in 
return; and 


3. of the danger which also threatens us if we forget grace 


and thanksgiving. 
1. 

"The light is still with you," says the Lord. This, of course, 

applies first to those to whom he spoke at that time, but also to 
all of them. It does not say, "in you." He would have liked to say 
that, but he could not say it of all. It might seem to the eyes of 
men at that time, as if it were nothing but divine enlightenment, 
which drew the people so powerfully to him. He knew what was 
in man; he knew that the great multitude had not the light in 
them, because they preferred darkness. But though they did not 
all let the light penetrate into their hearts, yet with them all was 
the light. Even if they did not have from the light what they ought 
to have, they had the light itself. Even if they did not have it 
forever, at that time it was still with them, and indeed with all of 
them. This is what the Lord Jesus says in clear words. 
What does he mean by "light"? We don't have to guess long. He 
means himself. He was promised by the prophets as "a light to 
enlighten the Gentiles and to the glory of his people Israel. As 
this light he himself publicly presented himself to the people at 
the Feast of Tabernacles and said: "| am the light of the world; 
whoever follows me will not walk in darkness. As this light his 
holy apostles also always proclaimed him to the Wett, as e. g. 
John with the words: "He was the true light, which lighteth all 
men that come into this Wett." And verily! he is that light. As his 
heavenly Father is "the Father of lights," so he, the Son, is the 
reflection of his glory, and the image of his invisible being. But 
he also does what the light does. What the sun does in the 
kingdom of nature, he does in the kingdom of light. 


of grace. He enlightens what is dark, he warms what is cold, he 
gives life to what is dead. Just as the natural sun does not shine 
only where good men dwell, but shines its light on the evil and 
the good, so does he, the heavenly sun of grace. AS much as 
there is in him, all without exception have in him the light of life. 
Therefore he could say to all in our text, "The light is still with 
you." 

Now, my dear listeners, this also applies to us. For what he 
was and did then, he still is and does today. And what he does 
in his kingdom, however secret it may be, he does not do by 
secret means, but by a means that is known and evident to the 
world, by his word, by the gospel. Wherever his gospel is, even 
if it be only two or three who are gathered together in his name, 
there he is in the midst of them, even unto the end of the world. 
Wherever his gospel resounds, he works in all who hear it. And 
as many as receive him, to them he gives power to become the 
children of God, who believe in his name. Therefore the word is 
also unto us, "The light is yet with you." For the gospel has come 
to us also, his gospel, the same gospel. It is true that it has often 
seemed as if the fire which he kindled on earth had gone out. 
Every effort has been made to smother it under a bushel. For 
many years it had to be like a little spark that glows hidden under 
the ashes. But again and again it has blown into the ashes with 
the breath of its mouth, so that the sparks flew and the flame 
shot out. Why this happened sooner and more in one place than 
in others; why it remained here and awakened new life, but not 
there, as it seems, we do not know. He has not told us. But this 
much we do know: His gospel has come to us also. Now we too 
cannot say of all: the light is in us, but it is in all of us. And this 
is true not only of those who are present here, or only of the 
congregations that are now represented here, but of our whole 
community, yes, of all those with whom the light has come. 
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..we are in league. The light was with us, or we would never 
have made such a covenant. The light is still with us, or we would 
not have kept it until today. - We would rather not make 
comparisons with others. That is always unfortunate, unless one 
does it in order to emulate them. If one thereby casts side 
glances at those who appear to be retarded, there is always the 
danger that a good deal of self-aggrandizement will secretly mix 
itself into the humble thoughts and speeches of God's grace, 
which has done everything. Yes, it may even happen that in the 
process one falls into the strangest, but also the most horrible 
kind of arrogance, namely, that one becomes haughty about the 
great humility that one finds in oneself. Let us therefore refrain 
from all such comparisons! But let us also not deny the grace 
that is given us. For as foolish as it would be for a man who has 
the sun shining in his face not to dare to say that he is in the light, 
because this might be interpreted as arrogance, so foolish 
indeed would it be if we were afraid to confess before all the 
world: We have not been better than others, we have not done 
more than others - in truth, no one can do anything about it - and 
yet we have something that not all have, we have the light with] 
us. And we have it not only secretly and locked away in our Bible, 
in our confessions and other books, no! it also shines down 
publicly from our pulpits and chairs into our churches and 
schools and - God knows into how many thousands of our 
houses and huts. This, this is the grace that is given to us: the 
light has come to us, has stayed with us, and will stay with us ag 
long as - well, how long? - As long as we let it stay. - But it does 
not remain where it is despised. It does not stay with the 
ungrateful. 

Therefore we should also take the following to heart, what 
our text has to tell us. Secondly, it reminds us of the thanks which 
we should also give in return. 


2. 


We humans usually expect a lot and many things in return 
when we have done something good for someone. Not so God| 
our Saviour. Thanks is the only thing He desires from us for all 
His good deeds. Thanksgiving is also the one true service of 
God. What is not done out of love and thanksgiving is not done, 
to serve him. Ingratitude, on the other hand, is the sure proof that 
we have received God's grace in vain. 
Now, wherewith then shall we prove this thanksgiving for the 
light? Christ says, "Walk, because ye have the light." A walk in 
the light, then, is the thanksgiving to which he calls. And who, 
shall offer this thanksgiving? The Lord speaks to all who heard 
him then. So also now all are to offer this thanksgiving who have 
the light, with whom the light is. But does this mean that all are 
able to do this, even those who have the light not in themselves 


but only with them? Not indeed. Or, say yourself, can any one 
be grateful, truly grateful, for a thing which he despises, hates, 
and pushes away? Impossible! And supposing it were possible 
in other cases, can, say, a sol. 


What special thanks do we need to give here? Can a man find 
an unknown way or reach his goal by a dangerous path who 
carries a lighted lantern in his hand, but the light does not 
penetrate his eyes because these eyes are blind or deliberately 
closed, and who therefore, with all this light, sees nothing 
himself? Certainly not. And now should it be possible to enter 
the way of eternal life, to complete the spiritual walk in the light, 
even if this light has not yet penetrated the inner eye, that is, 
without first having become spiritually sighted oneself? 
Nevermore! No, first the eye must be opened, or rather, first a 
new spiritual eye must have been created and given, the eye 
which receives the spiritual light, rejoices and is comforted by 
this light, which cannot but follow it wherever it shines before 
there can be talk of a walk in the light. But such an eye can only 
be given by him who once could also create seeing eyes for the 
physically blind and who still today - oh how gladly! - He still 
wants to become the light of life to all those who walk the path 
of death as those born spiritually blind. But this eye is faith. 
Therefore, only when Jesus has come to the heart through his 
Gospel, when he has overcome resistance and miserable 
distrust with his sweet power, when he has opened the door of 
the heart, when the heavenly morning star has risen in it, when 
he has filled it with light, life, joy and power, only then is it said 
and only then can happen what he says: "Now arise and walk!" 
Therefore the Lord says in one of the following verses, "Believe 
in the light while ye have it, that ye may be the children of the 
light." So lost time, lost toil, yea, nothing but a step backward is 
every step that thou, without first having become a child of light, 
dost attempt to take on this course! 

But, beloved, not only must the light first come into our hearts 
before we can begin to walk in the light, but the light must also 
remain in us if we are to remain differently in this walk. But this 
light does not remain as the money remains in the box, as the 
grain remains in the sack. It must always come anew if it is to 
remain; it must, so to speak, always be born anew if it is to 
remain alive. No one among us, even if he had kept the light on 
all evening, is foolish enough to think: my room is now light; it 
will therefore remain light if | now let the light go out. - Everybody 
knows that it will then be dark, even if it had been so bright. 
Everyone knows that the light must be nourished and cared for 
if it is to remain bright in the house. But what great fools we are 
then, we who keep the light, but do not like to stop by hearing, 
reading, and moving the word, by which alone this light remains 
in us and leads us on the way of life. Without keeping the light, 
there is no lasting change in the light! 

But now, what does the Lord actually mean when he calls 
out to us: Walk in the light! This does not need a long 
explanation. He wants to say: "If | have come into your heart, O 
man, if | have made you new in heart, courage, mind, and all 
your strength, then consider this also, and do not remain who 
you are. 
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You were and where you were. Do not lie where you lie, in 
chambers and fornication, on the slum of carnal security, on the 
laurels - i.e. on the lees - of your own righteousness. Do not 
remain where you were sitting, that is, where the scoffers are 
sitting, but stand up. But do not stand idle in the market-place, but 
stir up hand and foot and walk, but now no longer on the broad 
way, no longer run with the world into its disorderly, desolate 
being, but tread the narrow way, follow me, walk in the spirit! If 
thou faint, if thou sink, Cry unto me, as Peter did upon the sea, 
Let my hand lift thee up. When thou risest up again, strengthen 
thy brethren, help them up with a gentle spirit. Do unto them as | 
have done unto thee, and as | have done. Let your light shine 
among the people. Never think that you have now come far 
enough, that you can now allow yourself rest, that it is not a matter 
of running and walking, that you are already over the hill and that 
you now have a supply for many years. Nay, reach forward and 
pursue the goal set before thee, and the jewel which the heavenly 
calling holds before thee, that thou mayest not have run in vain, 
but mayest attain the end of faith, the blessedness of the soul. 


Behold, this is walking, and this is the thanksgiving which 
Jesus desires. Nothing other than what is to our own benefit. But 
he has all the more right to demand this thanks. He also expects 
it with earnestness. Yes, he is so earnest that he does not leave 
it at a mere exhortation, but that he also makes us aware of the 
danger, the great danger, which also threatens us if we forget 
grace and thanksgiving. And now, thirdly. 
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Of this danger Christ here says two things. First, in the very 
beginning, "The light is yet a little while with you." A little while. 
These words, too, are, of course, addressed first to the hearers 
of that time. He wants to say: You think there is no hurry, there is 
still time enough, | would still be with you. But you are mistaken. 
Over a little while you will no longer see me as before, and then 
you will have missed your time. - And so it happened. And the 
days were numbered. Yea, in the evening of the same day, we 
read, JEsus hid himself from the people. The great multitude saw 
him no more than when he was led through the streets of 
Jerusalem, and was crucified. There they saw him indeed, but oh! 
with how very different eyes! He had no more form or beauty. He 
was the most despised and unworthy. They took him for the one 
who would be beaten by God for his own sins. How was this 
done? Answer: "He that hath not, from him shall be taken even 
that which he hath." Even the little light which had formerly lighted 
them, and in the light of which they had wished to rejoice, was 
now gone. Behold, the light does not remain where it is despised! 
Of course, after the Lord's departure, His holy apostles remained 
in Jerusalem, and of them also He had said, "Ye are the light of 
the world. But how long did they remain? Ingratitude and 
contempt soon drove them away from there. And when now even 


And when, about an age afterward, the Roman army drew near, 
and as a result the Christians departed from Jerusalem, and 
soon afterward most of them fled from all the Jewish land, where 
was the light? It may have been secretly hidden here and there 
in a heart, but the public lampstand, from which it was to shine 
into all the lands, was now overturned. 

But this did not just happen then and there. It has been 
repeated at all times. Whoever knows the history of the Christian 
church knows that. The light has its time. That is why our Luther 
rightly says: "The Word of God has not remained pure and clear 
in any place beyond a man's memory (beyond a man's age). As 
long as those remained who brought it up, it stood and 
increased. But when they were gone, the light was gone." 
"Therefore" (he continues in another place), "dear Germans, buy 
because the market is at the door; gather because it shines and 
is good weather; need God's word and grace because it is there. 
For this you should know, God's word and grace is like a driving 
downpour, which does not come again where it once was. He 
was with the Jews, but he is gone, they have nothing. Paul 
brought him to Greece; but he is gone, now they have the Turk. 
Rome and the Latin country have had him also; but gone is gone, 
they have now the Pope. And ye Germans must not think that 
ye shall have him for ever. For ingratitude and contempt will not 
let him remain. Therefore grasp and hold, he that can grasp and 
hold. Lazy hands must have an evil year." So Luther. And now 
allow me only one question, my dear brethren: Do we also 
remember that it is now already a human age, abundantly a 
human age, since the light went out again in this country, which 
now stands on the lampstand in our community? 

But the Lord does not only say in our text: "The light is still 
with you for a little while", but he also adds at the end: "so that 
the darknesses do not overtake you". Now someone may think 
that this is nothing new, but only the same thing said in other 
words. For where the light is put out, there is darkness. And 
indeed this is also the case in nature. But the matter is somewhat 
different in regard to supernatural, unnatural spiritual darkness. 
Natural darkness comes regularly and at a certain hour, while 
spiritual darkness often comes quite unexpectedly. The first 
always comes gradually and with little, the other sometimes 
immediately in full power and with almost irresistible force. For 
someone has a hand in the game who is a magician and a 
thousandfold artist. Satan knows how to charm the hearts in 
such a way that they regard his darkness as light, while the 
heavenly light they had is now regarded as darkness. And then 
comes to pass what Christ says: "If the light that is in you be 
darkened, how great shall be the darkness itself?" And indeed, 
where the light, the gospel, by Satan's cunning and deceit, is 
either perverted into law, works, and the commandments of 
men, or else misused as a cover for carnal liberty, where 
therefore the only means of spiritual enlightenment is itself also 
made the means of darkness, then indeed can the light, the 
gospel, be turned into darkness.

If we then recognize the task we have with regard to our 
community schools, the following duties should result from this: 

1. that we, as a synod, must see to it that teachers are trained 
ever more efficiently, and in sufficient numbers. It is true that our 
dear Synod has always been concerned about the efficient 
training of its teachers; but everyone will admit that the greater 
the demands made on our schools, the more we have reason to 
be concerned that the training of our teachers should become 
more and more efficient and versatile. And we should train 
teachers in sufficient numbers. It is a great evil that schools are 
often vacant for a long time and sometimes have to make do with 
only meagre help. In order to remedy this, all communities should 
faithfully provide for the sending of pupils to our teacher training 
seminary. 


A second conclusion that follows from our task of raising and 
promoting our schools is that we as communities should spare no 
expense in establishing and maintaining community schools, hire 
special teachers as soon as possible where this has not yet been 
done, send our children to school regularly, not take them out of 
school too early, and the like. - As far as the appointment of 
special teachers is concerned, it happens not infrequently that the 
dear communities wait longer than necessary. ! It is true that 
faithful pastors are gladly willing to administer the school ministry 
in addition to their preaching ministry, where necessity requires 
it, and many a parish school owes its flourishing condition to their 
self-sacrificing faithfulness. But it should be asked of them only in 
case of need. There is no need to prove that it is an emergency 
when pastors have to provide for the school. It is impossible for 
them to give the school the care it deserves without neglecting 
their actual ministry in this or that area. In such a state of affairs, 
one thing must suffer, either the school or the parish office, 
sometimes both. Who would want to create a state of emergency 
where there really is none? Therefore, dear congregations, hire 
your own teachers as soon as possible! And where there are 
such, care should be taken that the classes are not too large, but 
that they are divided at the proper time, since with too large 
classes, apart from the fact that the health of the teacher suffers, 
both instruction and discipline are made more difficult. - As for 
sending children to school regularly, and taking them out of 
school too quickly, no reminder should be necessary, unless 
experience teaches that it is precisely what is taken for granted 
that is most easily forgotten. 

Another duty that arises from the task of improving our 
schools concerns the teachers, and consists in the fact that they 
strive with all diligence to become more and more capable of 
teaching, and for this purpose they devote themselves to diligent 
study. It is the same with teachers as with pastors. Like the latter, 
they should work successfully for the congregation, and their 
sermons should not only be gladly heard again and again, but 
should also be a blessing, and they should prepare themselves 
for it with all diligence, 


and in general must diligently research and study for the blessed 
conduct of office: so also a teacher, if his school is not to go 
backward, if he is to work with full blessing and reach the desired 
goal, requires faithful study, careful expiration of time. There is 
not one subject, even if it were the seemingly least important, 
that the teacher could handle without preparation as well as with 
good preparation. If he is not concerned with the what, even if 
he has perfect knowledge of it, he will never be able to think and 
study too much about the how of teaching, and all the less so 
because the diversity of the children, the diversity of the 
circumstances also make different methods necessary. Here, 
too, Luther's word finds its application: "What you understand 
well, you cannot teach too well." “If, then, the school struggle that 
lies behind us has spurred all those who have to teach to ever 
greater zeal to increase their knowledge and to perfect their 
teaching ability, it has certainly borne better fruit than its 
originators had intended. 


(4) Not only the teachers have a good use to make of the 


school struggle, but all of us, teachers, pastors and 
congregations. One of these should be that we all faithfully go 
hand in hand for the good of the school, do not work against but 
with each other, pull together and each in his part do everything 
that can serve the salvation, the elevation of the school, if 
circumstances do not make it desirable, where the means 
permit, to combine higher classes with our parochial schools, so 
that we, at least in towns where there are larger parishes, give 
our children a further education ourselves and they no longer 
have to seek it elsewhere. Should we not be allowed to learn in 
this respect from the Catholics, who have many more institutions 
for the civil education of their youth than we do? 

(5) But with all the care that our task demands of us with 
regard to our schools, we must not forget the main thing, namely, 
the duty that we bear our schools on a prayerful heart. All human 
wisdom is in vain if God does not give his blessing to it. Again, 
the success and prosperity is not in our running and running, but 
in God's mercy. "That the children fare well," says Luther, "is not 
ours, but God's power and might; where he is not in the ship, 
there one fareth never well." *) But God wants to be asked, if he 
is to give something. Congregations, parents, teachers and 
pastors united should lift up their hands and call down the 
blessing of the Lord with heartfelt supplication. God will not then 
leave himself unwitnessed; he will give to plant and water the 
flourishing.

Honorary Memorial of the Blessed Mr. Friedrich 


August Cramer, Professor of Theology and Director of the 


Practical Theological Seminary at Springfield, III, by his oldest friend F. 
Lochner. 


"Know ye not that on this day there fell a 
prince and a great man in Israel?" 


For some months now, in Oak Ridge, the beautiful cemetery 
of the state capital of Illinois, the weary body of this excellent 
servant of Christ, who passed away at an advanced age to the 
joy of his Lord, rests beside that of the aged wife who preceded 
him and a son who was called home in youth. Although he will 
now live on among us especially in the work to which he 
devoted 41 years without interruption, which he carried out with 
such exceptional faithfulness and self-denial until his blessed 
death, and which the Lord crowned with such great blessings 
for the Lutheran Church of this country, it still requires a special 
memorial of honor if we are to be and remain vividly aware of 
the fact that "a prince and great man in Israel" was also given 
to us in our dear Professor Cramer. After all, his so strange 
outer and inner course of life is still quite unknown to many of 
us and known to the very few, not to say that the rare man 
sometimes saw himself misunderstood. 

The surviving relatives and colleagues of the deceased now 
wish that this honorary memorial be set up for him by my hand. 
And it is because of this that | may consider myself the oldest 
and still the only most intimate friend of the deceased. With him

He attended the latter with the 
desired success; for according to the leaving certificate available 
to me, he was "declared ‘excellently worthy' by the examination 
commission, with the J. grade, to pass on to the university for a 
five-year course of study, in view of the proven knowledge in the 
prescribed grammar school studies and the certificates acquired 
about his conduct." From 1830 onwards, he studied theology 
and philology in Erlangen, while also attending lectures on logic, 
metaphysics, physics, philosophy, history and psychology, as 
the relevant certificates show. 

As lively and sociable a young man as the fiery Cramer was, 
he nevertheless detested being a hero in drinking, brawling, and

gaining renown, like so many of his fellow students. He therefore 
kept aloof from all the wild student hustle and bustle, and 
preserved a certain measure of outward respectability and 
natural moral purity. Nevertheless, Christ, whom he was once to 
lpreach and whose glorious and blessed, immortal and 
immovable kingdom he was once to build, was still far from his 
heart and thoughts. Another 
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Reich, an empire of this world, filled the young man's heart and 
mind. Core German, as he also remained under the grace and 
until old age, he raved with many of his youthful comrades for] 
the political unification of Germany. But while since the Franco- 
Prussian War of 1870 this has really come about on the right 
path and under God's gracious government, the poor, 
inexperienced youth, who had grown up in rationalism, lost its 
way in its patriotic enthusiasm and despite the loyal fatherly 
warnings of an otherwise highly honored and patriotically minded 
teacher, Professor Carl v. Raumer, who had been active in 
Erlangen since 1827. Raumer, who had been working in 
Erlangen since 1818, finally set her on a course that not only 
could not lead to the desired goal, but was also highly 
displeasing to God and therefore disastrous. But 0 wonderful 
grace of God, which followed Cramer on this path and finally, 
finally and suddenly brought him around from his aberration, like 
once Saul on the way to Damascus. He is now at home with the 
Lord, to whom he remained faithful from then on until death; he 
has now passed from the contending church on earth into the 
triumphant church of heaven. Therefore, according to the 
process of Scripture, we may now think more closely about an 
event from his youth, *) the outcome of which forms the decisive} 
turning point in his outer and inner life. It is important to recognize 
and praise the greatness of the grace that was so glorified in the| 
subsequent life and work of the blessed man, and in which, 
according to 2 Corinthians 12:9, he was more and more 
satisfied. 

As is well known, in 1813, in response to the patriotic call of 
the Prussian King Frederick William Ill to shake off the 
Napoleonic foreign rule, young people from the universities also 
rushed enthusiastically to take up arms, and they had a not 
insignificant share in the victories in those memorable battles for] 
freedom. What a tremendous effect this participation had on 
these young men became apparent when they resumed their 
interrupted studies after the end of the wars of liberation in 1815 
and 1816. "The seriousness of life and death," says Raumer in 
his "History of Pedagogy," "had confronted them and taken hold 
of them.... The awakened and in the war strengthened love of 
fatherland of those volunteers longed for unity and unification of 
Germany. ... With the love of the fatherland, a reverence for 
Christianity awoke at the same time; an undeveloped feeling, 
even if still unclear, that without Christianity Germany is| 
destroyed and lost. After all, 'with God for King and Fatherland’ 
was the motto in the war." No wonder, therefore, that the desire 
for a patriotic student fraternity arose at the various universities 
and that student associations, the so-called "Burschenschaften", 
were soon formed, which set themselves the task of partly 
keeping alive and cultivating the idea of German unity and 
freedom, and partly also of "reforming student life, which had 
degenerated into senseless brawls and dissolute enjoyment of 
life". When the pens of the diplomats spoiled what the sword had 
won in the settlement of Germany's political situation; when the 
so confidently cherished hopes of the German people were} 
fulfilled, the diplomats were not able to take over.

When the hopes for a strong, unified, popular empire were so 
bitterly deceived by the princes and ministers gathered in 
Vienna for the congress, those student associations joined 
together in October 1818 to form a "general German fraternity", 
whose constitution stated as its goal, among other things, the 
"Christian German education of every spiritual and physical 
force for the service of the fatherland" and for the "emerging 
unity of the German people" and which demanded as a 
condition of admission, among other things, that the person 
joining be "a Christian" and that he be "honorable", i.e., that he 
be "a Christian". h., i.e., that "no stain should attach to him, 
either from civil life or from a lad's point of view." Unfortunately, 
the governments lacked the proper understanding of these 
patriotic efforts of the academic youth, which were laudable in 
themselves. Instead of responding to them for the good of 
Germany and guiding them in the right direction, they lent an ear 
to those who suspected the "Burschenschaft" of being a 
dangerous association. After only one year of existence, the 
fraternity had to be dissolved again by the authorities, especially 
as a result of the appalling outrage of a former member, the 
exalted Sand, who on his own initiative dealt the deathblow to a 
high-ranking mocker of German unity efforts and whose act 
became "a source of incalculable disaster" for the universities. 
When the dissolution of the general fraternity proceeded in all 
peace and order, one of its members sang it a farewell song, in 
which it says, among other things: 

The ribbon is cut, Was black, red and goid. And God 

has suffered it, who knows what he wanted. 

Several years before Cramer's departure for the university, 
the fraternity, which had existed in secret through individual 
associations under various names, was revived. But it now 
separated into the party of the Arminians and Teutons. The latter 
wanted to help strive for the political unity of Germany through 
personal, physical, moral and scientific education; the latter, 
however, who finally gained the upper hand, believed that they 
could and must also fight for the goal "through practical 
intervention" if necessary. Like others before him, Cramer had 
also joined the Teutons,*) indeed, because of his patriotic 
enthusiasm, his talent as a speaker and his courage, he became 
the senior or president of the Erlangen branch. 

But alas, all too soon a disastrous "practical intervention" was 
made by the inexperienced youth through the participation of a 
number of fraternity students in the well-known Frankfurt 
assassination of April 3, 1833. Harsh resolutions of the German 
Confederation of July 28, 1832, directed against all libertarian 
movements, and the resulting measures of the state 
governments had put the youth of Germany, already politically 
agitated at that time, into a gloomy mood. From fran- 


*Even Léhe, who studied in Erlangen four years before Cramer, 
initially belonged to the then flourishing Erlangen fraternity on the advice 
of his teacher and fatherly friend, Rector Roth in Nuremberg, but soon 
dissolved the relationship again, but not because he saw something

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In the midst of the secretly fomented French subversives, some 
leaders used this mood to stage a youthful, bold attempt at a 
violent upheaval. In order to carry out a plan devised for this 
purpose, a small number of students from various universities 
were sent to Frankfurt a. M., the seat of the Bundestag, and it 
was pretended to them that patriots were rising up everywhere 
for the establishment of a united German empire, and that they 
were only waiting for the signal given from Frankfurt. But the 
authorities, who had been informed of the intended plot, had 
already taken the appropriate precautions. When, therefore, in 
spite of a secret warning, on April 3, a number of armed mobs, 
consisting of a number of leading young Frankfurt citizens 
belonging to the educated classes, a number of country people 
from the surrounding area, and the students who had been 
summoned, entered the city in order to seize the most important 
squares, their appeal to the gathering crowd to join their cause 
was not only unsuccessful, but after barely an hour of fighting, 
the waiting military had already suppressed the uprising again. 
Many of those involved saved themselves by fleeing, the rest 
were arrested in and near Frankfurt and elsewhere. And now 
investigations were instituted at almost all universities, by which 
even those student fraternities whose statutes did not set up any 
political purposes and which were in no way involved in the 
Frankfurt attack were drawn into that great trial which, in the 
course of the next few years, brought about sentences of 
imprisonment of more or less several years' duration, loss of 
fitness for employment, etc., and in some cases even the death 
penalty, against hundreds of young students. Fortunately, none 
of these sentences was subsequently carried out in its full 
severity; nevertheless, these infamous "demagogue hunts" 
brought untold misery to many of the best young men and their 
families. 

Among the students who, through their participation in this 
assassination attempt, had to pay heavily for their patriotic 
youthful dreams with state imprisonment and trial for high 
treason, was also Cramer, the president and spokesman of the 
Erlangen fraternity. And the imprisonment was not a short one 
for him either. Given the slowness and secrecy of the trial 
proceedings at that time, a full three years passed before these 
prisoners were actually sentenced. And now Cramer's 
imprisonment lasted another three years, which he had to spend 
in Munich, as it seems, and would probably have lasted even 
longer if influential men had not intervened on his behalf, 
especially the famous philologist Professor Dr. F. W. Thiersch 
of Munich, who, as is well known, took an active part in the 
liberation of Germany from the French yoke, as well as of 
Greece from the Turkish yoke. Thus, in June 1839, Cramer 
finally regained his freedom - but to a limited extent, in that he 
had to provide security for his further political behavior and even 
had to put up with police supervision! 

With his liberation, however, a decisive turning point 
occurred for Cramer in his outer life. While other ungodly goings- 
on at the university, rationalism, and the 


While the path to the priesthood of the state church was not 
barred to many by false doctrine, it was mostly closed to those 
who, in their youthful imprudence and aberration, had been 
guilty of a political offense alone, even if their outward conduct 
was still so respectable. Under such circumstances, therefore, 
Cramer decided to change from the previous study of theology 
to that of philology or linguistics. To continue his studies, 
however, he needed the special permission of the government. 
The king "most graciously" granted him this permission, but not 
only with the continuation of the security, but also with the 
explicit order "that he be closely observed in his doings and 
activities, especially against the possible formation of an 
association with other individuals in the same case or with third 
parties, and that, if there are traces that he has not improved in 
his attitudes, he be reported immediately. Thus, at the beginning 
of 1840, he entered the philological seminar of Dr. Thiersch, 
whose lectures and exercises in the seminar he attended from 
the very beginning "with praiseworthy diligence" and whose 
special love he soon knew to acquire. Under his guidance, he 
concentrated especially on the study of ancient and modern 
Greek, and at the same time also studied ancient and Middle 
High German, as well as French and English; he also attended 
several medical colleges at the university. When, after 
completing his studies, he left the University of Munich in 
December 1841 to accept a position as educator with the Saxon 
Count of Einsiedel, to whom he had been recommended by Dr. 
Thiersch. Thiersch, who had recommended him, gave him the 
honorable certificate that he "attended the courses at the 
seminary with zeal and success and possessed the knowledge 
necessary for taking on a position as a tutor in abundance, and 
also observed a thoroughly commendable and praiseworthy 
behavior in all circumstances known to him during his stay there. 
In spite of this certificate and a special good conduct certificate 
issued by the Rector of the University and the "Board of the 
Directorate of University Police", in which it is particularly 
mentioned that he "did not expressly object to participating in 
any of the activities of Sr. Majesty", his request for a lifting of the 
bail and the police supervision was nevertheless granted with 
the added remark that this would end on June 28, 1841, "when 
he then goes to the Kingdom of Saxony". 

To fear demagogic cravings from him was _ indeed highly 
superfluous, since in the meantime a decisive turning point had 
also occurred in his inner life. It is true that the Lord had knocked

congregation of the district again requests assistance, the 
president shall appoint a new special commission, which 
likewise has only to deal with this one new case. The first and 
most important thing to be observed here is that the 
congregation in need of help should not, as was usually the 
case in the past, address its petition directly to the individual 
congregations, but should report its need to the District Praeses 
and petition him. 
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he wants to provide it with adequate support from the 
municipalities of his district by appointing a special commission 
to inspect and assess its need, or to issue an appeal to the 
municipalities for assistance. The president shall thereupon 
immediately appoint such a special commission and notify the 
municipality in need of assistance and the persons elected of 
the appointment. The special commission, however, shall now 
take up its office as soon as possible, and 

a. it examines whether the applicant community really 
belongs under one of the three headings mentioned above, 
which should be taken into account in terms of assistance. 

b. If it has been established that the community in question 
deserves consideration, the Special Commission shall also 
assess how much, if possible, should be raised to help the 
community in need, or how great the damage it has suffered is. 

c. It shall ascertain whether and how much, for example, the 
members of the petitioning community or other charitable 
persons have already contributed or signed to cover the need 
or to help compensate for the damage; also, if one or more 
insurance companies come into question, how much they are 
willing to pay for compensation; furthermore, whether the 
members of the needy community are poor or partly wealthy and 
whether they have good earnings or not, etc. 

Remark. In most cases, a praeses is hardly capable of 
considering or answering all such questions; However, a 
commission, which the president may select with the greatest 
possible care from the neighborhood of the requesting 
congregation, partly from the teaching staff and partly from the 
audience, is best able to gain insight into the circumstances of 
the congregation in question and, if necessary, because it lives 
nearby, can easily go to the site for this purpose in order to 
determine the extent of the need and the best way to remedy it. 

d. As soon as the commission itself has gained the 
necessary insight into the circumstances, it should issue a 
circular to all the congregations of the district, in which it 
announces itself as the commission appointed by the president 
for this purpose, and briefly explains the need as well as the 
circumstances of the congregation in question, and also 
urgently asks the synod members to send in support funds, and 
also indicates the total amount that seems to be necessary. 

Remark. It is an awkward thing if any persons, be it the 

President or pastoral and teachers' conferences or others, 
publicly recommend the support of the needy congregation even 
before the Special Commission has spoken, because it could 
easily appear as if by such recommendations one wanted to 
anticipate the Commission's judgment or at least allow oneself 
a moral pressure on the Commission. If, on the other hand, the 
latter has already published its judgment, then such 
recommendations, which are based on the judgment of the 
commission, may be harmless and welcome. 
e. The gifts received in consequence of this Circular shall, 
according to the decision of the Synod of Delegates, not be sent 
by the assisting congregations or persons to the needy 
congregation itself but 


to the District Treasurer, who shall, of course, from time to time 
report to the Commission the sum of the donations received for 


this purpose, and shall only convey certain sums to the 
petitioning municipality on its order. 

Annotation. It would be advisable to the respective 
Commission that, having fixed a certain approximate sum for 
the support of the municipality in question, it should not as a rule 
go beyond that sum, even if the funds should flow more 
abundantly. If it is a question of supporting a community 
because of damage suffered as a result of extraordinary 
misfortunes, it seems to be wise that no more than about two- 
thirds of the actual damage should be covered and that any 
surplus of the donations received should be kept by the 
treasurer for future cases. 

Of course, it is also possible for such unusual emergencies 
to occur that it becomes impossible to obtain sufficient help from 
the district in question; indeed, an entire district, or even several 
districts, can be severely affected by great calamities at the 
same time. The Synod of Delegates has also taken precautions 
for such cases. There is a permanent general commission, 
elected by it, for the good of the whole Synod. In cases where 
the means of the individual district synods are not sufficient to 
meet the present need, this general commission should always 
be ready to take care not only of the poor sick and infirm pastors 
and teachers, as well as the poor widows and orphans of 
pastors and teachers, but also of the needy congregations. The 
district commissions for such special emergencies are to 
contact this general commission so that both sides can work 
together to provide suitable relief. 

The more willing and ready we are to take care of the needy 
communities, the more necessary it is that in this activity of love 
we also follow the paths which we have all recognized as the 
wisest and best.

The recent District of our Synod held its meeting this year at 
Hermannsberg, Marshall Co, Kansas, in the congregation of the 
Rev. G. Polack, Sr. The meetings lasted from the 26th to the 31st 
of August.

God grant that the 
proceedings at Hermannsberg in Kansas may prove beneficial 
to all those who attended them, or who will read the report which 
will soon be published. 

The doctrinal discussions took up most of the time. They 
dealt with the truth that we Lutherans have a sacred duty to lead 
a pious way of life toward unbelievers and false believers; and 
that we should not only be the best church members, but also 
the best family members and the best citizens. In three doctrines 
this truth was succinctly shown to us and earnestly and warmly 
laid to our hearts. 

In addition to the doctrinal discussions, the cause of the Inner 
Mission aroused the greatest interest. At 


In this area there are almost only good successes to report. Not 
only that very young congregations were accepted into the 
Synodal Union, not only that our missionaries all had to complain 
about an overabundance of work, but the Synod also saw itself 
in the pleasant necessity of having to immediately employ five 
more missionaries, partly in populous cities, partly in vast areas 
with a promising future. Especially the fertile territory of 
Oklahoma, where the first missionary attempts had already been 
crowned with success, should be mentioned. Great demands 
were therefore made on the missionary treasury during the year, 
and our dear Christians in Kansas, whom God has blessed 
abundantly this year, will have the opportunity to prove their zeal. 

We would like to praise the charitable love of the 
congregations, which did not want to let our poor brothers and 
sisters in the northwest of our state suffer hardship, but helped 
them abundantly with money, food and clothing.

Honorary Memorial 
of the blessed Lord 


Friedrich August Cramer, 


Professor of Theology and Director of the Practical Theological 
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Among several poems found after his death, there is one that 
looks back on the dream of freedom that had become so fatal 
for him and his awakening to the light. It reads: 


The lyre is shattered and its strings broken, The magic is 
faded, the dream of youth is over. 
What once lifted up my breast - It was but a vain fancy - 
That's long gone now; 

With melancholy | think on it. 


Then, as | lamented in the dust - O wonder of divine faith! - 
The light of faith to me tagte, Since everything now became 
new. 
Whatever great things the world may aspire to, They are 
but dreams and mere trinkets; 
He alone is he that liveth, Who knoweth Christ by faith. 


The Zion harp now sounds 

And sing unto the Lord a song 
Of his grace and beauty, from which the darkness flees - 
The darkness that surrounded me, When | climbed the 
heights, To soar proudly in the light Of wisdom that yet is 
not pious. 


O urge of the presumptuous soul, Where didst thou drive 
the rathless! 

Let go, for nothing do not torment, It remains closed to you 
the sense. 

Only what one recognizes in the light 
Of the word that stands forever, That shines and still 

endures and burns, When heaven and earth pass away. 


As already mentioned, Cramer left Munich in July 1841 and 
went to Count Carl von Einsiedel to take up the post of educator, 
or rather to train his only son for the university. 
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to prepare for his university studies. In this house, in which a 
Christian spirit prevailed, he had become comfortable. During 
his two-year stay there, he often accompanied the family to their 
estates in Bohemia, and once also to Italy. When he left the 
family, the Count issued him the following beautiful certificate: 
"To Mr. August Cramer from Kleinlangheim, etc., a candidate of 
philology, it is hereby attested that he has been responsible for 
the education and training of my son as his courtier since July 1, 
1841 until now. - Mr. Cramer combines a thorough knowledge 
of the common as well as the classical subjects of instruction 
with that of the French and English languages, drawing and 
gymnastic exercises, united with the rare gift of being able to 
impart to his pupils in an easy and 
comprehensible manner; a truly moral demeanor, a Christian 


his knowledge 


way of life, lively zeal and unwavering loyalty in the fulfillment of 
assumed duties, and a heartfelt love for his children, are the 
qualities that are especially suited to the business of education 
to which he has devoted himself. Incidentally, | have appreciated 
not only the above-mentioned excellent qualities in him, but also 
true and loyal devotion, which | have had the opportunity to 
prove repeatedly over the course of two years. - Now, to my true 
regret, Mr. Cramer finds himself moved to give up the position 
in my house due to circumstances and reasons which | can only 
honor and therefore not fight, | therefore feel obligated to issue 
this truthful testimony with the wish that it may be of some use 
to him in his further career. 
Franzensbad near Eger, June 24, 1843." 

Through the Count's mediation, Cramer then came to the house 
of Lord Lovelace in Devonshire in England, as he was looking 
for a German educator for his children. Here, of course, a 
different spirit prevailed than in the Count's house. Lady Ada 
Lovelace, a daughter of the famous poet Lord Byron, the only 
child of his short, sad marriage, was a "philosopher" who spent 
the week in her studies, away from all the noise of children, and 
spent about 


only devoted herself to her children on Sundays; both husbands, 
however, were Unitarians according to their religion, i.e. deniers 
of the Trinity of God, and demanded of Cramer that he share 
their educational principles. Since he could not do so for 
conscience’ sake, he felt compelled to leave the Lord's house 
again after a very short time. 

His intention now, of course, was to return to Germany. 
However, this was not yet to happen. Before his departure from 
England, he had a letter of recommendation to Sir Henry 
Drummond, the well-known and outstanding member of the 
House of Commons, and so he went to see him at Albury Park 
near London. This man, who was at the same time one of the 
main founders and promoters of the new sect of Jrvingians, and 
who held the office of an "angel" and "apostle" in the so-called 
"apostolic community", liked the open, manly nature and 
decidedly Christian character of the young German scholar, and 
advised him to go to Oxford University, to leave there for the 
time being as a private lecturer in German language and 
literature, and then to take up the prospective professorship of 


modern literature. Thus he came to Oxford. Here, where the 


oldest and at the same time most important university of 
England with its famous library is located, where in 19 


"Colleges" and 5 Halls more than 3000 students gather 


annually and where the linguistic and other knowledge as well 
as the teaching and educational talent of the German private 
lecturer was more and more recognized by teachers and 
students, a large sphere of activity, honor and reputation would 
have become his, if - he had not already been a too decided 
Lutheran who knew what he wanted. Through the professor of 
the Hebrew language there, Canon E. Pusey, a party had arisen 
in the English church since 1833, whose slogan is: "Back to the 
true, to the old apostolic church!", but which in truth leads 
directly back to Pabbacy, as many of its followers, especially 
among those in church offices, have already fallen away to 
Pabbacy. Usually one calls the 
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In this country, however, where they are gaining a foothold in the 
American Episcopal Church as well, they are called Ritualists, 


because they not only place undue emphasis on the rite, the 
outward form of worship, but also seek to introduce more and 
more Papist customs into the already rich liturgy of the Anglican 
Church. It was with pain that Cramer soon had to see how the 
studious youth of Oxford raved for Puseyism, while speaking} 
contemptuously of the Reformation, and how Jesuits in disguise 
were already secretly pursuing their goal of hastening the return} 
to the papacy. Since he was urged to testify freely and openly 
against all this and to defend Luther's Reformation, which was 
constantly under attack, and since he thus found himself in 
constant struggle with professors and students, nothing finally 
came of the professorship, as much as one would have liked to 
preserve his gift and his knowledge for the university. 

God had decided something else about Cramer. While he} 
was still arguing with the Puseyites in Oxford, the beginning of al 
practical theological institution was made by a powerful witness} 
of Lutheran truth in Middle Franconia. This man was the pasto 
Wilhelm Léhe, who passed away on January 2, 1872. It would 
be superfluous to acquaint the readers of this paper with him in 
more detail now, and to tell how he came to tackle the work as 
result of the written and verbal calls for help by the pioneer of the 
American Lutheran mission, Friedrich Wyneken, who passed 
away in 1877, since it was recently reported about in the 
"Lutheran". 

After in July 1842 the first two preachers trained by Léhe,*) 
A. Ernst and J. G. Burger, who had long since passed away, had 
gone out, and already in the next year several others were able| 
to follow them, e.g. W. Hattstadt and A. Saupert sen. A friend of 
his introduced him to Wyneken's "Nothruf", which was already; 
widespread in Germany and had been ignited everywhere, while 
he was still in Oxford. His brother, the factory owner mentioned 
above, drew his attention to the enterprise L6he had begun, and 
so Cramer offered Lohe his services, after Professor Carl v. 
Raumer and several other friends had previously encouraged 
him to do so. Léhe immediately recognized in the candidate 
Cramer the man he was looking for, especially since he had 
become proficient in the English language through his stay in 
England. And so, following his invitation, Cramer came to 
Neuendettelsau in the fall of 1844. About four weeks later the} 
Lord also led me there. From there our mutual friendship dates. 

Since, as a result of the initial settlement of the two Firstfruits 
in Columbus, Ohio, preliminary steps were taken by the Ohio 
Synod toward an association of the same with Lohe, the latter, 
with his friends, first intended to give Cramer a theo-

apparent, and especially the Anglicization of the seminary, made 
him give up the idea of using Cramer in the Ohio Synod. 

At first, the Lord had intended another work for Cramer in 
America. From the very beginning it had been Léhe's deepest 
wish that the German Lutheran Church in North America would 
also be a blessing to the heathen Indians of this country. "Inner 
mission leads to outer mission," he wrote already in No. 6 of the 
"Kirchliche Mittheilungen aus und Uber Nordamerica,"” which he 
had been publishing since 1843. The founder of the Michigan 
Synod, Pastor F. Schmidt of Ann Arbor, Mich., with whom Father 
Hattstadt had intercourse in Monroe, was planning to start a 
mission among the Chippewas in Michigan through his pupil 
Auch. In Léhe's opinion, however, the heathen mission should 
not be carried out in the country of colonization in such a way 
that the missionary would go among the heathens as a lonely 
man, but in such a way that a whole mission congregation would 
settle in the immediate vicinity of the mission field, whose pastor 
would at the same time be a heathen missionary and from there, 
his starting point and base, would do missionary work among the 
Indians. Lo6he recognized in Cramer the right man to carry out 
this enterprise and immediately found him willing and ready. And 
for the formation of such a missionary colony, the right people 
were found immediately. They were simple Christian country 
people from Middle Franconia, partly from the area of Furth and 
Nuremberg, partly from the Altmuhlgrund, mostly spiritual 
children of Léhe. No earthly hardship caused them to decide to 
emigrate, for they had a sufficient, sometimes abundant income 
at home, and the desire to increase their possessions did not 
drive them to leave their homeland, to which they were attached 
with love. They only wanted to serve the mission in self-denying 
love in the way Lohe had indicated. "My dear children," Léhe later 
called after them in a letter, "whom | have nourished for years 
with milk and sweet food, yes, even with the food of adults, you 
are my letter to the heathen." By their personal Christian walk 
and their worship life the Indians were to be able to see with their 
eyes "how beautiful and good it is with JEsu," and thus the 
course of the preached word was to be promoted among the 
heathen. 

Since especially the part of these volunteers living in the 
Altmuhl valley could not prepare for emigration in time because 
of their earthly circumstances, the necessary preparations were 
made with the smaller part that could break out and, so to speak, 
Should form the advance party. In the winter of 1844 to 1845, 
meetings were held with the colonists in the parsonage on 
Saturday evenings concerning the community order and the 
missionary matter, in which Lohe's university friend and dear 
friend Friedrich Hommel, at that time a court functionary in the 
neighboring market town of Kloster Heilsbronn, participated in 
addition to the rest of us students. Neither the march of several 
hours, nor the unpleasantness of the wintry season were able to 
prevent the people from leaving.

The first Sunday service was held in Neuendettelsau. After the 
Sunday service had been completed and after they had practiced 
rhythmic and liturgical singing under my direction, they then 
happily started on their way home again in their God. When these 
consultations were over and Cramer had the opportunity to 
preach once more to these people, they definitely appointed him 
as their pastor so that he could wait for his ministry during the sea 
voyage, and then prepared for departure. The congregation at 
that time consisted of only one married couple and their child, four 
bridal couples who were to be married before the sea voyage, 
and two still single young men. As a testimony to how Lohe still 
stood by the confessional writings at that time, the following 
should be mentioned here. Around the time of this appointment 
of Cramer, it was on February 15, 1845, he had to sign a "General 
Instruction for our friends in America" with us four of Léhe's 
students, who were to go over with him to serve our fellow 
believers. In this document it says: "You sign voluntarily and 
without persuasion, also without reservation on oath all the parts 
of the Lutheran Book of Concord. You confess that according to 
the measure of your knowledge you find in them the pure doctrine 
of the divine word, that you have found nothing in them, neither 
great nor small, that contradicts the word of the Lord. If, God 
forbid, you should ever come to a different conviction, you will 
apply all seriousness and diligence to get to the bottom of the 
truth, and resign your Lutheran preaching ministry, if you have 
struggled in vain to re-establish your agreement with our 
Concordia. Nor, in that case, do you wish to retain any Lutheran 
school office." And when these first colonists took leave of Lohe 
one after the other, he spoke to one of them, the still living 
Leonhard Bernthal: "If you should ever hear that | have fallen 
away from the right doctrine, then do not turn to me, but remain 
unwavering in your Concordia book "*). 

However, before Cramer could embark in Bremen with his 
Gemeinlein and his four other travel companions, he had to travel 
through Mecklenburg a month before in the interest of the cause. 
In this country, too, Wyneken's call for help had not been without 
success, and through the efforts of Dr. Petri in Hanover, he had 
joined the Franconian mission. At the head was the noble 
Landrath, Baron Carl von Maltzan, at that time already an old man 
with silver hair, but a young man in the fiery pursuit of the cause 
of the Lord, later still connected to Lohe by close friendship until 
his death. Because the Mecklenburg friends offered to bear the 
costs of equipping and sending out two of Léhe's sermons in the 
spring of 1845, they decided to send them to the church in 
Mecklenburg. 


*When, that winter, L6he, during an evening with his pupils, came to 
speak of the history of the Pietist disputes, and | expressed the wish not 
only to become more closely acquainted with them, but also, in particular, 
to become quite immune to chiliasm, he gave me Léscher's "Timotheus 
Verinus" to study and excerpt from, with the remark: "You shall become a 
true and firm antichiliast for me. 


The decision fell on Cramer and me. After a short visit with the 
separate Lutheran pastor Lasius in Berlin, with whom and his 
parishioners we found a warm welcome, we went first to 
Mecklenburg-Strelitz, where we were introduced to the Grand 
Duke and his wife by the court preacher Ohle, and then to 
Mecklenburg-Schwerin. It would be going too far if | wanted to 
tell you about our "crusades" through the country for the 
promotion of the American missionary cause, how there were 
speeches to be held here and there in churches and other 
meetings, how skillfully Cramer knew how to move in his 
dealings with people from the higher circles, but also how 
bravely he contradicted false opinions wherever they confronted 
him, without regard to the person, and sometimes even became 
too heated. Here | will only remember his ordination in Schwerin 
and our subsequent visit to nearby Ludwigslust. 

Since Cramer was to be ordained in Germany on the basis 
of the profession he had received, Baron von Maltzan sought 
permission to do so from the reigning Grand Duke Friedrich 
Franz Il. Since he wanted to grant this permission personally, 
we went to the Grand Ducal Palace at the appointed hour. To 
the not insignificant astonishment of the others waiting, the 
Prince allowed the two Franconian emigrants to enter his 
cabinet first. With obvious interest in the Franconian missionary 
work, the twenty-three year old Prince, who had just come to 
power, asked this and that and then granted permission for 
ordination with heartfelt blessings. 

On the afternoon of the following day, April 4, the day of St. 
Ambrose, Cramer's ordination took place in the cathedral of 
Schwerin by the then Superintendent, now Oberkirchenrath Dr. 
Kliefoth in the presence of a respectable congregation. The 
ordination speech was based on Is. 58, 7-14. It was a moving 
moment when the ordination was to be followed by the 
communion of the ordinand according to church custom, and at 
the transition the ordinator called out to the kneeling man the 
words of the angel to Elijah, 1 Kings 19:7: "Arise and eat, for 
you have a long way to go!" 

The next day we went to the nearby Ludwigslust, the 
residence of the hereditary grand duchess dowager. This aged, 
godly princess, a Landgravine of Hesse-Homburg by birth, of 
whose active love, among other things, the various institutions 
in Ludwigslust testify, and who was praised to us as a great 
friend and promoter of the missionary work of Herr von Maltzan 
and Dr. Kliefoth, received us in the friendliest manner and 
showed the liveliest interest in L6he's missionary work and 
specifically in the task that had become ours. In the course of 
our conversation, she opened the atlas lying on her work table 
and marked on the map of Michigan the future location of each 
one's work. She invited us, together with her court preacher, 
who had introduced us, to dine at noon, saying, "If the 
gentlemen would dine with me, it would give me great pleasure;

The time in which we live is evil, very evil, and is becoming pf this, by the great grace of God, we have been given an 

more and more evil. In the field of doctrine, new errors continue unsurpassable aid, an aid that is equally useful to those who are 


to appear in addition to the almost nameless old ones. Almost advanced in knowledge and to the most simple. Dear, what is 


everywhere one seeks to overthrow the foundation. In addition, 
there are not a few among the ravagers of the vineyard of the 
Lord who bear the name of the true church and claim to be 
orthodox, and unfortunately, many take them for such, as they 
pretend to be. - What terrible misfortune false doctrines have 
brought upon men is shown by the history of all times. The misery 
of our day caused by this is almost unspeakable. 

It is no different with regard to doctrine than it is with regard 
to life. Already more than 300 years ago a poet of our church 
sang lamentingly: 

"People no longer ask about God the Lord, The world is all 
stinking of vain honor, Pride is all rampant, Deceiving, lying 
is no disgrace. 

This is a sign before Judgment Day." 

"Where is the brotherly love? The whole world is full of 
thieves. No faith nor trust is in the world, Each one says, If | 
had but money! This is a sign before Judgment Day." "The 
world will not let it be, No one will turn to God's word: 


They have learned nothing more, for only eating and drinking 
very much. This is a sign before Judgment Day." 

It is much more terrible today than it was then. Even where 
God's Word is taught pure and clear, in proof of the Spirit and 
power, the line between the world and the church is becoming 
more and more blurred. The secret societies and _ sinful 
associations alone have so polluted the nations that even real 
Christians hardly notice the awful smell of the carrion of hell. 
It has come to such a pass in our time that not even a merely 


bourgeois, serious man can look into it indifferently, but he is 
urged to the question: What will be the end of all this? - This

his? It is the Small Lutheran Catechism. It is quite a miracle 


00k; it is both the summa, the marrow, the core, and the star, as 
ell as the certain and clear interpretation of Scripture. That this 
s so is known to everyone who knows the Bible and the 
atechism. The names that have long been attached to it, such 
s: Layman's Bible, Children's Bible. 
But because the catechism is this, it should also be practiced, 
aught, and learned with the greatest diligence in church, school, 
nd home. Luther considered the best preachers of his time to be 
hose who understood how to practice the catechism properly and 
Iso practiced it faithfully. Without doubt this is true for all times. 
reachers and teachers who do not teach the catechism with holy 
eal have either not grasped their task, or they have not 
nderstood it. 
are unfaithful people, people who through their guilt endure the 
blessing of God. Such, however, face a heavy account. - The 
more errors in doctrine increase, the more indifference to 
doctrine spreads, the greater the rottenness of morals becomes, 
the more forceful must be the strokes of the sword, the brighter 
must be our lamp, the sharper and more seasoning our salt. In 
other words, if there has ever been a time when it is necessary 
to make people certain of heavenly truth, to unmask the infernal 
spirit of lies, which, unfortunately, not infrequently also carries on 
its spooky business under the Lutheran name, and to strengthen 
the weak, then it is our time. - But how could this be done better 
than through the righteous practice of the truths of the 
catechism? 

But not only in churches and schools should the catechism 
be pushed to its best, but also in the homes. Yes, yes, in the 
homes. That the catechism is to be practiced first in the home is 
already evident from the heading which precedes each main 
section. Luther's example shows us how necessary such daily 
practice of the main parts of Christian doctrine is. He writes thus: 
"Although | am an old doctor of the Holy Scriptures, | have not 
yet come out of the children's doctrine, and understand the

| have not yet learned the Ten Commandments of God, the faith, 
and the Lord's Prayer; | cannot study them, nor learn them, but 
| still study them daily and pray the Catechism with my son 
Hansen and with my little daughter Magdalenen. (Erl. Ausg., 57, 
p. 14.) - The Lord also demands such things. Deut. 6:6, 7. He 
cries to every householder, "And these words (the ten 
commandments), which | command thee this day, thou shalt 
take to heart, and shalt sharpen them unto thy children, and 
speak of them when thou sittest in thy house, or walkest in the 
way, when thou liest down, or risest up." - The catechism is thus 
to be practiced, it is to be practiced most diligently. 

That the right use of the Catechism is so important is evident 
from the many interpretations of the Catechism which have 
come into being in older and more recent times, and all of which, 
in so far as they are orthodox, seek to promote the faithful use 
of the said book. Of these interpretations of the Catechism, one 
deserves to be _ especially emphasized and _ warmly 
recommended. This is the "Explanation of Dr. Martin Luther's 
Small Lutheran Catechism for Mature Christians by Fr. Brunn, 
Lutheran pastor at Steeden near Runkel, Nassau." 

First, something about the author of the aforementioned 
book. For although the German pastor Brunn is also a well- 
known man in the Lutheran Church of America, some remarks 
concerning him should not be superfluous for one or the other 
reader of this paper. - Rev. Brunn was first a country church 
preacher. His powerful testimony for the truth, however, was not 
accepted, so he could not remain in the confessing and 
unbelieving church. But his testimony was not in vain. The 
faithful Lutheran parish of Steeden was formed out of the 
unchurched parish of Runkel, which parish the 
aforementioned is still active. Brunn not only built God's 


in 


kingdom in Nassau through hard work and, in the early days, 
bitter persecution, but he also faithfully fought against error in 
the separated Breslau Synod, of which he was a member for a 
long time, through word and writing. He is also one of the main 
co-founders of the orthodox Saxon Free Church. In addition, he 
is also the man who has worked more for our Synod than any 
man abroad. Not only did he stand up for our good confession 
in every way, but through his work a whole group of preachers 
and teachers, whom he not only recruited for the American 
Lutheran Church, but also partly trained, came into our work. 
Even today he works and prays with us for the prosperity of 
American Zion. 

Let us now take a look at the book in question. Mr. B. Kern, a 
member of our Saxon sister synod, recommends it with the 
following words: "For the readers of the 'Free Church' who have 
become acquainted with a part of this interpretation of the 
Catechism through its publication in this journal, there is no need 
to praise it, but only the news that it has now been published in 
its entirety. After introductory remarks on the Catechism in 
general, the book contains in the introduction a detailed 
exposition of the doctrine of the Holy Scriptures, and then the 
explanation of the six main parts of the Catechism, of which 
those of the three last parts are described in detail. 


The first part, the doctrine of the means of grace, appeared in 
print 25 years ago, but has been completely revised for the 
present purpose. The present Catechism Declaration is the ripe 
fruit of many years of unceasing study of Luther's Small 
Catechism, for which the venerable author had ample 
opportunity not only in his parish ministry, but especially in his 
seminary for the training of Lutheran preachers for America. The 
treasures of knowledge and experience of a worker who has 
grown gray in the service of the Lutheran Church are laid down 
in this book as in a treasury. And as rich as our church is in good 
catechism interpretations and sermons, so that it, like the 
singing one, could rightly be called the catechism church, the 
present one has this advantage over others in that it exposes 
and rejects the prevailing manifold errors of our time, which the 
author was especially called to do, since he has been involved 
in all the serious struggles and doctrinal disputes that have 
moved our church for an age. At the same time, this 
interpretation is written in such noble catechism simplicity and 
in such a simple, edifying manner that it is by no means 
especially suitable for pastors and teachers, but for more mature 
Christians in general, indeed, it is especially intended for them. 
It will make the house fathers capable of fulfilling the task of 
which Luther reminds us when he writes in the heading of each 
main section: 'How a householder should hold the same before 
his servants in the most simple way’." (Free Church 1889, No. 
22.) 

Whoever knows the book in question will confess that this 
advertisement does not say too much. Brunn's explanation of 
the Catechism is really an exceedingly delicious book, a 
precious treasure. Here a Christian finds not only the necessary 
and right instruction on every doctrine, but also the right weapon 
against every error of our time. On the doctrine of the Bible 
alone, there is a 43-page treatise. This alone is worth more than 
the whole book costs. As it is beyond doubt that preachers and 
teachers can draw rich blessings from this book for their 
catechism work, so it must also be useful to every house in 
which it is properly used. 

Well then, whoever does not yet have this treasure in his 
hands, let him not neglect to bring it into his possession quite 
soon. No one will regret the purchase, yes, everyone who really 
needs the book will thank the writer for drawing his attention to 
t.

of our Synod held its sessions this year from September 3-8 at 
deh congregation of the Rev. Weller near Marysville. The 
general presiding officer, Rev. Schwan, preached at the opening 
service. The synod was well attended; it 
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only 3 pastors and several teachers were absent, but they were 
all excused. Admitted 4 churches, 13 pastors and one teacher. 
So we now have 83 pastors in Nebraska. Pastor Frincke had 
presented six theses on original sin to Synod, which were 
discussed in the morning sessions. The discussion of these 
theses showed quite clearly the depth of original sin's corruption, 
but also thereby only put the greatness of divine grace into the 
light, through which alone the fallen sinner is converted to God. 
The soon to be published synodal report, which will contain 
these proceedings, as well as the beautiful synodal address of 
the District Praeses, is therefore well worth being purchased and 
devoutly read. Among the business matters that occupied the 
Synod in its afternoon sessions, the mission in our District was 
the most important. Praeses Hilgendorf presented an interesting 
mission report, which showed how abundantly God has blessed 
our work in spite of many an obstacle. From 17 stations, just as 
many traveling preachers serve about eighty mission churches 
and places. We have also received the pleasing news that the 
people in our mission areas have been blessed with a good 
harvest this year. This will undoubtedly contribute to a new influx 
of people to the mission fields and to an even greater increase 
in our mission. Mr. K. Kihnert from the Free Church in Saxony, 
who attended our Synod as a guest, was so taken with our 
mission work that he asked the Synod for permission to print and 
distribute the mission report. His request was of course gladly 
granted. The blessed progress of the mission in our state, 
however, also imposes on the Christians of this state the 
obligation to provide ever more abundant means for the 
continuation of the mission work. About 17 preachers or 
missionaries must receive all or part of the funds for their 
maintenance from the missionary treasury. That makes an 
expenditure of at least H6000.00. For this caste, therefore, must 
be collected diligently and abundantly, if the missionary work is 
not to decline. The Synod was also particularly concerned with 
several very important mission places and recognized it as its 
duty to grant money so that the buildings necessary for the 
mission can be procured and people can be paid. It also 
expressed the hope that our dear congregations in Nebraska 
would one day make a special effort to raise the necessary funds 
for these important places. But the help of the general synod 
should also be called upon for this purpose. 

As to the election of officers, the following pastors were 
elected: P. Hilgendorf again as President, P. Becker as Vice- 
President, Joh. Meyer as Secretary, I*k. Weller and Harms as 
visitators; but teacher Hellmann as Kassirer. 

On Sunday, a beautiful and well-attended mission feast was 
celebrated under shady trees, raising over H226.00 for mission. 

With praise and thanksgiving to God, who has bestowed 
such beautiful and blessed days, the Synod members hurried 
back to their homes. M. Adam.

From our mission to the Jews. It is with great joy and heartfelt thanks 
to God that | can report to the dear readers of the "Lutheran" today 
that the Lord has once again given us a fruit of our work on "Israel 
according to the flesh. An old man of seventy-seven, a teacher by 
profession, an excellently educated man, who, however, had 
passed many years in unbelief, was baptized in church on 
September 14 by Pastor Sieker in the presence of the honorable 
Jewish Missionary Commission, after thorough instruction in the 
beatific truth. God's wonderful grace rescued him from his 
rationalism in the late evening hour of his life, in which he led him 
so wonderfully, let him find Jesus Christ as his Saviour, gave him 
a childlike faith in his heart, made him alive from the dead through 
the wonderful power of his word. For this we are to give thanks to 
God from the depths of our souls with this old man, who has now 
become a true spiritual Israelite. At the same time, however, this 
experience should encourage us anew and spur us on to fresh zeal 
for the work we are doing in the service of God in our mission to 
the Jews. And let us continue to ask God for His blessing, so that 
the word from His mouth, which has so gloriously proven itself as 
God's power in this spiritually resurrected man, may also make 
many others of Jews and Gentiles blessed through our ministry.

The care for the supply of 
our teaching institutions belongs to the spiritual duties of all 
Christians. As the congregation of believers is charged with the 
appointment of the public ministry of preaching, so it must also see 
to it that people are continually trained who are capable of 
administering this ministry. F. P.

Hungary. On May 3, as the Lodz "Kirchenblatt" reports, 
jubilee celebration took place in all Protestant churches i 
Hungary. It was one hundred years ago that, after the times o 
persecution and oppression of Protestantism, a kind and jus 
prince, King Leopold Il, guaranteed religious freedom to th 
Protestants by a national law. The 26th article of the law of th 
Diet of 1790-91 guarantees the Protestants of Hungary th 
following freedoms and rights: 1. the opposition of the Catholi 
clergy in Protestant matters is declared forever invalid; 2. the fre 
religious practice of both Protestant confessions with the free us 
of churches, towers, bells, schools and burial places i 
guaranteed in such a way that they may not be disturbed o 
hindered in this freedom under any pretext by anyone, not eve 
by the King himself; 3. 3. Protestants may form congregation 
everywhere, appoint preachers, build churches with or withou 
towers, and establish schools; 4. they may not be required unde 
any title to participate in the ceremonies of the Catholic Churc 
or to make payments for Catholic purposes; 5. in matters of fait 
they shall depend solely on the leaders of their confession, an 
only the right of superintendence shall be reserved to the King 
6. 6. they may establish schools of all kinds, freely choos 
teachers, professors, and curators, and determine the system o 
teaching themselves; 7. students are permitted to collect grant 
and to attend foreign universities; 8. Protestant ministers ma 
always and everywhere visit the sick of their denomination an 
perform their functions without hindrance; 9. all lower and highe 
offices are to be filled without distinction of religion; 10. th 
foundations of the Protestants are unrestricted by the King. 10 
the foundations of the Protestants are inviolable, the possessio! 
of the churches and schools is preserved; 11. the Protestants ar 
exempt from the Catholic oath; their marriage affairs are to bi 
decided by their own marriage courts, for the time being they wil 
be tried by ordinary civil courts, etc. - The law, which grants eve 
more liberties than the patent of tolerance given by Empero 
Joseph Il. in 1787, was greeted with jubilation by the Protestant 
of Hungary. The representatives of the Church hastened befor 
the throne of the King to express the warmest thanks, and o 
May 1, 1791, athanksgiving service was held in all the Protestan 
congregations. 


in the process of completing their preparations for the reception 
of the crowds of pilgrims. In the main streets almost all the 
houses have been repainted and numerous new shops have 
been set up. About 600 private individuals have been granted a 
concession to run inns during the pilgrimage period, and 
countless others are providing furnished rooms for the pilgrims. 
Everywhere one is busy with the erection of sales, inn, sleeping 
and similar booths. In order to accommodate the mass of people, 
many large wooden huts are knocked out. Some of these mass 
quarters can hold over 2000 people. In other respects, too, 
acquisitiveness has taken possession of the holy skirt to an 
extensive degree. So-called devotional objects are produced in 
extraordinary quantities, and as if it were an article of daily life, 
Jewish and Protestant merchants have also opened the sale of 
crosses, rosaries and images of the holy skirt. Not only has it 
been depicted on pipe bowls, cups, purses, and cigar bags, but 
a businessman in Trier has ordered a million handkerchiefs from 
a weaving mill, which show a representation of the skirt. There 
must be sufficient sales for this, for according to the assurance 
of clerical papers, the number of pilgrims registered up to now is 
already one million. Recently news has come from Detroit, 
Michigan, United States of North America, that five pilgrimages 
are planned from New York with steamships of the Dutch- 
American Steamship Company. - On September 6, however, the 
aforementioned newspaper brings the following news: "The joy 
over the holy rock is no longer particularly lively among the 
inhabitants of Trier. The ten thousand pilgrims who arrive day 
after day are either poor or thrifty, eat nothing and buy nothing, 
and if they do not return in the evening, they make do with cheap 
mass accommodations. The newly established 1250 inns, 
whose owners have made great expenditures, are mostly empty. 
Of course, the people have spent a lot on preparations, so the 
result of the pilgrimages so far is - from a business point of view 
- quite depressing, at least so far. - The latest news is: "The 
exhibition threatens to become an economic disaster for the city. 
Three quarters of the newly founded inns, which have made 
great sacrifices, have not yet had a single pilgrim to entertain or 
house. The owner of a large hotel has rented three rooms for the 
pilgrimage season and furnished them, expecting that he will not 
have enough room to accommodate his guests. In reality, 
however, the traffic at his hotel is weaker than usual at this time 
of year. The little people, who in bold daring purchased three or 
four dozen beds, of course for a very small down payment, and 
who now have no one to accommodate, are in a very gloomy 
mood." 

About the expansion of the Catholic Church in Northwest Germany, 
the Hamburg "Katholische Kirchenblatt" gives the following 
summary for the "Nordic Missions": The stations at present 
number about 50,000 Catholics and 46 priests, to whom 4 
missionary priests have been added. The largest mission is 
Hamburg with 20,000 Catholics and 9 priests; then follow 
Bremen with 6000 and 5, Nordostseekanal 5000 and 3, Alton"

Our out-of-town co-religionists. 


Among the foreign fellow believers whom we remember on 
Sundays in our church prayers are especially our brothers over 
there in the Lutheran Free Church of Saxony and other states. 
They have indeed full claim to our participation. We Lutherans 
here in the New World have gradually grown into a great people. 
The orthodox church in the old homeland is a small, scattered 
group. Our church members here are in part abundantly blessed 
with earthly goods, and even the working class is not in a bad 
way. The Lutheran Free Church over there is really a church of 
the poor. We enjoy here in our new fatherland, up to this hour, 
thank God! full ecclesiastical freedom. The separated Lutherans 
of Germany, even if they do not suffer persecution in the true 
sense of the word, must nevertheless work under constant 
pressure. Thus our German brethren in faith need our love and 
sympathy, and we owe it to them. The undersigned recently 
came into personal contact with the German brethren during a 
trip to Germany, and what he saw, heard and experienced there 
in the circle of the brethren urges him to refresh the memory of 
the German "Missourians" among the American Missourians. 

To this end, |, the writer of these lines, would like to share 
something of my travel experiences with the dear "Lutheran" 
readers. My journey was first of all meant for my relatives in 
Germany; only occasionally did | have a glimpse into the 
German ecclesiastical conditions, into the German regional 
churches, as well as into our Lutheran Free Church. But this 
glimpse was enough to strengthen me anew in the conviction 
that this so-called "Missourian" Free Church in Germany has an 
important calling and is fulfilling the calling assigned to it by God 
in all quietness and faithfulness, and that it is our sacred duty to 
remember this sister synod over there to the best of our ability. 

And here | would first like to emphasize: The Lutheran Free 
Church truly has a good, godly right over there in Germany. 
Because in the German, also

In the so-called Lutheran regional churches, things look very 
bleak. It is difficult to understand how Lutherans, who have the 
Lutheran confession in their hearts and consciences, can still 
endure in the national church. The one cancer of the 
Landeskirche, the close coupling between believers and 
unbelievers, and the sad consequence of this cancer, that even 
the believers almost forget the difference between faith and 
unbelief, became especially clear to me. When | came to 
Dresden, | still felt something of the aftermath of a great funeral 
service which had excited and moved the whole city, especially 
the part of the city in which | was staying. The main pastor of the 
St. Johannis church had died. This man, named Peter, belonged 
to the "liberal" party and made no secret of his unbelief. The 
paper of the Saxon Free Church had been sued and condemned 
in its time precisely because it had judged and punished the 
blasphemous speeches of Dr. Peter according to God's Word. 
Other main preachers of Dresden had now held eulogies for 
their colleague. These had appeared in print and were offered 
for sale in all bookstores. | also bought a copy. What did it say? 
Men, who are considered to be believing pastors, sang here, as 
if with one mouth, in enthusiastic words the praise of this false 
prophet. And not only were his works exalted to heaven, but the 
one thing praised about Dr. Peter was that he had led his 
congregation to Christ. Of course, in his sermons he often took 
the name of Christ upon his lips, but he only presented Christ as 
a model of virtue, after the manner of the old rationalists. And if 
a preacher only says something at all about Christ, that is now 
enough for many "believers" over there. Whether he proclaims 
Christ as an example and pattern or as Saviour and Redeemer, 
that does not make so much difference to them. Thus also 
Peter's comrade in spirit, Pastor Sulze, was still held in high 
esteem in the Saxon capital, although he had recently denied 
and insulted the main articles of Christian doctrine 
confirmation classes. And also in Christian 
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I've heard voices like that in my circles: Well, even if Sulze's faith 
is on the back burner, his love is all the stronger. In Hanover | 
attended, as a spectator, a missionary festival of the regional 
church. There they spoke of the need of the poor heathen and 
of the duty of Christians to bring salvation in Christ to the 
heathen. But there were also pastors praying and speaking, of 
whom | heard that they were disciples and followers of Ritschl, 
a famous rationalist theologian who had recently died. The one 
had just before in a conference fought against the reconciliation 
through Christ, the other on one of the last Sundays from the 
pulpit taught his congregation that there was no devil. And the 
believing Christians did not find it so strange that such heathen 
preachers, who with their sermons lead their hearers back into 
heathenism, should celebrate with them heathen mission feasts. 
Incidentally, such "Ritschlians" are now to be found in large 
numbers throughout northern Germany, as in Hanover, 
Schleswig-Holstein, Hamburg, etc., and sit in office and honor, 
and the faithful pastors associate with these obvious enemies of 
Christ as their dear fellow ministers, and one hears nothing of 
congregations protesting against the fact that such seducers 
and soul-murderers are forced upon them as pastors. Yes, that 
is the saddest thing, that the faithful have become so 
accustomed to fellowship with unbelievers. It is inevitable that in 
time they will completely forget what faith and Christianity really 
are. They have already lost the gift of testing the spirits. When | 
pointed out on occasion that such preachers, and they were 
always obviously unbelievers, were no longer Christians, but 
children and instruments of Satan, that they were sending souls 
to hell, destroying Christ's kingdom and building the kingdom of 
Satan, almost no one, even among the more serious Christians 
of the country church, wanted to hear this. As of unbelief, so of 
the worldly nature and doings of so many pastors, | got to hear 
enough without investigating. That pastors and confessors 
mainly socialize with each other in the tavern, and that they do 
not meet at guest houses.

In many parts of Germany it has become the general custom of 
the country for people to amuse themselves with each other at 
feasts, games, singing, dancing and theatre. 

Of course, | have also met many dear Christians in the 
national churches and also Christian, faithful preachers who 
want the best for their congregations. But it took a lot for me to 
feel completely at one in spirit and faith with these latter. It soon 
turned out that they thought and believed quite differently from 
our Lutheran Church in many important doctrinal matters, such 
as the doctrine of sin and grace, of justification and conversion, 
of church and ministry. The old doctrine of Luther is lost and 
forgotten over there. The doctrine of inspiration or of the 
inspiration of the Holy Scriptures is now much discussed 
everywhere in Germany. Even among the faithful preachers it is 
now common talk that not everything in the Bible can be inspired 
by the Holy Spirit, that the Bible contains errors, contradictions, 
and so on. A missionary from Hermannsburg assured me that 
even in his mission no one believed that every word of the Bible 
was the Word of God. When | pointed out to a smaller circle of 
preachers that we Missourians all still held unanimously to the 
belief of the Fathers in the Holy Scriptures, while among the 
newer theologians each had his own particular view of the Bible, 
an old friend, who is known as a strictly orthodox pastor, replied 
that the matter was quite difficult, that only the stupid could 
agree on this. It is true that in this great confusion there are still 
honest souls who recognize and sigh at all this damage. But 
they lack the courage and faith to break through. 

So certainly, the Lutheran Free Church of Germany has its 

good right. She walks in obedience to the divine word and 
command, "Pull not on the strange yoke with the unbelievers!" 
"How does Christ agree with Belial?" "Come out from among 
them, and separate yourselves." 2 Cor. 6. The Saxon Free 
Church associated with us has the high calling of proclaiming to 
an apostate race of Christians, to the unbelievers and believers 
around them, and of proving that God's Word and Luther's 
doctrine now and never pass away. And she has fulfilled this 
calling until this very hour by God's grace. And God has 
promoted and blessed her work and testimony so far. 
Soon after my arrival in Germany, our sister synod held its 
annual meeting. And it was a great joy to me that | was able to 
attend the latter half of it. In the house of Pastor Brunn in 
Steeden in Nassau, in this former educational institution of good 
memory, | found the old friends and acquaintances united. In 
addition to the younger pastors, there were also, apart from 
Brunn, old heads, such as Pastors Hagen and Brauer, who, as 
is well known, left their lucrative state church pastorates in their 
old days and took upon themselves the poverty and disgrace of 
separation in order to keep a good, unharmed conscience. The 
days we spent together in Steeden were delicious days of 
fraternal intercourse. Old and new _ experiences were 
exchanged. One was transported back into the struggle of the 
church over there as if with a single blow. The main thing was 
the synodal negotiations. Pastor Willkomm spoke about the 
relationship of justification to the Holy Spirit. 


The members of the synod participated actively in the doctrinal 
discussions. After the many strange impressions | had received 
during the long journey by sea and land, it was good to hear the 
sounds of home again. For where one finds one's most sacred 
faith, one feels at home. Yes, here one heard in all parts the 
same teaching and speech which resounds through all our local 
church meetings. Here one experienced what unity in spirit and 
faith is. Another impression | gained from the discussions of the 
brethren over there, also from their sermons. This was not a "dry 
presentation of doctrine," as those in the national church 
reproach the separated. No, what these separated Lutherans 
want and need in their isolation is God's Word, the comfort and 
power of Scripture, and what they need they receive from their 
preachers, food, nourishment, refreshment of the souls. Synod 
Sunday was an opportunity to get closer to the Steeden church 
members. In the afternoon a mission feast was celebrated. It 
was a respectable gathering, which was seen on a grassy field 
on a height of the Lahn valley. Guests had come from near and 
far, especially from the communities of the two Allendorfs, in 
Hesse and in the Westerwald. One does not shy away from 
hour-long marches over there, if one can come to a good, 
orthodox sermon in this way. The congregation in Steeden, in 
which Pastor Brunn raised the banner of Lutheran doctrine 
almost fifty years ago and which is now cared for by Pastor 
Eickmeier, has in the course of the years and decades, as one 
soon noticed, not yet lost anything of what the Lord has 
entrusted to it, has faithfully preserved its jewel. 

On my further travels | stayed in the churches in Planitz, 
Chemnitz, Dresden for longer or shorter periods of time. | also 
had to preach in these places, and it was necessary for me to 
give expression to the community of faith that exists between 
Missourians on the other side and on the other side, and to call 
out a few words of encouragement to the fellow believers of the 
old fatherland. In Planitz, where | had been a pastor first in the 
national church and then as a separate pastor until | moved to 
America, | found my way again most quickly. The reunion with 
so many old acquaintances and former confessionals, with 
some of whom | had lived through stormy times, with 
acquaintances from the Free Church, as well as from the 
national church, was very close to me. And | rejoiced deeply 
when | now saw and realized how things had progressed there 
in the last thirteen years. On the spacious property of the 
congregation is the new church, which offers room for many 
listeners, next to it is Pastor Willkomm's apartment and garden, 
across the street is the old church, which is now used as a 
meeting hall and for Bible studies, to the side of it is the 
schoolhouse and the teacher's apartment, between the church 
buildings is a large, richly furnished flower garden, which the 
congregation has leased, and at the western end of the grounds 
is a kindergarten, in which two teachers care for over a hundred 
small children, including many children of Landeskirche parents, 
body and soul. This tenure only meets the needs of the 
congregation. The Sunday | spent there was first twice in 
church, and then in the large yard in front of the old 
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Church - it was again a mission festival - a large crowd 
gathered, from the Free Church as well as from the national 
church, also Methodists, Baptists, Jrvingians. Unfortunately, | 
found that some of my former confirmands, who had grown 
weary of the national church, had strayed into these sects. The 
joy in the truthful teaching of the divine word, one could well feel, 
was the basic mood of the congregation. 

The situation in Chemnitz, in Pastor Kern's congregation, is 
similar to that in Planitz. There the number of parishioners had 
doubled since the time of my last presence. The newly acquired 
church property, a stately church with parsonage and gardens, 
occupies a very dignified position up there, on a hill in the middle 
of the city, among the mansions and palaces of the rich 
merchants of Chemnitz. Here, too, all the seats were occupied 
on Sundays during the church service. In the afternoon of the 
same Sunday | attended a congregational meeting. Of the more 
than one hundred members of the congregation who were able 
to vote, only a few were absent. | was also convinced that 
church discipline was being practiced in a truly evangelical 
manner. 

The Dresden congregation, although not as large as the two 
mentioned, has also stood firm in the course of time and 
maintains its preaching ministry from its own resources. Yes, it 
has two preachers, besides the young Pastor Hanewinkel, who 
left our Concordia Seminary not so long ago, and his father as 
assistant preacher. Nowhere, not even in the smaller 
congregations, has the work begun fifteen years ago declined, 
even if the original hope of more rapid growth has not been 
fulfilled. In Frankenberg (Pastor Schneider) half the planters of 
the congregation have emigrated to America. But the gaps have 
been filled in again. The Crimmitschau pastor, Pastor Hagen, 
also preaches regularly in Glauchau in recent times in a church 
pub of his own, and has gathered around him there the old 
pupils and confessionals of the blessed Superintendent 
Rudelbach, a well-known witness of Lutheran truth from the 
revival period. The youngest and weakest plant of the Saxon 
Free Church is the congregation of Pastor Lenk in Grin in the 
Voigtland. On the evening that | spent there, the members of 
the congregation had gathered in the 'church hall, and told of 
their crosses and traverses that had finally introduced them, 
under God's guidance of grace, into the Lutheran Free Church. 
They were, though mostly anemic, truly happy and blessed that 
they had now found the pure Word and Sacrament. Again and 
again | had to accept the thanks for the gifts of love that flowed 
to them from America for the acquisition of their church property. 

Thus one could perceive a lively spiritual life and activity 
everywhere in the circles of our fellow believers. The first zeal 
that animated the founders of the Free Church has not yet 
cooled down. But our German brethren also sit and draw to the 
full from the springs from which alone our life of faith draws 
strength. They are grateful for the loud preaching of the Word. 
Not only the main services, but also the catechism examinations 
and weekly Bible classes are well attended. In nearly all the 
homes of the separirtm Lutherans their church bulletin, "The 
Ev.-Luth. Free Church," is held. In addition, our papers, such as 
"Lutheraner", "Missionstaube" have become popular in many 


Families naturalized. Our synodal reports also find willing, 
eager readers there. And our brethren endeavor to share with 
others what they themselves have received and continue to call 
the old truth to the memory of the apostate Lutheran churches. 
They do their best to carry out missions in their surroundings. 
Their church doors are open to everyone. In Planitz and 
Chemnitz, many members of the regional churches are regular 
churchgoers. Several colporteurs distribute good Lutheran 
writings throughout Saxony, including many books from our 
Concordia publishing house. A separated congregation is still 
considered something apart in its surroundings and makes a 
name for itself. Thus the members of the congregation find 
ample reason to give an account of their faith to their colleagues 
in their daily work. God has so far blessed this manifold witness. 
The progress of Lutheran truth is, of course, hindered quite 
differently over there than in this country. Those who profess it 
and have left the old church fellowship for the sake of the truth 
must all bear the reproach of Christ. And it is difficult for anyone 
to decide to join this despised group. Those who want to join a 
separated congregation are often harassed in Saxony by their 
former regional church pastor and the secular judge, to whom 
they must deregister, until recent times. In the free church one 
must also make sacrifices for the preservation of the church, 
which is not necessary in the state church. This holds back 
many a destitute. But in spite of all these obstacles, new souls 
are always won for the truth. And it is not as if the German Free 
Church recruited itself only from the believing circles of the 
national church. Many a member has been torn directly out of 
the world. And how many unknown souls have come to the 
knowledge of the truth through the powerful testimony of our 
brethren, through word and scripture, or have been encouraged 
and preserved on the path to life, will be revealed on that day. 
That the influence of our Free Church extends far beyond its 
own narrower borders has recently been clearly demonstrated 
in Hanover. Pastor Hibener in Hanover, whose congregation is 
the smallest of all the synodal congregations, is nevertheless 
fully occupied, not only with articles for the "Free Church", but 
is also consulted once by this, once by that regional church 
pastor or layman and has to travel around a lot in Northern 
Germany in matters of the church. 

Truly, it is a work pleasing and blessed to God, at the same 
time a great and a difficult work, which is commanded to our 
brothers over there. And we should truly not be remiss in 
remembering them and supporting them to the best of our 
ability. Four of the separated congregations, namely those in 
Hanover, in Frankenberg, and in the two Allendorfs, still need 
support in order to maintain the preaching ministry there. The 
members of these congregations are mostly poor and sacrifice 
according to their means, yes, even their means. In factory 
areas, such as in and near Frankenberg in Saxony, a worker 
earns about twelve marks, not quite three dollars, a week, and 
pays a monthly church contribution of about three marks or one 
thaler. The other congregations of the Free Church, which 
maintain their church system themselves, diligently collect for 
their small, poor

From Mecklenburg, in accordance with the instructions 

received from Lohe and von Maltzan, we went to Ratzeburg in 
the Duchy of Lauenburg to the Superintendent Catenhusen, and 
spent a few pleasant days with this man, whose outward 
appearance and, even more so, his resoluteness in confession 
were impressive, and whose motto was: "We must go back to 
Luther!"and therefore also: "a theologian must learn everything, 
know everything, but believe only that which endures the 
touchstone of the divine word", a few refreshing days, during 
which we felt quite at home. With him we also got to know 
Candidate Mylius, who at that time was considering entering the 
service of the Dresden East India Mission. 
But now we went to Bremen without delay. There, not only the 
candidates for the preaching ministry, Trautmann, Detzer and 
Romanowsky, had arrived, but also the colonists, who could not 
praise their pastor enough for the love and support they had 
found everywhere on their journey, and especially for the way 
they had been fed in Dr. Petri's house in Hanover and had been 
dismissed by him with prayers and blessings. However, before 
Cramer, his congregation and us, his other travelling 
companions, embarked for Bremerhafen, a solemn act took 
place in silence the evening before; since his ordination could 
not take place in the midst of the calling congregation, the 
Lutheran Pastor v. Hanfstengel of Bremen performed the 
introduction in his home, whereupon pastor and congregation 
signed the church order that had been discussed and worked 
out in Neuendettelsau. On April 20 we then embarked at 
Bremerhafen. "You have," L6he calls out to the colonists in the 
"Kirchliche Mittheilungen," "a tach 


named Volkmann, the latter a friend of the blessed Wyneken. 
Since Cramer had taken passage with his congregation and us 
candidates in the steerage, he was given a room for himself and 
his travelling companions, separated from the other steerage 
passengers, some of whom were quite loose, by the kindness of 
the ship's owner, in which then also some Christian emigrants 
from the surroundings of Bremen were taken in who wanted to 
go to Fort Wayne to pastor Wyneken, had already kept to the 
Frankish colonists in Bremerhafen and thus now belonged to the 
small ship's community. 

Right on the day of departure the new pastor had cause to 
perform his first official act. It was the wedding of the four 
Franconian bridal couples, who were to cross the sea as 
husband and wife, and a fifth bridal couple had joined them from 
Bremen. When, through the clumsiness of the drunken pilot, the 
ship soon ran aground on a sandbank, where it had to lie fast 
until the next morning, but the sea was so calm and the sun 
shone so sweetly from the sky, the five bridal couples put on their 
wedding regalia and Cramer gave them a wedding sermon. Then 
followed a frugal wedding feast, to which the captain contributed 
so that his sailors could partake. Cramer also had to perform a 
few other official acts during the sea voyage: the baptism of a 
child born in the other tween deck and the burial of two children 
and two adults. Cramer also held the Sunday service on the 
deck, if at all it was not too stormy, while we candidates led the 
morning and evening services on the weekdays. But as often as 
there was a church service, the captain attended it with his 
sailors. 

After a voyage of 51 days, the ship landed in New York harbor 
on June 8. It had been an arduous and dangerous journey. 
Because of adverse winds in the Canal, Scotland had to be 
circumnavigated and not only did the ship have to weather a few 
violent storms, but on a dark night it also ran into another ship. 
Then it was threatened by icebergs. At last smallpox broke out 
in the other tween deck, and Cramer was also seized by it, albeit 
in a lighter way. It was 
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It was just the third Sunday after Trinity when the anchors were 
dropped in the sunlit harbour. Songs of praise and thanksgiving 
were sung in the ship's service that was now held. The gospel 
of the day was about the Lost Sheep and Pennies. Cramer's 
sermon on the same was also the first sermon in the New World. 
Just as the day of departure from the old world became a 
wedding day, so also the day after arrival in the new world. This 
time, however, Pastor Cramer himself held the wedding. Since 
Léhe and the friends in Bavaria and Mecklenburg had wished 
that Cramer should go among the heathen, as with a 
congregation, so also with a wife, there was no lack of 
suggestions and opportunities to make a choice, both in Bavaria 
and in Mecklenburg. However, in view of the imminent 
settlement in the primeval forests of Michigan and especially in 
view of the hardships and privations of the missionary work 
among the Indians, which were waiting at his and his wife's side, 
he repeatedly lacked the joy of making a choice. So he left home, 
leaving this matter to him who, according to Gen. 2, 21. 22. also 
here, gives it to his friends "asleep". And he was not put to 
shame. Among the Hanoverian fellow believers and travelers 
already mentioned was a single woman, Dorothea Benthien 
from Achim near Bremen, 27 years old and a "poor man's child," 
who also wanted to move to Fort Wayne with her brother and his 
family. She earned the respect and love of all her Franconian 
travel companions through her sincere Christian conduct, and 
when the outbreak of smallpox gave her the opportunity to 
perform arduous and dangerous labors of love for the sick, it was 
she who, before others, tirelessly and sacrificially devoted 
herself to the care of the smallpox patients. His friend's attention 
was drawn to the question of whether this maid of the Lord, who 
served so zealously and selflessly, would ultimately be a suitable 
wife for the Indian missionary, and so, after careful consideration 
before God shortly before the end of the sea voyage, Cramer 
decided to ask for her hand in marriage, but first to put her to the 
test. He asked her whether she would be inclined to accept 
service as a missionary maid in the colony? When, after some 
consideration, she declared herself willing to do so, he 
immediately advertised for her as a missionary. On June 10, the 
day of disembarkation, the wedding took place in St. Matthew's 
Church by Pastor Stohlmann, to whom we had also been 
referred. The bride's brother and the groom's trusted friend 
officiated. What an excellent wife Cramer had found in Dorothea 
Benthien is also known outside of our synod and therefore our 
gaze will fall on her several times in the course of this 
biographical sketch. 
Pastor Th. Brohm, who had been called a year earlier to a 
congregation of separated Prussian Lutherans and whom we 
finally found after a long search, since Pastor Stohlmann hardly 
knew him by name, dismissed us with prayers and blessings, 
and we drove up the Hudson to Albany, in order to reach Buffalo 
from there by rail. Once more, however, Cramer and his band of 
pilgrims were to experience God's miraculous salvation; for 
when the railroad train, which had boarded in Albany at noon, 
had barely covered a mile, and the second verse of the 


When the train came to a bend in the road around a mountain, 
it ran into an oncoming coal train. But while a number of freight 
wagons suddenly formed a pile of rubble and a foreign 
passenger had met his death, the attached emigrant car had 
miraculously remained completely unharmed. 

For Cramer and his congregation, as well as two of the 
candidates, Trautmann and Schreiber, who, like Cramer, were 
to join the newly formed Michigan Synod, Monroe was the next 
destination, where Pastor Hattstadt and his congregation 
received and entertained the travelers in a most fraternal 
manner. After a short rest, Cramer, accompanied by Pastor 
Hattstadt and us two candidates, hurried to Ann Arbor to visit 
Pastor Schmid, in order to discuss with him the purchase of the 
land selected by the knowledgeable missionary, the settlement 
on it, and the operation of the mission. Soon after his return, he 
left with his congregation for Detroit, where Schmid and Auch 
had another meeting with him and assisted in the purchase of 
farming equipment, tools and food for the colonists. Then they 
boarded a small sailing ship that was to take the Frankish 
travelers and their luggage to Saginaw. 

It was about evening on July 3 when the little ship left Detroit. 
However, when the American National Day with its usual 
shooting had dawned in the morning and the vessel was close 
to a small island in the St. Clair, the captain and crew no longer 


suffered on board. They left the "dutch immigrants” to 


themselves, and did not proceed again until the 5th of July. After 
a voyage of nearly a week, they finally reached Bay City, at the 
mouth of the Saginaw River, which was then called Lower- 
Saginaw, and consisted only of a small store and a number of 
fishermen's and hunters' shacks. Here the captain docked and 
left it to the puffagiers to either wait until an occasional 
steamboat came along the way and took the sailboat in tow, or 
to take the rope themselves and pull the ship like a canal boat 
to Saginaw. The colonists chose the latter, but were not a little 
pleased when Missionary Auch, who had already heard of their 
arrival in Saginaw, came to meet them on a canoe.

Chinese Mission. A Chinaman in San Francisco, a member of 
the Methodist Missionary Church there, has given up his 
lucrative business and returned to China to do missionary work 
among his countrymen. He has erected there a mission-house, 
with a preaching-hall and school-buildings, and has thus 
attracted the general attention of the heathen population 
throughout the district to his activities. - A number of Christian 
Chinese, who are members of the Congregational Church in 
California, have formed a committee and sent two of their 
countrymen as missionaries to their native China. 

Within the unirt-evangelical synod the most atrocious rationalism 
can be preached with impunity. Two "evangelical" preachers 
publish a paper called "Der Kirchenfreund" in which they spread 
their nationalism. In an article entitled "The Significance of the 
Crucifixion of Christ for the New Era," Christ is not confessed to 
be the true eternal God, but it is said of "JEsu of Nazareth" that 
his human nature was drenched in true divinity. Concerning his 
ministry it is not said that he redeemed and reconciled us, but it 
is said: "he not only gave the individual man new rules of life, 
tasks and goals, but also placed society on an essentially 
different foundation than it had been given in Judaism and 
paganism". Further, it is blasphemously said that the social 
principles of Christ were a foolishness to the heathen and an 
annoyance to the Jew, and that therefore both united "to raise 
up the cross on which they struck Christ, the divine social 
reformer, in mockery of truth, in derision of all noble striving," 
etc. What, then, has the sinner to gain from the cross of Christ? 
The "evangelical" rationalists say, "That crucifixion reveals on 
the part of Christ His moral perfection in His voluntary surrender 
of life for the good of mankind." These are but a few of the 
blasphemies of Christ contained in this article of an 
"evangelical" paper 


are. In another article, "Religion and Science," the doctrine of 
the resurrection of the flesh is considered obsolete: "The oldest 
Christians understood it (immortality) to mean the resurrection 
of the body. Later they conceived of a resurrection of the spirit 
in purely spiritual existence." And how does this rationalist 
conceive of immortality? He says: "The ideas of our soul-life, 
which find expression in our deeds and words, do not perish 
when we die; by the example we set, they imprint themselves 
on the souls of others and live on in them." We could cite more; 
but let it be enough. That such atrocious talk should be tolerated 
in the "evangelical" Synod is not to be wondered at. Unionism, 
which in the doctrines of distinction, e.g., of the presence of the 
body and blood of Christ in the Lord's Supper, abandons the 
truth and tolerates error, leads to the abandonment of others 
also, to the abandonment of all the doctrines of the divine Word, 
and to the toleration of the contrary heresies.

Roman Abominations. What is happening at Trier at the present 
time shows so well how the medieval papal abominations still 
continue in full force. The Antichrist with his lies and 
blasphemies will remain until Christ comes and throws him into 
the lake that burns with fire and brimstone. Thus we also share 
with our readers the following report from a German church 
bulletin: The number of pilgrims to the Rock in Trier from August 
20 at noon to August 30 at night was 420,000. It is difficult to 
determine the number of out-of-towners, since many Trier 
pilgrims are said to have visited the Rock six to ten times. On 
August 30 a battalion of foot artillery led by an officer also 
passed by the relic. Bishops were present ten during the first 
two weeks of the exhibition. A Persian priest also took a look at 
the skirt. Every evening from 8-9 o'clock the sick are allowed to 
touch the skirt. Miracles are still missing, and the spiritual 
authority will, it is said, subject each one to a strict examination 
before announcing it. On small plaques next to the exhibition 
shrine, the bishop threatens in Latin anyone who takes even the 
smallest part of the relic with excommunication. Here it should 
be noted at the same time that the covering brown, mesh-like 
fabric, of which the previous year's protocol speaks, is removed 
from the outside, and thus the pilgrims see the relic itself; the 
covering of the front is very defective and does not prevent the 
view of the relic. The front seems to have suffered from contact 
with devotional objects in previous exhibitions. The back is 
much better preserved. To give the relic more support, a dress 
made of brown silk is stitched inside. At the same time as the 
holy skirt, a part of the other "relics" which the cathedral church 
holds is exhibited in a glass case on a high podium: particles of 
the cross, relics of the deacons, and the relics of the saints. 
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St. Stephen and St. Laurence, a finger of St. Felix, the heads of 
St. Matthias and St. Helen, a relic of St. Paul, etc. The centre of 
the box is occupied by the precious shrine of Maternus, which 
contains the bones of this saint and bishop of Trier. Leaning 
against this shrine is an ivory panel, the age of which is placed 
between the 5th and 9th century, and on which a procession of 
relics is depicted. The Egbert shrine contains a nail from the cross 
of Christ and a sandal of the apostle Andrew. Between this shrine, 
and that of Maternus is a reliquary containing a relic from the arm| 
of St. Anne. A small monstrance contains a tooth of the Apostle} 
Peter and a piece of wood from his cathedra. On a golden paten 
one sees two rings from Peter's chain. But all this is only a small 
fraction of the relics of Trier; there are so many of them that one 
could fill wagons with them. According to the "Verzeichni®B deny 
unzahligen Reliquien der Stadt Trier. Appendix to the 2nd edition 
of the book: Der heilige Rock von Trier, gerichtet von seinen| 
eigenen Freunden", by Frdr. Jaskowski, [old] Catholic clergyman] 
in the administrative district of Trier, there are millions of relics in| 
the churches of the city of Trier. Eleven hundred and sixty relics| 
are listed by name by the author in systematic order: so and so 
many whole saints, large body parts of saints, individual body) 
parts of saints, things of Christ and of saints. It is unbelievable 
what Trier possesses, e.g. a quantum of Mary's milk, a part of 
Christ's blood, "some whole, a half and some pieces of the 
manna" etc. - The appearance of the city has changed little. The 
pilgrims are sought after, the business in the private lodges has| 
only increased a little and is at least still quite dull, while the 
spiritual hostels remain very full. The Vicariate General gave an| 
evasive answer to the request to prohibit the nuns and merciful 
brothers from running inns. At the same time, as a result of the| 
strong competition, lodging and food are relatively very cheap, 
and the price increases that were implemented here and there 
were soon abandoned. Nevertheless, a declaration is to be 
issued by the city administration that prices in Trier are no higher 
than elsewhere. One also consoles oneself with the fact that up 
to now only poorer pilgrims from the vicinity had come, but now 
mainly foreigners would come, and these would be exclusively| 
wealthy people. The French address of Bishop Korum to the 
pilgrims of Metz, who came under the leadership of their bishop 
with the good German name of Fleck, caused general 
astonishment. The clerical press tries to soften the impression 
with the not very impressive assurance that it was mostly French 
pilgrims; but a German bishop in a German city gives a French 
address: something similar could hardly happen in another 
country. As a curiosity, it should be mentioned that pieces of cloth 
"from the holy skirt," i.e., from the cloth on which it lay at the 
exhibition, are to be sold in "enlightened" Berlin at 1 Mk. as al 
remedy for consumption and rheumatism!

For the Reformation. 


Whoever wants to celebrate a blessed Reformation feast 
must, without a doubt, know something about the work of the 
Reformation, which was organized by Dr. Martin Luther and so 
wonderfully blessed by God, and must especially recognize 
what Luther's and the Lutheran Church's great struggle against 
the Papacy was all about. 

Many, in fact, have so little correct knowledge of this, and 
even some members of the Lutheran Church themselves, 
unfortunately, have so little correct understanding of it, that they 
can only get angry at the sharp words with which Luther once 
attacked the papacy, and that every year at the Reformation 
feast, instead of rejoicing and making their petition known to 
God in prayer and supplication with thanksgiving, they rather 
grumble inwardly in their hearts about it and are dissatisfied that 
they should join in the singing: 


"Keep us, O Lord, in thy word... 

And steu'r the pabst's and Turk's murder." 
And 

"Before Pabst's doctrine and idolatry... 

Keep us safe, O Lord, and stand by us." 


Many think that the Reformation festival is above all a 
welcome opportunity for the Lutheran preachers to attack the 
papacy and to condemn all those of other faiths, but to exalt Dr. 
Luther and to emphasize and praise the Lutheran Church as 
the only one that can save the world. 

But those who think or speak in this way are either enemies 
of the truth or people to whom one must say with all love: You 
are mistaken and do not know how wrong your thoughts and 
judgments are. But if you are friends of the truth, take heed and 
be taught better. 

The Lutheran Church has never claimed that it is the all- 
salvific Church. On the contrary, the Papal Church claims that 
it is the church apart from which no one can be saved, just as 
the Pope to this day curses and condemns all those who do not 
belong to the Lutheran Church. 
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belong to his church. Our Lutheran church has never done this. 
On the contrary, we believe that God has His own everywhere, 
and that therefore even in the unbelieving church communities, 
even in the Pabst Church, there are some who do not so clearly’ 
see through and recognize the errors with which they are 
burdened, but who, especially in the last hour, simply hold to the 
pieces of truth that are still found in their church, and who die 
blessed in faithful trust in Christ's blood and righteousness. In 
general, no church makes blessed, but only the true, living faith 
in our one and only Lord and Savior Jesus Christ; and the 
church, apart from which there is no salvation, is not the Roman 
Catholic church, nor the Lutheran church, nor any visible 
assembly at all, but the invisible congregation of all true 
believers, who alone are known to the Savior of the heart. 
Therefore we do not yet call anyone blessed because he is| 
outwardly a member of the Lutheran church and confesses the} 
doctrine of the same with his mouth, but we know quite well and 
testify often enough and with great earnestness that a man may 
well have the pure doctrine in his head and hold it in his mouth, 
and yet be a faithless hypocrite and perish, and even incur the 
more severe condemnation, if he knows the will of his Lord and 
has not prepared himself, nor done according to His will. (Luc. 
12, 47. 48. Matth. 7, 21. 8, 11. 12. Joh. 6, 40.) 

Nevertheless, we love our Lutheran church and seek its best, 
and make it a sacred duty for all members of our church to flee 
and avoid all unbelieving church communities. And why is this?’ 
Because our Lutheran Church is the only orthodox church, in 
that all its doctrines agree exactly with the Holy Scriptures, which 
is the case with no other church fellowship. Whoever thinks that 


this is too much to assert, let him examine, - examine, as it is the 
duty and obligation of every Christian. Examine the doctrine of 
the Evangelical Lutheran Church. Examine the doctrine which 
your Lutheran pastor teaches you and which the children learn 
from the catechism in school and confirmation classes. But direct 
yourself in such 


Do not examine according to preconceived opinions, not 
according to the judgment of your reason, nor according to what 
this or that pious and learned man says in Germany or in 
America, but solely according to what God the Lord says in His 
holy Word; for that is the only rule and guide of all our faith and 
life. - What is the point? The test will show nothing else than that 
you will only become more and more convinced that the doctrine 
of the Lutheran church agrees in all points most exactly with the 
Bible; and then you will know for yourself what you have to do, 
namely, to hold fast to the truth you have recognized and to 
adhere to the church which confesses this truth purely and 
unadulteratedly, and which is therefore the true Bible church. 

But should you then also come into contact with other 
believers and be tempted to join a church fellowship of another 
faith, then only examine their teaching again according to the 
same rule and guideline, namely according to God's Word. Then 
you will be able to convince yourself that all other church 
communities really do deviate from God's Word in many points 
of doctrine and follow more their reason and the reputation of 
other people; and then you will again know what you have to do, 
namely, to flee and avoid all church fellowship with false 
believers and wrong-believers, to hold steadfastly to the 
recognized truth in your dear, Lutheran church, and not to let 
yourself be deceived by the thought: because one can still be 
saved in other church communities, it makes no difference to 
which church one belongs. He who thinks so lightly asks as little 
about all truth as Pilate once did with his throwaway question, 
"What is truth?" Such a one denies the Lord who bought him, 
and will bring upon himself swift condemnation. He who knows 
that the Lutheran church has and confesses the pure, full, and 
truthful truth (which other churches do not have and do not 
confess), and yet is so indifferent that he falls away from it, then 
leaves not only the Lutheran church, but also at the same time 
the only church in the world. 
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and wilfully gives away the price of his soul's salvation. Even in 
unbelieving church communities, no one will be saved by the 
errors taught and believed there. No! Those who knowingly hold 
any error will certainly perish, for true faith is not possible in sins 
knowingly cherished; but he who does not believe will be 
damned. Therefore, even in _ false-believing church 
communities, only those who err out of ignorance, and yet stand 
on the foundation of salvation, namely, on Christ and his dearly 
acquired righteousness, in true faith, and so also die in Christ, - 
only such can still be saved and saved by the great faithfulness 
of the Holy Spirit, like a fire out of the fire. Not every ignorant 
error is condemnable, but every ignorant error is certainly 
condemnable. 

As for our dear father Luther, blessed in God, we, as 
righteous Lutherans, cannot but recognize him as an excellent 
servant of the church, awakened by God, and indeed as the 
greatest church teacher since the time of the apostles. When 
God raised him up, almost 400 years ago, the church was ina 
terrible ruin. The vineyard of God was miserably torn up and 
devastated. This had been done by the Roman pope, the 
Antichrist prophesied in the Holy Scriptures. Joseph's damage 
ran deep, very deep. David's lament in the 11th Psalm was 
repeated, "They overthrow the foundation, what should the 
righteous man do?" The word of God, and especially the 
doctrine of the holy gospel of the free grace of God in Christ 
JEsu, and of the attainment of righteousness and blessedness 
by faith alone, - was like a light placed under the bank, and so 
can shine but very little. Great, spiritual darkness, desolate, 
terrifying darkness had settled over Christendom. The church 
was flooded with a flood of human commandments, with which 
one served God in vain and toiled in vain. Hardly a righteous 
man could be preserved. The wretched were cast down, and the 
poor groaned. (Ps. 12.) But now, "I will arise,” said the Lord, "I 
will provide a remedy, that they may teach with confidence." And 
Dr. Martin Luther was the chosen instrument through which the 
merciful God once, 374 years ago, made the beginning of a 
thorough reformation of His church, which reformation was not 
only begun by Luther, but also carried out and accomplished, 
but was crowned by God with abundant blessings, so that we 
still enjoy the rich fruits of blessing today. When we look at them 
anew in these days, we will also recognize again vividly that the 
Lutheran Church Reformation, which once began on October 
31, 1517, is certainly the greatest blessing that has befallen the 
Church of Christ since the days of the apostles. We will be 
encouraged anew to be heartily grateful for the glorious 
treasures bestowed upon us, for the great blessings of the 
Reformation, to use the pure, unadulterated teaching of divine 
truth for our own salvation, and to pledge new loyalty to our dear 
Lutheran Church, to which the lot has truly fallen in a lovely way 
and which has become a beautiful inheritance. For just as 
Timothy once pledged himself to the apostle who was bound for 
Christ's sake

A warning in professional matters is necessary! 


Dr. Luther warns that one should not have a shady eye when 
it comes to professions, and that when accepting or rejecting a 
profession, one should not let the first motive be one's own will, 
one's desire or dislike. He says (W. 11, 2555): "Set God no goal, 
time, or place, for where you do not want to go, there he will 
drive you, and where you would like to be, there you shall not 
get. If thou wert wiser and more prudent than Solomon and 
Daniel, yet shouldst thou flee from it, as from hell, that thou 
shouldest speak a word, for thou wouldst be required and called 
to it. Believe me. No man shall profit by preaching or teaching, 
for he that is without his will and desire to preach and teach is 
required and urged." Further, "This is God's calling, when one 
over yea against his will is required and called to the ministry." 

Unfortunately, it happens here and there, when a teacher's 
or preacher's position has been filled and is to be filled again, 


that members of the congregation or preachers or teachers ask 


other preachers or teachers beforehand, before they have 


been duly chosen and appointed by the congregation, whether 
they would accept the appointment if it were given to them or 
not. Such an inquiry is absolutely wrong and reprehensible. It is 
a temptation to him to whom such a question is put. For the 
questioned should answer either: "Yes, | will accept the 
profession when it comes," or: "I will not accept it"; for the only 
right answer, "I will what God wills," would be as good as no 
answer at all for the questioner, for he does not want to know 
from the questioned what God wills, because the latter does not 
yet know that himself, cannot know it, but only what he, man, 
wills. For instance, if someone had a friend, acquaintance, 
fellow-student, relative, and now wrote to him: "Dear N., here is 
a preacher's or teacher's position to be filled; now | have thought 
of you. The position here is of such and such a nature, and so 
on. It would make me very happy if you would come here." What 
should the person asked answer? For instance: "Yes, dear 
friend, only see that | get a profession, | will gladly go away from 
here; | have many a need here which | would like to escape, | 
also believe that my gifts will be more recognized and 
appreciated in the new place, | also prefer to be in a city, or vice 
versa, rather in the country, etc." - And if the person thus 
answering receives a profession and accepts it, is he then 
conscious that the profession has come to him "without, indeed 
against his will"? Must he not say to himself: | have left my former 
position of my own free will in the pursuit of betterment! And has 
he 
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then a good conscience?! - In Porta's Pastorale Lutheri the 
question is raised: "May not a preacher or teacher, for the sake 
of greater honor, more income, or less work and effort, for such 
causes, leave his former position and thus seek his 
improvement? - Answer: No, especially if he himself seeks it by 
disorderly walking, running, practicing [or also by making known 
his desire and will to inquirers], and thus wilfully and wantonly 
tears himself away from the flocks that are dear to him. For St. 
Paul writes three times in one chapter: "Let every man walk as 
the Lord hath called him"; Item: "Let every man abide in the 
calling wherein he is called". Item: "Every man, brethren, wherein 
he is called, let him abide with God" (1 Cor. 7). . But this is by no 
means to be understood, or to be taken to mean, that it is 
altogether wrong to go from one's first service or calling to 
another place; but it is only spoken of those who, in a careless, 
dissolute, and imprudent manner, out of ambition, avarice, or 
even mere presumption, even laziness, that the one does not 
want to be in the village, and the other in the city, and therefore 
give one parish or school place after another. . . . But if someone 
is called to another place by another church in an orderly 
manner, out of special fate, without his seeking and desire, even 
beyond and against all his thoughts and suspicions [thus also 
without all correspondence aimed at this], then the one who is 
thus called should and can respect and consider this to be a right, 
divine and lawful vocation and follow in God's name." 

But the case can also be the other way round. The person 
asked has no desire to accept another profession, he wants to

- Would not that be another 
sinful motive? Self-will first, flesh first, manhood in divine 
profession! 

Everything depends on a called man believing and being 
quite sure that God has called him and placed him in the office 
in which he stands, and that it is God who places him in another 
office. For it depends on this that a servant of God knows for 
certain that my office is commanded me by God, and therefore 
my work and | myself, who stand in this work or office 
commanded me by God, are pleasing to God. But if he does not 
believe such things, cannot believe them, because he has 
followed his will, he has taken his calling into his own hands, 
whether in a fine or in a gross way, he will doubt whether the 
calling and the office are commanded him by God. And such a 
doubter is an unhappy man. 

Dr. Luther says (Erl. Ausg. 35, 103): "He who believes that he 
is called to the church office certainly also believes that his office 
and work and he himself in such office are pleasant. But if he 
does not believe this, then it is also certain that he does not 
believe that his calling and office are acceptable to him from God. 


is commanded. Let those who doubt that they have been called 
to such a ministry stay far away, for they are good for nothing. 
But those who are certain that they have been commanded by 
God to such a ministry, let them go to it with joy and confidence. 


If, therefore, a teacher or preacher receives an inquiry as to 
whether he would like to accept a profession in another place, 
whether he would like to come, what should he do? No matter 
how much his flesh, his old Adam, may urge him either to go or 
not to go, and to interfere in the matter of the profession by an 
answer, let him be warned. He sees in such a request a 
temptation. And if it is in writing, he throws the letter into the fire 
and does not answer at all, for such a letter is a sinful one and 
deserves no answer. But if the request is made orally, let him 
punish the tempter and send him away. - A godly poet writes: 


"Thou wilt, if thou wilt let God, and not thyself, lead thee, At every step 
thou takest, thou wilt feel Peace, quiet, and blessing- Therefore fight thou, 
as soon as thy will shall stir." 
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The foregoing is not intended to imply that a calling 
congregation or the pastors who are to advise calling 
congregations should not inquire beforehand (for example, from 
the synodal officials concerned) whether the removal of a 
particular pastor or teacher is, in his (the synodal official's) 
judgment, absolutely unacceptable. This question, which arises 
from the concern not to worry distressed congregations 
unnecessarily, is not to be blamed, but to be praised. Those who 
make this request do not want to act according to their own will, 
but according to God's will; for God does not want his kingdom 
to be built in one place so that it is destroyed in another.

In order to be able to present it to the readers, the dissolution of 
the connection entered into with the "Mission Synod" of 
Michigan, which already took place in the first year of the same, 
should be remembered in advance. 

Despite Pastor Schmid's assurance to Lohe that the synod 
founded by him would conduct the mission from the Lutheran 
point of view and would therefore also commit its missionaries 
without reservation to the entire confessional writings of the 
Lutheran Church, he had already appointed, upon Cramer's 
arrival in Michigan, a pupil from the Basel mission house named 
Dumser, who had been ordained in Germany without 
commitment to the symbols, for the mission station Siboying 
newly founded by him and Auch. Since Dumser persistently 
refused to accept a subsequent obligation without reservation 
and rejected it as a compulsion of conscience, Cramer and his 
three Franconian brethren applied for his dismissal from the 
missionary service, and since in the meantime it had become 
apparent that several congregations of Lutherans and Reformed 
were serving as such in the Michigan Synod, which called itself 
Lutheran, the aforementioned also applied for cleansing from 
such religious sectarianism. When, however, at the synodal 
meeting in June 1846, to which the petitioners had been referred 
by Praeses Schmid, the first petition concerning the missionary 
Dumser, who wished to remain a member, failed, the latter felt 
compelled in their conscience to submit their declaration of 
resignation on June 25, 1846. This declaration of resignation, 
written by Cramer, was then published by them in No. 25 of the 
second volume of the "Lutheran", together with a short report and 
the remark that those who had resigned would immediately join 
the orthodox Synod of Missouri, which was in the process of 
being formed. Full of joyful hope for the union now to be entered 
into, Cramer then set out in August for Fort Wayne for that 
conference in which the draft for an orthodox synodal 
constitution, worked out by the Saxon pastors and Pastors Sihler, 
Ernst and the writer of this in St. Louis, was to be discussed. How 
Cramer met on his journey there with Pastors Walther and Lober 
and the latter's son, the present director of the Milwaukee

The Western District 


of our Synod held its sessions this year here in St. Louis. The 
opening took place on the 14th of October, as usual. The Synod 
was well attended. There were presently 110 pastors and 
professors, 53 teachers, and 88 deputies. 12 pastors, 10 
teachers, and several congregations were received. In his 
presidential report, Praeses Biltz gave an overview of the past 16 
years. In 1875 the District extended into Louisiana and California; 
5 districts have been branched off in the course of the years, and 
yet the District now numbers 


only 3 - states, Missouri, Arkansas and _ Tennessee, 
comprehensive district more pastors, teachers and 
congregations than at that time. - The lecture was given by Prof. 
F. Pieper. The subject of the paper, "The Right Doctrine of the 
Call to the Holy Office of Preaching in its Importance for Pastors 
and Congregations," was clearly and thoroughly treated by the 
speaker according to the following theses: "1. To the 
administration of the office of preaching belongs a divine calling. 
To recognize this divine calling is of the greatest importance both 
to the pastor for the right direction of the office, and to the 
congregation for the right use of the office. God now calls to the 
ministry of preaching through the Christian congregation, as the 
holder of all church authority. From this it follows, among other 
things, that the pastor should regard himself as a servant of the 
congregation, and treat it with all reverence; and from this it 
follows that the congregation should be most diligent in the 
appointment of the office of preacher. (3) Although God calls 
through the Christian congregation, that is, through men, yet the 
calling remains entirely God's business. Therefore, 
congregations and pastors, as well as all who are active in the 
calling process, should be most careful to avoid 'humanities. 
Questions were considered which deeply affect pastors and 
teachers and many a congregation which calls a pastor or whose 
pastor is called away. - The report of the Mission Commission 
and the oral reports of the missionaries showed how God has 
gloriously blessed the work of the Inner Mission in our District 
during the past two years. In 51 places (11 in Tennessee, 15 in 
Arkansas, and 25 in Missouri) preaching is being done by two 
missionaries and by missionary pastors. Two of these places 
intend to call a pastor of their own as soon as possible. 
Missionary schools are maintained in several cities. For the 
continuation of this work, which is pleasing to God, 3000 dollars 
are needed for the next year. - The report presented by the Board 
of Supervisors of the Progymnasium at Concordia, Mo. was also 
gratifying. At the institution a not inconsiderable number of pupils 
have already been prepared for the institutions at Fort Wayne 
and Addison. At present there are found in it 61 pupils, most of 
whom intend to devote themselves to the service of the church. 
Mr. Pankow, who had been provisionally employed by the Board 
of Supervisors as a third teacher, was definitely employed by the 
Synod. The new building decided by the synod has been carried 
out to everyone's satisfaction. The congregations were urged to 
pay off the debt of 6770 dollars still owed to the institution as soon 
as possible and to give proper consideration to the maintenance 
fund of the institution, from which the salaries of the teachers are 
taken. - Mr. Kihnert from Chemnitz in Saxony brought the 
greetings of the Synod of the Saxon Free Church and Mr.

The external mission or pagan mission has been considered 
several times in the preceding essays on the ecclesiastical 
conditions of the old fatherland. One fruit of the newly awakened 
life of faith was also the inner mission. This is the work on the 
lost and apostate sons and daughters of one's own people, on 
the heathen within Christendom. Pastor Rautenberg 
Hamburg, one of the first witnesses of the faith, wrote in 1830: 
"What prevents us, like our brethren in London, Glasgow, New 
York, and several great cities of England and North America, 
from becoming missionaries to the more than heathen misery 
within our walls?" 

Johann Heinrich Wichern is rightly considered the father of 
the inner mission. He was a child of Hamburg. He studied 
theology at a time when rationalism was still the big word at 
German universities. After a difficult inner struggle, he came by 
the grace of God to a living faith in Jesus Christ, the Saviour of 
sinners. Immediately, a heartfelt love for him was born. 


in 


from this came the name "Rauhes Haus". In 1833 Wichern 
moved into this poor little house with his mother and sister and 
took in three boys, who were soon joined by nine others. In the 
course of the years one house joined the other, and so a colony 
of houses with their families of children came into being. 
Wichern taught and educated these miseducated children with 
all diligence, in the fear of the Lord, and also accustomed them 
to work in house and garden. For the confirmed children he set 
up workshops, in which they were trained for an honest, proper 
life profession. He received fosterlings from all over Northern 
Germany, soon also children of rich parents, with whom their 
previous educators had not been able to cope. He could no 
longer manage the work alone. Therefore he thought of getting 
helpers and founded a so-called Bruderanstalt, in which he 
prepared gifted Christian youths for service in his rescue house 
and similar institutions. A third branch of his rescue work was 
the "Agency of the Rough House", a bookstore which distributed 
Christian tracts and writings among the ignorant people. 
Especially the magazine "Fliegende Blatter des Rauhen 
Hauses", edited by himself, was a great blessing in his time. 
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This brightly shining light of saving love could not remai 
hidden for long. The "Rough House" near Hamburg became 
centre of attraction for travelling Christians, rich and poor 
educated and uneducated. And Wichern felt the urge to g 
beyond the borders of Hamburg and to inspire other circles t 
imitate him. In numerous writings he gave eloquent expressio' 
to the thoughts that animated him. He undertook long journey 
and sought out Christian-minded men near and far in order t 
persuade them to cooperate in this great, important work of wha 
was now called the inner mission. At the Wittenberg Churc 
Congress in 1848, he gave a stirring speech before an assembl 
of 500 church-minded men. There he expressed himself thus: "I 
is necessary that the Protestant Church in its entirety recognize 
that the work of the inner mission is mine, and that it places 
great seal on the sum of this work: Love belongs to me as doe 
faith. Saving love must become for her the great instrument wit 
which she proves the fact of faith. Love must blaze in the churc 
as the bright torch of God that makes known that Christ ha: 
gained a form in his people. As the whole Christ reveals himsel 
in the living word of God, so he must also preach himself in th 
deeds of God, and the highest, purest, most ecclesiastical o 
these deeds is saving love." 

Since that time the solution "inner mission" was in the mout 
of all Christians. In the words of Wichern, it meant "th 
continuation or resumption of the original missionary work in th 
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or deaconries, following the pattern of the Rauhes Haus 
Bruderanstalt. Deaconesses were trained to care for the poor 
and the sick and to work in infant schools. There are now about 
50 Protestant deaconess institutions in Germany. The oldest and 
best known are the one founded by Fliedner in Kaiserswerth on 
the Rhine, Léhe's in Neuendettelsau, the Dresden Deaconess 
Institution, and the Bethanien Deaconess House in Berlin. 

But who were the people who took such work in hand, who 
founded and maintained Christian institutions? The national 
churches as such, the so-called parishes, were not capable of 
this. These are mixed groups of believers and apparently 
unbelievers. There is no cohesion and union. No, the believing 
Christians got together and founded associations that pursued 
this or that purpose of love, and the members of the associations 
gave voluntary contributions and collected money and consulted 
with one another and made decisions about the establishment 
and continuation of the work of love to which they devoted their 
energies. The general priesthood of all believers, of which 
Wichern reminded us again and again, once again came into its 
own here. 

These Christian associations and societies, whatever their 
title, whether they were associations for rescue homes, or 
hospitals, or orphanages, or care for the poor, or deaconesses' 
institutions, or the distribution of writings, or city missions, etc., 
at the same time served another need.

It was thought that 
only the great essentials of Christianity were important, and that 
individual doctrines and doctrinal differences could be 
disregarded. It was not considered that the old teaching of 
Luther, the unadulterated Word of God, is the most powerful 
means of converting sinners and making them blessed, that all 
interspersed false teachings are an obstacle to conversion and 
faith. Because sound doctrine was not always the standard of 
action, the efforts of the inner mission often went astray. In the 
deaconess system, for example, a monastic discipline and piety, 
strongly reminiscent of Roman monastic sanctity, became 
established early on. In Christian tracts, edifying and entertaining 
writings, the pure doctrine of the Catechism is seldom 
expressed, but often a rather watered-down, blurred Christianity. 
Men who are nothing less than doctrinal are made Sunday 
school teachers and city missionaries. 

When one gives up something of the beatific truth, other 
pieces fall behind. These Christian associations have by no 
means held fast even to the fundamental truths of Christianity. 
The general rule that whoever believes and is baptized will be 
saved, but whoever does not believe will be damned, has often 
been forgotten. The boundary between the world and 
Christianity has been gradually blurred. The members of the 
association often cannot and do not want to cover the costs of 
their works of love themselves, even what other Christian friends 
contribute is not enough. So the collectors of Christian 
associations and institutions go through towns and villages, 
make the rounds from house to house, and also beg for gifts of 
love from Jews, Turks, and pagans for the spread of the 
Kingdom of God. In many places concerts and lotteries are held 
for the benefit of charitable foundations. Support from the state 
coffers was claimed and demanded. The state governments and 
the city magistrates are to help as if it were their business and 
profession to practice Christian mercy and to build the Kingdom 
of God. Furthermore, one seeks to win influential, wealthy 
persons for the good cause. Great merchants, civil servants, 
noble landowners are welcomed as members of the association, 
even if they otherwise do not show any Christian sense, never 
go to church, never take communion, or even lead an obviously 
unchristian life. The writer of these lines knew a man in a larger 
city in Germany who was a cradled and rubbed man of the world; 
he lived every day splendidly and in joy, gave splendid parties, 
seldom missed an evening at the theater, was on very intimate 
terms with actors and especially actresses, and this man was 
nevertheless very active and busy in matters of inner mission, 
belonged to several Christian associations, and was even a 
member of the board of a Magdalenenverein. This is not an 
isolated example. Yes, while one wants to save the world, or at 
least to save souls from the world, one drags the world itself into 
the rescue work, and presumes upon it the feat that it should pull 
itself out of the swamp. It is not unheard of that in such 
cooperation with the world, worldly beings also penetrate into the 
life of the association. There are already signs of this 


here and there some traces. A young girl in the Rhineland 
recently wrote to her parents that she was keeping away from 
worldly dances and amusements; "for"-she justified the matter- 
"we have a ball in our Protestant club." 

For a number of years general congresses for "Inner 
Mission" have been held in the larger cities of Germany. And at 
these congresses one hears many strange sounds. There is 
talk of a rebirth of the entire German people, of a transfiguration 
of the world through the spirit of Christianity. The original 
thought, the thought of saving love, which seeks to win lost 
souls from the world for the kingdom of heaven, is pushed into 
the background. One wants to ennoble the world and make it 
pious, and since one cannot convert the whole world, one is 
content with painting a Christian veneer over the world that is in 
trouble. Apostles of unbelief, evident deniers of Christ, raise 
their voices in such assemblies, and make much of Christian 
love, mercy, and generosity, while they have not the faintest 
idea of the love of Christ. Yes, the cancer of modern times, the 
mixture of faith and unbelief, eats away at this noble work, 
which was born of faith and love. 

It should not be denied that even today many a blessing is 
brought about by the loving activities of Christian associations. 
What great and good things have happened in this area in the 
German homeland in the course of the last decades also gives 
us Lutherans, who rejoice and pride ourselves on the pure 
doctrine, cause and reason to remain rightly mindful of the high 
duty and task we have, namely, to save many immortal souls 
from perdition with the word of the pure doctrine. On the other 
hand, let the example of the German inner mission serve as a 
warning to us! We should and will take good care that the 
manifold loving activities that are going on in our country are 
not stained and hindered by the spirit of the world, by the worldly 
activity.

And now to Cramer's five years of missionary activity among 
the Chippewa Indians. | have already described it in detail in 
numbers 16 and 17 of the 32nd volume of the "Abendschule", 
and | could therefore simply refer to it, especially since | do not 
know how to add anything more. For the sake of those, 
however, who are not readers of the "Abendschule" or who 
perhaps do not possess the respective volume, | am permitted 
to repeat what was said there, as far as it belongs here. 

In the spring of 1846, Cramer and the interpreter Tromblé set 
out for the town, which was only 20 miles away. 


Indian village lying at a distance from the CaB River. Soon, 
however, he had to realize that this interpreter was not only 
carelessly doing his job, but that he was also playing a false 
game in his interpreting, perhaps even bribed by the Indian 
traders. One day, when he had again tried to speak to the Indians 
through the interpreter about sin and death and the salvation that 
had appeared in Christ, and the Indians present had gone out 
with the interpreter for a while, with the exception of one Indian, 
the latter, when he saw himself alone with the missionary, 
whispered to him that the interpreter had told the Indians the 
exact opposite of what he was supposed to translate from 
English. This Indian, in fact, also understood English and had not 
let either the missionary or his interpreter notice this. The 
interpreter had indeed committed such villainy and such fraud 
with God's message to these heathens; for at the missionary's 
request the honest Indian told the interpreter such things to his 
face in the presence of the other Indians, and they also confirmed 
his statement. This interpreter, who was immediately dismissed, 
was replaced for a short time by his married brother, who 
behaved more honestly. The most reliable and useful interpreter, 
however, was a certain James Gruet, a Canadian-French half- 
Indian, formerly an Indian trader, now a farmer, a Christian by 
name and a Catholic by confession. As such, he lacked the 
proper knowledge of the Christian faith, and he was also involved 
in many a sin of the Indian traders, and at first he was inclined 
toward liquor; but at first he proved to be honest and reliable, and 
later the missionary was able to experience more and more joy 
in him. He lived in the parsonage and in the midst of a righteous 
Christian community and was thus daily under the influence of 
the Word of God. In order to do this, he had to translate God's 
word into Indian, which the missionary usually only did after a 
previous discussion, in order to be convinced by back-translation 
whether Gruet was also translating God's word correctly. And 
how many serious conversations concerning the salvation of the 
soul did the missionary have with his interpreter on the lonely 
journeys and at the camp fire at night, whereby, as he himself 
confessed, the missionary's peace of mind made a deep 
impression on his mind in many an hour of distress and danger. 


These journeys, just mentioned, extended to the bands of 
Indians living farther from Frankenmuth, to those on the Cacallin, 
Swan, Chippewa, Pine, and Bell Rivers. In the course of time 
three main stations were formed here, which were visited by 
missionary Cramer once a month, but regularly. Of course, these 
were no pleasure trips, but journeys in which faith and love were 
often put to the test. How many nights had to be spent camping 
out in the open. How sometimes the rain dripped and soaked to 
the skin, and then the frost shook the limbs still at the camp-fire. 
And when one finally arrived at the spot after many hardships, 
what a pleasure was offered by the hospitality of the Indian with 
his hut filled with smoky smoke and the delicious meal from the 
bubbling cauldron! At the same time, these missionary journeys 
into the wilderness of 50-70 miles had to be 
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As Léhe complains in the "Kirchliche Mittheilpngen", the 
missionary did not have a riding horse at the beginning of 1847, 
no matter how often he had asked his friends back home for one. 
On one of these journeys it had almost happened for his and his 
companions' lives. Accompanied by the interpreter Gruet and an 
Indian, missionary Cramer once rode in a barge along the 
Saginaw Bay to Point au grés, located on the northwestern shore 
and on the border of the bay, in order to visit the Indians of the 
Ottawa tribe there. On the return journey the travellers were 
assailed by a storm so violent, accompanied by rain and snow, 
that they were obliged to pitch a tent on the shore. And in the 
process the missionary was seized with such a violent tearing of 
the limbs that he could not move from the spot for a day anda 
half. . Then they went out again on the barge into the bay, 
heading for Saginaw. Soon, however, the travelers found 
themselves enveloped in such an impenetrable fog that they no 
longer knew where they were or where they were headed, since 
they had no compass with them. And now the storm arose again, 
and with it rose the fear of being hurled out by it into the open 
water, and there finding a watery grave, or perishing for want of 
food. In this rising distress the missionary called upon the name 
of the Lord, and behold, as if grasped by an invisible hand, the 
veil of mist was immediately dispelled, and for a while the light 
of the lighthouse of Saginaw could be seen. One now knew 
where one was and how to steer, one was saved. 

But how could Belial have calmly watched these beginnings 
of the building of the kingdom of Christ among those Indians, 
these errands of a Lutheran missionary, who carried the truthful 
gospel to the red children of the Michigan wilderness! The 
strong-armed man set out to preserve his palace. And here, too, 
he sought to preserve it with lies. His tools were not only the 
godforsaken, deceitful Indian traders, who feared for their trade, 
like the goldsmith Demetrius of Ephesus (Apost. 19, 24. ff.), but 
also the glib, proselytizing Methodists, who did missionary work 
among the Indians, like the Pharisees and scribes did among the 
Gentiles in Jesus' time. (Matth. 23, 15.) As soon as the 
Methodists heard about the missionary work of the German 
Lutherans, they came to the Indian villages visited by Missionary 
Cramer and tried to convert the people there in their own way. 
This "conversion" then consisted in nothing more than an unruly 
sighing, howling, and crying, a clapping of the hands and 


stamping of the feet, and the subsequent baptism, "to join the 


church," without any and all instruction in the ten 


commandments, faith, and Lord's Prayer. And how was it sought 
to bring the Indians to such conversion! All sorts of earthly 
advantages were held out to them if they converted, and they 
were made fearful by saying to them, "If you do not ‘join the 
church,' the ‘long knives,’ Chimokomen (the English with their 
sabers), will come and kill you." Once, at a Methodist 
"campmeeting" held near one of these Indian villages, when the 
work of proselytizing had reached the necessary heat, it was 
said: whoever joined the Church- 
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should step to the right side. And when a number of Indians had 
lined up on the right, one of the white preachers suddenly seized 
a watering can and baptized the crowd with it "in wholesale" in 
the midst of their still complete heathen ignorance! 

Not only did they oppose the Lutheran mission with their 

building on foreign soil, with their false teachings and their old- 
fashioned fables, but also with the most blatant and impudent 
lies against the pastor of Frankenmuth and his colonists. If the 
Indians showed any confidence in the Lutheran mission, they not 
only made it known to them that this mission was nothing, but 
they did not spare themselves from telling them that all Indians} 
who let themselves be baptized by the Lutherans would be soldi 
by them into slavery in England - a lie, of course, that did not fail 
to make an impression on the shooed hordes at first, but which| 
later became a laughingstock among the Indians; for one among 
those Indian listeners went with a troop of Indians to England, 
where an American! "When he returned home, he told his fellow 
tribesmen that there were no slaves at all in England, and that 
far from slaves being needed there, there were too many of 
them, and so many of them were taken across the great water 
every year. Likewise, the black iron crucifix on the interim altar] 
in Frankenmuth, which had at its feet a death's head and al 
snake, as a symbol of death and the devil, was taken as a reason 
to portray the Lutherans to the Indians as worshippers of snakes| 
and the devil. 
One of the main purposes of these "missionary journeys" was to} 
enable the Indians to entrust their children to the Frankenmuth 
school. Here was of beautiful success once the journey to two 
chiefs, who both lived 24 miles from each other and about 70} 
miles from Frankenmuth. One was named Pemassikeh, the 
other Sanaban. The former dwelt on Pine river, a beautiful, swift- 
flowing water, frequented by many canoes; the latter on Swan 
creek. Both declared that they were tired of Methodist editing 
and wanted to listen to the words of their teacher, Craemer, 
alone. Unfortunately Sanaban finally allowed himself to be 
stunned by the Methodists, but Pemassikeh remained firm with 
them afterwards and declared that Cramer alone had his full 
confidence. And even though the warriors, who howled in 
Sanaban's village as well as on a hill near the village of Pine 
Niver, captured some of the men and even more some of the 
women, the rest of the band followed their chief Pemassikeh. 
Already in the winter he had sent two boys to Frankenmuth; in 
the spring, however, he himself set out to visit his friend Cramer 
for ten days, and in doing so he brought three other boys, 
relatives of himself, to him. Likewise also three boys and two 
girls were handed over by the chief Sanaban to the Frankenmuth 
mission school. Soon the latter had 17 pupils, not counting the 
three children of the interpreter. Even up at Point an grés| 
children were promised. However, although they did not attend 
due to the departure of their parents, others took their place, so} 
that, as we have already heard, there were no more children at 
the school. 


At the time of the arrival of the second train of Frankenmuth 
colonists at Pentecost 1846 the Indian school counted 30-32 
children. It should be noted here that in Frankenmuth itself an 
Indian family lived on the mission land, whose head, an Indian 
magic doctor, medicine man, was called Oldschim. Oldschim 
himself did not become a Christian, since he enjoyed his work 
as a witch doctor very much, and he did not want to give it up, 
nor did he want to go there after this life, where his fathers had 
gone before him; nevertheless, he formally handed over his two 
children and his two grandchildren to the mission for education 
and later instruction, which is why these four children were 
baptized immediately, but with Oldschim's consent. In addition, 
one of his granddaughters, who had attended school during the 
winter and had made good progress, was soon to be baptized. 
Unfortunately, however, she had gone with her brother to a 
Methodist "campmeeting"” in Lapeer and had been baptized en 
masse, as described above, and this happened in such a hurry 
that afterwards she could neither give information about the 
manner of her baptism, nor even know her baptismal name. 

In the parsonage at Frankenmuth there were 17, and at last 
30-32 Indian children quartered. But which of our esteemed 
readers among the housewives would have been willing to 
undertake the kind of work that fell to the pastor's wife of 
Frankenmuth, and as | heard her describe it from her own lips 
during the intimate conversation at her last place of residence. 
Many a parish priest's wife among the whites in the country 
would have enough and more than enough if she had to provide 
room and board for even a dozen confirmands living at a 
distance during the winter, especially if the space of the 
parsonage was somewhat limited. But now a bunch of Indians 
grown wild in the wilderness, more than twice as large! The first 
work of taking them in was to clean them up, which the 
parsoness had to do. And what a process it was! Not only was 
the old and new dirt of the body to be removed, but also the lice 
swarming in the clothes, which could not be done otherwise than 
by scalding the clothes. And when it came to the table, when the 
young redskins were accustomed to help themselves to their 
share of the food, it was no small matter to accustom them to the 
Christian order of the table. If only such work had been done with 
all of them at once! But many a child who did not like this 
Christian discipline and order, and who longed all too much for 
his former freedom and for the parental wigwam, ran away, and 
when he was fetched or brought back after a long time, the 
aforementioned general cleansing had to be done again, the 
accustoming to discipline and order, along with the school 
lessons, had to begin all over again; for understandably 
everything learned in school was then forgotten again. This was 
not only the case with the runaways, but also with the children 
who from time to time received leave to visit their parents who 
lived far away, and who often extended the leave of ten days to 
2-3 months. Yes, even more! With the continued hostility and 
slander on the part of the metho 
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distian missionaries, and at a time of much sickness in the 
colony, it happened that the school became more and more 
empty, because parents called their children home; and when 
thereupon the prolonged absence of the missionary on a 
missionary journey was used to remove most of the few children 
still present, it happened that the school was almost empty. But 
only for a while; when on the general payday the Indian agent 
employed by the government spoke out in favor of Missionary 
Cramer, declaring that the Indians could unhesitatingly join any 
mission, things changed and the school children came again. 

Pastor Cramer, together with his cantor and teacher Flessa 
and his housewife, worked patiently on the children of the 
Indians, and God gave his blessing to their laborious work, so 
that the mission school in Frankenmuth could rightly be called 
flourishing. With the help of the interpreter, the children heard 
God's word in their own language, learned to read and write 
English, and even began to understand some German. In the 
process they became fond of their teachers and their place of 
residence, and the motherly care they received, the heart that 
Mrs. Cramer showed them, won their hearts again, so that they 
called her nothing else but "the mother.

How Luther's name is desecrated in this country. On the 22nd 
Sunday after Trinity, the anniversary of the Trinity Church 
building was held in Baltimore. One hundred years had passed 
since that building was first used for worship purposes. At the 
zealous instigation of the present preacher, St., who is a 
thoroughly unbelieving man and a lodgeman, a pompous 
celebration was held. That congregation does indeed bear the 
name "Lutheran," but wrongly so. The celebration held by it on 
October 25 proves where unbelief finally brings a congregation 
when it grants it dominion. Among the guests invited to the 
celebration were not only the city mayor, a Presbyterian 
preacher, an Episcopal preacher, but besides these were 
present the officers of the Grand Lodge of the Order of Masons, 
the Order of Odd Fellows, and the Knights of Pythias. Cardinal 
Gibbons, who was also summoned, did not appear, as he had a 
visitation to make; but he sent to Father St. a copy of his work, 
"The Faith of our Fathers" (a defence of the Pabstacy), 
and his congratulations! In the speeches made by the head of 
the town, the two English preachers present, and a judge of the 
Court of Appeal, all sorts of pleasant things were of course said 
to the Germans. In order that the Germans, who had gathered 
in large numbers in the morning, might hear something in their 
own language, the Grand Patriarch of the Order of Odd Fellows 
addressed a few words to the assembly, and Father St. 
expressed his thanks for the rich collecte. In conclusion, Fr. St. 
said that "he had to put a celebration like the one today into 
action in order to pay off the debt resting on the house of God. 
He had sent letters not only to all outstanding Baltimoreans, but 
also to persons abroad. He had wanted to test whether there 
was still a spark of love among the German princes for the 
Germans living abroad, and he had not been disappointed. The 
first greeting was from the founder of the Deut- 


Bismarck, who had promised to send a contribution to the 
festival fund. The Grand Duke of Baden has sent the sum of 
one hundred marks, and the Grand Duke of Hesse-Darmstadt 
two hundred marks, with a friendly greeting. Empress Frederick 
has promised to send the picture of her husband to the 
congregation, and Emperor Francis Joseph of Austria has had 
his chamberlain send his best regards." How these princely 
persons might have wondered at such begging! To such a 
"Lutheran" congregation fits what Blessed Dr. Walther says ina 
sermon: "One sings with Luther: "The word they shall let stand,’ 
and yet one works day and night to overthrow the word of the 
living God of which Luther sings, and ridicules it as a fable." For 
this congregation, which among the preachers who have 
presided over it since 1828 has also had those who preached 
Luther's doctrine, ought, instead of rejoicing, to repent earnestly 
of the apostasy to which it is allowing itself to be seduced by its 
present preacher. G. J.

Hermannsburg Mission. It has been written to us that the 
statement of a Hermannsburg missionary mentioned in No. 21 
of the "Lutheran", p. 164, is not entirely appropriate, that even 
some Hermannsburg missionaries still hold to the church 
doctrine that the whole Bible is God's Word and infallible in all 
things. If the latter are really serious about this belief, then they 
must leave the Hermannsburg Mission. For it is a fact that 
Father Ehlers in Hermannsburg, to whose congregation the 
mission house belongs, denies and fights the old Lutheran 
doctrine of the literal inspiration of the Holy Scriptures, and that 
DP. Wagner, the main teacher of the mission house, accepts 
false citations of Old Testament passages in the New 
Testament, i.e. errors in the Bible. It is also a fact that the 
mission directors Harms and Haccius have made neutrality 
obligatory for the missionaries under their authority, in view of 
the recently flared-up inspirational controversy, and have thus 
forbidden the confession of divine truth. All missionaries who 
follow such instructions and still remain in contact with the 
Hermannsburg Missionary Institute are therefore actually 
denying this main article of Christian doctrine, that the Bible is 
the Word of God. 

Deaconesses. On September 16 and 17 of this year, the tenth 
General Conference of the Protestant deaconess houses of 
Europe met in Kaiserswerth. 52 deaconess institutions, 38 of 
them from Germany, were represented. Lutheran and 
Reformed sisters and pastors of both confessions prayed and 
sang peacefully with one another and negotiated about 
common work. In the sermons and lectures, of course, the 
Lutheran truths and Reformed errors were passed over in 
silence. Thus the deaconess system is now completely 
permeated by the Union spirit. Father v. Bodelschwingh spoke 
on the subject: "What can be done to make the view that 
deaconesses have decided for the marriageless state, and 
therefore should not be desired for marriage, valid also in 
church circles, and especially in the church love institutions?" Is 
not this good Roman? 

From Berlin. The Berlin "evangelical" St. Marcus parish, which 
numbers over 140,000 souls, thus probably the largest parish 
in the world, has appointed Dr. Sulze in Dresden, the well- 
known Christ denier, as its chief pastor. The latter, however, has 
declined the appointment, and thus remains with the Saxon 
regional church. 

The last Trier spectacle. A peculiar mass was read in Trier 
Cathedral on October 4, the last day of the Rock Exhibition: the 
officiating 


The priest was the well-known priest Kneipp from Worishofen, 
whose art of weapon healing is currently the fashion in Germany. 
Duke Paul of Mecklenburg, who had converted to the Roman 
Catholic Church, was the sacristan, and the Archduchess Maria 
Theresa of Austria with her daughters and the Duchess of 
Mecklenburg with her sister were present as listeners. All these 
high pilgrims also received Communion during the Mass. "The 
Duke of Mecklenburg," says clerical sheets, "had desired it as an 
honor to be allowed to serve at Mass." "This touching spectacle 
of deep piety" was witnessed only by the few members of the 
guard of honour who were on duty in the cathedral. 
(A. E.-L. K.) 

From England. The "A. E.-L. K." is written: The annual London 
May meetings show that the practical English justly enjoy the 
reputation of being a religious people. The great Ecclesiastical 
Missionary Society has been in the foreground of interest, and 
its efficacy may somewhat shame us Germans. The expenses 
have increased by 1/2 million marks in consequence of the 
increase of missionaries (there are 79 new recruits), but the 
income amounted to nearly 5 millions in 1890. The general fund 
has grown by 30,000 Mk. In the annual report it was pointed out 
that by the Anglo-German agreement the missionary territories 
of Uganda and Usoga were secured to British influence and 
offered the most beautiful hopes. Bishop French has opened aj 
mission at Muscat in Arabia. In China the prospects are sq 
favorable that the Shanghai Missionary Conference has called 
for a thousand new missionaries for China. In Japan, too 
Christianity seems to have a bright future; 14 members of 
Parliament belong to it. The Committee has decided to increase 
the missionaries by about a thousand for the next few years. In 
discussing the Palestinian situation, a union with the corrupt 
forms of Christianity, which can only give new impetus to Islam 
was expressly rejected. The religious tract society now speaks 
to the Christians in 201 languages or dialects. The year 1890 
shows 678 new publications, among which 113 Tractates; 58] 
242, 100 writings have been distributed; with the outputs from 
foreign defeats the number is 73, 242, 100. Since the foundation 
of the Society the immense number 2, 830, 783, 810 has been 
reached. The receipts in 1890 were: 201, 119 pounds sterling 
the expenses 199, 144 pounds St. The Jewish Mission works 
less grandly. It had 37, 844 pounds revenue. The diabolica 
contents of the Roman tract, "The Priest in the Confessional," 
came up at the proceedings. In spite of the ban of the House of 
Lords, it is much circulated. A motion was passed pointing out 
the necessity of all Protestants being more than ever bound to 
stand up for the goods of the Reformation in the exterminating 
blow prepared by the Roman side against Protestantism. The 
British and Foreign Bible Society at last had 217,022 Pounds St 
revenue (of which from gifts and contributions 101, 177 Pounds 
; there are 3, 926, 535 Bibles circulated, 134, 301 more than in 
1889. In Italy 153,000 Bibles have been sold, a number hitherto 
unattained there. In Germany, where Bible societies are active, 
the success is less; nevertheless, the highest number of 650,000 
has been reached. In Southern Russia, the Bibles have been 
distributed in 39 languages. That the effects in the East Indies, 
though not obvious, are certain, is shown by the statement of a 
Buddhist priest: "In the East Indies the Bible has destroyed more 
temples than the Moguls were ever able to do. On the whole, the 
Society has so far distributed over 128 million Bibles, and it is 
now translating into some 300 languages.

extended by the fact that these interludes, which only exceptionally follow 
the melody of the chorale, are arranged according to the keys and 
measures, so that thus without much leafing through, also the ones 
intended for chorales of a related character can be accessed, if they are 
in the same key and in the measure agreement. A very valuable addition, 
which especially less skilled organists should not leave unused, are the 
intonations and endings, especially the latter, by the use of which the 
haphazard quenkeliren is avoided, by which sometimes the pastor at the 
altar and the congregation are held up after the singing is over. The 
arrangement of the book is excellent in every respect, so that it is a 
pleasure to use the same.

National Farmers’ Alliance and Industrial Union. The 
latter has existed only since October, 1889, and is the result of 
a merger of two unions, the National Farmers' Mliance and 


Co-operative Union and the National Agricultural Wheel. 
Within the several states, the unions, which are in the . F. A. & 
|. U... bear different names, Alliances, Unions ober Wheels; 
and under these State Alliances, Slate Unions ober State 
Wheels stand again "Subordinate" Alliances, Unions and 


Wheels, composed of the individuals who have joined the 


Union. The "Subordinate Alliances" send their representatives 
to the meetings of the State - Unions, etc., and these in turn to 


those of the National Union, which has its standing suburb in 


Washington. 
In the "Declaration of Purposes," which precedes the 


"Constitution and By-laws of the N. F. A. & I. U.." as well as 


the "Constitution for Subordinate Associations", it says: 
"Therefore we accept the following as a declaration of our 
principles: 

"1. To work for the education of the arable population in 
regard to an economic management, in the strictly Partheilose*) 
sense, and to bring these clades into closer union. 

"2. to demand equal rights for all and no preferential 
treatment for individuals. 

"3. To acknowledge the motto, which is: 'In important 
matters, ‘Unity’; in all things, 'Assistance.' **) 


*) In the number of November 19 of the official organ of this union for 
Missouri, the following can be read about the non-partisanship of the 
same: "The Alliance has been made a political party with well-defined 
boundaries and has been defeated.” 

**) As we write this, the N. F. A. & I. U. is holding its convention 
at Indianapolis, and there is such a terrible disagreement at it on the 
"most important matters", that 
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"4. To achieve a better state spiritually, morally, socially and 
financially. 

"5. to work constantly so that good will and harmony may 
unite all, and that we may love one another as brothers. 

"6. that we eliminate personal, local, sectional, and national 
prejudices, as well as abandon all unhealthy rivalry and selfish 
ambition. 

"7. the most sparkling jewels to be harvested are the tears of 
widows and orphans; and the most urgent need is to seek out 
the homes where wounded hearts are bleeding, to relieve the 
sufferings of a brother or sister, to care for widows and educate 
orphans; to do good to enemies themselves: to show the words 
and deeds of others in the most favorable light, and to trust 
others with honorable intentions and good purposes; and - to 
protect to the death the principles of the Farmers' Union and the 
Industrial Union. The laws of these mean reason and equality. 
Their main doctrines demand purity of thought and life. Their 
idea is: "Peace on earth and goodwill to all.) 

Among the officials of such a "union" belongs, according to 
the same Constitution, a "chaplain." Of this, Art. 1, Sect. 7. 
states: "The duties of the chaplain are to provide the church 
service of the alliance, as well as to perform the religious 
ceremonies in the event of the death of a member of the 
alliance. 

Under Art. |, Sect. 2. among the "duties of the President" are 
these: "To open the meetings according to the ritual; . . to direct 
the ideas and performances of the secret proceedings."

to follow the "ritual" at the opening of the meetings. Let us 
therefore throw the body, which has long since shown alarming cracks, 
into pieces and instead of "assistance" a fierce fight is in prospect.

also a look into the "Ritual". The copy of it before us was printed 
in Washington this year. In this book it is prescribed how the 
meetings of these lodges are to be conducted. There we find, 
first of all, which places in the meeting-local the officers are to 
occupy. It is shown with special care how the intrusion of 
uninitiated persons is to be prevented; what caution is to be 
exercised when taking the password. It is further said, "If 
possible, the center of the room should be occupied by some 
stand which is to serve as an altar, and on which a Bible should 
be placed." The opening formalities prescribed are those of a 
secret and a religious society.... When it is time to begin, the 
President shall speak: 

"The hour for the opening of this - has come. If there are any 
here who are not members of the Order in good standing, let 
them withdraw. Brother Gatekeeper, close the door and admit 
no one during the opening ceremony." 

Thereupon each of those present shall whisper to certain 
officials, who go round from one to the other, the word by which 
one recognizes the initiates, and whoever does not know the 
word shall be removed even now, unless one of the members 
takes surety for him. Upon this the President says: "Let us all 
unite with our Chaplain, and call upon Almighty God for his 
blessing." The chaplain approaches the altar and recites his 
prayers. For convenience, a prayer form is printed in the ritual, 
which the chaplain may or may not use as he pleases; that is, 
he may use this prayer or say or read another prayer; but 
whether to pray or not is not left free by the ritual. Only after the 
prayer is said, and again the signs are given out, shall the

The ecclesiastical conditions of the old 
fatherland. 


11. recent theology. 


The professors of theology have always had a great influence 
on the faith and life of the church of their time. It was from the 
theological chairs that the teaching emanated, which was then 
spread among the Christian people by preachers and teachers 
of the people. And how is it now in this respect in the church of 
the old fatherland, in the home of true theology, which Dr. Luther 
has again brought on the scene? The decay of German theology 
bears the chief blame for the decay of the German national 
churches. We Lutherans of America also have good reason to 
take a sharp look at this main enemy of Luther's old teaching, the 
newer theology. For the new German theological wisdom has 
already taken root in many places in this country as well. And it 
is not only a matter for the theologians, but the duty of all 
Christians to watch over doctrine, to reject false doctrine, and 
thus also to arm and arm themselves against the powerful errors 
of the present. 

One can distinguish a threefold direction in German theology 
today. A genuinely rationalistic theology has at present re- 
established itself in the German universities. It is true that the old 
rationalism is broken. But unbelief has only assumed a different 
color and shape. We have thought before of the German 
Protestant Association or the New - Protestants. This direction 
has its representatives at almost all German universities. In 
recent decades, one professor of theology in particular, Ritschl 
in Géttingen, has made a great stir and has gathered crowds of 
theology students from all German countries around him. He has, 
as they say. made a school. 


A whole army of so-called Ritschlians, professors and pastors, 
stands glibly on the electoral square and fights with impetuosity 
and bitterness "the old dogma," the fundamental truths of the 
Christian faith, such as the doctrine of the Holy Trinity, of the 
divinity of Christ, of the atonement through Christ. A shallow 
doctrine of morals and virtues is the substitute they offer the 
people for the Christian faith, except that they deck out this old 
heathen wisdom with Christian names and titles, such as "faith," 
"justification," "regeneration." What is to be thought of this school 
of theologians cannot be doubted by any Christian. This is the 
chair and synagogue of Satan in the midst of Christianity. 

Another direction is designated by the so-called Union 
Theology, which has become especially native to the Prussian 
Uniate Church. These Union theologians do not want to 
abandon so-called positive Christianity altogether, but seek to 
mediate between the Christian faith and the pagan philosophy 
of the present day, and have fabricated a hybrid of the two. They 
place Christ in the center as the Savior of sinners, admit that 
Christ also worked miracles, do not deny the resurrection of 
Christ, and praise the exalted Christ as the head and Lord of the 
church, the congregation of believers. They prefer to call Christ 
the second Adam, "the flower and crown of mankind," "the ideal 
man. But though they exalt this man Jesus to heaven, and 
endow him with all manner of heavenly, divine gifts and powers, 
yet to them Jesus Christ is essentially only a man; that he is the 
essential Son of God, born of the Father in eternity, they do not 
wish to have word. And so we must also reckon this class of 
theologians among the antichrists who destroy the temple of 
God. For "this is the antichrist, which denieth the Father and the 
Son." 1 Joh. 2, 22. 

In addition to this extreme left and this middle party, there is 
also a so-called "right" in the German theological world, which is 
admittedly in the minority, a "confessional Lutheran" party, which 
wants to adhere to the confession of the Lutheran Church. The 
names of the main representatives of this "ecclesiastical" 
direction-we mention only v. Hofmann, Thomasius, Delitzsch, v. 
Zezschwitz, Frank, Luthardt, Grau, Zéckler, Volck-have a good 
sound in the Church of Germany and also in some ecclesiastical 
circles here. Many pastors and Christian laymen see in them the 
chief deniers not only of the Christian faith, but especially of 
orthodoxy in the present day. Now it is true that these 
theologians have in former times fought against the old 
rationalism and are at present fighting against the most blatant 
unbelief, they have also taken up arms against the Union and 
Union theology.

"establishment of salvation," and they mean such an institution, 
which also includes unbelievers. Professor Zéckler, who is also 
regarded as an orthodox Lutheran, has recently expressed 
himself as follows: "It must be felt everywhere as a great grace 
and honor to be snatched from the lost world and to be secure 
for the time being in the ship of the Church, even by those who 
have accepted the Lord only outwardly in dead faith and think 
that their salvation is secured by belonging to the Church. This 
knowledge, though obscured, is now, after the compulsion of the 
church has fallen, the most powerful motive which draws the 
masses to the church and keeps them with it." According to this, 
then, the faithless masses also belong to the church. While, 
according to the Lutheran confession, unbelievers, and 
especially those who are in the outward fellowship of the church, 
"belong to the devil's kingdom, who has caught them and drives 
them where he will," according to the new doctrine, even such 
people as have only "accepted the Lord in dead faith" (what a 
monstrous thought!), that is, unbelievers, are lawful members of 
the church. Even if they hold to the word only outwardly, they 
are, though they have no faith in their hearts, yet "snatched from 
the world, and for the time being are secure in the ship of the 
church." Thus the newer theologians are zealous defenders of 
the national churches, in which apparently unbelieving and 
godless men have equal rights with believing Christians. This is 
an unholy concept of the church, which opens the door to 
unbelief in the church and destroys the Christian church. 
Finally, the newer theologians have also denied the truth of 
the divine word concerning the hope of the church, the doctrine 
of the last things. What was formerly frowned upon in the 
Lutheran Church as a dangerous heresy, the rapture of a 
millennial kingdom, of a future external reign of the faithful on 
earth, has now become pretty much a generally accepted, 
"Lutheran" article of faith. The newer ones expect the Antichrist 


They have not deviated from the confession of the Lutheran 
Church, but have darkened and corrupted all the articles of the 
Lutheran faith without exception. This is due to the fact that they 
no longer stand on the old foundation, that the holy Scriptures 
are no longer the only source and guide of doctrine for them. 
They take certain scriptural statements out of the Scriptures and 
remodel them according to their own sense, and mix in their own 
perverted thoughts. The position of the moderns toward the holy 
Scriptures shows most clearly their complete apostasy from the 
old Lutheranism. What was formerly heard only from the mouths 
of the old rationalists is now openly and unmistakably expressed 
by the so-called positive, believing theologians, such as that the 
whole Bible is not the Word of God, that the literal inspiration of 
Scripture is not true, and that many errors and mistakes are 
found in the Bible. Yes, they are strongly engaged in outlining 
the foundation on which our faith and our salvation rest. 

Summa: The much-vaunted German theology of the present 
day, and especially the "confessional Lutheran" theology, which 
puts the name of Luther and the Lutheran confession on its 
banner and thereby undermines all the firm points and places of 
the Lutheran doctrine of faith, is one of the most powerful satanic 
errors of this last time, with which the evil enemy campaigns 
against the eternal truth of God and against the church of the 
pure word, against the church of God in general.

At the same time, however, 
this consecration was also to take place through the baptism of 
three young Indian heathens from the Frankenmuth Mission 
School. These were three brothers and sisters - a youth and his 
two sisters. The former, seventeen to eighteen years old, called 


Abuiquam, had chosen for himself the name Abraham as his 
baptismal name. He liked the interpretation of this name: "father 
of many nations"; he thought it would be quite nice if he also 
became a father of faith for many of his people. His 
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older sister, thirteen years old, was to be called Magdalena, the 
younger, seven years old, Anna. In number 13 of the third 
volume of the "Lutheraner" of February 23, 1847, Pastor Cramer 
reports the following about these three siblings and their baptism: 
"They had been at home with their sick mother for a long time 
during the whole summer, and there they had to pass many a 
hard test, being surrounded by the English Methodist 
missionaries, who spared no means to arouse prejudices against 
us among the Indians by the grossest lies. But after the death of 
their mother, they came to us again and were all the more 
attentive in their religious instruction, in which, of course, we had 
very little help at our disposal. But the Lord, who alone retains 
the glory, blessed the little and let it bear fruit. It cost us the most 
effort to convict the boy, who was a sober, respectable, hard- 
working boy, of his sinfulness. It was clearly seen in him what 
Paul says to the Romans on the fifth verse: Where there is no 
law, sin is not respected. But when he heard from the Scriptures 
about the fall of man, and how since then all men are already 
unclean through their sinful birth and under the wrath of God, the 
Spirit of God soon convinced him that an evil tree could not bear 
good fruit, that even his past doings and burdens were vain sin, 
and he became in need of salvation. When he asked what he got 
from baptism and received the answer that it worked forgiveness 
of sins, life and blessedness, he repeatedly asked to be baptized. 
His sisters, though more silent and taciturn, also declared with 
tears that they wanted to be baptized. The ceremony was 
supposed to take place on the first day of Christmas, the 
significance of which was made clear to them, but the invited 
witnesses to the baptism could not come because of the dew, to 
the great sorrow of the boy, who then himself indicated closer 
neighbors who knew the language. When we broke out into the 
church for the baptismal ceremony, the boy expressed his great 
joy that he was now washed clean of his sins. Fourteen days 
after the baptism, one of the girls died suddenly of lung paralysis 
as a result of whooping cough. How the sorrowful brother 
rejoiced when he heard that she was now with the Lord Christ, 
who had accepted her in baptism, in His eternal glory. - So the 
church and the graveyard are already dedicated to her purpose." 
How beautiful through this baptism of the firstfruits among the

XIl.), the 
house postilion (XIII.), his mighty pamphlets against the Papists 
(XVIII. XIX.) and against the Reformists, Anabaptists, and other 
enthusiasts (XX.), and the Table Talks (XXII.)

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To be able to govern themselves. In the course of time, 
necessity has become a rule and then a virtue. Just as a prince 
has his councillors and ministers take care of the various affairs 
of government, so he has entrusted church affairs to an 
"ecclesiastical" authority, the consistory. And as there are also 
lower government officials in the state, so church councils and 
superintendents are subordinated to the consistories, who 
supervise and govern the parishes of certain districts, their so- 
called dioceses. This ecclesiastical regiment, thus constituted, 
is a state authority. It demands unconditional obedience from 
the members, especially from the servants of the church, 
according to the example of the secular authorities by virtue of 
the fourth commandment. The pastors of the regional church 
must commit themselves in their oath of allegiance to comply 
punctually with all past and future church regulations and 
decisions. According to the Scriptures, the secular authorities 
are appointed by God, and it is the duty and obligation of the 
subjects to obey the authorities. Whether Christ, the Lord of the 
church, has ordained a church government for his church, and 
made obedience to the church government a duty of conscience 
for his disciples, which is not the case, is not inquired into. What 
is right and orderly in the state must also be right and orderly in 
the church. 

In this century the German states have become so-called 
constitutional monarchies. The sovereign and his government 
are assisted by a representation of the people. And the 
chambers or Landstande, to which Jews and Jewish comrades 
also belong, now also have a Say in ecclesiastical affairs. For 
several decades the Church has been granted a special 
representation, the so-called synods. But these are also 
organized entirely according to the state model. The decisions 
of the synods, when confirmed by the supreme bishop, have the 
same force of law as civil laws, and are as binding as the 
commandments of God.

The state needs money for its budget. So it imposes taxes on its 
subjects and does right by them. Is not this also the most 
convenient means for the church to procure money? For even 
the church budget costs something. The old endowments, like 
the income from the church and parish lands, are not enough. If 
one wanted to exhort the church members with God's word to 
provide for the church's needs through voluntary contributions, it 
would not be profitable. The multitude of those who no longer 
want to know anything about the church and God's Word would 
reject such an imposition to sacrifice something for the church 
with mocking laughter. Now, where there is a lack of willingness, 
one helps oneself with coercion and writes out church taxes and 
collects these taxes with police power. Finally, there is no need 
to distinguish between state taxes and church taxes. The heads 
and leaders of the church, the consistory councilors, the 
professors of theology are paid directly from the state treasury. 

As in the church in general, so it stands and goes in the 
individual congregations. The political local congregation is at 
the same time also the so-called church congregation. Whoever 
has his home in a place also belongs, together with his family, to 
the church of that place. Let's put ourselves in one of the big 
cities. There are parishes of twenty or thirty or even forty 
thousand souls. All who live in the district in question, whoever 
they may be, freethinkers, mockers of religion, lodge-brothers, 
the great crowd of worldly and living men, who run from one 
pleasure to another, the churchless masses, ...who care only for 
earthly things, and are wholly weaned from the church and the 
word of God... ... drunkards, thieves, swindlers, public fornicators 
and adulterers, public harlots... ... even robbers, murderers, and 
criminals, are counted as members of the church. Even in 
smaller towns and in the country there are godless boys, and 
even among those who outwardly walk honorably, many church 
despisers, who never go to church, never desire holy 
communion. All these are by right members of the church 
community of their place. Whoever of this mass has a desire and 
inclination to do so, whether he be a Christian or an unchristian, 
participates in the ecclesiastical elections. In many places the 
liberals, that is, the unbelievers, have the reins in their hands and 
elect leaders according to their sense, and the leaders then elect 
a pastor according to their sense. In other places the church- 
minded, because the others are too indifferent, may succeed in 
getting church-minded superintendents through, and these then 
elect a believing pastor. And in large city congregations, which 
have several pastors, it often happens that believing and 
unbelieving pastors, believing and unbelieving overseers, 
constantly wage war with one another, or, as is more frequently 
the case, work peaceably and amicably with one another on the 
same souls. This is truly a variegated picture. The national 
church congregations are in truth not Christian congregations, 
but motley heaps of Christians and manifest un-Christians. Yes, 
they are in truth no congregations at all; they lack all unity, all 
cohesion and union. What outwardly holds them together to 
some extent are certain outward ecclesiastical orders and 
customs, similar to the way in which local political congregations 
are held together by civic orders and local statutes. 


Rand and bands are kept. The believing Christians in the 
national churches also feel that there is no Christian fellowship 
within the parishes, and seek a substitute for it in their Christian 
associations and societies or in domestic prayer meetings and 
conventicles. 

Finally, we take a look at the doctrinal status of the national 
churches. The weal and woe of a church community depends 
mainly on the attitude and position of its ministry, its pastors. A 
pastor of a Landeskirche faces his congregation as such like a 
civil servant; he belongs, like the local magistrate or bailiff of the 
place, to the civil service, only that he has to attend to the so- 
called ecclesiastical or spiritual affairs. Many, or even most, of 
his so-called confessionals withdraw entirely from his pastoral 
activity, his preaching, instruction, pastoral care; they have no 
other contact with the local priest than that they use him now 
and then as a manager, have him perform some ecclesiastical 
act, a baptism or a marriage or a funeral. But even in their actual 
pastoral activity, which always benefits only a portion of the 
congregation, in preaching, teaching, and administering the 
sacraments, the pastors of the regional churches prove to be 
very little like servants of Christ and stewards of God's 
mysteries. It is far from being the case that God's Word and the 
confession of the church are the norm and rule of their ministry. 
There are hundreds of pastors, New Protestants, Ritschlians 
and other like-minded people in the German national churches 
who virtually mock the Word of God, insult and blaspoheme the 
God of the Christians, the Triune God, and the Lord of the 
Church, Christ, the Son of God, and present a pagan doctrine 
of virtue to their listeners, thus leading the souls commanded to 
them by a sure path to hell. As a rule, these are also grated men 
of the world and of life; they walk with the many on the broad 
road that leads to perdition. Besides these actual devil apostles, 
there is a large number of preachers who do not do so badly. 
They still tell the people something about Christ and the way to 
salvation, but besides this they tell their hearers so many wrong 
and useless things that it is very difficult for them to learn from 
their sermons how to believe rightly, live a Christian life, and die 
blessed. Obedience to the authorities, warnings against the 
Social Democrats, the glory of the German Empire, these have 
lately become special favorite themes of many "evangelical" 
preachers. For the rest, this middle class of pastors does not 
bother too much with the ministry. They are not in the habit of 
visiting pastors, with the exception of communions to the sick. 
They have most intercourse with their "confessors" in the inn or 
at banquets, and otherwise on festive occasions, gymnastics, 
shooting festivals, flag-raising ceremonies, etc. Their main aim 
is to remain good friends with everyone in the community, even 
with those who dislike the church. There is, however, no lack of

What to think of the Gustav-Adolf-Association. The "Free Church" 
reports the following: On June 17 and 18 the Gustav-Adolf-Vereine of the 
province of Brandenburg held their 45th general meeting in Nauen. The 
municipal authorities, the schools, as well as church associations had 
donated gifts of honor for poor communities in the diaspora, which were 
ceremoniously presented in the church after the service. The Lodge 
"Wilhelm zur Palme des Friedens" (William to the Palm of Peace) also 
participated in this charitable activity and donated an altar bible as well as 
a communion chalice with a paten, and both items were "dedicated". In his 
thanks, the chairman of the general meeting applauded the efforts of the 
Lodge and emphasized that "on the other side of the mountains" Masonry 
was called anti-Christian, but that "on this side of the mountains" one was 
firmly convinced of the value of Freemasonry for the Protestant Church. 

Two hundred Norwegian shipmasters have formed an 
association under the name of a "Brotherhood of the Sea," the members of 
which pledge themselves to worship regularly on their ships, and to order 
and perform all things in the fear of God, both at sea and on land. 


From England. There are large, renowned English firms that 
manufacture idols, especially Buddha images, in order to ship them to the 
Orient, especially the East Indies, and sell them there to the pagans. A 
trading house in Birmingham recently sent a ship to Burma whose cargo 
consisted exclusively of idols. 

Jesuitical. From West Prussia the "Monatsbl. fir Christen Augsb. 
Conf." reports of a Catholic "Rosary Society" for young girls, whose 
members wear a narrow ring on their fingers. The purpose of this society 
is that its members enter into mixed marriages, in order to discourage the 
Protestants by raising Catholic children. According to the report of a 
Protestant clergyman, the origin dates back to a Jesuit mission held in the 
area, and he knows of cases in which young girls have faithfully kept their 
vows and received marriage taxes of up to 1000 Marks in return; they do 
everything in their power to serve in the "holy work".

From Russia. A new act of violence has recently been added to the 
outrageously cruel measures against the Protestants and their kindred in 
Russia: the arrest of the four main leaders of the Protestant or Stundist 
movement who were still at large: the leader of the Armenian Protestants, 
Bagdasarianz, the leader of the German Baptists, Kalvert, the chief 
presbyter of the Russian Molokans, Mozayev, and the leader of the 
Methodists, Levaskov. All four were torn from their families without prior 
notification and taken under police guard to a mountain district near the 
Persian border, where they are to spend five years in the midst of fanatical 
Muslims. Moreover, 110 members of Protestant sects, as Baptists, 
Methodists, Molokans, etc., without distinction of sex, have recently been 
banished to a small village in the province of Elizabethpol. There they are 
in the greatest misery and are forced to beg their daily bread from the 
Armenians and Tartars. Particularly outrageous is the calculated cruelty 
with which the Russian authorities violate the sanctity of family life and 
separate parents and children from each other. Among the 110 exiles in 
Gerusi there are quite a number whose children have actually been 
abducted and taken to Greek Orthodox foster parents. It is extremely 
difficult to bring help to these unfortunate persons. All their letters pass 
through the hands of the police, and whoever would think of sending them 
means of help would presumably have to share their fate within a short 
time.

OskarKuhlmeyer, a student at Spring sield Seminary, Ill, passed 
away at the youthful age of scarcely 20 years. In him a dear godly 
student has departed from us, whose loss we sorrawfully mourn. At 
the beginning of September last year he was sent to Little Rock to 
help out in the negro mission, and we were already expecting his 
happy return, when instead we received the sad news ot his death. 
Truly, God is a hidden God! Just now, when the need is great and 
we are so much in need of faithful ministers of the Word, He takes 
from us this dear, hopeful, young man! Father Miller of Little Rock 
writes the following about the deceased: oy his Christian, 
industrious, humble, unpretentious nature he won the full confidence 
and heartfelt love not only of the Negroes under his care, but also of 
the whites living here with whom he came into contact. He was a 
man such as one finds few in that age. You could tell that he talked 
because he believed. What he professed, he also lived. ... In all his 
dealings with his people he showed that he did not consider himself 
better or higher than they. He often saved it at his own mouth to be 
able to help a poor black man. At last, however, he was joyful and 
contented in whatever he might encounter. All this contributed to the 
fact that his work was crowned with visible success. Yes, all this was 
the cause that it pained us so deeply when it pleased God to call this 
dear brother away from this life so early." : 

Nine days before his end he lay down; the malaria fever had 
seized him. When he regained consciousness, he prayed aloud with 
Father Miller's sayings and prayers, concluding with a strong Amen. 
He showed no fear of death during his illness. Shortly before his 
departure he sang a few songs, such as: "Be faithful unto death." 
The passage: 2 P : 

Seest thou nodding the crown shine? Swing to those 
borders, etc., he repeated several times. Just as he was about to 
bray the articles of faith, death closed his lips forever for this world.

"Weeping over the loss," writes Father Miller, "we stood at his 
deathbe pet praising and thanking God, who gave him such victory 
through JEsum Christum."-The following day the funeral service was 
held, Mr. 8th Dau, of Memphis, Tenn. delivering the funeral sermon 
on Isa.

If we now remember that before the plan for the founding of a

Already at that time, when Pastors Sihler, Ernst, Selle and 
others had severed their connection with the Ohio Synod, Léhe 
expressed in a circle of friends the desire to initiate for America "a 
greater help" than before. Correspondence with Dr. Sihler on this 
matter led to the conviction that the best way to relieve the spiritual 
distress among the German co-religionists who had previously 
immigrated and were continuing to immigrate would be to 
establish a practical theological seminary on American soil: 
Boden; For it also seemed to the brethren in Germany "more 
expedient and appropriate if their young friends, in a lively view of 
the ecclesiastical conditions here, and especially of the struggles 
of the Lutheran Church against papists, red spirits, union contrary 
to the Scriptures, and false brethren, as well as against 
unintelligent and maliciously disruptive members in the individual 
congregations, were brought up to serve the Church, than if this 
were done far from the scene of their future work and effectiveness 
in Germany. At Pastor Léhe's and Pastor Wucherer's express 
wish, however, this seminary was to be established in Fort Wayne, 
and the ten pupils previously taught by Pastor Léhe and Pastor 
Brock in Auernheim were to be transferred to it, and then pupils 
were to be sent to it again and again through Lohe's mediation.

It soon became apparent that this man was the right one for 
the young institution, who, with his rich talents and thorough 
education, "combined a most amiable personality and winning 
friendliness with a manly firmness of character, a rare sincerity and 
honesty, and a deep humility of heart," as Dr. Sihler testifies in his 
self-biography, and everyone who has met Wolter confirms it. "He 
now," reports Dr. Sihler, "moved into the (rented) seminary house 
as a spiritual housemaster and in a short time had won the heart 
of his students. It was repugnant to him to hover over them, as it 
were, aS professor and magister; but while he only moved 
between them, as it were, as an older brother, and placed himself 
next to them - just as in teaching he sat between and next to them 
without any elevated preceptor's chair - they all had the highest 
respect for his disposition and for his ever-developing teaching, 
and all the more so the less he aimed at achieving respect. They 
were all devoted to him with heartfelt love and trust, without him 
making any human effort to win them over. He showed how 
serious he was about his new profession by the words he had 
written in large letters on his lectern from Jer. 48:10, which read: 
The three years of living and working together with this excellent 
man, who was suddenly snatched away from the church by the 
cholera of 1849, are counted by Dr. Sihler as the most beautiful of 
his life. 

That was the lovely beginning of the practical-theological 
seminary transplanted here from its old home. Its original purpose, 
its peculiar character, however, was to remain with it forever. 
When Lohe, at the request of the newly founded synod, handed it 
over for free disposition, it happened, according to the deed of 
donation of September 8, 1847, under the express condition: "That

And yet the people are all Lutheran at home - many attend a 
Methodist church nearby and have their church duties 
performed by the Methodist pastor, but, as they say, they have 
not become Methodists; they still want to be Lutheran. One has 
now been found who would be willing to have services held in 
his house, and a second attempt would perhaps be more 
successful than the first. With such an extensive field of work, 
however, one cannot consider the individual congregation and 
the individual persons as one would like to. Now comes the 
Confirmation classes in three rather widely separated places. 
Thus the time of the travelling preacher is entirely taken up. 
There is a lack of manpower here as elsewhere. One traveling 
preacher cannot handle the whole workload. Where there is so 
much material as there is in Cat Spring, there might, in human 
judgment, by the uninterrupted labors of a pastor who had only 
here to work, be a large flourishing congregation, though it might 
require years of patient labor to do it. 

The dear readers will see that the traveling preachers have 
to struggle with many difficulties, and would often be 
discouraged by the apparent fruitlessness of their work, if they 
did not know that the faithful brethren in Christ prayed with them, 
that God would give them strength, courage, and perseverance 
for the difficult work; if they did not further know that the gracious 
God directs and guides their work everywhere, and gives 
blessings and success according to His good pleasure. 

May God continue to bless this and all missions for the glory 
of his name and the spread of his kingdom here on earth, for the

From the unirt-evangelical synod. In a paper that appears within this 
body, "Kirchenfreund" (Church Friend), quite horrible rationalism is 
spread. We recently reported some of this. In the last issue of December 
1, we read, among other things, the following: "It is asserted that the world 
was created by God from nothing. This belief is apocryphal, it is not 
biblical. . . . God's creation of the world did not take place once a few 
thousand years ago, it takes place continually; it is as eternal as God 
Himself. ..... Luther was unfortunately still under the error, very 
pardonable in his time and environment, of a world creation out of 
nothing." 

About "Catholicism in North America” 


...a Roman paper published in England... 


The following note: "In spite of the truly marvelous growth of 
Catholicism in the United States, the Catholic Church in the great 
Republic seems to be suffering from an alarming decline, just as it is 
here. This, at least, is the conclusion reached by Uev. Walbury, 
Cincinnati, in his pamphlet, The Question of Nationality. In a 
statistical study he compares the population of 1670 according to its 
various national and religious components with the actual population 
of 1890. If the same proportions had been maintained as they 
existed then, there should now be 18 million Irish Catholics, 5 million 
German, 2 million Polish, Italian, American and other Catholics, 
altogether 25 million. In reality there are only 9 to 10 million. If these 
figures are correct, they show a terrible decline, mainly among 
immigrants." 

An Episcopal preacher in Cambridge, Mast. has converted to the 
Roman Church because there are so many rationalists, freethinkers, and 
unbelievers in his church. That it is so in the Episcopal Church may be, 
and is sad enough; but the good man is mistaken if he thinks he does not 
find such people in the Roman Church. If he looks around, he will find 
plenty of "infidels" among laymen and priests. And yet "the whole 
papacy," as Luther says, "is nothing but a world full of idolatry," "through 
and through vain disobedience and enmity to God." 

In a lecture which caused a sensation in Jewish circles, the Jewish 
Rabbi Hirsch in Chicago expressed the idea that it was time for the Jews 
to change the day of rest from the Sabbath to Sunday, the day of rest 
recognized today by the entire civilized world. A local rabbi expressed a 
similar opinion.

WhAt is England spending on the heathen mission? This question is 
answered by Canonicus Scott Robertson in an annual statistic. For the 
accounting year 1890-91 he gives the following total: Ecclesiastical 
Missionary Societies 555, 338; Mixed Societies 215, 140 ; 
Nonconformists331, 603; Scottish and Irish Presbyterians 190, 118; 
Roman Catholics 9380 Pounds St. Total 1, 301, 579 Pounds St., or over 
26 million marks. The previous year's contributions are thus exceeded by 
5460 marks.

Roman "Sanctities". Charges have been brought against Pastor 
Storch in Magdeburg for bringing institutions of the Catholic Church into 
contempt. He has given a public lecture about his journey to the "holy 
rock" in Trier, and in doing so has sharply criticized the exhibition of this 
shrine. The denunciation is said to have proceeded from the Bishop at 
Hildesheim. (P. a. S.) 

Roman soul-catching. A Protestant man living in a mixed marriage, 
whose children attended Protestant religious instruction in his previous 
place of residence, quietly allowed it to happen that in Marienborn 
(Hesse) they were assigned to Catholic religious instruction by the 
Catholic pastor. The Protestant pastor objected to this; but the parents 
sent a petition, written by the Catholic pastor, to the Ministry, asking to be 
allowed to educate their children in the Catholic way. Now it turns out that 
the signature of the father under the petition is forged, namely by the 13- 
year-old daughter of the same!

In Bohemia, too, the persecutions on the part of the Catholics 
increase. In Prague the Congregationalist missionary Wolf was 
sentenced to a fine of 15 guilders because he had invited people to his 
house services. For the same "offense" the 
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Methodist preacher Pazdral was fined 25 guilders. A man was 
also sentenced to a fine of 15 guilders because people gathered 
in his apartment to read the Word of God. 

The army of the pope consists at present of two generals, 
two colonels, two lieutenant colonels, one major, two captains, 
four lieutenants, and sixty men, including the remnants of the old 
Swiss legion. 

Protestantism is on the increase in Ireland. According to the 
census completed last year, there are 602, 300 Protestant 
Episcopalians, 446, 689 Presbyterians, and 40,000 Methodists, 
besides 3, 549, 856 Catholics. 

Japan. The pope has established the Catholic hierarchy in 
Japan by appointing an archbishop for Tokyo and suffragan 
bishops for Nacaski, Osaka and Thadokata. The Ministry of the 
Interior of Japan has assured the Vatican that the Catholic 
Church will be guaranteed complete freedom in its missionary 
work.

While the curriculum vitae of our venerated teacher, the 
blessed Herm Prof. A. Cramer, appears in the "Lutheraner", | am 
unfortunately compelled to set up a small memorial to one of his 
faithful students in this publication, namely to Father Johann 
Joachim Ehlen, who went to his eternal rest on October 2 of this 
year. 

Ehlen saw the light of day on 18 September 1866 in 
GroBmerkelsen, Hanover, Germany. He was the third oldest son 
of Johann Diedrich Ehlen and his wife Engel Katharine, née 
Rathjen. He attended the elementary school there until he was 
fifteen years old. From Michaelmas 1881 to Easter 1882 he was 
at the preparatory school in Rothenburg and received the 
certificate of very good diligence and very good conduct. Since 
he showed an immense desire and love for learning from his 
youth, his parents willingly let him move to America with his 
oldest brother, the present Father J. D. Ehlen, so that he could 
prepare with him for the holy ministry at our seminary in 
Springfield. His father, although a poor man, has given three 
sons to the church for service. Surely an example worthy of 
imitation! The gifted young Ehlen studied with love and joy. 
During his studies he was active as a vicar in several places in 
Ohio and lowa. Wherever he went, he was loved and 
appreciated because of his kind, sincere character and because 
of his faithfulness in the performance of his duties. 

In the summer of 1889 he took his exams, and since he was 
designated by the distribution commission of our Synod, at the 
suggestion of his beloved teacher, Prof. Wynekens, for the 
mission on the coast of the Pacific Ocean, he first traveled to 
Orange for a few weeks to recuperate with his parents, who in 
the meantime had followed their sons to America. On August 21, 
the candidate was ordained by Herm Prases Buhler in San 
Francisco. He then took a job as a missionary for Eastern 
Oregon, Jdaho and Washington. With eagerness and zeal he 
moved on to his new, extremely difficult field of work. Extensive 
travels by day and night, in wind and weather, an attack of 
influenza weakened his health to such an extent that he had to 
turn to the Commission for an easier field of work. The 
Commission recommended him to the vacant mission 
congregation in Fresno; he was called by them, and with a 
cheerful heart he hoped to regain his former health in a milder 
climate more to the south. But - man thinks 


and God is directing. Already in Tacoma, Wash. he began to 
bleed easily from the lungs after preaching, so he hastened his 
removal. In Oakland, where he stayed with Father Tisza, the 
bleeding recurred several times, and in spite of careful care on 
the part of the members of the pastor's family, and in spite of 
medical treatment, he became so weak that his brother William, 
who had been notified in the meantime and who had a business 
in Orange, and with whom his parents lived, felt compelled to 
bring him home in the summer of 1890. Although he had 
accepted the call to Fresno, he was unfortunately unable to take 
up his post. 

Here in his parents' home he gradually recovered; indeed, 
he felt so invigorated this spring that he longed for work. Since 
his community in Fresno had waited so long with patience for 
his recovery, he decided to join them and do what he could. 
Under the warmest blessings of his local friends he traveled to 
Fresno and was introduced there on the first Sunday after 
Trinity, to the great joy of the congregation, by Father Kitzmann. 
He preached every fortnight from then on, and wrote that his 
voice was strengthening. But behold, while he felt no ill sign 
before, the bleedings set in again in the after-summer. After the 
first attack he himself wrote to his parents and reassured them 
that they should not be alarmed, that everything would be all 
right again. Full of trust in God, he surrendered to God's will. 
This was on a Friday. On the following Sunday he had six new 
attacks and was close to death. In response to a telegraphic 
message, his mother and brother hurried to Fresno that same 
evening. His brother soon returned, and his mother remained 
upstairs for his care. Even then he was often visited by the 
Norwegian Father Johansen and received Holy Communion 
from him. When he was ready to be transported, he was taken 
to the country to Mr. H. Eickhoff. However, because the desired 
strengthening did not occur, his saddened mother decided to 
bring him back to Orange. He arrived there on the thirteenth 
Sunday after Trinity. Some weeks ago he became so 
breathless at night that he sent for me to come to his bedside 
at midnight, thinking that his end was at hand. But his hour had 
not yet struck. The next day | gave him Holy Communion, which 
he received faithfully and in submission to God's will. He was 
also often visited by me and strengthened by the consolations 
of the divine word. Although he would have liked to live a little 
longer and consume his strength by working in the kingdom of 
God, he longed for a blessed end and prayed for it with his 
beloved mother. And it was soon near; he died sooner than 
anyone suspected. On the afternoon of the day of his death he 
was somewhat restless and in the evening he breathed heavily, 
so that his father was sent for. At 10:20 a.m. he passed away 
gently, surrounded by his family. 

Since it is still quite warm here at this time of year, the 
deceased had to be buried already on Sunday, October 4. He 
was the second corpse to be buried in the new graveyard 
purchased by the local congregation. The first body was a girl 
of fifteen years. When she was buried a fortnight ago, he had 
himself seated at the window facing the church and remarked: 
"Oh, how happy she is, if only | were in her place." 
Unfortunately, the undersigned had to conduct the funeral 
ceremonies alone. Father Runkel, who was to deliver an 
English address to the Anglo-Americans, was unable to come. 
As a text for the funeral sermon | took as a basis Is. 29, 28: 
"These things also come to pass from the LORD of hosts: for 
his counsel is marvelous, and he bringeth them forth gloriously." 

A large procession of friends and mourners followed the 
body to the graveyard. There he was 


under the usual prayers into the grave and sown as a noble seed on God' 
field. 

His untimely death is a great loss not only to the grieving family, bu 
also to the Lutheran Church in this country and especially to the mission 
in this area. With him we lose a diligent, sincere, faithful servant of th 
church, a righteous Christian, a beloved friend and brother. But we bo' 
in humility under God's inscrutable counsel and will, and let thi 
bereavement also stimulate and entice us to work as long as it is day, fo 
the night is coming when no one can work.

It depicts the most beautiful of the children of men, as he is 
described in Marci 10, surrounded by children and their pious mothers, 
who brought them to him so that he could touch them, and is a very 
lovely, fine picture, probably the most beautiful that has come out of our 
painter's workshop. It would be desirable that many other pictures, which 
are not very appropriate for a Lutheran Christian house, would be 
displaced from their place or kept away from Christian houses by this 
biblical picture.
